Chap.  IV.— %tfn  Jd  concerning  diKriminaUng  dtUiet  of  tonnage  and  impoat,  (a) 
Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rtpresentatwes  ofthe  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That,  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four,  during  the 
continuance  of  this  act,  and  under  the  limitations  hereinafter .  men 
tioned,  so  much  of  the  several  acts  imposing  duties  on  the  tonnage 
cf  vessels  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  as  imposes  a  discriminating 
duty  between  foreign  Teasels  and  vessels  of  the  United  States,  is 
hereby  suspended,  so  far  as  respects  vessels  truly  and  wholly  belonging 
to  subjects  or  citizens  of  the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands;  of  Prussia; 
of  the  Imperial  Hanseatic  cities  of  Hamburg,  Lubeck,  and  firemen;  of 
the  Dukedom  of  Oldenburg;  of  the  Kingdom  of  Norway ;  of  the  King- 
dom of  Sardinia,  and  of  the  Emphre  of  Russia. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  Jvrther  enacted^  That  so  much  of  the  several 
acts  imposing  duties  "on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  imported  into 
the  United  States,  as  imposes  a  discriminating  duty  between  goods  import- 
ed into  the  United  States  in  foreign  vessds,  and  in  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  suspended,  so  far  asthe  same  respects  the 
produce  or  manufactures  of  the  territories  in  Europe,  of  any  of  the 
above-mentioned  nations,  or  such  produce  and  manufactures  as  can  only 
be,  or  most  usually  are,  first  shipped  from  a  port  or  place  in  the  said 
territories  in  Europe,  of  either  of  them,  respectively,  the  same  being 
imported  in  vessels  truly  and  wholly  belonging  to  the  subjects  or  citizens 
of  each  of  the  said  nations,  respectively,  the  vessels  of  each  nation 
importing  its  own  produce  and  manufiiotiores  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  suspension  of  the  discrim- 
inating duties  of  tonnage  and  impost,  in  the  two  prececfing  sections  of 
this  act  prescribed,  shall  continue,  in  behalf  of  each  of  the  above-men 
tioned  nations,  on  condition  that,  and  so  long  as,  the  vessels  of  the 
United  States,  and  truly  wholly  belonging  to  the  citizens  thereof,  and  all 
goods  and  merchandise,  of  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  United 
States,  laden  therein,  and  imported  into  any  of  the  ports  of  the  said 
nations  in  Europe,  respectively,  shall  be  exempted  from  all  and  every 
discriminating  duty  of  impost  or  tonnage,  direct  or  indirect,  whatsoever.

shall  revive  and  be  in  full  force,  with  regard  to  the  said  nation. 

Sbc.  4.  Amd  be  U  fiaHur  enacted.  That,  upon  satisfactory  evidence 
being  given  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  the  government  of 
any  foreign  nation,  that  no  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage  or  impost 
are  imposed  or  levied  within  the  ports  of  the  said  nation,  upon  vessels 
wholly  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  upon  merchandise, 
the  produce  or  manufacture  thereof,  imported  in  the  same,  the  President 
is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  his  proclamation,  declaring  that  the  foreign 
discriminating  duties  of  tonnage  and  impost  within  the  United  States, 
are,  and  shall  be,  suspended  and  discontinued,  so  far  as  respects  the 
vessels  of  the  said  nation,  and  the  merchandise  of  its  produce  or  manu- 
facture, imported  into  the  United  States  in  the  same :  the  said  suspen* 
«on  to  take  effect  from  the  time  of  such  notification  being  given  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to  continue  so  long  as  the  recip- 
rocal exemption  of  venels  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  merchandise  as  aforesaid,  thereon  kden,  shall  be  continued,  and  no 
longer.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RquysentaHves  of  the  linked 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assenmed.  That  in  all  cases  where 
provision  has  been  made  by  law  for  five  years'  half  pay  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  officers,  seamen,  and  marines,  who  were  killed  in  battle, 
or  who  died  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  during  the  late  war ; 
and,  also,  in  all  cases  where  provision  has  been  made  for  extending  the 
term  for  five  years,  in  addition  to  the  first  term  of  five  years,  the  said 
provision  shall  be  further  extended  for  an  additional  term  of  five  years, 
to  commence  at  the  end  of  the  second  term,  of  five  years,  in  each  case, 
respectively,  making  the  provision  equal  to  fifleen  years'  half  pay ;  which 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  heretofore  provided  by  law ;  and  the  said 
pensions  shall  cease,  for  the  causes  mentioned  in  the  laws  providing  the 
same  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  afler  the  passing 
of  this  act,  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  and  explain  an  act  giving, 
pensions  to  the  orphans  and  widows  of  persons  slain  in  the  public  oi 
private  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,"  passed  March  the  third,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re- 
pealed :  Provided,  however.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That,  for  defraying 
the  expenses  of  the  navy  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-four,  the  following  sums  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  respec- 
tively, appropriated : 

For  the  pay  and  subsistence  of  the  officers,  and  pay  of  the  seamen, 
eight  hundred  and  forty-seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-two  dol- 
lars and  twenty-five  cents. 

For  provisions,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  one 
hundred  and  twenty«eight  dollars,  and  seventy-five  cents,  the  balance 
of  appropriation  for  provisions  unexpended  and  provisions  on  hand, 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  medicines,  hospital  stores,  and  all  expenses  on  account  of  the 
sick,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  pay,  subsistence,  and  allowances,  of  every  description,  to  all 
commissioned  and  warrant  officers,  employed  at  the  several  navy  yards 
and  store  stations,  also  of  naval  constructors,  store-keepers,  inspectors, 
master  workmen,  clerks  of  the  yards,  of  the  check,  and  of  command- 
ersy  and  porters  attached  to  the  navy  yards  and  store  stations,  two 
hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars 
and  twenty-six  cents.

tal labour  at  navy  yards,  which  is  not  applicable  to  any  other  appropria- 
tion ;  pilotage  of  public  vessels  in  the  United  States,  and4n  foreign  coun- 
tries ;  printing  naval  registers,  blank  pay-rolls,  receipt  rolls,  steward's  re- 
turns, seamen's  allotment  tickets,  the  proceedings  of  courts  martial ; 
storage  of  provisions,  and  stores  in  foreign  ports,  and  in  the  United  States, 
where  public  stores  are  not  provided ;  coals  for  blacksmiths  and  anchor- 
makers,  and  fiiel  for  steam-engines ;  purchase  and  maintenance  of  oxen, ' 
carts,  large  timber  wheels,  and  workmen's  tools ;  chamber  money  to  offi- 
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cers,  in  lieu  of  quarters,  other  than  houae^rent ;  purchase  of  books,  charts, 
nautical  and  mathematical  instruments,  chronometers,  machinery,  mod- 
els, drawings,  and  all  stationery,  of  every  description,  used  throughout  the 
nayal  service ;  expense  of  pursuing  deserters ;  expense  of  officers  in  sick 
quarters ;  storage  of  powder ;  lighterage  and  scow  hire ;  postage  of  letters 
on  public  service ;  for  per  diem  allowance  to  officers  engaged  on  extra 
service  beyond  the  limit  of  their  stations ;  for  the  purchase  and  repairs 
of  steam  and  fire  engines  and  machinery ;  for  expenses  of  burying  de- 
ceased persons  belonging  to  the  navy ;  for  taxes  on  navy  yards  and  public 
property ;  and  for  accidents  to  the  public  vessels,  and  for  no  other  object 
or  purpose  whatever,  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses  for  objects  arising  in  the  current  year,  and 
not  hereinbefore  enumerated,  five  thousand  ddlars. 

For  repairs  of  vessels,  and  for  wear  and  tear,  three  hundred  and  fif^y 
thousand  dollars. 

For  the  improvement  of  navy  yards,  docks,  and  wharves,  slips,  en- 
closures, and  buildings,  of  every  description,  one  hundred  and  fifty? 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  ddlars,  with  authority  to  purchase,  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  a  slip  of 
land,  estimated  to  contain  about  nine  thousand  superficial  feet,  to 
straighten  the  back  line  of  the  navy  yard  at  Gharlestown,  Massachusetts. 

For  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores,  including  small  arms,  manufac- 
ture of  powder,  one  thousand  dollars,  with  the  unexpended  balances  of 
former  appropriations,  estimated  to  amount  to  about  nineteen  thousand 
dollars. 

For  ship's  houses,  to  repay  the  amount  taken  from  the  gradual  in- 
crease, seventy-eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  and  subsistence  of  the  marine  corps,  one  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-two thousand  and  ninety-four  dollars. 

For  clothing  for  the  same,  twenty-eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
sij^-five  dollars.

That,  in  all  cases  where  the 
purchaser,  or  legal  holder,  of  any  certificate  of  purchase  of  any  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States,  may  have  obtained  a  certificate  of 
further  credit  under  the  provisions  of  an  act,  passed  the  second  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-one,  entitled  "  An  act  for 
the  relief  of  the  purchasers  of  public  lands,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,"  or  of  the  acts  supplementary

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represeniathfes  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assenMed,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  Stales  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint  an  agent  for 
the  Osage  Indians  west  of  the  state  of  Missouri,  and  territory  of  Arkan- 
sas, who  shall  receive  for  his  compensation  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  in  full,  and  that  all  rations  or  other  allowances  made  to  him,  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  sum  hereby  allowed. 

Sbc.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
Indian  agent  to  reside  and  keep  his  agency  within,  or  near  the  territory, 
claimed  by  the  tribe  or  tribes  of  Indians  for  which  he  may  be  agent,  at 
such  place  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  designate.

and  drawback,  the  contents  of  the  packages  so  offered,  shall  be  examined 
bj  an  inspector  of  the  customs,  and  measured  or  weighed,  and  compared 
with  the  original  entry, registry,  and  samples;  and  if,  upon  such  compari- 
son and  full  examination,  the  collector  shall  be  satined  that  the  contents 
of  each  package  are  the  same  identical  goods  imported  and  registered 
as  aforesaid,  and* not  changed  or  altered,  except  by  being  coloured,  prints 
ed,  stained,  dyed,  stamped,  or  painted,  as  aforesaid,  then  the  person,  so 
entering  such  goods,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  oath  prescribed  by  law,  to 
be  used  in  cases  of  application  for  exportation  of  goods  for  the  benefit 
of  drawback,  and  shall,  thereupon,  be  entitled  to  drawback,  as  in  other 
cases ;  Provided,  That  the  exporter  shall,  in  every  other  particular,  com- 
ply with  the  regulations  and  formalities  heretofore  established  for  entries 
of  goods  for  exportation,  with  the  benefit  of  drawback.  And  if  any  per- 
son shall  present,  for  exportation  and  drawback,  any  coloured,  printed, 
stained,  dyed,  stamped,  or  painted,  silk  cloths,  knowing  the  same  not  to 
be  entitled  to  drawback,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
shall  wilfully  misrepresent  or  conceal  the  contents  or  quality  of  any 
package  as  aforesaid,  the  said  goods,  so  presented  or  entered  for  draw- 
back, shall  be  forfeited,  and  may  be  seized  by  the  collector,  and  proceed- 
ed with,  and  the  forfeiture  distributed,as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  Juriher  enacted,  That  the  existing  laws  shall  ex- 
tend to,  and  be  in  force  for,  the  collection  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this 
act,  for  the  prosecution  and  punishment  of  all  offences,  and  for  the  re-

That  the  provisions  of  the  second 
section  of  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled  *<  An  act  to  regulate  the  duties 
on  imports  and  tonnage,"  approved  April  twenty-seventh,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  shall  extend  and  enure  to  the  benefit  of  schools 
and  (Colleges  within  the  United  States,  or  the  territories  thereof,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  under  the  like  limitations  and  restrictions,  as  is  pro- 
vided in  said  act,  with  respect  to  seminaries  of  learning.

Under  the  provision  of  the  act  of  Congress,  passed  on  the  26th  of  May,  1824,  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  the  superior  court  of  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  by  which  a  confirmation  was  claimed  of  a  . 
grant  of  land  alleged  to  have  been  made  to  the  petitioner,  Sampeyreac,  by  tlie  Spanish  government, 
prior  to  the  cession  of  Louisiana  to  the  United  States  by  the  treaty  of  April  3d,  1803.  This  claim  was 
opposed  by  the  district  attorney  of  the  United  States;  and  the  court  after  hearing  evidence,  decreed 
that  the  petitioner  recover  the  land  from  the  United  States.  AfVerwards,  the  district  attorney  of  the 
United  Sutes,  proceeding  on  the  authority  of  the  act  of  May  8th,  1830,  filed  a  bill  of  review,  founded 
on  the  allegation,  that  the  original  decree  was  obtained  by  fraud  and  surprise,  that  the  documents 
produced  in  support  of  the  claim  of  Sampeyreac  were  forged,  and  that  the  witnesses  who  had  been 
examined  to  sustain  the  same  were  perjured.  At  a  subsequent  term  Stewart  was  allowed  to  become  a 
defendant  to  the  bill  of  review,  and  filed  an  answer,  in  which  the  fraud  and  forgery  are  denied,  and  in 
which  he  asserts,  that  if  the  same  were  committed,  he  is  ignorant  thereof;  and  asserts  that  he  is  bona  fide 
purchaser  of  the  land  for  a  valuable  consideration,  from  one  John  J.  Bowie,  who  conveyed  to  him  the 
claim  of  Sampeyreac  by  deed,  dated  about  the  22d  October,  1828.  On  a  final  hearing,  the  court,  being 
satisfied  of  the  forgery,  perjury,  and  fraud,  reversed  the  original  decree.  Held,  that  these  proceed- 
ings were  legal,  and  were  authorized  by  the  act  of  the  8th  of  May,  1830.

Chap.  CLXXIV. — Jn  Act  providing  for  the  disposition  of  three  several  traeti  tf 
land  in  Tutcarawas  county ,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  three  several  tracts  of 
land,  lying  in  the  county  of  Tuscarawas,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  lately  retro- 
ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  Society  of  United  Brethren  for  propa- 
gating the  Gospel  among  the  heathen,  shall  be  surveyed  and  laid  off  into 
such  lots,  having  regard  to  the  existing  surveys   and  improvements 
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thereon,  as  will  best  conduce  to  the  sale  thereof:  Prmnded,  That  the  lots 
and  tracts  which  the  United  States  are  bound  to  convey  to  the  said  so- 
ciety, shall  be  laid  off  according  to  the  contract  for  retrocession :  And 
provided^  also.  That  a  suiuble  number  of  in-Iots  and  out-lots,  in  the  town 
of  Gnadenhutten,  shall  be  laid  off  for  said  town,  embracing  the  improved 
part  thereof,  and  the  fields  adjoining,  now  occupied  by  the  inhabitants, 
which  shall  be  platted  and  numbered,  and  a  copy  recorded  in  said  county, 
according  to  the  laws  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint  an  agent,  who  shall  reside 
near  the  said  land,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend  and  direct  the 
surrey  of  said  land  and  lots ;  to  receive  and  pay  over  to  the  treasury  the 
rents  due,  and  to  become  due,  on  said  lands;  to  take  [K>sse8sion  of  such 
parts  of  said  lands  as  may  be  forfeited  by  the  tenants,  by  reason  of  non- 
performance of  the  covenants  in  their  leases,  to  ascertain  the  actual 
cash  valueof  eachof  the  lots  and  to^yn  lots,  with  the  improvements  there- 
on, and,  also,  the  ralue  of  each,  sulaject  to  the  conditions  of  the  lease 
outstanding  on  it,  by  the  aid  of  two  disinterested  appraisers,  to  be  selected 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  to  ascertain  the  award  to  be  made  to 
Isaac  Simners,  Jesse  Walton,  Barzillai  Walton,  Jesse  Hill,  and  Boaz 
Walton,  according  to  their  leases;  to  receive  a  surrender  of  such  of  the 
leases  outstanding  on  such  lands  as  the  holders. thereof  may  be  disposed 
to  make,  who  have,  or  shall  first  comply  with  the  conditions  of  their 
leases,  up  to  die  time  of  the  surrender ;  to  superintend  the  sale  of  said 
lands  and  lots,  and  to  transfer  to  the  purchasers  who  shall  buy  any  of  said 
land  or  lots,  subject  to  the  leases  thereon,  the  lease  of  the  lot  or  land  so 
bought ;  and  to  do  whatever  else  may  be  necessary  to  effect  a  speedy 
and  advantageous  disposition  of  said  lands  and  lots. 

That  a  right  of  preemption  shall 
be  allowed  to  John  Andreas,  John  Neigaman,  Jacob  Win^,  and  Ca- 
tharine Tschudy,  at  the  real  cash  value  of  the  lots  occupied  by  them  ac- 
cording to  the  stipulations  of  the  said  agreement  for  retrocession,  and  to 
any  of  the  lessees,  for  any  lot  embracing  their  lease;  and,  also,  to  the  said 
Society  of  United  Brethren,  for  any  of  the  remaining  lots,  or  town  lots, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  stipulated  to  be  paid  to  them  by 
the  United  States :  Prodded,  That  any  of  the  persons  entitled  to  pre- 
emption, who  shall  be  desirous  to  avail  themselves  of  such  right,  shall 
give  notice  to  the  said  agent  of  such  their  intention  before  the  cash  value 
of  the  lots  is  asceruined ;  and,  in  the  case  of  the  lessees,  shall,  at  or 
before  the  time  of  giving  such  notice,  pay  all  arrears  of  rent,  and  surren- 
der their  leases;  and  shall,  immediately  after  the  said  cash  value  is 
ascertained,  be  entitled  to  a  patent  for  the  lot  or  land  to  which  they  are 
entitled,  as  aforesaid,  on  paying  the  amount  of  such  cash  value ;  or,  in  the

part  of  Louisiana,  which  lies  east  of  the  river  Mississippi,  and  island  of 
New  Orleans,"  whose  claims  have  been  presented  to  the  commissioner 
appointed  to  receive  and  examine  claims  and  titles  to  lands  in  said  dis- 
trict, or  to  the  register  and  receiver,  acting  as  commissioners,  under  the 
provbioiis  of  the  act  of  the  third  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  nineteen,  entitled  "  An  act  for  adjusting  the  claims  to  lands,  and 
establishing  land  offices  in  the  districts  east  of  the  island  of  New  Orleans," 
and  which  have  not  been  reported  to  Congress,  or  whose  claims  have  not

For  a  pier  and  three  buoys  at  the  mouth  of  Saco  River,  and  a  pier  at 
the  mouth  of  Well's  Harbour,  ten  thousand  dollars-^-five  thousand  dollars 
to  each  of  those  places. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  U  further  enacted.  That  the  following  annual  salaries 
be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  keepers  of  light  vessels,  to  wit : 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Sandy  Hook  light  vessel,  seven  hundred  dollars; 
and  for  a  mate,  three  hundred  and  fiAy  dollars. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Smith's  Point  light  vessel,  in  the  Chesapeake  Baj, 
five  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Wolf  Trap  light  vessel,  in  the  same  bay,  five 
hundred  dollars. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Willoughby  Spit  light  vessel,  in  the  same  bay, 
five  hundred  dollars.  ^ 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Craney  Island  light  vessel,  four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  , 

To  the  keeper  of  the  light  vesse}  to  be  placed  at  or  near  the  shoals  of 
Cape  Hatteras,  seven  hundred  dollars;  and  for  a  mate,  three  hundred 
and  fifly  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  of  tlie  United 
States  be,  and  he  is,  authorized  and  requested  to  cause  a  proper  site,  at 
or  near  the  mouth  of  the  river  Teche,  in  Louisiana,  to  be  selected  for  a 
lighthouse,  and  proper  places  designated  for  placing  buoys  near  the  same. 
[That,]  to  enable  the  President  to  accomplish  these  objects,  a  sum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated.

(a)  Decisions  of  the  Sapreme  Court  as  to  the  practice  and  principles  regulating  the  proceedings 
of  the  courts  of  law,  which  prevail  in  the  Federal  courts  of  Louisiana. 

As,  by  the  laws  of  Louisiana,  questions  of  fact  in  civil  cases  are  tried  by  the  court,  unless  either  of 
the  parties  demand  a  jury,  in  an  action  of  debt  on  a  judgment,  the  interest  on  the  original  judgment 
may  be  computed,  and  make  part  of  the  judgment  in  Louisiana,  without  a  writ  of  inquiry,  and  the 
intervention  of  a  jury.    Mayhew  v.  Thatcher,  6  Wheat.  129  ;  6  Cond.  Rep.  34. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  acts  of  Congress,  Louisiana,  when  she  came  into  the  Un4pn,  had  organised 
therein  a  district  court  of  the  United  States,  having  the  same  jurisdiction,  escept  as  to  appeals  and 
writs  of  error,  as  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States  in  other  states ;  and  the  modes  of  proceeding 
in  that  court  were  required  to  be  according  to  the  principles,  rules  and  usages  which  belong  to  courts 
of  equity,  as  contradistingujshed  from  courts  of  common  law.  And  whether  there  were  or  not,  in  the 
several  sutes,  courts  of  equity  proceeding  according  to  such  principles  and  usages,  made  no  difference, 
according  to  the  construction  uniformly  given  by  the  Supreme  Court.  Livingston  v.  Story,  9  Peters,  632. 

Tho  provisions  of  the  act. of  Congress  of  1824,  relative  to  the  practice  of  the  courts  of  the  United 
States  in  Louisiana,  contain  the  descriptive  term  **  civil  actions,"  which  embrace  cases  at  law  and  in 
equity ;  and  may  be  fairW  construed  as  used  in  contradistinction  to  criminal  causes.  They  appljr  equally  to 
cases  in  equi^;  and  if  there  are  any  laws  in  Louisiana  directing  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  equi^

If  there  are  no  equitable  claima  or  rights  cognisable  in  the  courts  of  the  state  of  Louisiana,  nor  anj 
courts  of  equity,  and  no  state  laws  regulating  the  practice  in  equity  causes,  the  law  of  May  26,  1S24, 
ch.  181,  does  not  apply  to  a  case  of  chancery  iurisdiction  ;  and  the  district  court  of  Louisiana,  was 
bound  to  adopt  the  antecedent  mcnSes,  aathorixed  under  former  modes  of  practice.    Ibid. 

Under  the  law  of  Louisiana,  there  are  twa  kinds  of  pledges,  the  pawn  and  the  antichresis.  A  thing 
is  said  to  be  pawned,  when  a  movable  is  given  as  a  security ;  the  antichresis  consists  of  immovables. 
Livingston  v.  Story,  11  Peters,  351. 

L.  conveyed  in  1822,  in  fee  simple,  to  F.  and  S.,  certain  real  estate  in  New  Orleans,  by  deed, 
for  a  sum  of  money  paid  to  him,  and  took  from  them  a  counter-letter,  signed  by  them ;  by  which 
it  was  agreed,  that  on  the  payment  of  a  sum  stated  in  it,  on  a  day  stated,  the  property  should  be  recon- 
vejed  by  them  to  L. ;  and  if  not  so  paid,  the  property  should  be  sold  by  an  auctioneer ;  and,  afler 
repaying,  out  of  the  proceeds,  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  counter-letter,  the  balance  should  be  paid  to 
L.  The  money  was  not  paid  on  the  day  appointed,  and  a  further  time  was  given  for  its  payment,  with 
additional  interest  and  charges ;  and  if  not  paid  at  the  expiration  of  the  time,  it  should  be  sold  by  an 
auctioneer.  An  agreement  was  at  the  same  time  made  by  L.,  that  the  counter-letter  should  be  deliv- 
ered up  to  F.  and  S.,  and  cancelled.  The  money  not  being  paid,  it  was  again  agreed  between  the 
parties,  that  if  on  a  subsequent  day  fixed  upon,  it  should  not,  with  an  additional  amount  for  interest. 
Ice.,  be  paid,  the  property  should  belong  absolutely  to  F.  and  S.  The  money  was  not  paid,  and  F.  and 
S.  sAerwards  held  the  property  as  their  own.  The  Supreme  Court  held  this  transaction  to  be  an  anti- 
chresis, according  to  the  Civil  Code  of  Louisiana ;  and  on  a  bill  filed  in  the  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  eastern  district  of  Looisiana,  in  1832,  decreed  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate 
should  h^  accounted  for  by  S.,  who  had  become  the  sole  owner  of  the  property  by  purchase  of  F.*s 
moiety;  and  that  the  property  should  be  sold  by  an  auctioneer,  unless  the  balance  due  8.,  after  charg- 
ing th«  eum  due  at  the  time  last  agreed  upon  for  the  payment  of  the  money,  and  legal  interest,  with 
all  the  eaoenses  of  the  estate,  deducting  the  rents  and  profits,  should  be  paid  to  8. ;  and  on  payment 
of  the  balance  due  S.,  the  residue  should  be  paid  to  the  legal  representative  of  L.    Ibid. 

The  antichresis  must  be  reduced  to  writing.  The  creditor  acquires  by  this  contract,  the  right  of  reap- 
ing the  fruits,  or  other  rewards  of  the  immovables  given  to  him  in  pledge,  on  condition  of  deducting, 
annually,  their  proceeds  from  the  interest,  if  any  be  due  to  him,  and  afterwards  from  the  principal  of 
his  debt.  The  creditor  is  bound,  unless  the  contrary  is  agreed  on,  to  pay  the  taxes,  as  well  as  the 
anonal  charges  of  the  property  given  to  him  in  pledge.  He  is  likewise  bound,  under  the  penalty  of 
damage*,  to  provide  for  the  keeping  and  necessary  repairs  of  tho  pledged  estate ;  and  may  lay  outy 
from  the  revenues  of  the  estatej  sufficient  for  such  expenses.    Jbid. 

The  creditor  does  not  become  proprietor  of  the  pledged  immovables,  by  the  failure  of  payment  at  the 
stated  time ;  any. clause  to  the  contrary,  is  null:  and  in  that  case, it  is  only  lawful  for  him  to  sue  his 
debtor  before  the  court,  in  order  to  obtain  a  sentence  against  him,  and  to  cause  the  objects  which  have 
been  pat  into  his  hands,  to  be  seized  and  sold.    Ibid, 

The  debtor  cannot,  before  the  full  payment  of  his  debt,  claim  the  enjoyment  of  the  immovables 
which  be  has  given  in  pledge ;  but  the  creditor  who  wishes  to  free  himself  from  the  obligations  under 
the  antichresis,  may  always,  unless  he  has  renounced  this  right,  compel  the  debtor  to  ret^die  the  enjoy- 
ment of  his  immovables.    Ibid. 

The  doctrine  of  prescription,  under  the  civil,  law,  does  not  apply  to  this  case,  which  is  one  of 
pledge ;  and  if  it  does,  the  time  before  the  institution  of  this  suit  had  not  elapsed,  in  which,  by  the  law 
of  I^ttisiana,  a  person  may  sue  for  immovable  property.    Jbid.    ' 

By  the  contract  of  antichresis,'  the  possession  or  the  property  is  transferred  to  the  person  advsncing 
the  money.  Incase  of  failure  to  pay,  the  property  is  to  be  sold  by  judicial  process:  and  the  sum 
which  it  may  bring,  over  the  amount  ror  which  it  was  pledged,  is  to  be  paid  to  tne  person  making  tlie 
pledge.    Ptid. 

If  any  rule  has  been  made  by  the  district  conrt  of  Louisiana,  abolishing  chancery  practice  in  that 
court,  it  is  a  violation  of  those  rules  which  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  passed  to  regu- 
late the  courts  of  e<ioity  of  the  United  States.  Those  rules  are  as  obligatory  on  the  courts  of  the 
United  States  in  Louisiana,  as  they  are  upon  all  other  courts  of  the  United  States ;  and  the  only  modi- 
fications or  additions  which  can  be  made  by  the  circuit  or  district  courts,  are  such  as  shall  not  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  rules  prescribed.  When  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  Supreme  Court  do  not  apply,  the 
practice  of  the  circuit  and  district  courts  shall  be  regulated  by  the  practice  of  the  high  court  of  chan- 
cery in  England.    Story  v.  Livingston,  13  Peters,  359. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  said,  upon  more  than  one  occasion,  after  mature  deliberation  upon  able  argu- 
menU  of  distinguished  counsel  against  it,  that  the  courts  of  the  United  Sutes  in  Louisiana  possess 
equity  powers  un^er  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  That  if  there  are  any  laws  in 
Louisiana,  directing  the  mode  of  procedure  in  equity  causes,  they  are  adopted  by  the  act  of  26th  May, 
1824,  ch.  181,  and  will  govern  the  practice  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  But  if  there  are  no  laws 
regulating  the  practice  in  sny  equity  causes,  the  rules  of  chancery  practice  in  Louisiana,  mean  the  rules 
preseribed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  for  the  government  of  the  courts  of  the  United  Sutes,  under  the  act 
of  Congress  of  May  8,  1792,  ch.  36,  sec.  2.    Jbfd. 

No  coart  ought,  unless  the  terms  of  the  act  of  Congress  render  it  univoidsble,  to  give  a  construction 
to  an  act,  which  should,  however  unintentionally,  involve  a  violation  of  the  Constitution.  The  terms  of 
the  act  of  1824  may  well  be  satisfied  by  limiting  iu  operation  to  modes  of  practice  and  proceedings  in 
the  courts  below,  without  changing  the  effect  or  conclusiveness  of  the  verdict  of  a  jury  upon  the  facts  liti- 
gated OB  the  trial.  The  party  may  bring  the  facte  into  review  before  the  appellate  conrt,  so  &r  as  they  bear

In  the  district  court  of  Louisiana,  the  defendant  pleaded  the  plea  of  reconvention,  which  is  author- 
ized by  the  Code  of  Practice  in  Louisiana.  The  district  court,  on  motion  of  the  plaintiffs,  ordered  the 
plea  to  be  stricken  off.  The  Code  of  Practice  in  Louisiana  was  adopted  in  Louisiana,  by  a  sutute  of 
that  state,  passed  aAer  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  26,  1824,  reffulating  the  practice  of  the  district 
court  of  the  United  Sutesfor  the  eastern  district  of  Lctuisiana,  and  the  practice  according  to  that  code 
has  not  been  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  rules  of  practice  of  the  district  court,  when  the  plea  was  strick- 
en off.

In  the  case  of  Livingston  v.  Story,  which  wan  before  the  court  in  1835,  (9  Peters,  655,)  the  court  took 
occasion  to  examine  the  various  laws  of  the  United  States  establishing  and  organizing  the  district  court 
of  the  eastern  district  of  Louisiana,  and  to  decide  whether  that  court  had  equity  powers;  and  if  so, 
what  should  be  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  the  exercise  of  those  powers.  The  various  cases  which  had 
been  before  the  court,  involving  substantially  the  same  (question,  in  relation  to  states  where  there 
were  no  equity  state  courts,  or  laws  regulating  the  practice  in  equity  causes,  were  referred  to,  and  the 
uniform  decisions  of  the  court  have  been,  that  there  being  no  equity  state  courts  did  nfit  prevent  the 
exercise  of  equity  jurisdiction  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States ;  and  it  was  accordingly  decided  that 
the  district  court  of  Louisiana  was  bound  to  proceed  in  equity  causes,  according  to  the  principles,  rules 
and  usages,  which  belong  to  courts  of  equity  as  contradistinguished  from  courts  of  law.  Gaines  et  al.

When  a  party  seeks  relief,  which  is  mainly  appropriate  to  a  court  of  chancery  jurisdiction,  in  the 
circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  Louisiana,  chancery  practice  must  be  followed.  McCollnm  o. 
Eager,  2  Howard,  61. 

It  is  impossible  to  lay  down  any  general  rule  as  to  what  constitutes  multifariousness  in  a  bill  in  equity. 
Every  case  must  be  governed  by  its  own  circumstances,  and  the  court  must  exercise  a  sound  discretion. 
Gaines  et  ux.  o.  Chew  et  al.,  2  Howard,  619. 

The  exercise  of  chancery  jurisdiction,  in  the  courts  of  Louisiana,  does  not  introduce  any  new  or 
foreign  priuciple.    It  is  only  a  change  in  the  mode  of  redressing  wrongs  and  protecting  rights.    Jbid*

The  Spanish  goTemor  in  1809,  after  the  lK>tti8iana  treaty  of  1803,  and  before  the  territory 
west  of  the  Perdido  was  out  of  the  possession  of  Spain,  granted  the  lot  hi  front  of  the  lot  owned  by 
Forbes  and  Company,  to  William  Pollard  (  bat  the  commisaioDers  of  the  United  States,  appointed  afler  the 
tatntory  was  in  the  full  possession  of  tJie  United  States,  refused  to  con6rm  the  same  "because  of 
the  want  of  improTcment  and  -occupation. '>  In  1824,  Congress  passed  an  act,  the  second  section  of 
which  gives  to  those  who  have  improved  them,  the  lots  in  Mobile,  known  nnder  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment as  **  water  lots,*' except  where  the  lot  so  improved  had  been  alienated,  and  except  lots  of  which 
Ike  Spanish  govemmont  had  made  '*  new  grants"  or  orders  of  survey  during  the  time  the  Spanish 
government  had  *< power"  to  grant  the  same.  In  which  case  the  lot  is  to  belong  to  the  alienee  or 
the  grantee.  In  1836,  Congress  passed  an  act  for  the  relief  of  WiHiam  Pollard's  heirs,  by  which  the 
lot  granted  by  the  Spanish  government  of  1800,  was  given  to  the  heirs,  saving  the  right  of  third  persons ; 
and  a.  patent  for  this  lot  was  issued  to  the  heirs  of  William  PoUard,  bv  the  United  Sutes,  on  the  2d 
July,  1836.  Held,  that  the  lot  lying  east  of  the  lot  granted  in  1802,  by  the  Spanish  government,  to 
Forbes  and  Company,  did  not  pass  by  that  grant  to  Forbes  and  Company;  that  the  act  of  Congress  of 
1824,  did  not  vest  the  title  in  the  lot  east  of  the  lot  granted  in  1802,  in  Forbes  and  Company ;  and  that 
the  faetra  of  PoUard,  mder  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  1824,  which  excepted  from  the  grsnt  to 
the  city  of  Mobile,  Itc.,  lots  held  under  "new  grants'' from  the  Spanish  government,  and  under  the 
act  of  Congress  of  1836,  were  entitled  to  the  lot  granted  in  1809  by  the  Spanish  government  to  William 
Pollard.    Pollard's  heirs  v.  Kihbe,  14  Peters,  363. 

The  net  of  Congiess  onder  which  title  was  claimed,  bein^  a  private  act,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the 
city  of  Mobile,  and  certain  individuals ;  it  is  fair  to  presume  it  was  passed  with  particular  reference  to 
the  claims  of  individuals,  and  the  situation  of  the  land  embraced'  In  the  law  at  the  time  it  was  passed. 

The  term  <'new  grant"  in  its  ordinary  acceptation,  which  applied  to  the  same  subject  or  object,  is 
the  opposite  to  **  old.**  But  sook  conld  not  be  iu  meaning  in  the  act  of  Congress  of  1824.  The  term 
was  ^ubtless  used  in  relation  to  the  existing  condition  of  the  territory  in  which  such  grants  were  made. 
The  territory  had  been  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  Lonisiana  treaty,  but  in  consequence  of  a 
dispute  with  Spain  about  the  boundair  line,  had  remained  in  the  posseasion  of  Spain.  During  this  time 
Spain  continned  to  issae  evidences  or  titles  to  lands,  within  the  territovy  in  dispute.  The  term  «  new" 
was  appropriately  ased  as.  applicable  to  grants  and  orders  of  survey  of  this  description  as  contradis- 
tingnisned  from  those  issued  before  the  cession.    Udd. 

The  time  when  the  Spanish  government  bad  the  "  power"  to  grsnt  lands  in  the  territorv,  by  every  reason- 
able inteadment  of  the  act  of  Ceogreas  of  1824,  must  have  been  so  designated  with  reference  to  the 
esistiDg  state  of  the  territory,  as  between  the  United  States  and  Spain ;  the  right  to  the  territory  being 
in  the  United  Stalea  and  the  possession  in  Spain.  The  language  «  during  the  time  at  which  Spain  had 
the  power  to  grant  the  same,"  was  under  such  circumstanoes  veiy  appropriately  applied  to  the  case.  It 
coald  with  no  propriety  have  been  applied  to  the  case,  if  Spain  had  full  dominion  over  the  territory,  by 
the  naioB  of  the  riaht  and  the  posaession ;  and,  in  this  view,  it  is  no  forced  interpretation  of  the  word 
**  power"  to  consider  it  here  used  as  imparting  an  imperfect  right,  and  distinguished  from  complete 
lawful  authority,   lidd. 

The  acts  of  Congress  of  March  25,  1812,  appointing  commissioners  to  ascertain  the  titles  and  daima 
to  lands  on  the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi,  and  west  side  of  the  Perdido,  and  falling  within  the  cession 
of  France,  embraced  all  claims  to  this  description.  It  extended  to  all  claims,  by  virtue  of  any  grant, 
order  of  survey,  or  other  evidence  of  claim,  whatsoever,  derived  firom  the  French,  British  or  Spanish 
goTcniments ;  and  the  reports  of  the  commissioners  show,  that  evidence  of  claims,  of  various  descrip-  ' 
tions,  iasned  by  Spanish  authority,  down  to  1810,  come  under  their  examination.  And  the  legislation 
of  Congress  shows  many  laws  passed,  confirming  incomplete  titles,  originating  after  date  of  the  treaty 
between  France  and  Spain,  at  St.  Udefonso.  Such  claims  are  certainly  not  beyond  the  reach  of  Con- 
grees  to  confirm ;  although  it  may  require  a  special  act  of  Congrass  for  that  purpose.  Such  is  the  act 
of  Congress  of  July  2d,  1836,  which  confirms  the  title  of  William  Pollard's  heirs,  to  the  lot  which  is 
the  sutgect  of  this  suit    Ibid. 

A  lot  of  ground,  part  of  the  ground  on  which  fort  Charlotte  had  been  erected,  in  the  city  of  Mobile, 
before  the  territory  was  acquired  from  Spain,  by  the  United  States,  had  been  sold  under  an  act  of 
Congress  of  1818.  The  lot  had  been  laid  out  according  to  a  plan  by  which  a  street,  caUed.Water 
street* was  ma  along  the  margin  of  Mobile  river ;  and  the  street  was  extended  over  part  of  the  site  of 
fbrt  Charlotte.  The  lot  was  situated  west  of  Water  street,  hut  when  sold  by  the  United  States,  its 
eaetem  line  was  between  high-water  mark  of  the  river.  The  pufchaselr  of  this  lot  bnproved  the  lot 
Iviag  In  4fiont  of  it,  east  of  Wat^r  street,  having  filled  it  up,  at  a  heavv  expense^  thus  reclaiming  it  fiom 
tne  river,  which  at  high-water  ]ud  covered  ft.  When  the  lot  east  of  Water  street  vras  purohased,  the 
porthaaer  could  not  pass  along  the  street,  eicept  with  the  aid  ef  len^  and  othet  timber.  WaMf  street, 
s,  in  1823,  filled  up,  at  the  cost  of  the  citv  of  Mobile.    Taxes  and  assessments  for  making  side-walks. 


along  Water  street,  were  paid  to  the  city  of  Mobile,  by  the  owner  of  the  lot  The  city  of  Mobile  had 
hfoujgbt  suit  for  taaea,  ana  had  advertised  the  lot  for  sale,  as  the  property  of  a  tenant  under  the  pur* 
ehasef  of  the  lot.  On  the  26th  of  May,  1824,  Cong^jess  passed  an  act,  which  declared  in  the  first  section, 
thftt  all  the  right  and  claim  of  the  United  States  to  the  loU  known  as  the  hospital  and  bake-house  lots, 
coataiiiiag  about  three-fourths  of  an  acre  of  land  in  the  state  of  Alabama;  and  all  the  right  and  claim 
of  the  United  States  to  all  the  lots  not  sold  or  confirmed  to  individuals,  eiUier  by  this  or  any  former  act, 
aad  to  which  no  eqaitable  title  exists,  in  favour  of  any  individual  under  this  or  any  other  act,  between 
lu^w^ter  mark  and  the  channels  of  the  river,  and  between  Church  street  and  North  Boundary  street, 
ua  ffont  ef*  Mobile,  should  be  vfssted  in  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Mobile  for  the  use  of  the  city 
Ibrever.

state  of  Ohio,  in  lieu  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  on  the  west 
side  of,  and  adjoining,  tlie  Sandusky  river ;  and  which  was  reserved  to 
said  tribe  of  Indians,  by  a  supplementary  treaty  betv/een  the  United  States 
and  certain  tribes  of  Indians,  held  at  St.  Mary's,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  on 
the  seventeenth  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen  ;  on 
condition  that  the  chiefs  of  said  Wyandot  tribe  first  relinquish  to  the 
United  States  all  the  right,  title,  and  claim,  of  said  tribe,  to  the  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres  of  land  reserved  by  said  supplementary  treaty.

That  every  postmaster  aball  ke^p 
an  office,  in  which  one  or  more  persoos  shall  attend  on  every  day  on 
which  a  mail  shall  arrive,  by  land  or  water,  as  well  as  on  other  days,  at 
such  hours  as  the  Postmaster  General  shall  direct^  for  the  purpose  of 
performing  the  duties  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  postmaster, 
at  alt  reasonable  hours,  on  every  day  of  the  week,  to  deliver,  on  demand, 
any  letter,  paper,  or  packet,  to  the  person  entitled  to,  or  authorized  to 
receive  the  same;  and  all  letters,  brought  to  any  post-*office  half  an  hour 
before  the  time  of  making  up  the  mail  at  such  office,,  shall  be  forwarded 
therein,  except  at  such  post-offioes  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Post- 
master General,  it  requires  more  time  for  making  up  the  mail^  and  which 
he  shatl  accordingly  prescribe ;  but  this  shall,  in  no  case,  exceed  one  hour. 
Stc.  12.  And  be  it  fictther  enacted^  That  no  fees  or  perquisites  shall 
be  received  by  any  person  empk>yed  in  the  general  post^ffice,  on  account 
of  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  virtue  of  lus  appointment. 

Sec.  Id.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  iollowing  rates  of  postage 
be  charjged  upon  all  letters  and  packets,  (excepting  such  as  are  excepted 
by  law)  conveyed  in  the  mail  oi  the  United  States,  viz :  For  every  letter 
composed  of  a  single  sheet  of  paper,  conveyed  not  exceeding  thirty 
miles,  six  cents.

And  for  every  double  letter,  or  letter  composed  of  two  pieces  of  paper 
double  those  rates;  and  for  every  triple  letter,  or  letter  composed  oi' three 
pieces  of  paper,  triple  thdse  rates ;  and  for  every  packet  composed  of 
four  or  more  pieces  of  paper,  at  otieor  more  other  articles,  and  weighing  one 
ounce  avoirdupois,  quadruple  those  rates;  and  m  that  proportion  tor  all 
greater  weights:  Praoided^  That  no  packet  of  letters,  conveyed  by  the 
water  mails,  shall  be  chat^ged  with  more  than  quadruple  postage,  unless 
the  same  shall  contain  more  than  four  disdnct  letters.  No  postmaster 
shall  receive,  to  b^.  conveyed  by  the  mail,  any  packet  which  shall  weigh 
more  than  three  pounds;  and  the  postage  marked  on  any  letter  or  packet, 
and  charged  in  the  post  bill  which-  may  aoeompany  the  same,  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  in  favour  of  the  postmaster  who  delivers  the  same, 
of  the  lawful  postage  thereon ;  unless  such  letter  or  packet  shall  be 
opened  in  the  presence  of  the  postmaster  or  hia  cleik.  Every  four  folio 
pages,  or  eight  quarto  pages,  or  sixteen  octavo,  or  twenty-four  duodeci* 
mo  pages,  or  pages  less  than  that  of  a  pamphlet  size,  or  magazine,  what- 
ever be  the  siz6  of  the  paper  of^fatoh  it  is  iorraed,  shall  be  considered  a 
sheet,  and  the  surplus  pages  of  any  pamphlet  or  magazine,  shall  also  be 
considered  a  sheet ;  and  the  joiirnak  of  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states^ 
not  being  bound,  shall  be  liable  to  tlie  same  postage  as  pamphlets. 

Any  memorandum,  which  shall  be  written  on  a  newspaper,  or  other 
printed  paper,  pamphlet  or  magazine,  and;  transmitted  by.  mail,  shall  be 
charged  with  letter  postage:  Prootdlec^The  publisher  of  a  newspaper  may 
send  a  printed  or  written  notice  to  a  subscriber,  stating  the  amount  due 
on  his  subscription ;  which  notice  shall  be  attached  to  the  margin  of  the 
newspaper,  and  the  postmaster  who  delivers  the  paper  shall  charge  for 
such  notice  the  same  paatage  [postage]  as  for  a  newspaper. 

Sp.c.  14.  And  be  it  further  enaetea,  That  the  Postmaster  General  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  allow  to  each  postmaster,  such  commi»> 
M>n  on  the  postages  by  him  collected,  as  shall  be  adequate  to  his  services

pamphlets ;  and  to  the  postmasters  whose  compensation  shaU  not  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars  in  one  quarter,  two  cents  for  every  firee  letter  de- 
livered out  of  the  office,  excepting  such  as  are  for  the  postmaster  himself ; 
and  each  postmaster,  who  shall  be  required  to  keep  a  register  of  the 
arrival  and  departure  of  the  mails,  shall  be  allowed  ten  cents  for  each 
monthly  return  which  he  makes  thereof  to  the  general  post-office.  The 
Postmaster  General  may  allow  to  the  postmaster  at  New  Orleans,  at  the  rate 
of  eight  hundred  dollars  a  yeaxi  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  commisBions.

Aiid  be  it  Jwrther  enacted^  That,  if  any  postmaster  shall 
neglect  to  render  his  accounts  for  one  month  after  the  time,  and  in  the

And,  if  any  such 
officer  shall  frank  any  letter  or  package,  in  which  shall  be  contained  any 
thing  relative  to  any  subject,  other  than  of  the  militia  of  such  state  or  terri- 
tory, every  offender  shall,  on  conviction  of  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and 
pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars.

It  could  not  be  presumed  that  peraona 
in  general  could  be  cognisant  oPthe  fact,  who,  at  particular  periods,  were  the  president  and  cashier  of 
the  bank.

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  proper  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury  Department  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  liquidate  and  settle  the  claim  of  the  state  of  Maryland 
against  the  United  States,  for  interest  upon  loans  on  moneys  borrowed, 
and  actually  expended  by  her,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  United 
States,  during  the  late  war  witli  Great  Britain. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  in  ascertaining  the  amount 
>f  interest  as  aforesaid,  due  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  the  following  rules

Be  it  enacted  hf  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rmresentatioes  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  superior  courts  of 
the  territory  of  Florida,  within  their  respective  districts,. shall  have  and 
exercise  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  causes,  in  law  and  equity, 
whether  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  said  territory  or  otherwise,  where 
the  sum  in  controversy  shall  amount  to  one  hundred  dollars ;  and  ^all 
have  original  and  exclusive  cognisance  of  all  civil  causes  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction,  including  all  seizures  under  laws  of  impost, 
navigation,  or  trade  of  the  United  States,  whether  such  seizures  be  made 
on  land  or  water,  and  of  all  suits  for  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  States ;  and  original,  but  not  exclusive 
jurisdiction,  of  all  suits  in  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  party,  what- 
ever may  be  the  amount  in  controversy  in  such  causes  and  suits;  and 
shall  have  and  exercise  appellate  jurisdiction,  in  all  civil  causes,  origi- 
nating in  the  inferior  courts  of  said  territory,  whatever  may  be  the 
amount  in  controversy ;  and  shall  have  and  exercise  original  and  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction  of  all  crimes  and  offences  committed  against  the  laws 
of  the  said  territory,  where  the  punishment  shall  be  death ;  and  original 
and  appellate  jurisdiction  of  all  other  crimes  and  offences  committed 
against  the  laws  of  the  said  territory ;  and  original  and  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  crimes  and  offences  which  shall  be  cognisable,  under  the 
authority  of  the  United  States,  committed  withm  the  respective  districts 
of  the  said  superior  courts,  or  upon  the  high  seas.

And  he  it  Jvrther  enacted^  That  the  said  superior  courts,  re- 
spectively, shall  be  held  as  occasion  may  require,  to  prevent  a  delay  of 
justice,  for  the  trial  of  causes  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  and 
for  the  hearing  of  causes  in  equity,  as  often  as  the  judges  of  the  said 
courts,  respectively,  shall  deem  fit  to  appoint.

the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  said  territory. 

That  writs  of  error  and  appeal 
shall  lie,  and  may  be  taiken  on  all  final  decisions  of  said  superior  courts, 
where  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  amount  to  the  sum  or  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  to  the  court  of  appeals  of  said  terri- 
tory ;  in  all  civil  causes  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction ;  in  all 
canaes  of  seizure,  under  the  laws  of  impost,  navigation,  and  trade,  of  the 
United  States ;  in  all  suits  for  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  and  in  all  suits  in  which  the  United  States 
shall  be  a  party ;  in  all  civil  causes,  in  law  and  equity,  arising  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  and 
which  shall  be  made,  under  their  authority ;  and  in  all  civil  cases  afiecting 
ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls;  in  controversies  be- 
tween dtizens  of  two  different  states,  and  between  aliens  and  citizens 
of  the  United  States ;  in  the  same  manner/  and  under  the  same  regula- 
tions, as  appeals  are  directed  to  be  taken  from  a  district  to  a  circuit 
coort  of  the  United  States.  And  writs  of  error  and  appeal  shalMie,  and 
may  be  takisn  fi-om  the  final  decisions  of  the  said  court  of  appeals,  in  all 
such  cases,  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  under  the  same  restrictions  and  regulations,  as  writs  of  error 
and  appeals  are  directed  to  be  taken  from  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United 
States.  And  in  all  other  cases,  writs  of  error  and  appeal  may  be  iaken 
aod  prosecuted  fi-om  said  superior  courts  to  the  court  of  appeals,  in  such 
manner  as  the  legislative  council  have  directed,  or  shall  direct. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further   enacted,  That  the  regulations  prescribed

any  longer  than  to  the  time  of  repayment.

That  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  set  apart  and  reserve 
from  sale,  out  of  any  of  the  public  lands  within  the  territory  of  Michi- 
gan, to  which  the  Indian  title  may  be  extinguished,  and  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  a  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  two  entire  townships^ 
for  the  use  and  support  of  an  university  within  the  territory  aforesaid, 
and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever,  to  be  located  in  tracts  of 
land  corresponding  with  any  of  the  legal  divisions  into  which  the  pub- 
lic lands  are  authorized  to  be  surveyed,  not  less  than  one  section,  one 
of  which  said  townships,  so  set  apart  and  reserved  from  sale,  shall  be 
in  lieu  of  an  entire  township  of  land,  directed  to  be  located  in  said 
territory  for  the  use  of  a  seminary  of  learning  therein,  by  an  act  of 
Congress  entitled  "  An  act  making  provision  for  the  disposal  of  the 
public  lands  in  the  Indiana  territory,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 
March  twenty-sixth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four.

extremityy  by  removing  its  southern  boundary  to  a  distance  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from  its  northern  boundary ;  and  also  to 
form  a  basin  on  the  canal  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets  west, 
acceding  to  such  {ilan  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  President  of  the 
United  Sutes. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  canal  company,  within  five  years  firom  and  after  the  passing 
of  this  act,  to  cause  the  bed  of  the  said  canal,  through  its  whole 
length,  to  the  eastern  branch,  to  be  so  constructed  as  to  contain  water 
at  least  one  foot  in  depth  at  ordinary  low  tide.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following 
soms  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  objects  hereinafter 
mentioned,  that  is  to  say  : 

To  carry  into  effect  sundry  stipulations  of  treaties  with  the  Cherokees, 
Creeks,  Socks,  and  Foxes,  loways,  Quapaws,  and  Choctaws,  namely  : 

For  payment  of  the  annuity  provided  for  by  the  second  article  of  the 
Cherokee  treaty,  of  twenty-fourth  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and 
foar,  annually,  forever,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  payment  of  the  fifth  and  last  instalment,  due  in  the  present  year, 
on  the  claims  of  the  citizens  of  Georgia,  against  the  Creek  nation,  under 
the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  with  said  nation,  of  the  eighth  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  annuity  of  the  Sock  and  Fox  Indians,  provided  for  by  th9 
third  article  of  the  treaty  with  them,  of  fourth  August,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  twenty-four,  annually,  for  nine  years,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  annuity  of  the  loways,  provided  for  by  the  second  article  of 
the  treaty  with  them,  of  fourth  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
fear,  annually,  for  nine  years,  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  expense,  annually,  of  supporting  blacksmiths,  furnishing 
farming  utensils  and  cattle,  and  employing  persons  to  aid  the  Socks 
and  Foxes  and  loways,  in  agriculture,  as  provided  for  by  the  fourth  and 
fifth  articles  of  the  aforesaid  treaties  with  them,  three  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  aimuity  of  the  duapaws,  provided  for  by  the  second  article 
of  the  treaty  with  them,  of  fifteenth  November,  eighteen  hundred  and 
tweatj-four,  annually,  for  ten  years,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  annuities  provided  for  by  the  second  and  third  articles  of  the 
treaty  of  twentieth  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  with 
the  Choctaw  nation,  (six  thousand  dollars  annually,  for  fifteen  years, 
and  six  thousand  dollars,  annually,  forever,)  and  by  the  tenth  article  of 
said  treaty,  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  Robert  Cole,  a  Choc- 
taw chief,  during  life,  twelve  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  the  annuity  due  to  the  Chickasaw  nation,  for  the 
jrear  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  under  the  several  treaties  with 
them,  which  has  remained  unpaid  in  consequence  of  the  delinquency 
of  the  late  agent,  Robert  C.  Nicholas,  and  against  whom  suit  has  been 
instituted  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount,  thirty-five  thousand  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  treaties  with  the  Osages,  of  the  second,  and 
with  the  Kansas,  of  the  3d  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five, 
namely : — 

For  suTTeying  the  lands  reserved  to  said  Indians  by  said  treaties,  ten 
thousand  dollars.

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For  the  payment  of  the  annuities  to  the  Osage  and  Kansas  Indians, 
as  provided  for  by  the  third  article  of  said  treaties,  of  seven  hundred 
dollars,  in  lieu  of  all  former  annuities  to  the  former,  and  three  tbousaDd 
five  hundred  dollars  to  the  latter,  annually,  for  twenty  years,  ten  thou- 
sand.five  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  cattle,  hogs,  and  other  domestic  animals,  and 
articles,  as  stipulated  for  by  the  fourth  articles  of  said  treaties,  includ- 
ing the  expense  of  transportaticm  and  delivery  of  the  same,  fourteen 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  expense  of  building  four  houses  for  Osage  chiefs,  as  stipu- 
lated for  by  the  said  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  vrith  them,  and  one  for 
the  principal  Kanzas  chief,  (as  estimated  for  by  General  Clark,)  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

For  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  treaties,  relative 
to  agents,  blacksmiths,  agriculturists,  and  other  persons  to  be  employed 
for  3xe  benefit  of  said  Indians,  including  the  expense  of  erecting  the 
necessary  buildings  for  thq  accommodation  of  such  persons,  for  toola^ 
and  ail  other  expenses  connected  with  said  provisions,  fourteen  thon- 
sand  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  payment  of  the  debts  due  by  the  Kanzas  Indians  to  Francis  G. 
Chouteau,  and  by  the  Osages  to  Augustus  P.  Chouteau,  Panl  Baillio, 
and  William  S.  Williams,  as  provided  for  by  the  eighth  and  thirteenth 
articles  of  said  treaties,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  payment  of  claims  of  citizens  fiM-  depredations  committed  by 
the  Kanzas  and  Osage  Indians,  as  provided  for  by  the  seventh  and 
ninth  articles  of  the  aforesaid  treaties,  eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  expense  incurred  under  the  ninth  article  of  the  treaty  witii  the 
Kanzas,  and  eighth  and  twelfth  articles  of  the  treaty  with  the  Osages, 
and  all  other  expenses  attending  the  negotiation  of  said  treaties,  eigh- 
teen thousand  three  hundred  and  six  ddlars  and  seventeen  cents. 

To  carry  into  effeet  the  treaty  with  the  Shawnees,  of  seventh  Novem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  namely : — 

For  surveying  the  lands  granted  to  the  Shawnees,  by  the  second 
article  of  said  treaty,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  the  sum  stipulated  for,  and,  by  same  article  of 
said  treaty,  for  the  improvements  abandoned  by  the  Indians,  on  the 
lands  ceded  by  them,  and  the  inconveniences  of  removal,  fourteen 
thousand  dollars. 

For  payment  of  the  claims  of  the  Shawnees  against  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  as  provided  for  in  the  fourth  article  of  said  treaty,  deven 
thousand  dollars. 

For  carrying  into  effect  the  provision  of  the  said  fourth  article,  rdar 
tive  to  a  blacksmith,  including  the  expense  of  tools,  iron,  and  the 
erection  of  the  necessary  buildings  for  the  blacksmith's  quarters  and 
shop,  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  expenses  incurred  in  the  negotiation  of  said  treaty,  one  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars. 

To  carry  into  effect  a  stipulation  contained  in  the  treaty  concluded  at 
Prairie  du  Chien,  nineteenth  August  last,  with  certain  tribes  of  Indians, 
for  holding  two  general  councils  with  the  Indians,  on  Lake  Superior, 
and  Green  Bay,  (as  per  accompanying  copy  of  a  detaMed  estimates 
[estimate]  for  these,  and  the  other  objects  which  follow,  furnished  by 
Governor  Cass,)  twenty-seven  thousand  ddlars. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  stipulation  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  trea- 
ties [treaty]  with  the  Miamies,  of  sixth  October,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  providing  for  a  gun-smith,  the  annual  sum  of  six  hundred 
dollars. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  provision  of  the  same  article  of  said  treaty, 
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for  the  delivery  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  huahels  of  salt,  annually,  to 
the  Miamies,  the  annual  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  doHars. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  provision  of  the  third  article  of  the  treaty 
with  the  Delawares,  Shawnees,  Pottawatimies,  Miamies,  Kickapoos, 
Eel  RWerSy  Weas,  Piankeahaws,  and  Kaskaskias,  of  seyenth  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  three,  for  the  delivery  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
bushels  of  salt,  annually,  ta  said  Indians,  the  annual  sum  of  three 
hundred  ddlars. 

Pot  arrearages  of  salt  due  to  the  Indians,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  treaty  aforesaid,  six  hundred  and  forty  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  the  annuity  secured  to  the  Christian  Indians, 
so  called,  in  consideration  of  the  relinquishment  of  their  title  to  three 
sections  of  land,  in  Tuscarawas  county,  Ohio,  by  the  agreements  en- 
tered into  with  Governor  Cass,  for  that  purpose^  filed  in  the  general 
land  office,  and  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  twenty-sixth  of  May,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-four,  (seventh  section,)  the  annual  sum  of 
four  hundred  dollars.

penses or  expenditures  of  said  court,  except  for  the  one  fourth  part  of 
the  ei^nses  incurred  on  account  of  the  orphans*  court,  the  office  of 
coroner,  the  jail  of  said  county,  and  one  half  of  the  expenses  for  the 
opening  and  repairing  of  roads  in  the  county  of  Washington,  west  of 
Itock  Creek,  and  leading  to  Georgetown :   Provided,  always,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  said  court, 
or  the  cdlector  by  them  appointed,  from  collecting  all  taxes  which 
have  been  levied  by  the  said  court  on  real  and  personal  property  with- 
in the  limits  of  Ge^getown,  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  of  ap- 
propriating the  same  according  to  present  exbting  laws ;  but  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  court,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  use  all  the  powers  with  which  they  are  now  invested, 
for  collecting  the  said  tax :  And  provided  further.  That  all  laws  now 
ia  force,  which  make  it  the  duty  of  the  said  court  to  provide  for  tlie 
sapfK^  of  the  poor  residing  within  the  limits  of  Georgetown,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed,  and  that  henceforth  it  shall  be  the 
dutj  of  said  court  to  provide  for  the  support  of  such  only  of  the  poor 
of  the  county  as  reside  out  of  the  limits  of  Washington  and  George- 
town. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  corporation  may, 
for  the  general  purposes  mentioned  in  the  charter  of  said  town,  and 
for  the  support  of  the  poor  annually,  lay  a  tax  on  all  real  and  personal 
property  within  the  limits  of  Georgetown,  not  exceeding  seventy  cents 
in  the  hundred  dollars,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  commence 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  passage  thereof.

leghany, Armstrong,  Butler,  Beaver,  Washington,  Westmoreland, 
Indiana,  and  Jefferson,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.

for  disobeying  any  subpcena  directed  to  him  by  virtue  of  this  act,  unless 
his  fees  for  going  to,  returning  from,  and  one  day's  attendance  at  the  place 
of  examination,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  him  at  the  time  of  the  ser- 
vice of  the  subpoena.

Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  TJmttd 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  the  decisions  made 
by  the  commissioners  appointed  to  ascertain  claims  and  titles  to  land  m 
the  district  of  East  Florida,  and  those  recommended  for  confirmation, 
under  the  quantity  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  acres,  in  favour  of 
claimants  to  lands  and  lots,  contained  in  the  reports,  abstracts,  and  opin- 
ions, of  said  commissioners,  which  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  according  to  law,  and  referred  by  him  to  Congress, 
on  the  twenty-first  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  and 
the  twenty-first  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  confirmed.

party,  his  agent,  or  attorney,  to  report  forthwith  to  the  agent  of  [the]  Trea- 
sury Department,  the  balance  due ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  agent, 
within  sixty  days  thereafter,  to  order  suit  to  be  commenced  against  such 
delinquent  and  his  sureties.

be  determined  upon  by  the  board  itself,  after  it  shall  have  examined  and 
decided  uj)on  all  the  claims  aforesaid,  the  balance  of  all  such  sums  as 
shall  be  adjudged  to  the  claimants,  shall  be  paid :  Provickd,  the  wbde 
sum  adjudged  or  awarded  to  them,  collectively,  shall  not  exceed  the  afoie- 
said  sum  of  twelve  hundred  and  four  thousand  nine  fanndred  and  sixty 
dollars;  and  if  the  whole  sum  adjudged  or  awarded  shall  ejDceed  that 
amount  the  claimants  shall,  respectively,  receive  in  proportion  to  the 
sums  awarded  to  them,  respectively,  a  part  of  the  balance  thereof  remain- 
ing for  distribution. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  moneys  already  received, 
and  all  which  shall  hereafter  be  received,  under  the  convention  aforcBud, 
signed  at  London  on  the  thirteenth  of  November,  one  thoutand  e^ht 
hundred  and  twenty-six,  shall  be  paid  into  the  ti^easctry  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec  11.  Andhe  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  the  said  com- 
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ahiU  be  executed  and  completed,  the  records^  documents,  and 
all  other  papers  in  the  possession  of  the  commission,  or  its  officers,  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

And  be  it  fiurther  enacted^  That  all  claims  which  were 
deposited  io  the  Department  of  State,  and  bj  mistake  omitted  to  be  placed 
OD  the  definitive  list  delivered  to  the  former  commissioners,  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby,  j^qutred  to  be  added  thereto ;  and  the  said  claimants  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  benefits  as  if  such  claims  had  been 
placed  on  the  said  definitive  list,  in  terms  of  the  third  article  of  the  con* 
veotion  condoded  at  St  Petersburg,  on  the  twelflh  day  of  July,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-two*

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  secaring 
a  due  conformity  in  weight  of  the  coins  of  the  United  States,  to  the  pzo- 
visions  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  act,  passed  the  second  of  April,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  entitled  ''An  act  establishing  a 
mint,  and  regulating  the  coins  of  the  United  States,"  the  brass  troy 
pound  weight  procured  by  the  minister  of  the  United  States  at  London, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  for  the  use  of 
the  mint,  and  now  in  the  custody  of  the  director  thereof,  shall  be  the 
standard  troy  pound  of  the  mint  of  the  United  States,  conformablj  to 
which  the  coinage  thereof  shall  be  regulated. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
director  of  the  mint  to  procure,  and  safely  to  keep  a  series  of  standard 
weights,  corresponding  to  the  aforesaid  troy  pound,  consisting  of  an  one 
pound  weight,  and  the  requisite  subdivisions  and  multiples  thereof,  from 
the  hundredth  part  of  a  grain  to  twenty-five  pounds ;  and  that  the  troj 
weights  ordinarily  employed  in  the  transactions  of  the  mint,  shall  be  regu- 
lated according  to  the  above  standards,at  least  once  in  every  year,  under 
his  inspection ;  and  their  accuracy  tested  annually  in  the  presence  of  the 
assay  commissioners,  on  the  day  of  the  annual  assay. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  when  silver  bullion,  brought 
to  the  mint  for  coinage,  is  found  to  require  the  operation  of  the  test,  the 
expense  of  the  materials  employed  in  the  process,  together  with  a  reason- 
able allowance  for  the  wastage  necessarily  arising  therefrom,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  melter  and  refiner  of  the  mint,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
director,  shall  be  retained  from  such  deposit,  and  accounted  for  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  mint  to  the  treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  when  silver  bullion,  brought 
to  the  mint  for  coinage,  shall  be  found  to  contain  a  proportion  of  gold, 
the  separation  thereof  shall  be  effected  at  the  expense  of  the  party  inte* 
rested  therein:  Provided,  nevertheless,  That,  when  the  proportion  of  gold 
is  such  that  it  cannot  be  separated  advantageously,  it  shall  be  lawful, 
with  the  consent  of  the  owner,  or,  in  his  absence,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  director,  to  coin  the  same  as  an  ordinary  deposit  of  silver. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  director  of  the  mint  may 
employ  the  requisite  number  of  clerks,  at  a  compensation  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  the  sum  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars,  and  such  number  of 
workmen  and  assistants  as  the  business  of  the  mint  shaU,  firom  time  to 
time,  require. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
director  of  the  mint  to  receive,  and  cause  to  be  assayed,  bullion  not  in- 
tended for  coinage,  and  to  cause  certificates  to  be  given  of  the  fineness 
thereof  by  such  officer  as  he  shall  designate  for  Uiat  purpose,  at  such 
rates  of  charge,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  said  bullion,  and  under  sacb 
regulations,  as  the  said  director  may,  from  time  to  lime,  establish.

An  attocbment  is  the  usual  process  to  bring  a  party  into  court,  where  he  has  not  made  a  true  return ;

Attachments  may  issue  out  of  the  admiralty  courts  of  the  United  States,  against  the  goods  or  debts  of 
an  absent  person,  so  as  to  make  him  a  party  to  the  suit.

The  admiralty  may  issue  process  of  attachment  to  compel  an  appearance  in  cases  of  maritime  torts, 
as  well  as  in  cases  of  contract.

An  admiralty  court  has  jurisdiction  to  proceed  by  attachment  in  rem  for  a  tort.  The  Candalero,  Bee*s

The  process  of  attachment  may  issue  whencTer  the  defendant  has  concealed  himself,  or  has  absconded 
from  the  country,  and  the  goods  to  be  attached  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  admiralty.

The  act  for  regulating  processes  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  provides  that  the  forms  and  modes 
of  proceeding  in  courts  of  equity,  and  in  those  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  shall  be  accord- 
ing to  the  principles,  rules  and  usages  which  belong  to  courts  of  equity,  and  to  courts  of  admiralty, 
respectifely,  as  contradistinguished  from  courts  of  common  law,  subject,  however,  to  alterations  by  the 
courts,  &c.

fiy  the  general  provisions  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States :  1.  The  circuit  courts  can  issue  no  pro- 
cess beyond  the  limits  of  their  districts.  2.  Independently  of  positive  legislation,  the  process  can  only 
be  serred  upon  persons  within  the  same  districts.  3.  The  acts  of  Congress  adopting  the  state  process, 
adopt  the  form  and  modes  of  service  only,  so  far  as  the  persons  are  rightfully  within  the  reach  of  such 
process ;  and  did  not  intend  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  courts.  4.  The 
right  to  attach  property  to  compel  the  appearance  of  persons,  can  properly  be  used  only  in  cases  in 
vhich  such  peraons  are  amenable  to  the  process  of  the  circuit  court,  in  peraonam ;  that  is j  where 
thej  are  inhabitants,  or  found  within  the  United  States ;  and  not  where  they  are  aliens,  or  citizens  resi- 
dent abroad,  at  the  commencement  of  the  suit,  and  have  no  inhabitancy  here.

Laws  which  relate  to  practice,  process,  or  modes  of  proceeding  before  or  after  judgment,  are  excep- 
tioM  to  the  34th  section  of  the  judiciary  act  of  1789,  as  Congress  have  legislated  on  the  subject.  The 
6opreme  Court  of  the  United  States  have  established  the  distinction  to  be  this  :  State  laws,  which  fui^ 
Biih  the  court  a  rule  for  forming  a  judgment,  are  binding  on  the  federal  courts,  not  laws  for  carrying 
tkit  jodgment  into  execution  ;  Uiat  is  governed  by  the  acts  of  Congress,  and  the  rules  of  practice  adopt- 
ed in  portaance  thereto.

The  set  of  the  legislature  of  Ohio,  of  February,  1830,  relative  to  proceedings  against  parties  to  pro- 
m'mnrj  notes,  bv  which  all  the  parties  to  a  note  might  be  proceeded  against  in  one  suit,  was  a  very  wise 
tnd  benevolent  law,  and  Its  salutary  effects  produced  its  immediate  adoption  into  the  practice  of  the 
cocrts  of  the  United  States,  and  the  suits  have,  in  many  instances,  been  prosecuted  nnder  it.  Fullerton 
V.  The  Bank  of  the  United  States,  1  Peters,  604. 

Although  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  Ohio,  regulating  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  actions  on  promis- 
sory notes,  was  passed  after  the  making  of  the  note  upon  which  this  action  was  brought,  yet  the  circuit 
coart  of  the  United  Sutes  for  the  district  of  Ohio,  having  incorporated  the  action  under  that  statute, 
with  all  its  incidents,  into  its  course  of  practice,  and  having  fuU  power  by  law  to  adopt  it,  there  does 
not  appear  any  legal  objection  to  its  doing  so,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  system  under  which  it  has  always

The  process  ^t  of  1828  expressly  adopts  the  mesne  process,  and  modes  of  proceeding  in  suits  at  coro- 
aoa  law,  then  existing  in  the  highest  state  court,  under  the  state  laws;  which  of  course  included  all  the 
regttlatiotts  of  the  state  laws  aa  to  bail,  and  exemptions  of  the  party  from  arrest  and  imprisonment.  In 
refard,  also,  to  writs  of  execution, and  other  final  process,  and  "  the  proceedings  thereupon;"  it  adopts 
an  equally  comprehensive  language,  and  declares  they  siiall  be  the  same  as  were  then  used  in  the  courts

The  circuit  court  of  each  district,  sit  within  and  for  that  district,  and  are  bounded  by  its  local  limits. 
Whatever  may  be  the  extent  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  court  over  the  subject  matter  of  suits,  in 
rctpeet  to  persons  and  property,  it  can  only  be  exercised  within  the  limits  or  the  district.  Congress 
nugfat  have  anthorited  civil  process  from  any  circuit  court  to  have  run  into  any  state  of  the  Union.  It 
hu  not  done  so.  It  has  not,  in  terms,  authorised  any  civil  process  to  run  into  any  other  district ;  with 
the  tingle  exception  of  sobpcenas  to  witnesses  within  a  limited  distance.  In  regard  to  final  process, 
there  are  two  cases,  and  only  two,  in  which  wriu  of  execution  can  now  by  law  be  served  in  any  other 
diftrict  than  that  in  which  the  judgment  was  rendered ;  one  in  (kvonr  of  private  persons  in  another  dte-

That  the  three  claims  to  land 
in  the  district  of  West  Florida,  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  commis- 
sioners, and  numbered  four,  [4]  eight,  [8]  and  ten,  [10]  excluding  from 
the  latter  the  land  contained  in  certificate,  and  in  the  plats  A.  and  C,  and 
the  claims  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  commissioners  of  Blast  Florida, 
and  in  the  reports  of  the  receiver  and  register,  acting  as  such,  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  several  acts  of  Congress  providing  for  the  settlement 
of  private  land  claims  in  Florida,  and  recommended  for  confirmation  by 
said  commissioners,  and  by  the  register  and  receiver,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  confirmed  to  the  extent  of  the  quantity  contained  in  one

commence  at  the  end  of  the  cunent,  or  last  expired  term  of  five  years  in 
each  case,  respectively;  making  the  provision  equal  to  twenty  years  half 
pay ;  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  heretofore  provided  by  law;

For  removing  the  sand  bar  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Merimack  river 
in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  by  erecting  piers,  or  other  works,  thirty- 
tiro  thousand  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  preservation  of  Deer  island,  in  Boston  harbour,  in  the  state  of 
Massachusetts,  eighty-seven  thousand  dollars. 

Towards  erecting  piers, or  other  works,  at  or  near  Stonington  harbour, 
in  the  state  of  Connecticut,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  same  a  good 
and  secure  harbour,  twenty  thousand  dollars.

Towards  removing  the  sand  bar  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Black  river, 
in  the  state  of  Ohio,  by  the  erection  of  piers,  or  other  works,  seven  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars.

For  surveying  the  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  the  Wabash  river, 
between  its  mouth  and  Eel  river,  five  hundred  dollars.

That  four  hundred  ihoosaDd 
aeiesy  of  the  relinquished  lands  in  the  counties  of  Madison,  Morgan, 
Limestone,  Lawrence,  Franklin,  and  Lauderdale,  in  the  state  of  Alabama, 
be,  and  the  same  is  [are] hereby,  granted  to  said  state,  to  be  applied  to  the 
improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Muscle  Shoals,  and  Colbert's  Shoals, 
in  the  Tennessee  river,  and  such  other  parts  of  said  river  within  said 
state  as  the  legislature  thereof  may  direct :  But  if  there  shall  not  be  four 
hundred  thousand  acres  of  relinquished  unappropriated  land  in  said 
counties,  the  deficiency  to  be  made  up  out  of  any  unappropriated  lands 
in  the  county  of  Jackson,  in  said  state.

The  foHowing  ease,  which  ori|;inated  in  the  courta  eatablished  by  the  act  of  May  23,  1826,  containa 
deciaioBs  apon  princi|defl  of  adnuraltj'  law,  of  great  general  interest. 

Tlie  echMiBer  North  Carolina,  bound  from  Appalachioola  to  Charleaton,  with  «  cargo  of  cotton,  part  on 
account  of  the  consignees,  and  pan  the  property  of  the  shipper,  struck  on  a  reef  about  ninety-fiTo 
miles  ^m  Key  West ;  and  the  next  morning  one  hundred  and  ten  bales  of  cotton  were  taken  from  her 
by  th«  wrecking  schooner  Hyder  Ally,  when  she  floated,  and  she  sailed  with  th«  Hyder  Ally  to  Indian 
Key,  and  aniTed  there  the  same  evening.  The  Hyder  Ally  waa  one  of  those  wrecking  schooners  in  the 
profits  of  which  Houseman  was  a  participator.  He  became  the  consignee  of  the  North  Carolina ;  and 
salTsge  being  claimed  by  the  master  of  the  Hyder  Ally,  a  reference  was  made  by  the  master  of  the 
Nortb  Carolina,  and  the  master  of  the  wrecker,  and  by  an  awwd  thiity-fire  per  c^nt.  was  allowed  as 
sahnge;  andione  hundred  and  two  bales  of  cotton  were  pnt  into  the  stores  of  Houseman,  in  part  pay- 
ment of  the  salrage ;  and  one  hundred  doUars  was  paid  in  cash,  and  a  draft  for  six  hundred  dollars  was 
given  by  the  captain  of  the  North  Carolina,  in  further  satisfaction  of  the  salyage,  and  the  commissions 
of  Hooeeman,  with  the  Teasel's  expenses.  Afterwards,  the  consignees  of  the  cotton  sent  an  sgent  to 
Key  West,  who  proceeded,  by  a  libel  in  his  name,  as  agent  in  the  svperior  court  of  the  United  States 
of  Monroe  conn^  in  Florida,  alleging  the  facts,  and  by  process  issued  by  the  court,  seventy-two  bales 
of  the  cotton  of  the  North  Carolina  were  attached  in  the  hands  of  Houseman.  The  coort  decieed  that 
the  libellnnt  should  recover  the  scTenty-two  balea  of  cotton,  and  Houseman  appealed  to  the  court  of 
appeals.  In  that  court,  a  supplemental  libel  was  filed  by  the  appellee,  claiming  damages  for  the  taking 
and  the  detention  of  fifty  other  bales  of  cotton,  making  the  whole  number  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  balee,  which  had  gone  into  the  possession  of  Houseman.  The  court  of  appeals  gave  a  decree  in 
favour  of  the  appellee  for  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  bales.  The  Supreme  Court  affirmed 
the  decree  as  to  the  seventy-two  bales,  and  act  aside  that  part  of  the  decree  which  allowed  the  value 
of  the  fifty  bales;  leaving  the  consignees  or  owners  of  the  fifly  bales  to  proceed  in  the  superior  court 
of  East  Florida  by  a  new  libel  for  the  recovery  of  the  same  or  the  value  thereof.  Houseman  v.  The 
Schooner  North  Carolina,  15  Peters,  40. 

Ttiere  are  many  cases  in  which  the  contract  of  the  captain,  in  relation  to  the  amount  of  salvage  to  be 
paid  to  the  aalvors,  or  his  sgreement  to  refer  the  question  to  arbitrators,  would  bind  the  owners.  In  times 
of  disaster,  it  is  always  his  duty  to  exercise  his  best  judgment,  and  to  use  his  best  exertions  fbr  the  benefit 
of  both  the  vessel  and  cargo :  and  when,  fi'om  his  situation,  he  is  unable  to  consult  them  or  their  agent, 
withoat  an  inconvenient  and  injurious  delay,  it  is  in  his  power  to  compromise  a  question  of  salvage,  and 
he  is  not  bound  in  all  cases  to  wait  for  Uie  decision  of  a  court  of  admiralty.    Z^d. 

So,  too,  whe^  the  salvage  service  has  not  been  important,  and  the  compensation  demanded  is  a  small 
one,  it  may  often  be  the  interest  of  the  owners,  that  the  amount  should  be  settled  at  once  by  the  captain, 
and  the  Teasel  proceed  on  her  voyage,  witbont  waiting  even  a  day  fbr  the  purpose  of  consulting  them. 
Bat  in  aU  such  cases,  unless  the  acts  of  the  captain  are  ratified  by  the  owners,  his  conduct  will  be  care- 
fiaUy  watched  and  scmtinixed  by  Ae  court ;  and  his  contracts  will  not  be  regarded  as  binding  on  the 
parties  concerned,  unless  they  appear  to  have  been  bona  fide,  and  such  as  a  discreet  owner,  placed  in 
the  same  circamstances,  would  probably  have  made.  If  he  aettles  the  amount  by  agreement,  tnose  who 
claim  nnder  it  must  show  that  the  nl  vage  allowed  was  reasonable  and  just.  If  he  refers  it  to  arbitrators, 
those  wbo  claim  the  benefit  of  the  award,  must  show  that  the  proceedings  were  fkir,  and  the  refbrees 
worthy  of  the  trust.    iMtf.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Uniltd 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  act  approved  the 
twenty-sixth  of  May, eighteen  hundred  and  twenly-four,  entitled  "An 
act  to  enable  claimants  to  lauds  within  the  limits  of  the  slate  of  Missouri 
and  territory  of  Arkansas,  to  institute  proceedings  to  try  the  validity  of 
their  claims,"  shall  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  continued  in  force :  that 
is  to  say,  for  the  purpose  of  filing  petitions  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
that  s^ct,  to  and  until  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  and  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
claimants  to  obtain  a  final  decision  on  the  validity  of  their  claims  in  the 
courts  of  Missouri  and  Arkansas,  respectively ;  the  said  claims  hanog 
been  exhibited  within  the  time  above  specified;  the  said  act  shall  be  con- 
tinued in  force  to,  and  until,  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  and  no  longer ;  and  the  courts 
having  cognisance  of  said  claims  shall  decide  upon  and  confirm  such  as 
would  have  been  confirmed  under  the  laws,  usages,  and  customs  of  th^ 
Spanish  government,  for  two  years,  from  and  after  the  twenty-sixth  day 
of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  and  all  the  claims 
authorized  by  that  act,  to  be  heard  and  decided,  shall  be  ratified  and  con- 
firmed to  the  same  extent  that  the  same  would  be  valid  if  the  country  in 
which  they  lie  had  remained  under  the  dominion  of  the  sovereignty  in 
which  said  claims  originated.

And  the  confirmations  had  by  virtue  of 
said  act,  and  the  patents  issued  thereon,  shall  operate  only  as  relinquish- 
ment of  title  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  shall,  in  no  wise,  affect 
the  right  or  title,  either  in  law  or  equity,  of  adverse  claimants  of  the 
same  land. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  where  any  claim,  founded 
on  concession,  warrant,  or  order  of  survey,  shall  be  adjudged  against 
and  rejected,  the  claimant  or  his  legal  representatives,  by  descent  or  pur- 
chase, being  actual  inhabitants  and  cultivators  of  the  soil,  the  claim  to 
which  shall  have  been  rejected,  shall  have  the  right  of  pre-emption,  at 
the  minimum  price  of  the  public  lands,  so  soon  as  the  land  shall  be  sur- 
veyed and  subdivided  by  the  United  States,  of  the  quarter  section  on 
which  the  improvement  shall  be  situate,  and  so  much  of  every  other 
quarter  section  which  contains  any  part  of  the  improvement,  as  diall  be 
within  the  limits  of  the  rejected  claim.

— An  Act  to  authorixe  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Indiana  to  sell 
the  lands  heretofore  appropriatedfor  the  use  rf  schools  in  that  state. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  legislature  of  the

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state  of  Indiana  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  and  convey^in 
fee  simple,  all,  or  any  part,  of  the  lands  heretofore  reserved  and  appro- 
priated by  Congress  for  the  use  of  schools  within  said  state,  and  to  invest 
the  money  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  in  some  productive  fund,  the 
proceeds  of  whidi  shall  be  forever  applied,  under  the  direction  of  said 
legislature,  for  the  use  and  support  of  schools,  within  the  several  town- 
ships and  districts  of  country  for  which  they  were  originally  reserved  and 
set  apart,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever:  Provided,  said 
land,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  in  no  case,  be  sold  without  the  consent  of 
the  inhabitants  of  such  township,  or  district,  to  be  obtained  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  legislature  of  said  state  shall,  by  law,  direct :  And  provided, 
also,  That  in  the  apportionment  of  the  proceeds  of  said  fund,  each  town- 
ship and  district  aforesaid  shall  be  entitled  to  such  part  thereof,  and  no 
more,  as  shall  have  accrued  from  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  arising  from 
the  sale  of  the  school  lands  belonging  to  such  township  or  district. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  if  the  proceeds  accruing  to 
anj  township  or  district,  from  said  fund,  shall  be  insufficient  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools  therein,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  legislature  to  invest  the 
same,  as  is  hereinbefore  directed,  until  the  whole  proceeds  of  the  fund 
belonging  to  such  township  or  district  shall  be  adequate  to  the  permanent 
maintenance  and  support  of  schools  within  the  same.

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  sum  of  thirty  tboo* 
sand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  the  suppression 
of  the  slave  trade,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  third  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be 
authorized  to  pay,  out  of  the  sum  herein  appropriated/the  claim  of  the

Thirdly,  To  the  United  States'  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  one 
set  of  all  ihe  works  of  which  copies  have  been  distributed  to  the  univer- 
sities and  colleges :  Provided,  There  remain  any  copies  of  the  same 
deposited  in  the  library  of  Congress,  beyond  the  number  reserved  for  the 
8aid  library. 

Fourthly,  That,  of  the  three  hundred  copies  of  the  laws  now  ordered 
to  be  deposited  in  the  libraiy  of  Congress,  fifty  copies  be  furnished  to  the 
library  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  addition  to  the  filly  copies 
already  ordered  for  the  said  library ;  and  that  the  clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  be,  and  he  hereby  is^  authorized  to  receive  the  same. 

Fifthly,  That  of  the  journals,  documents,  and  leports,  heretofore  order- 
ed to  be  printed  by  the  Senate,  and  of  which  copies  are  deposited  in  the 
libraiy  of  Congress,  and  of  the  journals,  documents,  and  reports,  which 
may  hereafter  be  ordered  to  be  printed  by  the  Senate,  five  sets  be  furnish- 
ed for  the  library  of  the  House  of  Representatives ;  and  that  the  clerk  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  be^  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  receive 
the  same. 

n.  And  be  itfitrther  resdbed,  That  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  directed  to  deliver  to  the 
Department  of  State,  properly  prepared  for  transmission,  by  mail  or  other- 
wise, the  copies  of  the  books  mentioned  in  the  second  and  thurd  para- 
graphs of  the  foregoing  resolution. 

in.  And  be  it  further  resobed.  That,  instead  of  the  twenty-five  sets 
of  the  journals,  executive  papers,  reports  of  committees,  and  other  docu- 
ments of  Congress,  authorized  by  law  to  be  i^aced  in  the  library  of  Con- 
gress, ten  sets  only,  well  bound,  shall  hereafter  be  deposited,  in  the  said 
Ubrary. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  resohed,  That  the  joint  library  committee  be» 
vid  tbey  hereby  are,  authorized  to  remove  from  the  library  of  Congress,  and 
^ispose  of  in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  expedient,  any  duplicate, 
imperfect,  damaged,  or  other  work  or  works,  not  wanted  for  the  use  of 
the  library.

That,  after  the  temmiatioa 
of  the  present  session  of  Congress,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of 
the  Senate  and  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  so  to  regulate  and 
direct  the  printing  of  the  respective  Houses  as  to  abolish  the  practice  of 
making  '<  title  pages"  to  executive  documents,  reports  of  committeefl, 
memorials,  or  any  other  documents,  unless  the  same  shall  be  so  directed  ^ 
by  them,  an3  that  the  whole  matter  shall  follow  in  close  order,  fK>m  the ' 
first  page.  And  they  shall  further  direct,  that  the  printing  of  the  yeas 
and  nays  of  the  journal  shall  be  in  consecutive  order,  as  ordinary  matter. 
They  shall  also  so  regulate  the  printing  of  the  executive  docim]ent8,asto 
have  the  respective  communications  from  the  President  and  heads  of 
Departments  bound  in  distinct  volumes;  and  they  may  also  so  change  the 
form  of  the  volume,  by  increasing  its  size,  as  to  combine  the  greatest 
quantity  of  matter  with  the  greatest  economy  in  the  execution  of  the  work.

That  the  citizens  of  the  terri- 
tory of  Arkansas,  qualified  to  vote,  shall  and  may,  at  such  time  and  place, 
and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  legislature  of  said  territory 
may  prescribe,  elect  their  oflBicers,  civil  and  military,  except  such  as,  by 
.the  laws  of  Congress  now  in  force,  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States ;  and  except,  also,  justices  of  the  peace,  auditor 
and  treasurer  for  said  territory,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  joint  vote  of  both 
houses  of  the  legislature,  at  such  time,  and  for  such  term  of  service,  as 
the  said  legislature  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  term  of  service,  and  the  duties 
and  powers,  fees,  and  emoluments,  of  the  officers,  civil  and  military,  so 
chosen  by  the  citizens,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  legislature,  and  they 
shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor  of  the  territory,  and  subject  to  be 
removed  from  office  in  such  mode  and  for  such  cause  as  the  legislature 
shall  declare  by  law.  All  laws  now  in  force,  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-nine. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  bill  that  shall  have  passed 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  legislative  council  of  the  legisla-

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tore  of  the  territory,  shal],  before  it  become  a  law,  be  presented  to  the

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
governor  and  legislative  council,  at  any  time  hereafler,  to  alter  or  arrange 
the  districts  in  such  manner  as  to  secure,  as  near  as  may  be,  an  equality 
of  representation  in  each  district.

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thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  including  contingencies,  eight 
thousand  dollars. 

For  the  discharge  of  such  miscellaneous  claims  against  the  United 
States,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  as  shall  be  ascertained  and  admitted 
in  due  course  of  settlement  at  the  treasury,  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  salaries  of  the  ministers  at  London,  Paris,  Madrid,  St  Peteis- 
burg,  Mexico,  and  Colombia ;  for  outfit  and  salary  of  a  minister,  or 
salary  of  a  charge  des  affaires,  to  the  king  of  the  Netherlands ;  for  the 
salaries  of  the  charge  des  s^aires  at  Stockholm,  Denmark,  Lisbon, 
Brazil,  Buenos  Ay  res,  and  Peru ;  for  outfit  of  a  charge  des  affaires  at 
Peru ;  for  the  salaries  of  the  secretaries  of  legation;  and  for  the  contin- 
gent expenses  of  all  the  missions  abroad,  one  hundred  and  five  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars. 

For  discharging  the  expense  of  taking  the  fiflh  enumeration  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  relief  and  protection  of  distressed  American  seamen  in  foreign 
countries,  thirteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  intercourse  with  the  Barbary  powers,  ten  thousand 
dollars. 

For  the  salaries  of  the  agents  of  claims  at  London  and  Paris,  three 
thousand  dollars. 

-For  tlie  compensation  of  two  agents  appointed  under  the  act  of  the 
seventeenth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  from 
the  ninth  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  to  the 
thirty-first  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine, 
including  the  contingent  expenses  incidental  to  the  agency,  twenty  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  forty-four  cents.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  JUpreseniaiives  of  the  United

State  of  New  Hampshire :  Ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  in 
addition  to  appropriations  heretofore  made  for  building  a  lighthouse  on  a 
ledge  of  rocks  called  the  Whale's  Back,  near  the  harbour  of  Portsmouth. 

Three  hundred  dollars,  for  placing  two  buoys,  one  on  Kitt's  Rock,  and 
one  on  a  rock  in  PepereU's  Cove  in  Portsmouth  harbour. 

State  of  Massachufetts:  Two  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a 
monument  on  the  eastern  point  of  the  harbour  of  Gloucester. 

One  hundred  dollars  for  placing  two  buoys  at  or  near  the  same  harbour ;

State  of  Rhode  Island:  Six  hundred  doUars  for  six  buoys  and  a  spin- 
dle on  the  following  sites,  to  wit :  one  on  a  ledge  of  rocks  east  of  Bren- 
ton's  Point,  in  the  harbour  of  Newport,  one  on  Auld's  Rock,  south-east 
of  Rose  Island,  one  on  the  extreme  north  point  of  Rose  Island,  one  on  .

State  of  New  York:  Four  thousand  dollars  for  a  lighthouse  in  Hudson 
river,  at  Four  Miles  Point,  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  and  four  miles 
north  of  the  city  of  Hudson,  or  at  some  other  site  in  the  vicinity.

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Five  thousand  dollars  for  a  lighthouse  on  or  near  one  of  the  Idands 
called  the  Brothers,  at  the  Narrows  in  Long  Island  Sound ;  and 

Five  hundred  dollars  for  eight  buoys  to  be  placed  at  proper  sites  be- 
tween the  city  of  Albany  and  a  point  opposite  Red  Hook. 

State  of  New  Jersey :  Two  hundred  dollars  for  placing  buoys  at  proper 
sites  at  New  Inlet,  or  its  vicinity,  in  the  district  of  Little  Egg  harbour. 

State  of  Pennsylvania :  Seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  for 
placing  four  buoys  in  the  channel  to  the  eastward  of  the  Pea  Patch. 

State  of  Delaware :  Five  thousand  dollars  for  a  lighthouse  on  a  proper 
site,  on  or  near  the  northern  extremity  of  Bombay  Hook  Island,  in  the 
Delaware  bay.

State  of  New  York:  One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  surveying  the 
bar  at  the  mouth  of  Sag  Harbour,  to  ascertain  the  best  method  of  pre- 
venting the  harbour  being  filled  up  with  sand,  and  the  cost  of  the  same. 

Thirty  thousand  dollars  for  extending  the  pier  of  Black  Rock  harbour, 
at  the  outlet  of  Lake  Erie,  to  a  point  opposite  Bird's  Island. 

For  removing  obstructions  at  the  entrance  of  the  harbour  at  Big  Sodus 
Bay,  on  Lake  Ontario,  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Gennessee  river,  in  the 
state  of  New  York,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

State  of  New  Jersey:  One  hundred  dollars  for  surveying  Flatbeach, 
alias  Tucker's  Island,  situated  between  old  and  new  inlet,  with  a  view  to 
preserve  the  anchorage  of  the  port,  and  to  report  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  such  improvements  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  those  objects.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  RqMresentatives  of  the  Umied 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  Tliat  all  the  claims  to  lands 
and  town  lots  contained  in  the  abstracts  denominated  A,  number  one,D, 
number  one,  E,  number  one,  F,  number  one,  reported  to  the  Treasuiy 
Department  by  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  office  for  the  district 
of  Saint  Stephens,  in  the  state  of  Alabama,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  Congress  of  the  third  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  confirmed  to  the  extent  therein 
recommended  for  confirmation.

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  appoint,  annually,  five  respectable  in- 
habitants of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  be  inspectors  of  the  said  peni- 
tentiary, who  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  from  the  date 
of  their  appointment 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  the  President  shall  also  ap- 
point one  warden  of  the  said  penitentiary,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  President. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  inspectors  shall  hold 
their  first  meeting  within  ten  days  afler  their  appointment;  they  shall 
appoint  one  of  their  number  to  be  their  secretary,  who  shall  keep  regu- 
lar records  of  their  proceedings ;  a  majority  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  all  business,  and  all  questions  shall  be  decided  by  a  majo- 
rity of  those  present;  they  shall  hold  regular  meetings  of  the  board,  at 
least  once  in  every  month,  and  oflener,  if  they  shall  find  it  necessary; 
thej  shall  singly,  in  turns,  visit  and  inspect  the  penitentiary,  at  least  once 
in  each  week,  upon  some  stated  day,  to  be  fixed  by  their  by-laws;  they 
shall  direct  in  what  labour  the  convicts  shall  be  employed ;  it  shall  be 
tiieir  doty  to  prepare  a  system  of  rules  and  regulations,  minutely  providing 
for  the  discii^ine,  heahh  and  cleanliness  of  £e  penitentiary,  the  hours  of 
labour,  meals  and  confinement,  the  government  and  behaviour  of  the 
ofiloers  and  oonticts,  so  as  best  to  carry  into  efibct  the  several  directions 
and  reqiuahioiia  of  this  act;  they  shall  take  care  that  these  rules  and 
regoIationB  be  made  known  to  the  officers  of  die  prison,  and  the  convicts,

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and  that  the  strictest  obedience  be  paid  thereto;  they  shall  provide  that 
the  strictest  attention  be  paid  to  preserve  cleanliness,  throughout  the 
buildings,  kitchens,  cells,  bedding,  and  as  far  as  may  be,  in  the  persons 
and  clothing  of  the  convicts ;  they  shall  appoint,  and  at  their  pleasure 
remove  such  keepers,  and  other  inferior  officers  and  servants,  as  mar  be 
required  for  the  service  and  government  of  the  penitentiary;  they  snail, 
from  time  to  time,  inspect  the  accounts  of  the  penitentiary,  and  shall  see 
that  the  affidrs  thereof  are  conducted  with  economy  and  integrity ;  they 
shall,  in  the  month  of  January,  in  every  year, report  to  Congress  a  detailed 
account  of  the  expenses  and  income  of  the  penitentiary,  the  number  of 
convicts  received,  discharged,  or  deceased,  during  the  year,  the  rules  and 
by-laws  passed,  altered,  or  repealed,  within  such  year,  and  such  other 
matters  relating  to  the  discipline  and  management  of  the  prison,  as  may 
be  proper  to  make  known  its  state  and  condition ;  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  so  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  penitentiary,  if  it  be  possible,  that 
the  proceeds  of  the  labour  of  the  said  convicts  shall  pay  all  the  expenses 
of  the  said  penitentiary  and  more :  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  the  said  inspectors  from  employing  the  said  convicts  in  labour 
for  the  United  States.  And,  if  the  said  penitentiary  shall  fail  to  support 
itself,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  inspectors  to  state,  in  their  annual 
report  to  Congress,  what  they  suppose  to  be  the  reason  of  such  failure. 
,  Sec.  5.  And  be  it  jvriher  enacted^  That  the  warden  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  twelve  himdred  dollars  a  year.  The  other  officers  and  servants 
of  the  penitentiary  shall  receive  such  annual  or  monthly  pay  as  the  inspec- 
tors shall  direct. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
warden  to  keep  accurate  accounts  of  all  materials  bought  or  furnished  ^or 
the  use  or  labour  of  the  convicts,  and,  also,  of  the  proceeds  of  their  labour; 
he  shall  make  all  contracts  and  purchases  for  the  supplies  necessary  for 
the  penitentiary :  he  shall  have  power  to  let  out  the  labour  of  the  convicts 
by  contract,  subject,  always,  however,  to  the  rules  and  discipline  of  the 
penitentiary ;  he  shall,  under  the  superintendence  and  inspection  of  the 
inspectors,  oversee  and  manage  all  the  affairs  of  the  penitentiary,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  due  enforcement  of  its  rules,  by-laws,  and  disci- 
pline; he  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  inspectors,  at  each  of  their 
monthly  meetings,  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by 
him  on  account  of  the  penitentiary,  during  the  preceding  month,  speci- 
fying from  whom  received,  and  to  whom  paid,  and  for  what ;  which  ac- 
count shall  be  sworn  to  by  the  warden,  and  carefully  filed  and  presented 
among  the  papers  of  the  board  of  inspectors.  He  shall,  also,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  in  each  year,  make  out 
and  exhibit  to  the  proper  accounting  officer  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  on  account  of  the  peniten- 
tiary, for  the  last  three  months,  specifying  from  whom  received,  to  whom 
paid,  and  for  what,  and  shall  settle  the  same  with  the  said  department. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  warden,  before  he  enters 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  bond  to  the  United  States,  with 
sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  inspectors  of  the  penitentiary, 
in  such  sum  as  they  shall  direct,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office,  and  truly  account  for  all  goods,  money,  or 
other  articles  belonging  to  the  United  States,  or  to  individuals,  which 
may,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  and  trusts  of  his  office,  come  into  hia 
custody,  and  pay  or  deliver  the  same  over  to  the  United  States,  or  such 
persons  as  may  be  legally  entitled  thereto,  whenever  he  shall  be  lawfully 
required ;  which  bond  may  be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  United  States, 
for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  or  any  individual,  who  may  have  a 
claim  thereon,  as  oflen  as  the  said  condition  may  be  broken ;  provided 
such  suit  shall  be  brought  against  the  security  within  six  years  of  the 
time  when  the  cause  of  action  accrued. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  Jwiher  enadedf  That  if  the  warden  of  the  said 
penitentiary  shall  have  any  interest  himself  in  any  contract  made  by  him 
touching  the  afiairs  of  the  penitentiary,  with  a  view  of  gaining  for  him- 
self, either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  profit  or  advantage  thereby,  he  shall 
be  deemed  gnilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  punished  by  fine,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  and  be  dismissed 
from  office,  and  every  such  contract  may  be  declared  void  by  the  said 
inspectors. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  inspectors  shall  not 
be  concerned  in  any  contract  touching  the  a&irs  of  the  said  penitentiary ; 
but,  if  any  snch  contract  shall  be  at  any  time  made,  in  which  the  said 
inspectors,  or  any  of  them,  have,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  interest,  the 
same,  so  &r  as  relates  to  that  interest,  shall  be  wholly  null  and  void. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  jurther  enacted.  That  all  suits  that  may  be  necessary 
to  be  brought  for  any  matter  or  thing  relating  to  the  aflbirs  of  the  said 
prison,  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  whether  the 
contract  on  which  such  suit  is  founded  be  made  in  their  name  or  not. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  cnacted^TYi^X  the  male  and  female  convicts 
confined  in  the  said  penitentiary  shall  be  kept,  and  shall  labour,  wholly 
separate  and  apart  firom  each  other.  Every  convict  shall  be  confined 
singly  in  a  separate  cell  at  night,  and  at  such  times  of  the  day  as  he  or 
she  may  be  unemployed  in  labour,  except  at  such  hours  and  places  as 
may  be  specially  assigned,  by  the  rules  of  the  penitentiary,  for  religious 
or  other  instruction,  or  for  meals,  or  when  transferred  to  the  infirmary  on 
account  of  sickness,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  physician.  Each 
convict,  immediately  upon  being  received  into  the  penitentiary,  shall  be 
thoroughly  cleansed  with  warm  water  and  soap,  and  shall  have  the  hair 
cut  close ;  and  the  warden  and  other  officers  shall  take  the  strictest  pre- 
cautions to  guard  against  the  introduction  of  any  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  from  the  persons  or  clothing  of  such  convicts ;  which  precau- 
tions it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  to  regulate,  and  prescrilie  in 
their  by-laws.  A  descriptive  list  of  the  names,  ages,  persons,  crimes  and 
sentences  of  the  convict,  shall  be  kept  by  the  warden,  and  such  descrip- 
tion shall  be  entered  immediately  upon  the  reception  of  each  convict 
The  convicts  shall  be  clothed  at  the  public  expense  during  the  whole 
term  of  their  confinement,  in  habits  of  coarse  and  cheap  materials, 
uniform  in  colour  and  make,  and  so  striped,  or  otherwise  conspicuously 
marked,  as  may  clearly  distinguish  them  from  the  ordinary  dress  of  other 
persons.  Their  bedding,  and  other  personal  accommodations,  shall  be  of 
the  cheapest  and  coarsest  kind,  couinstent  with  use  and  durability.  The 
convicts  shall  be  fed  on  the  cheapest  food  which  will  support  health  and 
strength,  with  as  little  change  or  variety  in  the  said  diet,  as  may  be  con- 
sistent with  the  health  of  the  convicts,  and  the  economy  of  the  peniten- 
tiary. They  shall  be  kept,  as  hx  as  may  be  consistent  with  their  age, 
health,  sex,  and  ability,  to  labour  of  the  hardest  and  most  servile  kind, 
and  as  fiir  as  may  be,  uniform  in  its  nature,  and  of  a  kind  where  the 
work  is  least  liable  to  be  spoiled  by  ignorance,  neglect,  or  obstinacy,  or 
the  materials  to  be  injured,  stolesr,  or  destroyed.  They  shall  not,  at  any 
time,  be  permitted  to  converse  with  one  another,  or  with  strangers, 
exe^  by  the  special  permission,  and  in  presence  of  some  officer  of  the 
prison,  as  may  be  regulated  by  the  bylaws ;  they  shall  be  made  to  labour 
diligently,  in  silence,  and  with  strict  obedience. 

Sec.  15^  And  be  ii  further  enacted.  That  the  warden  of  the  said 
penitentiary  shall  have  power  to  punish  any  convict  in  the  penitentiary, 
who  shall  wUfiilly  violate,  or  refuse  to  obey, the  rules  of  the  penitentiary, 
or  to  perform  the  work  assigned  him,  or  who  shall  resist  by  violence  any 
of  the  officers  of  the  penitentiary  in  the  exercise  of  their  lawful  authority, 
or  shall  wiliblly  destroy  any  property,  tools,  or  materials ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  du^  of  the  said  warden  to  inflict  such  punishment,  either  by  confine-

ment  in  solitarj  cells,  by  diet  on  bread  and  water,  by  putting  suck  con- 
vict in  irons,  or  in  the  stocks^  but  all  such  punishments  shall  be  regnlarlj 
reported  to  the  visiting  inspectors  at  the  next  weekly  visitation,  and  to  the 
board  of  inspectors  at  their  monthly  meeting;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  inspectors  to  adopt  and  enforce  special  rules  and  by-laws  regulat- 
ing the  times,  measure,  extent  and  mode  of  such  punishments,  in  relation 
to  the  several  offences  against  the  discipline  of  the  penitentiary,  and  to 
report  the  same  in  their  annual  report  to  Congress,  whenever  they  shall 
be  adopted,  altered  or  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  inspectors  shall  appoint 
one  regularly  practising  physician,  to  be  the  physician  and  surgeon  of  the 
penitentiary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  penitentiary  at  such  times 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  inspectors,  and  to  render  all  medical  and 
surgical  aid  which  may  be  necessaiy.  One  apartment,  or  more,  as  may 
be  needed,  shall  be  fitted  up  as  an  infirmary ;  and,  in  case  of  sickness  of 
any  convict,  he,  or  she,  upon  examination  of  the  physician,  shall,  upon 
his  order,  be  removed  to  the  infirmary,  and  the  name  of  such  convict 
shall  be  entered  in  a  hospital  book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpooe;  and 
whenever  the  physician  shall  report  to  the  warden,  that  such  convict  is  in 
a  proper  state  to  return  to  the  ordinary  employment  of  the  prison,  such 
report  shall  be  duly  entered  in  the  same  book,  and  the  convict  shall  return 
to  the  ordinary  discipline  of  the  penitentiary,  so  fiir  as  may  be  ccMisistent 
with  his  or  her  health  and  strength.  Special  rules  for  the  order  aod 
government  of  the  infirmary,  shall  be  made  and  enforced  by  the  inspect 
tors,  and  nothing  in  this  act  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  forbid  any 
such  relaxation  of  the  general  discipline  of  the  penitentiary,  as  may  be 
required  for  the  sick. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  inspectors  shall  have 
power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  provide  for  the  separate  laboar 
and  instruction  of  any  convict  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  to 
make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  therefor,  as  may,  in  their 
judgment,  most  conduce  to  the  reformation  and  instruction  of  such  youth- 
ful  convicts;  any  thing  in  this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  They 
shall  also  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  provide  for  all  the 
convicts  the  means  of  religious  worship,  and  religious  and  moral  inatrnc- 
tion,  subject,  however,  to  general  rules,  not  inconsistent  with  the  disci- 
pline heretofore  prescribed. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  person  shall  be  permitted 
to  visit  the  said  penitentiary,  without  a  written  order  from  one  or  more 
of  the  said  inspectors,  except  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  sec- 
retaries of  the  several  departments  of  the  government,  members  of  Con* 
gross  and  the  judges  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  if  any  keeper,  assistant 
keeper,  or  other  officer,  or  servant,  employed  in,  or  about,  the  said  peni- 
tentiary, shall  convey  out  of,  or  bring  into,  the  penitentiary,  to,  or  from, 
any  convict  confined  there,  any  letter  or  writing,  or  shall  bring  into  the 
said  penitentiary,  to  sell  or  give  away,  any  spirituous  or  vinous  liquors,  or 
any  other  thing  whatsoever,  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  previously 
obtained,  of  the  said  inspectors,  every  such  person,  so  offending,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  pun- 
ished by  fine,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  in  the 
jail  of  the  county,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  inspectors  shall  prescribe, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  rigidly  to  enforce  such  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  penitentiary,  as  may 
prevent  all  tyrannical  or  violent  behaviour  to  the  convicts,  or  all  conversa- 
tion between  them  and  the  convicts,  or  with  each  other,  within  their 
hearing,  except  for  necessary  purposes,  and  may  best  preserve  order, 
ailence,  sobriety,  and  gravity  of  deportment  throughout  the  establishmeDt 
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Sec  18.  And  be  ii  further  enacted,  That*  in  case  of  tke  death  of  the 
wardea,  or  the  temporary  vacancy  of  his  office,  or  his  abeence,  sickness, 
or  other  disability,  such  keeper,  or  other  officer,  as  may  be  especially  desig- 
nated by  the  inspectors,  shall  have  power  to  exercise  the  authority  and 
discharge  the  several  duties  of  the  warden,  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  and 
the  rules  of  the  penitentiary. 

Sec.  19:  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  sum  of  twenty-seven 
thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  car- 
rying this  act  into  efl^t,  and  for  completing  the  said  penitentiary,  and 
preparing  it  for  the  reception  of  convicts.

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  act  of  the  twenty- 
second  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six,  entided  *' An 
act  authorizing  certain  soldiers  in  the  late  war  to  surrender  the  bounty 
lands  drawn  by  them,  and  to  locate  others  in  lieu  thereof,"  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  continued  in  force  for  the  term  of  five  years.  And  the 
proriaions  of  the  above  recited  act  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  extended  to 
those  having  like  claims  in  the  states  of  Illin(»s  and  Missouri.

Chap.  XL.  —  Jin  Au  to  protfidefor  taking  the  Mth  cemus  or  enumeration  of   March  23, 1830. 
the  inhabitante  cf  the  United  Mates,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rmesentatives  of  tlu  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembikd.  That  the  marshals  of  the 
several  districts  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  of  the  territories  of  Michigan,  Arkansas,  and  of  Florida,  respectively, 
shaU  be,  and  are  hereby,  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  State,  and  according  to  such  instructions  as  he 
shall  give,  pursuant  to  this  act,  to  cause  the  number  of  the  inhabitants 
within  their  respective  districts  and  territories,  (omitting,  in  snch  enum^ 
ration,  Indians  not  taxed,)  to  be  taken  according  to  the  directions  of  this 
act  The  said  enumeration  shall  distinguish  the  sexes  of  all  free  white 
peiBoos,  and  ages  of  the  free  white  males  and  females,  respectively, 
nnder  ^e  years  of  age;  those  of  five  and  under  ten  years  of  age ;  those 
of  ten  years  and  vai&x  fifteen ;  those  of  fifteen  and  under  twenty ;  those 
of  twenty  and  under  thirty;  those  of  thirty  and  under  forty:  those  of 
forty  and  under  fifty;  those  of  fifty  and  under  sixty;  those  of  six^  and 
under  seventy ;  those  of  serenty  and  under  eighty :  those  of  eighty  and 
under  ninety:  those  of  ninety  and  under  one  hundred;  those  of  one 
hundred  and  upwards;  and  shall  further  distinguish  the  number  of  those 
ftee  white  persons  inclnded  in  such  enumeration,  who  are  deaf  and 
dumb,  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years;  and  those  of  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  and  under  twenty-five,  and  of  the  age  of  twenty«4ve  years  and 
upwards ;  and  shall  further  distinguish  the  number  of  those  free  white 
penons  included  in  snch  enumeration,  who  are  blind.  The  said  enome- 
ratioD  diall  distinguish  the  sexes  of  all  free  coloured  persons,  and  of  all 
other  coloured  persons  bound  to  service  for  life,  or  for  a  term  of  years, 
and  the  ages  of  such  free  and  other  coloured  persons,  req)eetively,of 
eadisex,  under  ten  years  of  age;  those  of  ten  and  under  twenty-four; 
those  of  twenty-four  and  under  thirty-six ;  those  of  thirtynsix  and  mider 
fifty-five;  those  of  fifty-five  and  under  one  hundred;  and  those  of  one

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hundred  and  upwards;  and  shall  further  distinguish  tlte  number  of  those 
free  coloured  and  other  coloured  persons,  included  in  the  foregoing,  who 
are  deaf  and  dumb,  without  regard  to  age,  and  those  who  are  blind  For 
effecting  which,  the  marshals  aforesaid  shall  have  power,  and  are  hereby 
required,  to  appoint  one  or  more  assistants  in  each  city  and  county  in 
their  respective  districts  and  territories,  residents  of  such  city  or  county 
for  which  they  shall  be  appointed,  and  shall  assign  to  each  of  the  said 
assistants  a  certain  division  of  tenitory,  which  division  shall  not  consist, 
in  any  case,  of  more  than  one  county,  but  may  include  one  or  more 
towns,  townships,  wards,  hundreds,  precincts,  or  parishes,  and  shall  be 
plainly  and  distinctly  bounded ;  the  said  enumeration  shall  be  made  by 
an  actual  inquiry  by  such  marshals  or  assistants,  at  every  dwelling-house, 
or  by  personal  inquiry  of  the  head  of  every  family.  The  marshals  and 
their  assistants  shall  respectively,  before  entering  on  the  performance  of 
their  duty  under  this  act,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before 
some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  resident  within  their  respective  dis- 
tricts or  territories,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties.  The 
oath  or  affirmation  of  the  marshal  shall  be  as  follows :  **  I,  A.  B.,  marshal 
of  the  district  Tor  territory)  of  ,  do  solemnly  swear,  (or  affirm,) 

that  I  will  truly  and  faithfully  cause  to  be  made,  a  full  and  perfect 
enumeration  and  description  of  all  persons  resident  within  my  district, 
(or  territory,)  and  return  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  agreeably  to 
the  directions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entided  <  An  act  to  provide  for 
taking  the  fiflh  census,  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States,'  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability."  The  oath  or  affirmation  of 
an  assistant  shall  be  as  follows :  "  I,  A.  B.,  appointed  an  assistant  to  the 
marshal  of  the  district  (or  territory)  of  ,  do  solemnly  swear,  (or 

affirm,)  that  I  will  make  a  just,  faithful,  and  perfect  enumeration  and 
description  of  all  persons,  resident  within  the  division  assigned  to  me  for 
that  purpose,  by  the  marshal  of  the  district,  (or  territory,)  of  ,and 

make  due  return  thereof  to  the  said  marshal,  agreeably  to  the  directions 
of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled*  An  act  to  provide  for  the  taking  the  fifth 
census  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,'  accord- 
ing to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  that  I  will  take  the  said  enumeration 
and  description,  by  actual  inquiry  at  every  dwelling-house  within  said 
division,  or  personal  inquiry  of  the  head  of  every  family,  and  not  other- 
wise." The  enumeration  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  in  June,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  and  shall  be  completed  and 
closed  within  six  calendar  months  thereafter ;  the  several  assistants  shall, 
within  the  said  six  months,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  deliver  to  the  marshals,  by  whom 
they  shall  be  appointed,  respectively,  two  copies  of  the  accurate  returns 
of  all  persons,  except  Indians  not  taxed,  to  be  enumerated,  as  aforesaid, 
within  their  respective  divisions ;  which  returns  shall  be  made  in  a 
schedule,  the  form  of  which  is  annexed  to  this  act,  and  which  shall  dis- 
tinguish, in  each  county,  city,  town,  township,  ward,  precinct,  hundred, 
district,  or  parish,  according  to  the  civil  divisions  of  the  states  or  terri- 
tories, respectively,  the  several  families,  by  the  name  of  their  master, 
mistress,  steward,  overseer,  or  other  principal  persons  therein.

Sec.  3.  Arid  be  itjurther  enacted,  That  the  marshal  shall  file  one  copy 
of  each  of  the  several  returns  aforesaid,  and,  also,  an  attested  copy  of 
the  aggregate  amount  hereinafter  directed,  to  be  transmitted  by  them 
respectively,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  with  the  clerks  of  their  respectbe

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(o  receive^  and  carefolly  to  preserve,  the  same:  and  the  marahalsi  re-

returns  of  his  assistants,  or  the  returns  of  any  of  them,  with  the  clerks 
of  the  respective  courts,  as  aforesaid,  or  fiiiling  to  return  one  copy  of  the 
several  returns  received  from  each  assistant,  and,  also,  the  aggregate 
amount  of  each  description  of  persons,  in  their  respective  districts  or 
territories,  as  required  by  this  act,  and  as  the  same  shall  appear  from 
said  returns,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  within  the  time  limited  by  this 
act,  shall,  for  every  such  oflfence,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  which  forfeiture  shall  be  recoverable  in  the  courts  of  the  districts 
or  territories  where  the  said  offences  shall  be  committed,  or  within  the 
circuit  courts  held  within  the  same,  by  action  of  debt,  information,  or 
indictment;  the  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  informer;  but,  where  the  prosecution  shall  be  first 
iostitnted  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  the  whole  shall  accrue  to  their 
use;  nnd,  for  the  more  effectual  discovery  of  such  offences,  the  judges 
of  the  several  district  courts,  in  the  several  districts,  and  of  the  Supreme 
Courts  in  the  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  aforesaid,  at  their  next 
session,  to  be  held  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  for  making 
the  returns  of  the  aiumeration,  hereby  directed,  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  shall  give  this  act  in  charge  to  the  grand  juries,  in  their  respective 
courts,  and  eiiall  cause  the  returns  of  the  several  assistants,  and  the  said 
attest^  copy  of  the  aggregate  amount,  to  be  laid  before  them  for  their 
m^pection.

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  Jwriher  enaded,  That  every  assistant  shall  receive 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  every  hundred  persons 
by  him  returned,  where  such  persons  reside  in  the  country ;  and,  where 
such  persons  reside  in  a  city  or  town,  containing  more  than  three  thou- 
sand persons,  such  assistant  shall  receive  at  the  same  rate  for  three 
thousand,  and  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty«4ve  cents  for  every 
three  hundred  persons  over  three  thousand,  residing  in  such  city  or 
town;  but  where,  from  the  dispersed  situation  of  the  inhabitants,  in 
some  divisnons,  one  dollar  arid  twenty-five  cents  will  not  be  sufficient 
for  one  hundred  persons,  the  marshals,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
judges  of  their  re^ective  districts  or  territories,  may  make  such  further 
allowance  to  the  aanstants,  in  such  divisions,  as  shall  be  deemed  an 
adequate  compensation;  Provided,  The  same  does  not  exceed  one 
dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  for  every  fifty  persons  by  them  returned : 
Provided,  further.  That,  before  any  assistant,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  in 
any  case,  be  entitled  to  receive  said  compensation,  he  shall  take  and 
sabscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  before  some  judge  or  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  authorized  to  administer  the  same,  to  wit:  *'  I,  A.  B., 
do  solemnly  Swear  (or  affirm)  that  the  number  of  persons  set  forth  in 
the  return  made  by  me,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitljsd 
'An  act  to  provide  for  taking  the  fifVh  census  or  enumeration  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  United  States,'  have  been  ascertained  by  an  actual  in- 
quiiy  at  every  dwelling-house,  or  a  personal  inquiry  of  the  head  of  every 
femUy,  in  exact  conformity  v^ith  the  provisions  of  said  act;  and  that  I 
have,  in  every  respect,  fulfilled  the  duties  required  of  me  by  said  act,  to 
the  best  of  my  abilities;  and  that  the  return  aforesaid  is  correct  and 
true,  according  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  beliefl"  The  compen* 
aation  of  the  several  marshals  shall  be  as  follows :

And  be  it  /wrther  enacted^  That  each  and  every  assistant,  pre- 
vious to  making  his  return  to  the  marshal,  shall  cause  a  correct  copy, 
signed  by  himself,  of  the  schedule  containing  the  number  of  inhabitants 
within  his  division,  to  be  set  up  at  two  of  the  most  public  places  within 
the  same,  there  to  remain  for  the  inspection  of  all  concerned;  for  each 
of  which  copies,  the  said  assistant  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  five  dol- 
lars :  Providid,  proof  of  the  schedule  having  been  set  up,  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  marshal,  with  the  return  of  the  number  of  persons ;  and, 
in  case  any  assistant  shall  fail  to  make  such  proof  to  the  marshal,  with 
the  return  of  the  number  of  persons,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  the 
compensation  allowed  him  by  this  acL 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  required  to  transmit,  to  the  marshals 
of  the  several  districts  and  territories,  regulations  and  instructions,  pur- 
suant to  this  act,  for  carrying  the  same  into  effect ;  and,  also,  the  forms 
contained  therein,  of  the  schedule  to  be  returned,  and  such  other  forms 
as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  this  act  into  execution,  and  proper  in- 
terrogatories, to  be  administered  by  the  several  persons  to  be  employed 
in  taking  the  enumeration. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  those  states  composing  two 
districts,  and  where  a  part  of  a  county  may  be  in  each  district,  such 
county  shall  be  considered  as  belonging  to  that  district  in  which  the  court- 
house of  said  county  may  be  situate. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  in  all  cases  where  the  super- 
ficial content  of  any  county,  or  parish,  shall  exceed  twenty  miles  square, 
and  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  said  parish  or  county  shall  not  exceed 
three  thousand,  the  marshals  or  assistants  shall  be  allowed,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  judges  of  the  respective  districts  or  territories,  such  fur- 
ther compensation  as  shall  be  deemed  reasonable :  Provided,  The  same 
does  not  exceed  four  dollars  for  every  fifty  persons  by  them  returned ; 
and  when  any  such  county  or  parish  shall  exceed  forty  miles  square, 
and  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  the  same  shall  not  exceed  three  thou- 
sand, a  like  allowance  shall  be  made,  not  to  exceed  six  dollars  for  every 
fifty  persons  so  returned. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  when  the  aforesaid  enumera- 
tion shall  be  completed,  and  returned  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  by  the  marshals  of  the  states  and  territories,  he  shall  direct  tlie 
printers  to  Congress  to  print,  for  the  use  of  Congress,  three  thousand 
copies  of  the  aggregate  returns  received  from  the  marshals :  And  provided. 
That  if  any  marshal,  in  any  district  within  the  United  States  or  territories, 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  ask,  demand  or  receive,  or  contract  to  receive, 
of  any  assistants  to  be  appointed  by  him  under  this  act,  any  fee,  reward 
or  compensation,  for  the  appointment  of  such  assistant  to  discharge  the 
duties  required  of  such  assistant  under  this  act,  or  shall  retain  firom  such 
assistant  any  portion  of  the  compensation  allowed  to  the  assistant  by  this 
act,  the  said  marshal  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office, 
and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars,  for  each 
offence,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  or  indictment  in  any  circuit  or  district 
court  of  the  United  States,  or  the  territories  thereof,  one  half  to  the  use 
of  the  government,  and  the  other  half  to  the  informer ;  and  all  contracts 
which  may  be  made  in  violation  of  this  law,  shall  be  void,  and  all  sums 
of  money,  or  property,  paid,  may  be  recovered  back  by  the  party  paying 
the  same,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same; 
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Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  marshals  of  the  several  states,  territories,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  amount  of  postage  by  them  respectively  paid  on  letten 
relating  to  their  duties  under  this  act 

Sec.  13.  And  be  itjurther  enacted,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  made  a  careful  revision  of  the 
statements  heretofore  transmitted  to  Congress,  of  all  former  enameift- 
tions  of  the  population  of  the  United  States  and  their  territories,  and  to 
cause  an  abstract  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  population  in  each  state 
and  territory,  to  be  printed  by  the  printer  to  Congress,  (designating  the 
number  of  inhabitants  of  each  description,  by  counties  or  parishes,)  to 
the  number  of  two  thousand  copies,  which  said  copies  shall  be  dutri- 
buted  as  Congress  shall  hereafter  direct,  and  for  that  purpose,  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  monej 
in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Umttd 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  unappro* 
priated  money  in  the  treasury,  viz : 

For  payment,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  of 
the  permanent  annuity  provided  for  by  the  second  article  of  the  treaty 
concluded  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  the  twenty-ninth  July,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-nine,  with  the  Chippewa,  Ottawa,  and  Pattawattamie 
Indians,  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  goods,  stipulated  by  the  said  article  to  be  delivered 
to  the  said  Indians,  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  fifty  barrels  of  salt,  for  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty,  stipulated  by  the  said  article,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

For  transportation  of  the  said  annuity  and  salt,  and  expense  of  pro- 
visions at  the  delivery  of  the  same,  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  claims  provided  for  by  the  fifth  article  of  the  said 
treaty,  eleven  thousand  six  hundred  and  one  dollars. 

For  the  expense  of  surveying  the  boundaries  of  the  cession  made  by 
the  said  treaty,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  payment,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty, 
of  the  limited  annuity  provided  by  the  second  article  of  the  treaty 
made  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  the  second  August,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine,  with  the  Winnebago  Indians,  eighteen  Uiousand 
dollars.

For  defraying  the  expenses  of  treating  with  the  Choctaw  and  Chicka- 
saw Indians,  for  extinguishing  their  title  to  lands  within  the  limits  of  the 
state  of  Mississippi,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars 
seventy-nine  cents. 

For  purchasing  certain  tracts  of  land  within  the  state  of  Georgia, 
reserved  by  treaties  in  fee  to  the  Creeks,  and  to  the  Cherokee  Indians,  the 
balance  of  the  appropriation  of  fidy  thousand  dollars,  made  for  those 
objects  by  an  act  of  March  the  third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  being  nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  ei^ity-three  dollars. 

For  gratuitous  pay  for  disbanded  officers  and  soldiers,  including 
travelling  allowances  for  the  same,  five  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  ten 
cents,  being  the  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  for  those  objects 
carried  to  the  surplus  fund  on  the  last  day  of  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-six. 

For  the  purpose  hereinafter  stated,  to  wit :  the  sum  of  eight  thousand 
dollars,  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  a  custom  and  warehouse  at 
Mobile,  by  act  of  May  twenty-fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-eight,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re-appropriated,  and  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  eight  thousand  dollars  to  complete  the  same  on 
an  enlarged  plan,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  made,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  unappropriated  money  in  the  treasury.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Reprtsentatioes  of  the  UmUd 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  corporatioD  of 
Georgetown,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  be,  and  thej  are  hereby,  autho- 
rized, within  six  months  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  to  form  a  draw  in 
the  bridge  leading  from  Washington  city  to  Alexandria,  across  the  Poto- 
mac river,  not  less  than  sixty-six  feet  in  length,  nor  less  than  tweire  feet 
wide ;  and  for  defraying  the  expense  of  making  said  draw,  the  ^m  of 
six  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any 
unappropriated  money  in  the  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Washington  Bridge  Com- 
pany  shall  hereafler  be  required  to  keep  eight  reflecting  lamps,  to  be 
lighted  during  the  night,  of  which  four  shall  be  at  the  principal  draw, 
two  at  the  smaller  draw,  and  one  at  each  end  of  the  bridge ;  aad  in 
repairing  said  bridge,  the  company  may,  and  hereby  are,  permitted  to 
reduce  the  width  of  the  bridge  to  twenty-four  feet,  leaving  four  feet  on 
one  side  of  sjdd  bridge  for  foot-passengers,  which  shall,  by  a  strong  and 
sufficient  railing,  be  separated  from  the  carriage-way.

the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  till  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
House. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  books  hereby  directed  to 
be  distributed,  be  properly  prepared  for  transmission,  under  the  direction 
of  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives ;  and  that  they  be  forwarded 
firee  of  postage,  by  mail,  to  the  persons  hereby  authorized  to  receive 
them;  or  delivered  to  tlie  order  of  said  persons  in  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  of  the  copies  of  the  diplo- 
matic correspondence  of  the  revolution,  which  shall  remain  afier  the 
distribution  aforesaid,  one  copy  shall  be  distributed  to  each  new  member 
of  each  Congress  succeeding  the  present,  until  all  the  copies  shall  have 
been  distributed,  with  the  exception  of  twenty-five,  which  shall  be  retained 
for  the  library  of  Congress.

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Chap.  CXLVI.— y^n  Act  to  cor^arm  certain  chim»  to  lanii  in  the  Ustriti  cf 
Jaehon  courthotucj  in  the  Hate  cf  Mimmppi. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  ike  Umttd 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assemhlea,  That  all  the  claims  to  lands 
reported  by  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  office  for  the  district  of 
Jackson  courthouse,  in  the  state  of  Mississippi,  under  the  ptovisioDs  of 
the  act  of  Congress,  approved  on  the  twentj-fourth  day  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  entitled  '*  An  act  supplemen* 
tary  to  the  several  acts  providing  for  the  adjustment  of  land  claims  in  the 
state  of  Mississippi,"  as  founded  on  any  order  of  survey,  requette,  per- 
mission to  settle,  or  other  written  evidence  of  claim  derived  from  the 
Spanish  authorities,  which  ought,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  register  and 
receiver,  to  be  confirmed,  and  which,  by  the  said  reports,  appear  to  be 
derived  from  the  Spanish  government  prior  to  the  twentieth  of  Decem- 
ber, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three,  and  the  land  claimed  to  hare 
been  cultivated  and  inhabited  on  or  before  that  day,  shall  be  confirmed 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  title  had  been  completed :  Provided,  11»t, 
in  all  such  claims,  where  the  plat  and  certificate  of  survey,  made  prior  to 
the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Spanish  government,  in  pursuance  of  such  claim,  has 
not  been  filed  with  the  said  register  and  receiver^  such  claim  shall  not  be 
confirmed  to  any  one  person  for  more  than  twelve  hundred  and  eighty 
acres ;  and  that  for  all  tlie  other  claims  comprised  in  the  reports  as  afore- 
said, and  which  ought,  in  the  opinion  of  the  register  and  receiver,  to  be 
confirmed,  the  claimant  to  such  land  shall  be  entitled  to  a  grant  therefor, 
as  a  donation  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  and  eighty  acres  to  any  one 
person :  And  provided  also,  That  the  claim  of  the  representatives  of 
Louis  Boisdore,  numbered  four,  in  report  numbered  three,  shall  not  be 
confirmed  to  more  than  twelve  hundred  and  eighty  acres;  and  all  the 
confirmations  of  the  said  incomplete  titles  and  grants  of  donations,  hereby 
provided  to  be  made,  shall  amount  only  to  a  relinquishment  for  ever,  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States,  of  any  claim  whatever  to  the  tract  of  land 
so  confirmed  or  granted  without  prejudice  to  the  interests  of  third 
persons. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  every  person,  or  his  or  her 
legal  representatives,  whose  claim  is^mbraced  by  the  said  register  and 
receiver  in  their  reports  numbers  five,  six,  and  seven,  of  actual  settlers,  or 
their  legal  representatives,  not  having  any  written  evidence  of  claim,  shall, 
where  it  appears  by  the  said  reports  that  the  land  claimed  or  settled  on 
had  been  actually  inhabited  and  cultivated  by  such  person  or  persons,  in 
whose  right  the  same  is  claimed,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  be  entitled  to  a  grant  for  the 
land  so  claimed  or  settled  on,  as  a  donation:  Provided,  Thai  not  more 
than  one  tract  shall  be  granted  to  any  one  person,  and  the  same  shall 
not  exceed  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  to  include  his  or  her  improve- 
ments,  and  to  be  bounded  by  sectional  or  divisional  lines;  and  that  no 
lands  shall  be  thus  granted  which  are  claimed  or  recognised  by  the  pre- 
ceding section. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  person,  or  his  or  her 
legal  representatives,  comprised  in  the  aforesaid  reports  of  actual  settlers, 
not  having  any  written  evidence  of  claim,  who,  on  the  third  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen,  did,  as  appears  by  those 
reports,  actually  inhabit  and  cultivate  a  tract  of  land  in  the  said  district, 
not  claimed  under  any  written  evidence  of  title  legally  derived  from  the 
French,  British,  or  Spanish,  governments,  or  granted  as  a  donation,  shall 
be  entiUed  to  become  the  purchaser  of  the  quarter  section,  or  two  eighths 
of  any  section,  on  which  the  improvements  may  be,  and  including  the 
same,  at  the  same  price  for  which  other  public  lands  are  sold  at  privale 
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sale:  Frcmded^  That  the  same  shall  be  entered  with  the  register  of  the 
land  office,  within  the  term  of  two  years,  or  before,  if  the  same  shall  be 
offered  at  public  sale:  And  provided  aiso.  That,  where  any  such  person 
is  settled  on,  and  has  improved  any  school  lands  in  said  district,  such 
person  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  the 
act  approved  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six,  entitled  "  An  act  giving  the  right  of  pre-emption,  in 
tbe  purchase  of  lands,  to  certain  settlers  in  the  states  of  Alabama,  Mis- 
sissippi, and  territory  of  Florida." 

Sbc.  4.  And  bt  it  Jwrther  enacted^  That  the  register  and  receiver  of 
the  said  district  shall  possess  the  same  powers,  and  perform  the  same 
duties,  in  relation  to  the  claims  confirmed  by  this  act,  as  are  given  to,  and 
required  of  them  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  eighth  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two,  entitled  ''  An  act  supplemen- 
tary to  the  several  acts  for  adjusting  the  claims  and  titles  to  lands, 
and  establishing  land  offices,  in  the  district  east  of  the  island  of  New 
Orleans.

Cbap.  CXLVn. — An  Ad  for  fu  more  tgtdua!  colledion  cf  the  impost  duitet*        May  28,  1830. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  ofAmtrica,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  an  additional  appraiser  of  merchandise  for 
the  port  of  New  York,  who  shall  take  a  similar  oath,  and  have  like  power 
and  compensation,  and  perform  the  same  duties,  with  the  appraisers  now 
authorized  by  law  to  be  appointed  at  that  place. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  tbe  Treasury 
may  appoint,  not  exceeding  four  assistant  appraisers  in  New  York,  two 
in  Philadelphia,  and  two  in  Boston,  who  shall  be  practically  acquainted 
with  the  quality  and  value  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  chief  articles  of 
importation,  subject  to  appraisement,  to  be  employed  in  appraising  goods 
in  sQch  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
and  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  diligently  and  faithfully  to 
examine  and  inspect  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  as  the  principal 
appraisers  may  direct,  and  truly  to  report  to  them,  to  the  best  of  their 
knowledge  and  belief,  the  true  value  thereof,  according  to  law ;  where- 
upon the  principal  appraisers  shall  revise  and  correct  the  same  as  they 
may  judge  proper,  and  report  to  the  collector  their  decision  thereon :  but, 
if  the  collector  shall  deem  any  appraisement  of  goods  too  low,  he  shall 
have  power  to  order  a  re-appraisement,  either  by  the  principal  appraisers, 
or  by  three  merchants  designated  by  him  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  be 
citizens  of  the  United  Sutes,  and  cause  the  duties  to  be  charged  accord- 
ingly. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  September  next,  whenever  goods  of  which  wool  or  cotton  is  a 
component  part,  of  similar  kind,  but  different  quality,  are  found  in  the 
same  package,  if  not  imported  from  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appraisers  to  adopt  the  value  of  the  best  article 
contained  in  such  package,  as  the  average  value  of  the  whole ;  and  if  the 
owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  for  any  goods  appraised,  shall  con- 
sider any  appraisement,  made  by  Uie  appraisers,  or  other  persons  designated 
by  the  collector,  too  high,  he  may  apply  to  the  collector  in  writing,  stating 
the  reasons  for  his  opinion,  and  having  made  oath  that  the  said  appraise- 
nieat  b  higher  than  the  actual  cost  and  proper  charges  on  which  duty  is 
to  he  charged,  and  also,  that  he  verily  believes  it  is  higher  than  the  cur- 
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rent  value  of  the  said  goods,  including  said  charges,  al  the  place  of 
exportation,  the  collector  shsJl  designate  one  merchant^  skilled  in  the 
value  of  such  goods,  and  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  naj 
designate  anotlier,  both  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Uniteid  Statea, 
who,  if  they  cannot  agree  in  an  appraisement,  may  designate  an  umpire 
who  shall  also  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  Slates,  and  when  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  agreed,  they  shall  report  the  result  to 
the  collector,  and  if  their  appraisements  shall  not  agree  with  that 
of  the  United  States'  appraisers,  the  collector  shall  decide  between 
them. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  collectors  of  the  castoms 
shall  cause  at  least  one  package  out  of  every  invoice,  and  one  package  ai 
least  out  of  every  twenty  packages  of  each  invoice,  and  a  greater  number, 
should  he  deem  it  necessary,  of  goods  imported  into  the  respective  dis- 
tricts, which  package  or  packages  he  shall  have  first  designated  on  the 
invoice  to  be  opened  and  examined,  and  if  the  same  be  found  not  to 
correspond  with  the  invoice,  or  to  be  wisely  charged  in  such  invoice,  the 
collector  shall  order,  forthwith,  all  the  goods  contained  in  the  same  eotrj 
to  be  inspected ;  and  if  such  goods  be  subject  to  ad  valorem  duty,  the 
same  shall  be  appraised,  and  if  any  package  shall  be  found  to  contain  any 
article  not  described  in  the  invoice,  or  if  such  package  or  invoice  be 
made  up  with  intent,  by  a  false  valuation,  or  extension  or  otherwise, 
to  evade  or  defraud  the  revenue ;  the  same  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the 
fifteenth  section  of  the  **  Act  supplementary  to  an  act  to  amend  ao 
act,  entided  *  An  act  to  regulate  the  collection  of  duties  on  imports  aod 
tonnage,  passed  second  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine,  and  for  other  purposes,' "  passed  first  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-three ;  and  also  so  much- of  any  act  of  Congress  as 
imposes  an  additional  duty  or  penalty  of  fifty  per  centum  on  duties  upon 
any  goods  which  may  be  appraised  at  twenty  five  per  centum,  or  ten  per 
centum  above  their  invoice  price,  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  no  goods  liable 
to  be  inspected  or  appraised  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  ddivered  from  the  cus- 
tody of  the  officers  of  the  customs,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
inspected  or  appraised,  or  until  the  packages  sent  to  be  inspected  or 
appraised,  shall  be  found  correctly  and  fairly  invoiced  and  put  up,  and  so 
reported  to  the  collector :  Provided^  That  the  collector  may,  at  the 
request  of  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  take  bonds,  with 
approved  security,  in  double  the  estimated  value  of  such  goods,  condi- 
tioned that  they  shall  be  delivered  to  the  order  of  the  collector,  at  any 
time  within  ten  days  after  the  package  or  packages  sent  to  the  public 
stores  shall  have  been  appraised  and  reported  to  the  collector.  And  if, 
in  the  mean  time,  any  of  the  said  packages  shall  be  opened,  without  the 
consent  of  the  collector  or  surveyor  given  in  writing,  and  then  in  the 
presence  of  one  of  the  inspectors  of  the  customs,  or  if  the  said  package 
or  packages  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  order  of  the  collector,  accord- 
ing to  the  condition  of  the  said  bond,  the  bond  shall,  in  either  case,  be 
forfeited. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  Jwrther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector  to  cause  all  goods  entered  for  re-exportation,  with  the  right  of 
drawback,  to  be  inspected,  and  the  articles  thereof  compared  with  their 
respective  invoices,  before  a  permit  shall  be  given  for  lading  the  same; 
and  where  the  goods  so  entered  shall  be  found  not  to  agree  with  the 
entry,  they  shall  be  forfeited :  and  every  importer,  owner,  consignee, 
agent,  or  exporter,  who  shall  enter  goods  for  importation,  ct  for  expor- 
tation, or  transportation  from  one  port  or  place  to  another,  with  the  right 
of  drawback,  shall  deposit  with  the  coUector  the  original  invoice  of  such 
goods,  if  not  before  deposited  with  the  collector,  and  in  that  case  an 
authenticated  invoice  thereof  to  be  filed  and  preserved  by  him  in  the 
archives  of  the  custom-house,  which  shall  be  signed  by  such  importer. 
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owner,  consignee,  agent,  or  exporter,  and  the  oath  to  he  made  on  the 
entry  of  euch  goods  shall  be  annexed  thereto. 

Sec.  (S.  And  be  UfurAar  enacted^  That  the  assistant  appraisers  at  New 
York  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum; 
and  those  at  Boston  and  Philadelphia,  a  compensation  of  twelve  hundred 
doUars  per  annum ;  to  he  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  customs;  and 
the  derks,  and  all  other  persons  employed  in  the  iqipraisers'  office,  shall 
be  appc^ted  by  the  principal  appraisers,  and  their  number  and  compea- 
ntion  limited  and  lixed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  forfeitures  incurred  under 
this  act,  shall  be  sued  for,  recovered,  and  distributed,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  <'  An  act  lo  regulate  the  collection  of 
duties  on  imports  and  tonnage,"  passed  the  second  day  of  Marchi  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine:  Provided^  That  the  appraisers 
and  assistant  appraisers  shall,  in  no  case,  receive  mny  proportion  of  such 
forfeiture :  Andprmnded  also^  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  remit  any  such  forfeiture  whenever 
he  is  of  opinion  that  no  fraud  on  the  revenue  was  intended. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  it  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  carry  into 
fuil  effect  the  laws  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  he  may  authorize 
the  collector  of  any  district  into  which  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
subject  to  duty,  may  be  imported,  to  require  the  owner,  importer,  or  cosh 
signee  of  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  to  give  bond,  in  addition  to 
the  bond  now  required  by  law,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  value  of  such 
merohandiser,  that  he  will  produce  or  cause  to  be  produced,  within  a 
reasonable  time,  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  Secretary,  such  proof  as  the  said 
Secretary  may  deenrneoessary,  and  as  may  be  in  the  power  of  the  said 
owner,  importer,  or  consignee,  to  obtain,  to  enaUe  the  cdleotor  to  ascer- 
tain the  class  or  description  of  manufacture,  or  rate  of  duty,  to  which 
such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  may  be  justly  liable. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That,  firom  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  Sqitember  next,  all  iron  manu&ctured  for  railroads,  shall  be 
liable  to  the  same  rate  of  duty  which  is  now  imposed  on  bar  or  bolt  iron 
of  similar  manvftictare ;  and  that  all  scrap  iron  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  duty  that  is  charged  on  iron  in  pigs:  Prmnded^  however.  That 
when  it  shall  be  satisfiictorily  proved  to  the  Secretary  of  ^e  Treasury, 
that  any  of  the  said  iron  imported  for  the  puipoee  of  being  applied  in 
the  construction  of  any  railroad  or  inclined  plane  by  any  state  or  incor- 
porated company,  has  been  actually  and  permanently  laid  on  any  such 
railroad  or  inclined  plane,  that  then  and  in  that  case  he  may  allow  to 
wch  state  or  company,  a  drawback  of  the  doty  on  such  railroad  iron  so 
laid,  or,  if  the  duty  upon  the  same  shaU  have  been  actually  paid,  he  may 
rdbnd  the  same :  Provided,  such  drawback  or  repayment  shall  not  reduce 
the  daty  to  be  paid  on  such  iron  below  twenty-five  per  cent  ad  valorem, 
nor  upon  any  less  quantity  than  twenty  tons.

into  a  suitable  number  of  districts,  for  the  reception  of  such  tribes  or 
nations  of  Indians  as  may  choose  to  exchange  the  lands  where  they  nov 
reside,  and  remove  there;  and  to  cause  each  of  said  districts  to  be  so 
described  by  natural  or  artiBcial  marks,  as  to  be  easily  distinguished 
from  every  other. 

Sec.  2,  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfol  for 
the  President  to  exchange  any  or  all  of  such  districts,  so  to  be  laid  off 
aad  described,  with  any  tribe  or  nation  of  Indians  now  residing  within 
the  limits  of  any  of  the  states  or  territories,  and  with  which  the  United 
States  have  existing  treaties,  for  the  whole  or  any  part  or  portion  of  the 
territory  claimed  and  occupied  by  such  tribe  or  nation,  within  the  bounds 
of  any  one  or  more  of  the  states  or  territories,  where  the  land  claimed 
and  occupied  by  the  Indians,  is  owned  by  the  United  States,  or  the 
United  States  are  bound  to  the  state  within  which  it  lies  to  exttngnish 
the  Indian  claim  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  the  making  of  any  snch 
exchange  or  exchanges,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  President 
solemnly  to  assure  the  tribe  or  nation  with  which  the  exchange  is  made, 
that  the  United  States  will  forever  secure  and  guaranty  to  them,  and 
their  heirs  or  successors,  the  country  so  exchanged  with  them ;  and  if 
they  prefer  it,  that  the  United  States  will  cause  a  patent  or  grant  to  be 
made  and  executed  to  them  for  the  same :  Provided  always,  That  snch 
lands  shall  revert  to  the  United  States,  if  the  Indians  become  extinct,  or 
abandon  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if,  upon  any  of  the  lands  now 
occupied  by  the  Indians,  and  to  be  exchanged  for,  there  should  be  sach 
improvements  as  add  value  to  the  land  claimed  by  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals of  such  tribes  or  nations,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Presi- 
dent to  cause  such  value  to  be  ascertained  by  appraisement  or  otherwise, 
and  to  cause  such  ascertained  value  to  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons 
rightfully  claiming  such  improvements.  And  upon  the  payment  of  sach 
valuation,  the  improvements  so  valued  and  paid  for,  shall  pass  to  the 
United  States,  and  possession  shall  not  aflerwards  be  permitted  to  any 
of  the  same  tribe. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  upon  the  making  of  any  sach 
exchange  as  is  contemplated  by  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  President  to  cause  such  aid  and  assistance  to  be  furnished  to  the 
emigrants  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  enable  them  to  remove  to, 
and  settle  in,  the  country  for  which  they  may  have  exchanged ;  and  also, 
to  give  them  such  aid  and  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  for  their 
support  and  subsistence  for  the  first  year  after  their  removal. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  President  to  cause  such  tribe  or  nation  to  be  protected,  at  their 
new  residence,  against  all  interruption  or  disturbance  from  any  other 
tribe  or  nation  of  Indians,  or  from  any  other  person  or  persons  whatever. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfol 
for  the  President  to  have  the  same  superintendence  and  care  over  anj 
tribe  or  nation  in  the  country  to  which  they  may  remove,  as  contemplated

claims  title. 

And  he  it  fwrther  enacted^  That  the  said  register  and  receiver 
sball  have  the  same  powers,  and  perform  the  same  duties,  in  relation  to 
the  said  two  claims,  as  was  authorized  and  required  of  them  by  the  act

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresexUatioes  of  the  VmUd 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  be  appointed,  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  witJi  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  some  suitable  person,  learned  in  ibelaw,  to  be  solicitor  of 
the  treasury;  and  that  all  and  singular  the  powers  and  duties  which  are 
by  law  vested  in,  and  required  from,  the  agent  of  the  trea^^f  of  the

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatioesoftke  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  officers  and  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines,  who  were  in  the  service  of  Virginia  on  her  own 
state  establishment  during  the  revolutionary  war,  and  who  were  entided 
to  military  land  bounties,  by  the  laws  and  resolutions  of  that  state,  their 
heirs,  and  assigns,  sliall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  surren- 
der, to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  such  of  their 
warrants  for  the  said  land  bounties  as  shall  remain  unsatisfied,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  and  to  receive  certificates  or  scrip  for  the  same,  at  any  time 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-five,  which  certificates  or  scrip  shall  be  issued  by  the  said 
Secretary,  and  signed  by  him,  and  countersigned  by  the  commissioner 
of  the  general  land  office,  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say:  There 

(a)  Kotea  of  the  acta  which  have  been  passed  relating  to  Virginia  military  bounty  land,  vol.  ii.  p.  274. 
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shall  be  a  sefiarate  certificate  or  scrip,  for  such  sum  as  shall,  at  the  time  of 
issuing  the  same,  be  equal  to  the  then  minimum  price  of  each  quantity 
of  eighty  acres  of  land  due  by  such  warrant,  and  remaining  unsatisfied 
at  the  time  of  such  surrender,  and  a  like  certificate  or  scrip  for  such 
earn  as,  at  the  time,  shall  be  equal  to  the  minimum  price  of  the  quantity 
that  shall  so  remain  unsatisfied,  of  any  such  warrant  after  such  subdivi- 
sions of  the  amount  into  quantitien'  of  dghty  acres.  And  where  any 
such  warrant  shall  have  been  lost  or  mislaid,  by  time  and  accident,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  party  demring  to  surrender  the  same,  to 
surrender  an  ofiicial  c(^y  thereof,  certified  under  the  seal  of  the  land 
office  of  Virginia,  with  the  affidavit  of  the  party  endorsed  upon,  or  ac- 
companying the  same,  stating  that  such  warrant  has  been  lost  or  mislaid, 
and  that  the  original  hath  not  been  sold  or  transferred^  to  the  knowledge 
or  belief  of  the  party  so  surrendering,  or  his  or  her  guardian. 

Sec.  %  And  be  U  further  enaOed,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioner  of  the  general  land  office,  to  request  the  executive  of  Yir^ 
ginia  to  furnish  him  with  a  statement  of  all  such  warrants,  within  the 
purview  of  this  act,  as  have  already  issued,  showing  the  number  and 
date  of  each  warrant,  and  the  quantity  of  acres  granted  by  each,  and 
also  a  monthly  statement  of  the  same  description,  showing  the  number, 
date,  and  quantity,  of  such  warrants  as  shall  hereafter  be  granted.  And 
no  warrant  shall  be  taken  to  be  within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which 
shall  hereafter  be  granted,  unless  the  executive  of  Virginia  shall  cause  a 
certificate  to  be  endorsed  thereon,  signed  by  some  proper  officer,  stating 
that  the  party  to  whom  such  warrant  shall  be  so  granted,  his,  her,  or  their 
ancesUMT  or  devisor,  was  entitled  thereto  by  some  law  or  resolution  of  the 
said  state,  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  deed  of  cession,  by  the  state  of  Vir- 
ginia, to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  U  further  eitaeted,  That  before  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  issue  the  scrip  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  the 
applicants  shall  produce  to  him  the  certificate  of  the  register  of  the  land 
<^e  in  Kentucky,  and  the  certificate  of  the  surveyor  of  the  military 
lands  of  the  Virginia  line,  that  the  warrants  (when  the  original  is  pre- 
sented, or  the  copy,  when  the  original  has  been  lost  or  destroyed,)  has 
not  been  located,  surveyed,  or  patented,  in  Kentucky,  attested  by  the 
seal  of  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  certificates  or  scrip  to  be 
issued  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  receivable  in  payment  for  any  lands 
hereafter  to  be  purchased,  at  private  sale,  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
oliered  at  public  sale,  and  shall  remain  unsold  at  any  of  the  land  offices 
of  the  United  States,  established,  or  to  be  establbhed,  in  the  states  of 
Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois.  And  all  such  certificates  or  scrip,  as  shall  be 
issued  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  assignable,  by  endorsement  thereon, 
attested  by  two  witnesses:  Pratfided,  That  all  certificates  or  scrip  to  be 
issued,  in  virtue  of  any  warrant  hereafter  to  be  granted,  shall  be  issued 
to  the  party  originally  entided  thereto,  or  his  heir  or  heirs,  devisee  or 
devisees,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  extend  to  all  such  officers,  soldiers,  sailors,  marines, 
chaplains,  musicians,  surgeons,  and  surgeons'  mates,  in  the  land  or  sea  ser- 
vice of  the  state  of  Virginia  during  the  revolutionary  war,  and  generally, 
to  every  person  to  whom  the  state  had  engaged  to  pay  a  land  bounty  for 
services  in  that  war,  of  any  description,  by  any  law  or  resolution  passed 
before,  and  in  force  at  the  date  of  the  said  deed  of  cession ;  except  only 
such  persons  as  are  mentioned  in,  and  provided  for  by  the  reservation 
contained  in  the  said  deed  of  cession  in  favour  of  the  officers  and  sol- 
diers of  the  said  state  on  continental  establishment :  Provided,  That  no 
scrip  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  entitle  the  holder  to 
enter  or  purchase  any  settled  or  occupied  lands,  witliout  the  written  con- 
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sent  of  such  settlers  or  occupants,  as  may  be  actually  reading  on  said 
lands  at  the  time  the  same  shall  be  entered  or  applied  for:  AndprooiM, 
also,  That  the  amount  of  land  thus  located,  shall  not  exceed  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty  thousand  acres. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  the  first 
and  fourth  sections  of  this  act,  shall  extend  to  and  embrace  owneis  of 
military  land  warrants,  issued,  by  the  United  States,  in  satisfiiction  of 
claims  for  bounty  land  for  serrices  during  the  revolutionary  war;  and 
that  the  laws,  heretofore  enacted,  providing  for  the  issuing  said  warrants, 
are  hereby  revived  and  continued  in  force  for  two  years.

any  book  or  books,  map,  chart,  or  musical  composition,  which  may  be 
now  made  or  composed,  and  not  printed  and  published,  or  shall  hereaftei 
be  made  ojr  composed,  orlvho  shall  invent,  design,  etch,  engrave,  work 
or  cause  to  be  engraved,  etched,  or  worked  from  his  own  design,  any 
print  or  engraving,  and  the  executors,  administrators,  or  legal  assigns  ol 
such  person  or  persons,  shall  have  the  sole  right  and  liberty  of  printing, 
reprinting,  publbhing,  and  vending  such  b<x>k  or  books,  map,  chart, 
musical  composition,  print,  cut,  or  engraving,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  the 
term  of  twenty-eight  years  from  the  time  of  recording  the  title  thereof, 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed.

manner  dispose  of  any  such  map,  chart,  musical  composition,  engravings 
cut,  or  print,  without  such  consent,  as  aforesaid;  then  such  offender  or 
offenders  shall  forfeit  the  plate  or  plates  on  which  such  map,  chart,  musi- 
cal composition,  engraving,  cut,  or  print,  shall  be  copied,  and  also  all  and 
every  sheet  thereof  so  copied  or  printed  as  aforesaid,  to  the  proprietor  or 
proprietors  of  the  copyright  thereof;  and  shall  further  forfeit  one  dollar 
for  every  sheet  of  such  map,  chart,  musical  composition,  print,  cut,  or 
engraving,  which  may  be  found  in  his  or  their  possession,  printed  or  pub- 
lished, or  exposed  to  sale,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
this  act;  the  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  proprietor  or  proprietors,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  the  use  of  the  United  States,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court 
having  competent  jurisdiction  thereof. 

Sec.  8,  And  be  U  further  enacted^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be

That  every  person  duly  convicted 
of  the  crime  of  maliciously,  wilfully,  or  fraudulently  burning  any  dwdl- 
ing-house,  or  any  other  house,  barn,  or  stable,  adjoining  thereto,  or  any 
store,  barn,  or  out-house,  having  goods,  tobacco,  hay  or  grain  therein, 
although  the  same  shall  not  be  adjoining  to  any  dwdling-hoase ;  or  of 
maliciously  and  wilfully  burning  any  of  the  public  buildings  in  the  cities, 
towns,  or  counties,  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  belonging  to  the  United 
States,  or  the  said  cities,  towns  or  counties;  or  any  church,  meeting-house 
or  other  building  for  public  worship,  belonging  to  any  voluntary  society, 
or  body  corporate;  or  any  college,  academy,  school-house,  or  libraiy ;  or 
any  ship  or  vessel,  afloat  or  building;  or  as  being  accessary  thereto; 
shall  be  sentenced  to  suffer  imprisonment  and  labour,  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  one,  nor  more  than  ten  years  for  the  first  offence,  and  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  years  for  the  second  offence. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  every  free  person,  daly  con- 
victed of  rape,  or  as  being  accessary  thereto  before  the  fact,  diall  be 
sentenced  to  suffer  imprisonment  and  labour,  for  the  first  offence  for  a 
period  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty  years,  and  for  the  second 
offence  for  and  during  the  period  of  his  naturd  life.

For  transportation  and  contingencies,  five  thousand  dollars:  which 
said  appropriation,  to  carry  into  efiect  the  said  treaty  with  the  Choctaw 
tribe  of  Indians,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.

Bt  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rtpresentatives  of  the  Umted 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  sums  be 
appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  unappropriated  money  in  tl&  treasury, 
for  the  Indian  department,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  viz : 

For  pay  of  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  at  SL  Louu  and  the 
several  Indian  agents,  as  authorized  by  law,  twenty-nine  thousand  fire 
hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  of  sub-agents,  as  authorized  by  law,  nineteen  thousand  fire 
hundred  dollars.

States  and  exported  from  said  port,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  a 
drawback  of  the  duties  upon  exportation  to  any  foreign  port  or  j^ace, 
under  the  same  provisions,  regulations,  restrictions  and  limitations,  as  if 
the  said  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  had  been  exported  directly  from 
New  Orleans  by  way  of  the  Mississippi  river. 
Delaware  city.  Sec.  3.  And  ffs  it  further  enacted,  That  Delaware  city,  in  the  district 
of  Delaware,  shall  be  a  port  of  delivery;  and  a  surveyor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, who  shall  reside  at  said  city. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  a  collection  district  be, and  is 
hereby  established  in  the  territory  of  Florida,  which  shall  include  all  the 
ports,  harbours,  shores  and  waters  of  the  main  land  in  Florida,  and  of 
the  islands  opposite  and  nearest  thereto,  from  Saint  Mary's  to  the  south 
side  of  Saint  John's,  to  be  called  the  Saint  John's  district,  and  a  port 
of  entry  shall  be  established  at  such  point  on  the  Saint  John's  river,  as 
the  President  may  direct,  and  a  collector  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall 
give  the  same  bond,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same 
compensation  and  fees,  as  the  collectors,  in  other  districts,  in  Florida. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Prospect,  in  the  district  of 
Belfast,  in  the  state  of  Maine,  shall  be  a  port  of  delivery  :  and  that  a 
surveyor  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall  reside  at  that  place. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  ports  of  Kennebunk,  in 
the  state  of  Maine,  and  Middletown,  in  the  state  of  Connecticut,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  made  ports  of  entry  for  vessels  arriving  from  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  and  from  places  beyond  the  same.

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  present  Congress  that  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,"  passed  the  twenty^ighth  day  of  February, 
eighteen   hundred  and  twenty-seven,  are  desirous,  under  the  powers 
which  they  claim  to  be  vested  in  them  by  the  provisions  of  the  before- 
recited  act,  to  construct  a  lateral  branch  from  the  said  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  railroad  to  the  District  of  Columbia.    Therefore,

holder, or  related  to  any  stockholder,  in  the  said  company,  to  meet  on 
the  land,  or  near  to  the  other  property  or  materials  so  required,  on  a  day 
named  in  such  warrant,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifteen  days 
after  issuing  the  same,  to  proceed  to  value  the  damages  which  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  such  land  or  other  property  will  sustain  by  the  use  or 
occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  the  said  company ;  and  the  proceed- 
ings, duty,  and  authority  of  the  said  marshal,  in  regard  to  such  warrant 
and  jury,  and  the  oath  or  affirmation  to  be  administered,  and  inquisition 
to  be  made  and  returned,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  directed  and  author- 
ized in  regard  to  the  sheriff,  by  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  said  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  incorporating  the  said  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Railroad  Company ;  and  all  the  other  proceedings  in 
regard  to  such  jury,  and  the  estimating  and  valuation  of  damages,  and 
the  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  any  damages  ascertained  by  such 
valuation  and  effect  thereof,  and  of  the  view  of  any  lands,  or  other  pro- 
perty, or  materials,  as  to  giving  the  said  company  a  right  to  use  the  same 
for  the  use  or  construction  of  any  railroad  within  the  said  district,  as

dividuals, within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Washington,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  of  locating  or  constructing  the  said  road,  or  of  excavating  the 
same,  or  for  the  purpose  of  taking  therefrom  any  material,  or  for  any 
other  purpose  or  uses  whatsoever ;  but  the  said  company,  in  passing  into 
the  district  aforesaid,  and  constructing  the  said  road  within  the  same, 
shall  enter  the  city  of  Washington  at  such  place,  and  shall  pass  along 
such  public  street  or  alley,  to  such  point  or  terminus  within  the  said  city,  as 
the  said  company  shall  find  best  calculated  to  promote  the  objects  of  said 
road :  Provided ,  That  the  level  of  said  road  within  the  said  city  shall 
conform  to  tlie  present  graduation  of  the  streets,  unless  the  said  corpo- 
ration shall  agree  to  a  different  level :  Arid  provided  also.  That  the  said 
company  shall  not  be  permitted  to  take  or  terminate  the  said  road  west 
of  the  west  side  of  seventh  street  west:  And  provided  also,  That  the  said 
road  shall  not  cross,  or  interfere  with,  or  infringe  on  the  existing  Wasliington 
City  Canal  or  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  their  waters  or  basins,  or 
any  other  canal  which  may  hereafler  be  projected  and  executed  to  connect 
the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  with  the  aforesaid  Washington  City 
Canal  in  its  whole  extent  to  the  eastern  branch  of  the  Potomac :  Provided 
also,  The  rate  actually  charged  and  received  on  all  that  part  of  said  road 
within  the  district  shall  not  exceed  three  cents  a  ton  per  mile  for  toll,  and 
three  cents  a  ton  per  mile  for  transportation,  except  as  hereinai*ter  specified, 
and  shall  be  the  same  each  way :  Provitlid  also.  That  the  privileges 
granted  by  this  bill  to  the  aforesaid  railroad  company  shall  be  upon  the 
condition  that  the  said  company  shall  charge  the  same  rate  of  toll  upon 
the  same  articles  going'east  and  west  between  Baltimore  and  Washington. 

Sec.  %  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  addition  to  the  charges 
authorized  by  said  act  of  incorporation  to  be  made  by  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  aforesaid,  the  said  company  shall  be  authorized, 
within  the  said  district,  to  make  any  special  contract  with  any  corpora- 
tion, company  or  individual,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  any  car,  or  of  any  part 
of,  or  place  in,  any  car,  or  other  carriage,  on  any  railroad  constructed  by 
the  said  company,  for  a  specified  time  or  distance,  or  both,  or  for  the 
receipt  and  delivery,  or  the  transportation  of  merchandise  or  other  valuable 
articles,  in  boxes,  parcels,  or  packages  weighing  less  than  one-tenth  of  a 
ton,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  on  between  the  parties: 
Provided,  That  the  charge  for  the  transportation  of  merchandise  or 
other  valuable  articles  shall  not  exceed  one  cent  per  mile  for  any  ^ngle 
box,  parcel,4or  package  weighing  less  than  fiAy  pounds,  and  measuring 
in  size  not  more  than  two  cubic  feet ;  and  for  any  heavier  or  larger  box, 
parcel,  or  package,  weighing  less  than  one-tenth  of  a  ton,  not  more  than 
two  cents  per  mile.  And  the  said  company,  in  all  cases  where  the  whoJe 
of  the  merchandise,  produce,  or  other  property,  transported  on  their  rail- 
road within  the  said  district,  at  any  one  time,  belonging  to  the  same 
person,  copartnership,  or  corporation,  shall  weigh  less  than  a  ton,  and 
more  than  half  a  ton,  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  receive,  for  the 
transportation  thereof,  at  the  same  rate  per  mile  as  if  it  weighed  a  full 
ton;  and  if  the  same  shall  weigh  less  than  half  a  ton,  the  charge  per 
mile  may  be  the  same  as  for  half  a  ton ;  always  estimating  a  ton  weight 
to  be  two  thousand  pounds. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  company  are,  also, 
hereby  empowered  to  make  such  special  contract  with  any  duly  autho- 
rized officer  or  agent  of  the  United  States,  for  the  conveyance  of  the  mail, 
or  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  for  the  use  of  the  United 
States,  on  any  railroad  which  has  been  or  shall  be  constructed  by  tlie 
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said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  on  such  terms  as  shall  be 
approved  of  by  the  competent  officer  or  authority;  and  in  all  such 
instances,  to  receive  the  compensation  so  agreed  for,  according  to  the 
terms  of  each  contract 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  railroad  company  may 
charge  and  receive,  for  taking  up  and  setting  down  any  passenger  or 
travdler  within  the  district,  conveyed  a  shorter  distance  than  four  miles, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  unless  the  said  company  shall 
commence  the  said  lateral  railroad  within  one  year,  and  complete  the 
same  with,  at  least,  one  set  of  tracks,  within  four  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  then  this  act,  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  thereby  granted, 
shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Congress  of  the  United  States*  from 
granting  the  same  or  similar  privileges  to  those  hereby  granted  to  any 
other  company  or  companies,  incorporated  or  to  be  incorporated  by  the 
state  of  Maryland  or  Virginia,  or  by  Congress,  or  from  authorizing,  by 
any  future  law,  such  additional  railroads  or  roads,  in  connection  with  said 
road,  so  as  to  extend  the  same  road,  or  to  construct  others  connected 
(herewith,  to  such  parts  of  the  district  as  from  time  to  time  may  be 
required  by  the  convenience  of  those  parts  of  the  district  into  which  the 
said  company  are  now  restrained  from  carrying  said  road,  or  from  enact- 
ing such  rules  and  regulations,  prescribing  the  speed  of  cars  or  carriages 
passing  over  said  road,  and  other  matters  relating  thereto,  necessary  for 
the  security  of  the  persons  and  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district, in 
such  manner  as  to  the  present  or  any  future  Congress  shall  seem  expe- 
dient :  And  provided^  nevertheless,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  give  any  rights  or  privileges  to  the  said  company,  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  the  state  of  Maryland  shall 
determine  to  constract  a  railway  between  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  the 
IMstrict  of  Columbia,  or  shall  incorporate  a  company  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, then  similar  rights,  privileges,  immunities,  and  powers,  conferred 
by  this  act  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  conferred  on  the  state  of  Maryland,  or  any  company  which  may 
be  incorporated  by  it  for  the  same  purpose,  within  one  year  after  the 
passage  of  this  act

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  ofRepresentatives'^ofthe  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  to  be  run  and  marked 
the  boundary  line  between  the  state  of  Alabama  and  the  territory  of

That  patents  shall  be  issued  for 
such  tracts  of  land  as  were  sold  and  paid  for  at  the  land  office  at  Talla-

Be  it  encLcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  when  any  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise,  are  to  be  imported  from  any  foreign  country,  into  Pittsburg, 
in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  Wheeling,  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  Cincin- 
nati, in  the  state  of  Ohio,  Louisville,  in  the  state  of  Kentucky,  St.  Louis, 
in  the  state  of  Missouri,  Nashville  in  the  state  of  Tennessee,  or  into 
Natchez,  in  the  state  of  Mississippi ;  the  importer  thereof  shall  deposit 
in  the  custody  of  the  surveyor  of  the  place  a  schedule  of  the  goods  so 
intended  to  be  imported,  with  an  estimate  of  their  cost  at  the  place  of 
exportation,  whereupon  the  said  surveyor  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  duties  accruing  on  the  same,  and  the  importer  or  consignee

the  way  of  New  Orleans,  at  that  port,  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by 
law;  and  the  collector  shall  grant  a  permit  for  the  landing  thereof,  and 
cause  the  duties  to  be  ascertained  as  in  other  cases,  the  said  goods  re- 
maining in  the  custody  of  the  collector  until  re-shipped  for  the  place  of 
destination ;  and  the  collector  shall  certify  to  the  surveyor  at  such  place 
the  amount  of  such  duties,  which  the  said  surveyor  shall  enter  on  the 
margin  of  the  bond,  as  aforesaid  given  to  secure  the  same,  which  goods 
shall  be  delivered  by  the  collector  to  the  agent  of  the  importer  or  con- 
signee, duly  authorized  to  receive  the  same,  for  shipment  to  the  place  of 
importation,  and  the  master  or  commander  of  every  steamboat,  or  other 
vessel,  in  which  such  merchandise  shall  be  transported,  shall,  previously 
to  her  departure  from  New  Orleans,  deliver  to  the  collector  duplicate 
manifests  of  such  merchandise,  specifying  the  marks  and  numbers  of 
every  case,  bag,  box,  chest,  or  package,  containing  the  same,  with  the 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  every  imp6rter  or  consignee  of  such 
merchandise,  and  the  quantity  shipped  to  each,  to  be  by  him  subscribed, 
and  to  the  truth  of  which  he  shall  swear  or  affirm,  and  that  the  said 
goods  have  been  received  on  board  his  vessel;  stating  the  name  of  the 
agent,  who  shipped  the  same;  and  the  said  collector  shall  certiQr  the 
&cts,  as  aforesaid,  on  the  manifests,  one  of  which  he  shall  return  to  the 
master,  with  a  permit  thereto  annexed,  authorizing  him  to  proceed  to  the 
place  of  his  destination. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  Jvrther  enacted^  That,  if  any  steamboat  or  other  InfractioM  uid

Chap.  XCYTI.—^nj8ei  declaring  the  auent  of  Congren  to  an  act  cf  the  general    March  2,  I83h 
auembly  tfthe  state  cf  Ohio^  hereinafter  recited,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  consent  pf  the  Uni- 
ted States  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  given  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  state  of  Ohio,  entitled  <<An  act  for  the  preservation  and  repair 
of  the  United  States'  road,"  passed  the  fourth  day  of  February,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  which  act 
13  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit : 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  That 
whenever  the  consent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  this  act 
ahall  be  obtained,  the  governor  of  this  sUte  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  take  under  his  care,  on  behalf  of  this  state,  so  much  of  the 
road  commonly  called  the  National  Road,  within  the  limits  of  thb  state, 
as  shall  then  be  finished,  and  also,  such  other  sections  or  parts  thereof 
as  may  thereafler  be  progressively  finished  within  the  limits  aforesaid, 
whenever  the  same  shall  be  completed ;  and  he  shall  be,  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  cause  gates  and  toll-houses  to  be  erected  on  said  road,  at 
such  Gnished  parts  thereof  as  he  shall  think  proper,  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  tolls,  as  provided  by  the  fourth  section  of  this  act :  Provided, 
The  namber  of  gates  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  one  on  any  space  or  dis- 
tance of  twenty  miles. 

"  Sec.  2.  That  a  superintendent  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  exercise  all  reasonable  vigilance  and  diligence 
in  the  care  of  the  road  committed  to  his  charge ;  to  contract  for,  and 
direct  the  application  of  the  labour,  materials,  and  other  things  neces- 
sary for  the  preservation,  repair,  and  improvement  thereof;  he  shall  pay 
for  the  same  out  of  such  sums  as  the  governor  shall  furnish  him  for  that 
purpose,  subject  to  such  responsibility  and  accountability  as  the  said 
governor  shall  dictate ;  and  shall  conform  to  such  instructions  as  the

It  resu  altogether  in  the  discretion  of  the  Postmaster  General,  to  determine  at  what  hours  the  mail

It  is  not,  therefore,  the  mere  freqaency  of  the  departure  of  the  carriages,  carrying  the  mail,  that  eoa- 
■titntes  an  abuse  of  the  privilege  of  the  United  Sutea,  but  the  unnecessary  division  of  the  mail-bags 
unoDg  a  number  of  carriages,  to  evade  the  payment  of  tolls.    Ibid. 
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the  necessary  collectors  of  tolls,  and  to  remove  any  of  them  at  his  plc^

or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horse  or  ox,  twelve  and  one  half  cents ;  for  eveiy 
horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents ;  for  every  dearborn, 
sulky,  chair,  or  chaise,  with  one  horse,  twelve  and  one  half  cents;  for 
every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents ;  for  every  chariot, 
coach,  coachee,  stage,  or  phaeton,  with  two  horses,  eighteen  and  three 
fourth  cents ;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for 
every  other  carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the 
like  sum,  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the 
same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  do  not  exceed  the  breadth 
of  two  and  one  half  inches,  twelve  and  one  half  cents ;  for  each  horse 
or  ox  drawing  the  same,  six  and  one  fourth  cents ;  for  every  cart  or 
wagon  whose  wheels  shaJl  exceed  two  and  one  half  inches  in  breadth, 
and  not  exceeding  four  inches,  six  and  one  fourth  cents ;  for  every  horse 
or  ox  drawing  the  same,  three  cents :  and  for  every  other  cart  or  wagon 
whose  wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches,  and  not  exceeding  five  inches  in 
breadth,  four  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  drawing  the  same  two  cents; 
and  all  other  wagons  or  carts  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  six  inches  in

painted  the  rates  of  toll,  as  is  provided  for  in  this  act 

*'Sbc.  7.  That,  if  any  of  the  toll-collectors  shall  unreasonably  delay  or 
hinder  any  passenger  or  traveller  at  any  of  the  gates,  or  shall  demand  or 
receive  more  toll  than  is  by  this  act  established,  he  shall,  for  each  and 
every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  party  aggrieved  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars. 

"  Seo.  8.  That  if  any  person  shall  purposely  and  maliciously  deface, 
or  otherwise  injure  any  of  the  mile-stones,  parapet  walls,  culverts,  or 
bridges,  or  any  of  the  masonry  whatsoever,  or  any  of  the  gates  or  toll- 
houses of  and  belonging  to  the  said  national  road  in  this  state,  as  the 
same  is  now  constructed,  or  may  hereafter  be  constructed,  every  per- 
son so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  dungeon  of  the 
jail  of  the  county,  and  be  fed  on  bread  and  water  only,  not  exceeding 
twenty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

"  Sec.  9.  That,  if  any  person  shall  purposely  fill,  choke,  or  otherwise 
obstruct  any  of  the  side  drains,  valleys,  gutters,  or  culverts  of  said  road, 
now  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  or  shall  connect  any  private  road  or 
cartway  with  the  said  national  road,  without  making  at  the  point  of  con- 
nection a  stone  culvert,  or  paved  valley,  or  other  good  and  sufficient 
fixture,  so  as  to  secure  a  free  passage  for  the  water  along  such  side  drain, 
where  such  private  road  or  cartway  connects  with  the  said  national  road, 
or  if  any  person  shall  purposely  and  wilfully  travel  upon  such  parts  of 
said  national  road  as  are  or  may  be  in  an  unfinished  state,  against  the 
consent  of  the  superintendent  appointed  by  the  United  States,  or  by  this 
state,  or  shall  remove  any  of  the  beacons  placed  upon  the  said  road  so  in 
an  unfinished  state  as  aforesaid,  for  the  diverting  of  tlie  travel  on  and 
from  said  road,  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be,  for  every  such  offence,  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
(en  dollars. 

"  Sec.  10.  That  if  any  person  shall  stand  his  wagon  and  team,  or  either 
of  them,  over  night,  upon  the  pavement  of  said  road,  now  made,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  made,  or  shall  at  any  other  time  stand  a  wagon  and 
team,  or  either  of  them,  upon  the  said  pavement,  for  the  purpose  of  feed- 
ing, or  if  he  shall  in  any  other  manner  purposely  and  wilfully  obstruct 
the  travel  npon  said  road,  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  convio- 
tion  thereof,  for  every  such  offence,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  dollars. 

^  Sec.  1 1.  That  if  any  person  shall  fast  lock  or  rough  lock  either  of  the 
wheels  of  any  wagon,  coach,  chaise,  gig,  sulky,  carriage,  or  other  two  or 
ibar-wheded  vehicle,  while  travelling  upon  the  pavement  of  said  road,  as 
now  made,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  made,  (excepting  however,  such 
parts  of  said  road  as  may  be,  at  the  time  of  such  locking,  covered  with 
ice,)  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  dollars. 

"Sec.  12.  The  supervisors  of  roads  and  highways  through  whose  districts 
the  said  national  road  does  now  or  may  hereafter  pass,  are  hereby  severally 
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authorized  and  required  at  the  connection  with,  or  intersection  of,  any 
state,  county  or  township  road,  which  now  is  or  hereafter  may  be  esta- 
blished under  the  laws  of  this  state  within  their  respective  districts,  to  build 
and  keep  in  repair  a  good  and  sufficient  stone  culvert  or  paved  valley,  or 
other  good  and  sufficient  fixture,  in  such  manner  as  to  admit  of  a  free 
passage  for  the  water  along  the  side  drain  or  drains  of  said  national  road, 
at  the  connection  or  intersection  aforesaid,  and  according  to  the  giade 
thereof,  as  established  by  the  United  States'  superintendent  of  said 
nationaJ  road. 

"  Sec.  13.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  carrrying  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  on  the  state  trea- 
sury for  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  two  thousand  doUars,  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated :  Pr9- 
vided,  said  sum  shall  be  refunded  to  the  state  treasury  out  of  the  pioceeds 
of  the  road  fund  created  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  soon  as  the  same 
shall  be  collected. 

''  Sec.  14.  That  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  where  the  offence  was  committed,  or  by 
action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  for  the  use  of  Uie  road

That,  from,  and  afler  the  first 
day  of  April  next,  no  custom-hoiue  fees  shall  be  levied  or  collected  on 
any  raft,  flat,  boat,  or  vessel,  of  the  United  States,  entering  otherwise 
than  by  sea,  at  any  port  of  the  United  States  on  the  rivers  and  lakes  on 
our  northern,  north^stem,  and  north-western  frontiers. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
April  next,  the  same  and  no  higher  tonnage  duties  and  custom-house 
charges  of  any  kind  shall  be  levied  and  collected  on  any  British  colonial 
rail,  flat,  boat,  or  vessel,  entering  otherwise  than  by  sea  at  any  port  of  the 
United  States  on  the  rivers  and  lakes  on  our  northern,  north-€»stern  and 
north-western  frontiers,  than  may  be  levied  and  collected  on  any  rafl,  flat, 
boat,  or  vessel,  entering  otherwise  than  by  sea  at  any  of  the  ports  of  the 
British  possessions  on  our  northern,  north-eastern  and  north-western  fron- 
tiers :  and  that,  from  and  afler  the  first  day  of  April  next,  no  higher  dis- 
criminating duty  shall  be  levied  or  collected  on  merchandise  imported 
mto  the  United  States  in  the  porU  aforesaid,  and  otherwise  than  by  sea, 
than  may  be  levied  and  collected  on  merchandise  when  imported  in  like 
manner  otherwise  than  by  sea,  into  the  British  possessions  on  our 
northern,  nortb-eastem  and  north-western  frontiers  firom  the  United  States.

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  lieu  of  the  fees,  emolu- 
ments, salary,  and  commissions,  now  allowed  by  law  to  any  collector  or

punishments  for  contempts  of  court,  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to

And  be  it  furiher  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall, 
corruptly,  or  by  threats  or  force,  endeavour  to  influence,  intimidate,  or 
impede  any  juror,  witness,  or  officer,  in  any  court  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  shall,  corruptly,  or  by  threats  or  force, 
obstruct,  or  impede,  or  endeavour  to  obstruct  or  impede,  the  due  adminis- 
tration of  justice  therein,  every  person  or  persons,  so  ofiending,  shall  be 
liable  to  prosecution  therefor,  by  indictment,  and  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  punished,  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment,  not  exceeding  three  months,  or  both,  according  to  the 
nature  and  aggravation  of  the  offence.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  ofAmerica^  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  following  appropria- 
tions be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  made,  and  directed  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  enable  the  Sec- 
retary of  the.  Treasury  to  provide,  by  contract,  for  building  lighthouses^ 
lightboats,  beacons,  and  monuments,  and  placing  buoys,  to  wit :   . 

One  who  was  not  a  Quaker,  who  reiuaed  to  be  awom  ai  a  witneaa,  on  the  ground  of  conacientioiif 
■cruples,  arising  from  a  declaration  formerly  made,  waa  committed,  by  the  drcnit  conrt  of  MaMaebo- 
aetu  for  a  contempt  of  the  court ;  the  liberty  to  affirm  being  atrictly  confined  to  Qnakera,  by  the  law 
and  practice  of  Massachuaetta.

That  a  couniellor,  practising  in  the  highest  court  of  the  state  of  New  York,  in  which  he  resides,  bad

The  Supreme  Courf  does  not  consider  the  circumstances  upon  which  the  order  of  the  district  Jadge 
was  given  within  its  cognisance ;  or,  that  it  is  authorised  to  punish  for  a  contempt,  which  may  have 
been  committed  in  the  district  court  of  the  northern  district  of  New  York.

If,  firom  any  collateral  evidence,  it  should  appear  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  the  respondent  hss 
peijured  himself,  the  circuit  court  will  recognise  him  to  answer  at  the  next  term  of  the  court,  to  sach 
matters  as  may  be  found  against  him.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  tract  of  land  not  ex- 
ceeding one  half  section,  including  the  present  residence  of  Mrs.  Percis 
Lovely,  in  Pope  county,  in  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  shall  be  reserved 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  from  public  sale,  during  the  life- 
time of  said  Percis,  and  that  she  shall  have  the  entire  use  and  privilege 
of,  and  possession  of  the  said  half  section  of  land,  for  and  during  her 
life :  Provided,  That  the  said  Percis  Lovely  shall  not  commit,  or  permit 
any  other  person  to  commit,  on  said  land,  any  voluntary  waste.

Tennessee,  or  the  principal  deputy  surveyors  in  the  said  state;  and  that 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next,  the  office  of  principal  deputy 
sorreyors,  as  created  by  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  the 
twenty-first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  six,  entitled  **  An  act 
supplementary  to  an  act,  entitled  *  An  act  for  ascertaining  and  adjust- 
ing the  titles  and  claims  to  lands  within  the  territory  of  Orleans  and 
district  of  Louisiana,'"  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  abolished;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  principal  deputy  surveyors  to  surrender  to  the 
sorreyor  general  of  Louisiana,  or  to  such  person  or  persons  as  he  may 
appoint  to  receive  the  same,  all  the  maps,  books,  records,  field  notes,  docu- 
ments and  articles  of  every  description,  appertaining  orin  anywise  belong- 
ing to  their  offices  respectively.

Alabama  shall  be  delivered  to  the  surveyor  for  the  state  of  Alabama ;  and 
such  of  them  as  refer  to  lands  in  the  state  of  Mississippi,  together  with 
such  maps,  papers,  records  and  documents  in  the  office  of  said  principal 
deputy  surveyor,  as  are  not  hereby  required  to  be  delivered  to  the  surveyor

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
surveyor  south  of  the  state  of  Tennessee  to  deliver  to  the  surveyor  gene- 
ral of  the  state  of  Louisiana  all  the  maps,  papers,  records,  and  documents 
relating  to  the  public  lands,  and  private  claims  in  Louisiana,  which  may 
be  in  his  office ;  and  in  every  case  where  it  shall  be  impracticable  to 
make  a  separation  of  such  maps,  papers,  records  and  documents,  with- 
out injury  to  the  portion  of  them  relating  to  lands  in  Mississippi,  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  cause  copies  thereof  certified  by  him  to  be  furnished  to 
the  surveyor  general  of  Louisiana,  and  which  copies  shall  be  of  the  same 
validity  as  the  originals. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  surveyor  general  of  Loui- 
'  siana  shall  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  skilful  and  experienced  sur- 
veyors as  his  deputies,  who,  with  one  or  more  good  and  sufficient  sure- 
ties to  be  approved  by  said  surveyor  general,  shall  enter  into  bond  for  the 
feithful  performance  of  all  surveying  contracts  confided  to  them  in  the 
penalty  of  double  the  amount  of  money  accruing  under  the  said  con- 
tracts at  the  rate  per  mile  stipulated  to  be  paid  therein,  and  who,  before 
entering  on  the  performance  of  their  duties,  shall  take  an  oath,  or  make 
affirmation,  truly,  feithfully,  and  impartially,  to  the  utmost  of  their  skill 
and  ability,  to  execute  the  trust  confided  to  them ;  and  in  the  event  of  the 
Allure  of  a  deputy  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  his  contract,  unless  such 
failure  shall  be  satisfactorily  shown  by  him  to  have  arisen  from  causes 
beyond  his  control,  he  shall  forfeit  the  penalty  of  his  bond  on  due  pro- 
cess of  law,  and  ever  a(\erwards  be  debarred  from  receiving  a  contract 
for  surveying  public  lands  in  Louisiana  or  elsewhere.

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatwe$  of  the  United 
States  of  America f  in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  May  next,  all  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States,  when  offered 
at  private  sale,  may  be  purchased  at  the  option  of  the  purchaser,  either 
in  entire  sections,  half  sections,  quarter  sections,  half-quarter  sections,  or 
quarter-quarter  sections;  and  in  every  case  of  a  division  of  a  hal^uarter 
section,  the  line  for  the  division  thereof  shall  run  east  and  west,  and  the 
corners  and  contents  of  quarter-quarter  sections,  which  may  thereafter 
be  sold,  shall  be  ascertained  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  manner,  and  on 
the  principles,  directed  and  prescribed  by  the  second  section  of  an  act, 
entitled  "  An  act  concerning  the  mode  of  surveying  the  public  lands  of 
the  United  States,"  passed  on  the  eleventh  day  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  five;  and  fractional  sections,  containing  fewer  or  more  than 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  shall  in  like  manner,  as  nearly  as  may  be 
practicable,  be  subdivided  into  quarter-quarter  sections,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury:

Monday  in  April  and  September,  in  each  year,  be  hereafter  held  at  Staun- 
ton, on  the  first  day  of  May,  and  tlie  first  day  of  October,  in  each  year; 
and  when  those  days,  or  either  of  them,  fall  on  Sunday,  the  court  to  be 
held  on  the  next  succeeding  day.

For  payment  of  the  permanent  annuity  to  the  Chippewa,  Ottawa,  and 
Pattawatamie  Indians,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
one,  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  expense  of  salt  for  the  same  tribes,  according  to  the  treaty 
with  them,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

For  payment  of  the  annuity  to  the  Winnebago  Indians,  eighteen  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  tobacco  and  salt  for  the  same  tribe,  four  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars. 

For  the  support  of  blacksmiths'  shops,  iron,  and  steel,  three  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  the  purchase  of  oxen,  cart,  and  services  of  a  man,  at  the  portage

'sixty-five  dollars. 

For  the  transportation  and  other  expenses  of  the  annuities  aforesaid, 
one  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars.

That  the  district  attorney  of 
tiie  United  Slates  for  tlie  territory  of  Arkansas  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  required  to  postpone  until  afler  the  expiration  of  the  next 
session  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  all  further  proceed- 
ings in  any  case  which  has  been  tried,  or  now  is  pending  for  trial,  in  the 
superior  court  of  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  upon  which  bills  of  review 
have  been  filed  in  said  superior  court  on  the  part  of  the  United  States, 
under  the  provisions  of  an  act,  passed  May  the  eighth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty,  entitled  *<  An  act  for  further  extending  the 
powers  of  the  judges  of  the  superior  court  of  the  territory  of  Arkansas, 
under  the  act  of  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-four,  and  for  other  purposes."

Appropriationa.        Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  following  sums  be^ 

(a)  Under  the  proviaiona  of  the  act  ofCoogreca,  pasaed  S6th  May,  18S4,  ch.  173,  proceedinn  wereia- 
atitated  in  the  auperior  court  of  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  by  which  a  confirmation  was  claimed  of  a  gnat 
of  land  alleged  to  have  been  made  to  the  petitioner,  Sampeyreac,  by  the  Spanish  government  prior  to 
their  cession  of  Louisiana  to  the  United  States,  by  the  treaty  of  April  3, 1803.  This  claim  was  opposed 
by  the  district  attorney  of  the  United  States,  and  the  court,  after  hearing  the  evidence,  decreed  that  the 
petitioner  recover  the  land  from  the  United  States.  Afterwards  the  district  attorney  of  the  United  States, 
proceeding  on  the  authoritv  of  the  act  of  Congress,  May  8,  1830,  Ued  a  bill  of  review,  founded  on  the 
allegation  that  the  original  decree  was  obtained  by  fraud  and  surprise;  that  the  documents  prodnced  in 
support  of  the  claim  of  Sampeyreac  were  forged,  and  that  the  witnesses  who  had  been  examined  to  ■«•• 
tain  the  aame  were  peijured.  At  a  subsequent  term  Stewart  was  allowed  to  become  a  defendant  to  the  bill 
of  review,  and  filed  an  answer,  in  which  the  frai^  and  peijury  are  denied,  and  in  which  be  asserts  that 
if  the  same  were  committed  he  is  ignorant  thereof;  and  asserts  that  he  is  a  bona  fide  purchaser  of  the 
land,  for  a  valuable  consideration,  from  John  J.  Bowie,  who  conveyed  to  him  the  claim  of  Sampeyreac,  by 
deed,  dated  the  22d  October,  1828.  On  a  final  hearing  the  superior  court  of  the  territory  of  Ariuasaa, 
being  satisfied  of  the  forgery,  peijury,  and  fraud,  reversed  the  original  decree.  Held,  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  that  those  proceedings  were  legal,  and  were  authorited  by  the  act  of  Uaj 
5j  1830,  ch.  90.    Sampeyreac  v.  The  United  Sutes,  7  Peters,  %2SU 
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and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  oat  of  any  unappro- 
priated money  in  the  treasury,  viz :

And  be  it  ftarther  enacted,  That  the  commissioner  of  the  public 
buildings  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  contract  for  the  purchase, 
delivery,  and  laying  of  Seneca  flagging  on  the  walk  from  the  western 
gate  to  the  Capitol ;  and  for  this  purpose,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  one 
hundred  and  two  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  corporation  of  Wash- 
ington be,  and  it  is  hereby,  empowered  to  collect,  annually,  the  tax  at 
the  rate  of  one  per  centum  and  thirteen  hundredths  of  one  per  centum, 
on  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  personal  estates  within  the  city  of 
Washington,  assessed  and  laid  by  the  fifUi  section  of  said  act,  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  the  purposes  and  objects  designated  in  said  act,  by  the  same 
officers,  process,  and  means  by  which  said  corporation  is  now,  or  may  here* 
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After  be,  empowered  to  collect  any  other  taxes ;  and  to  pay  over  said  money, 
when  so  collected  as  aforesaid,  to  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
manner,  and  within  the  tiroes,  prescribed  by  the  acts  to  which  this  act  is  a

And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and 
common  council,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  erect  and  keep  in  repair,  all 
such  bridge  or  bridges  over  the  said  canal,  in  each  and  every  street 
crossing  the  same,  as  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  may 
require ;  which  bridges  shall  be  erected  at  least  eight  feet  above  high 
water,  and  of  not  less  width  than  twenty-four  feet,  and  be  safe  for  the 
passage  of  footmen,  horses,  cattle,  carriages,  and  loaded  wagons. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and 
common  council,  shall,  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  lay  before 
Congress  a  true  statement  of  the  capital  invested  by  them  in  the  pur* 
chase,  completion,  and  improvement,  of  the  said  canal  and  works,  with 
the  amount  of  their  annual  expenditures  and  receipts,  so  as  to  show  the 
clear  net  profit  by  them  so  received  on  such  investment;  and  if  at  any 
time  the  net  profit  shall  happen  to  fall  short  of  six  per  centum  on  the 
said  capital  so  invested,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  increase  the  said 
rates  of  toll  and  wharfage  in  such  manner  as  they  may  judge  sufficient  to 
produce  six  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  said  investment ;  and  should 
it  so  happen  at  any  time  that  the  net  proceeds  aforesaid  shall  exceed  a 
rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum,  they  shall  so  reduce  the  said  rates  as 
not  to  produce  a  greater  net  profit  than  of  the  said  rates  of  ten  per  cen* 
turn.  In  estimating  the  amount  of  capital  invested,  the  proceeds  of  sale 
of  the  real  estate  hereby  granted  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  com- 
mon council,  to  aid  them  in  the  execution  of  the  works  hereby  required, 
shall  not  be  included,  but  the  amount  of  sales  of  tlie  said  property,  show- 
ing what  part  thereof  shall  have  been  sold,  and  at  what  price  each  part 
of  the  said  property  shall  have  been  sold,  shall  form  part  of  the  said  an- 
nual report 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and 
common  council,  shall  not  begin  to  collect  wharfage  or  tolls,  until  the 
said  canal  and  works  shall  have  been  wholly  completed  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
of  the  United  States  for  the  time  being,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  give  his  certificate  thereof,  whenever,  in  his  opinion,  the  same 
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shall  have  been  so  completed ;  and  upon  obtaining  such  certificate,  and 
depositing  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  District 
of  Columbia,  in  the  county  of  Washington,  to  be  by  him  recorded,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful,  to  and  for  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  com- 
mon council,  to  commence  the  collection  of  the  said  wharfage  and  tolls. 
And  such  right  to  collect  the  said  rates  of  toll  and  wharfage  shall  cease, 
whenever  the  said  canal  shall  be  so  out  of  repair  as  to  impede  the  free 
and  convenient  use  thereof  by  vessels  or  craft  drawing  four  feet  water, 
so  long  as  the  same  shall  so  remain  out  of  repair  or  obstructed. 

Sec.  8.  And  in  order  to  aid  the  said  mayor,  aldenne;n,  and  common 
council,  in  fulfilling  the  objects  and  requirements  of  this  act.  Be  it 
further  enacted,  That  all  the  right,  title,  property,  interest,  and  estate,  io 
law  or  equity,  of  the  United  States,  of,  in,  and  to,  that  part  of  the  pub- 
lic reservation  in  the  city  of  Washington,  known  and  designated  as  the 
Mall,  which  is  bounded  as  follows;  lying  between  Sixth  and  Fifteenth 
streets  west,  and  extending  from  Canal  street  two  hundred  and  fifteea 
feet  south  to  the  continuation  of  A  street  north,  and  all  that  part  of  the 
said  reservation  on  the  south  side  of  the  said  Mall  extending  from  B  street 
south,  three  hundred  and  sixty-six  feet,  to  A  street  south,  and  lying  be- 
tween Sixth  and  Fifteenth  streets  west,  and  all  the  right,  title,  interest,  and 
estate,  which  is  now,  or  ought  to  be,  vested  in  any  trustees,  commission- 
ers, or  other  person,  for,  and  on  behalf,  and  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
United  States,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  vested  in  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen,  and  common  council,  in  fee,  for  the  purpose,  and  to  be  by 
them  sold  and  applied  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
they  shall  deem  it  advisable  to  sell  for  the  said  purposes,  and  the  said 
residue  to  hold  and  use  for  the  benefit  and  convenience  of  the  said  city. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and 
common  council,  shall  not  be  authorized  to  occupy,  nor  permit  others  to 
occupy,  more  than  forty  feet  for  the  purpose  of  landing  on  either  side  of 
the  said  canal,  extending  from  the  Eastern  branch  to  Seventeenth  street 
west  upon  the  plan  of  the  city. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  a  street  be  laid  out  along  the 
entire  length  of  said  canal,  on  the  south  side  thereof,  of  the  width  of 
eighty  feet,  between  said  Sixth  and  Fifteenth  streets  west,  which  shall  be 
kept  open  for  ever  as  a  public  street,  and  subjected  to  the  same  rules, 
regulations,  and  ordinances,  as  shall  and  may  aftect  the  other  streets  and 
avenues  in  said  city ;  and  that  all  the  streets  of  said  city  running  north 
and  south,  and  all  the  avenues  which,  by  continuing  the  same,  shall 
extend  through  said  Mall,  and  such  as  running  westwardly  and  east- 
wardly  would  in  like  manner  intersect  the  same,  shall,  in  like  manner, 
be  rpened  and  kept  open,  and  subject  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  a  map  or  plat  of  tlie  said 
land,  squares,  streets,  and  avenues,  made  and  prepared  by  F.  C.  De 
Kraftt,  United  States'  surveyor  of  the  city  of  Washington,  dated  Decem- 
ber twenty-seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  marked 
A,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ordered  and  directed  to  be  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  public  buildings,  and  also  in  the  office 
of  said  surveyor  of  the  said  city  of  Washington,  and  shall  be  held  and 
deemed  as  indicating  correctly  the  said  lands  and  squares,  streets  and 
avenues,  and  be  of  full  authority  as  designating  and  exhibiting  the  same. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  proprietor  or  proprie- 
tors of  any  lots  now  fronting  north  on  B  street  south,  between  said  Sixth 
and  Fifteenth  streets,  shall  signify  his,  her,  or  their  desire  and  intention  to 
exchange  said  lots  for  an  equal  quantity  of  the  lands  herein  and  hereby 
conveyed  to  the  said  mayor,  board  of  aldermen,  and  board  of  common 
council,  situated  on  the  south  side  of  A  street  south,  and  immediately 
north  of  his,  her,  or  their,  said  lots,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  mayor, 
board  of  aldermen,  and  board  of  common  coimcil,  on  such  intention  and 
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desire  being  made  known  to  them,  to  and  upon  a  conveyance  in  dae 
form  of  law,  clear  of  all  encombrances,  being  made  to  them  for  the 
said  lands  so  held  by  such  proprietor  or  proprietors,  to  convey  and  assign 
to  the  said  proprietor,  or  proprietors,  a  corresponding  quantity  on  the 
square  immediately  north  and  fronting  on  A  street  south.  And  in  case 
such  proprietor  or  proprietors  shall  have  made  any  substantial  improve- 
ments on  the  said  land  so  held  by  him  or  them  as  aforesaid,  to  make  a 
fkiT  and  equitable  allowance  on  said  surrender  or  conveyance,  either  in 
land  or  money,  as  may  be  agreed  on  between  the  parties:  Provided, 
Said  proprietor  or  proprietors  shall  make  known  such  intention  to  the 
said  mayor,  board  of  aldermen,  and  board  of  common  council,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  August  next. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  mayor,  board  of 
aldermen,  and  board  of  common  council,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  autho- 
rized and  required  to  lay  out  and  divide  the  said  lands,  so  conveyed  and 
vested  by  virtue  of  this  act,  into  lots  with  alleys,  as  to  them  shall  seem 
meet  and  proper,  and  to  dispose  of  and  sell  the  same,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  shall  remain  unexchanged  as  aforesaid,  and  also  all  such  lots  as  they 
shall  receive  in  exchange  ad  aforesaid,  at  such  times  and  upon  such 
terms  as  to  the  said  mayor,  board  of  aldermen,  and  board  of  common 
council,  shall  seem  meet;  and  to  execute,  or  cause  to  be  executed,  good 
and  sufficient  deeds  of  conveyance  to  the  purchasers  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from 
said  sales  shall  be  and  constitute  a  fund,  which  shall  be  applied  by  the 
said  mayor,  board  of  aldermen,  and  board  of  common  council,  to  pay 
and  extinguish  any  debt  which  has  been,  or  may  be,  contracted,  either 
in  the  purchase  of  the  Washington  City  Canal,  or  the  shares  of  stock- 
holders in  said  canal,  or  in  the  completion  of  the  same,  and  in  the  ex- 
penses attending  said  purchase  and  completion,  and  shall  not  be  appli- 
cable to  any  other  object  or  purpose  until  said  debts  be  extinguished. 

Sec.  15.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  be  held  or  deemed,  in  any  manner  or  way,  to  impair  or  injure  any 
private  rights  or  interests,  or  in  any  manner  to  affect  the  same  beyond  the 
mere  transfer  of  the  nghts  of  the  United  States  to  said  mayor,  board  of 
aldermen,  and  board  of  common  council. 

Sec.  16.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  several  acts  passed  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two ;  the  sixteenth 
day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine ;  the  sixth  day 
of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twelve;  and  the  twentieth  day 
of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six,  in  relation  to  the 
Washington  Canal  Company,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed, except  as  herein  before  provided.

— An  Act  making  apprcpriations  for  Indian  anrntiiietjOndoAef 
simitar  objects,  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thiriyAwo. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Umted 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  thirty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  five  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  payment  of  the  annuities  due  to  the  various  Indians 
and  Indian  tribes  hereinafter  mentioned,  including  the  sum  of  twenty- 
four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  stipulated  for  education  of  Indian 
youths;  twenty-five  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy  dollars,  stipulated 
for  the  expenses  of  blacksmiths,  gunsmiths,  millers,  millwrights,  agricul- 
turists, and  labourers  employed  on  Indian  service,  and  for  furnishing  salt, 
tobacco,  iron,  and  steel,  et  cstera;  and  four  thousand  three  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars  for  expenses  of  transportation  and  distribution  of  certain 
annuities  and  agrictiltural  implements,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  for  the 
service  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  that  is  to 
say: 

To  the  Wyandot  tribe,  five  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  Wyandot,  Munsee,  and  Delaware  tribes,  one  thousand  dollars. 

To  the  Shawanee  tribe,  three  thousand  dollars,  and  sixty  dollars  for 
furnishing  salt. 

To  the  Shawanee  and  Seneca  tribes,  of  Lewistown,  one  thousand  dol- 
lars.

Chap.  CXXIV. — y^n  Act  making  appropri€Ui(m9  in  conformity  toith  the,  atipuh' 
tiona  of  certain  treaties  with  the  Creeks,  Shawnces,  Otioways,  Seneeas,  Wytuh 
dots,  (Jherokces,  and  Choctaws, 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  Th^i  the  following  sums  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  severally  appropriated  to  the  several  objects  here- 
inafter specifically  enumerated,  according  to  the  stipulations  of  certain 
Indian  treaties,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  namely : 

For  the  payment  of  debts  due  by  the  Creeks,  and  their  relief,  accord- 
ing to  the  ninth  article  of  the  treaty  concluded  with  the  Creek  Indians, 
twenty-fourth  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars. 

For  compensation  to  the  delegation  to  the  city  of  Washington,  the 
payment  of  the  expenses,  and  of  claims  against  them,  according  to  the 
tenth  article  of  the  same  treaty,  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  certain  claims  for  ferries,  bridges,  and  causeways, 
for  judgments  against  chiefs,  for  losses,  for  improvements,  for  annuities, 
for  the  expenses  of  Creeks  who  have  emigrated  without  expense  to  the 
United  States,  at  fifteen  dollars  for  each,  and  for  compensation  to  those 
who  suffered  in  consequence  of  being  prevented  from  emigrating,  as 
severally  provided  for  and  stipulated  in  the  eleventh  article  of  the  same 
treaty,  twenty-five  thousand  and  eighty  dollars. 

For  the  cost  of  rifles,  ammunition,  and  blankets,  according  to  the  thir- 
teenth article  of  the  same  treaty,  thirteen  hundred  and  twenty  doHars. 

For  the  expenses  of  taking  the  census,  and  making  the  selection  of 
reservations  according  to  the  second  article  of  the  same  treaty,  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.

CXXXI.— ^n«ffc<  to  authorize  the  President  to  raise  mounted  volunteers 
for  the  defence  cf  the  frontier. 

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  raise,  either  by  the 
acceptance  of  volunteexsy  or  enlistment  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged, six  hundred  mounted  rangers,  to  be  anned,  equipt,  mounted, 
and  organized  in  such  manner,  and  to  be  under  such  regulations  and 
restriciions  as  the  nature  of  the  service  may,  in  his  opinion,  make  neces- 
sary. 

Sec,  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  of  the  said  companies  of 
rangers  shall  consist  of  one  captain,  one  first,  one  second,  and  one  third 
lieutenant ;  fi?e  sergeants,  five  corporals,  and  one  hundred  privates ;  the 
whole  to  form  a  battalion,  and  be  commanded  by  a  major. 

Sscx  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates  shall  arm  and  equip  themselves,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  President,  and  provide  their  own  horses,  and  shall  be 
allowed  each  one  dollar  per  day  as  a  full  compensation  for  their  services 
and  the  use  of  their  arms  and  horses.

That  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  and  privates  raised  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
like  compensation,  in  case  of  disability  by  wounds  or  otherwise,  incurred 
in  the  service,  as  has  heretofore  been  allowed  to  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  and  privates  in  the  military  establishment  of  the  United

shall  be  submitted  to  tlie  Senate  at  their  next  session,  for  their  advice  and 
consent;  and  that  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is 
lierebj,  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  effect.

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Chap.  CXL. — Jn  Act  to  authorize  the  inhabitants  cf  the  ttate  rfLouiuanatoeriiet 

the  hack  lands. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Umttd 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  e?ery  person,  who,  either 
by  virtue  of  a  French  or  Spanish  grant,  recognised  by  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  under  a  claim  confirmed  by  the  commissioners  appoint- 
ed for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  rights  of  persons  claiming  lands  in 
the  state  of  Louisiana,  or  by  virtue  of  any  title  derived  from  the  United 
States,  owns  a  tract  of  land  bordering  on  any  river,  creek,  bayou  or  water- 
course, in  the  said  territory,  and  not  exceeding  in  depth  forty  arpens^ 
French  measure,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  preference  in  becoming  the  pur- 
chaser of  any  vacant  tract  of  land  adjacent  to,  and  back  of,  his  own 
tract,  not  exceeding  forty  arpens,  French  measure  in  depth,  nor  in  quan- 
tity of  land,  that  which  is  contained  in  his  own  tract ;  at  the  same  price  and 
on  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  as  are,  or  may  be,  provided  by  law  for 
the  other  public  lands  in  the  said  state.  And  the  surveyor  general  for 
the  state  of  Louisiana  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  to 
be  surveyed  the  tracts  claimed  by  virtue  of  this  section ;  and  in  all  cases 
where,  by  reason  of  bends  in  the  river,  lake,  creek,«bayou,  or  water-course, 
bordering  on  the  tract,  and  of  adjacent  claims  of  a  similar  nature,  each 
claimant  cannot  obtain  a  tract  equal  in  quantity  to  the  adjacent  tract 
already  owned  by  him,  to  divide  the  vacant  land  applicable  to  thafdbject 
between  the  several  claimants,  in  such  manner  as  to  him  will  appear  most 
equitable:  Prootdiei/,  however,  That  the  right  of  pre-emption  granted  by  this 
section,  shall  not  extend  so  far  in  depth  as  to  include  lands  fit  for  cultiva- 
tion, bordering  on  another  river,  creek,  bayou  or  water-course.  And  every 
person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  section  shall,  within  three  years  afUt 
the  date  of  this  act,  deliver  to  the  register  of  the  proper  land  office,  a 
notice,  in  writing,  stating  the  situation  and  extent  of  the  tract  of  land  be 
wishes  to  purchase ;  and  shall  also  make  the  payment  and  payments  for 
the  same  at  the  time  and  times  which  are  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law 
for  the  disposal  of  the  other  public  lands  in  the  said  state,  the  time  of  his 
delivering  the  notice  aforesaid  being  considered  as  the  date  of  the  pur- 
chase :  Provided,  also.  That  all  notices  of  claims  shall  be  entered,  and 
the  money  paid  thereon,  at  least  three  weeks  before  such  period  as  may 
be  designated  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  for  the  public  sale 
of  the  lands  in  the  township  in  which  such  claims  may  be  situated,  and 
all  claims  not  so  entered  shall  be  liable  to  be  sold  as  other  public  lands. 
Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  re-survey  the  public  lands,  in  order  to 
enable  persons  entitled  to  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
expenses  of  such  re-survey  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons,  who 
shall  enter  the  lands  so  re-surveyed  under  this  act,  at  the  time  he  or  they 
shall  pay  the  price  of  such  land  to  the  receiver  of  public  money.  And 
if  any  such  person  shall  fail  to  deliver  such  notice  within  the  said  period 
of  three  years,  or  to  make  such  payment  or  payments  at  the  time  above 
mentioned,  his  right  of  pre-emption  shall  cease,  and  become  void ;  and 
the  land  may,  thereafler,  be  purchased  by  any  other  person,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  on  the  same  terms,  as  are,  or  may  be  provided  by  law  for 
the  sale  of  other  public  lands  in  the  said  state.

JBe  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  shall  be  four  land 
districts  in  tlie  territory  of  Arkansas,  to  be  called  as  follows,  viz :  the 
Arkansas  land  district,  the  White  river  land  district,  the  Red  river  land 
district,  and  the  Fayetteville  land  district ;  and  each  of  the  aforesaid  land 
districts  shall  be  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit :  the  Arkansas  land  district 
shaJl  include  all  the  country  embraced  within  the  following  boundaries: 
beginning  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
St.  Francis  river,  and  running  thence  due  west  with  the  base  line  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  range  six,  township  one  north  and  south  of  said 
base  line;  thence,  due  north  with  the  dividing  line  between  ranges  five 
and  sixy  to  the  north-east  comer  of  township  seven,  north  of  said  base 
line;  thence,  due  west  with  the  dividing  line  between  townships  seven 
and  eight,  to  the  north-west  corner  of  range  seventeen ;  and  thence,  due 
sooth  with  the  dividing  line  between  ranges  seventeen  and  eighteen,  to 
the  Mississippi  river.  The  White  river  district  shall  include  all  the  coun- 
try south  of  Missouri,  which  is  not  included  in  the  Arkansas  land  district 
above  described,  and  east  of  the  dividing  line  between  ranges  seventeen 
and  eighteen,  as  extended  from  the  nortliwest  comer  of  the  said  Arkansas 
land  district,  to  the  state  of  Missouri.  The  Red  river  land  district  shall 
include  all  the  country  in  Arkansas  lying  west  of  the  Arkansas  land  diik 
trict,  and  south  of  the  base  line.  The  Fayetteville  land  district  shall 
include  the  residue  of  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  being  all  the  country 
lying  north  of  the  Red  river  district,  and  west  of  the  Arkansas  and 
White  river  districts. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  land  office  for  the  Arkansas 
land  district  shall  be  at  Little  Rock ;  the  land  office  for  the  White  river 
district  shall  be  at  Batesville  ;  the  land  office  for  the  Red  river  district 
shall  be  at  the  town  of  Washington :  and  the  land  office  for  the  Fayette- 
Tille  district  shall  be  at  Fayetteville. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury,  as  soon  as  the  same  can  be  done,  to  cause  the 
proper  plats  of  the  surveys  to  be  deposited  in  the  proper  land  offices. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  each  of  the  said  districts 
created  by  this  act,  a  register  and  receiver  of  public  moneys  shall  be 
appointed,  who  shall  give  security  in  the  same  manner,  and  whose  duties 
and  authorities  shall,  in  every  respect,  be  the  same,  in  relation  to  the 
lands  which  shall  be  disposed  of  at  their  offices,  as  are  by  law  provided 
in  relation  to  the  registers  and  receivers  of  public  moneys  in  the  several 
offices  established  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands.

on  so  much  of  the  Cumberland  road  as  lies  within  the  state  of  PennsyJTania  :  Providedf  That,  ifaBjose 
or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shonld  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  serre,  the  gorcmor  shaU  appoint  ooe 
or  more  other  commissioners  to  fill  the  ▼acancies  so  happening :  And  provided^  aUOf  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  governor  from  re-appointing  the  commiosioQers 
named  in  this  act,  if  he  thinks  proper. 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  qforesaid.  That,  for  the  purposes  of  keeping  m  much 
of  the  said  road  in  repair  as  lies  within  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  paying  the  expenses  of  collectioa, 
and  other  incidental  expenses,  the  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  erected,  on  so  much  of  the  said  road 
as  passes  within  this  state,  at  least  six^ates  ;  and  that,  as  soon  as  said  gates  and  toll-hooscc  sball  be 
erected,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  toll-collectors,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  demand  and  receive, 
for  passing  the  said  gates,  the  tolls  hereafter  mentioned ;  and  they  may  stop  any  person  riding,  leadisg, 
or  driving  any  horses,  cattle,  sulky,  chair,  phaeton,  cart,  chaise,  wngon,  sleigh,  sled,  or  other  carnage 
of  burden  or  pleasure,  from  passing  through  the  said  gates,  until  they  shall,  respectively,  hare  paid  for 
passing  the  same  ;  that  is  to  say,  for  every  space  of  fourteen  miles  in  length  on  said  road,  the  followinf 
sums  of  money ;  and  so,*in  proportion,  for  every  greater  or  lesser  distance ;  the  rates  of  toll  to  be  col. 
lectcd  at  each  gate  shall  be  the  following,  to  wit :  for  every  score  of  sheep  or  hogs,  six  cents;  foreTcry 
score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents ;  for  every  led  or  drove  horse,  three  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  four 
cents  ;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled,  for  each  horse  or  pair  of  oxen,  drawing  the  same,  three  cents;  for  every 
dearborn,  sulky,  chair,  or  chaise,  with  one  horse,  six  cents ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coachee,  st^t, 
wagon,  phaeton,  chaise,  or  with  two  horses  and  four  wheels,  twelve  cents;  for  either  of -the  carriages 
last  mentioned,  with  four  horses,  eighteen  cents;  for  every  other  carriaee  of  pleasure,  under  whatever 
name  it  may  go,  the  like  sum,  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same;  for 
every  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  two  and  a  half  inches  in  breadth,  and  not  excec^diag 
four  inches,  four  cents  for  every  horse  or  pair  of  oxen  drawing  the  same ;  and  every  other  cait  or  wagon, 
whose  wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches,  and  not  exceeding  five  inches  in  breadth,  three  cents  for  erenr 
horse  or  pair  of  oxen  drawing  the  same  ;  and  for  every  other  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed 
six  inches,  and  not  more  than  eight  inches,  two  cents  for  every  horse  or  pair  of  oxen  drawing  the  same ; 
all  other  carts  or  wagons,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  eight  inches  in  breadth,  shall  pass  the  said  gatei 
free  of  tolls :  Prodded,  That  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  first  section  of  this  act  may  coromnte 
the  rates  of  toll  with  any  person  or  persons,  by  taking  of  him  or  them  a  certain  sum  annually,  in  lies 
of  the  tolls  aforesaid  :  And  provided  also.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  antborise 
any  tolls  to  be  received  or  collected  from  any  person  or  persons  passing  or  re-passing  from  one  part  of 
his  farm  to  another,  or  to  or  from  a  mill,  or  to  or  from  any  place  of  public  worship,  funeral,  militia 
training,  elections,  or  from  any  student  or  child  going  to  or  from  any  school,  or  seminary  of  learning, 
or  from  persons  and  witnesses  going  to  and  returning  from  courts :  And  provided  further ^  That  no  toU 
shall  be  received  or  collected  for  the  passage  of  any  wagon  or  carriage  laden  wiUi  the  property  of  the 
United  States,  or  any  cannon  or  military  stores  belonging  to  the  United  States,  or  to  any  of  the  states 
composing  this  Union. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid  y  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  sppoist 
proper  and  suitable  persons  as  toll-gatherers,  who  shall  settle  their  accounts  quarterly  with  the  cosh 
missioners,  and  at  all  other  times,  when  thereunto  reouired  ;  and  shall,  at  all  times,  pay  over  to  them, 
on  demand,  the  amount  of  tolls  by  them  collected ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  to 
render  annually,  to  tlie  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  respective  counties  through  which  the  road  passes, 
an  account  of  the  tolls  received  and  expenses  incurred  on  said  road,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  and  publish  the 
same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  each  county,  through  which  the  road  passes ;  and  they  shall  each 
receive  a  compensation  of  two  dollars  per  day,  for  every  day  that  they  shall  be  engaged  on  the  bosiness 
of  said  road:  Provided,  That  the  annual  compensation  to  any  one  commissioner  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  amount  of  tolls  after  deducting 
therefrom  the  expenses  and  charges  of  collection,  and  compensation  of  commissioners,  shall  be  applied, 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners,  to  the  repairs  and  preservation  of  said  road,  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  regulations,  as  they  mayfVom  time  to  time  prescribe ,  and  to  no  other  pfirpose  whatever ; 
and  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  increase  or  diminish  the  rates  of  toll :  Provided,  That 
the  same  shall  at  no  time  be  increased  beyond  the  rates  of  toll  established  by  an  act  entitled  **  An  act 
authorizing  the  governor  to  incorporate  a  company  fnr  making  an  artificial  road,  from  the  bank  of  the 
river  Susquehanna,  opposite  the  borough  of  Harrisburg,  to  Pittsburg,**  passed  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  qforesaid,  That  directors  shall  be  set  up  at  proper 
and  convenient  situations,  to  caution  all  conductors  or  drivers  of  carriages,  on  the  road  aforesaid,  that 
they  shall,  at  all  times,  pass  on  the  left  of  each  other,  under  the  penalty  of  two  dollars  for  every  ofience. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any  of  the  toll-gatherers  shall  an- 
reasonably  delay,  or  hinder,  any  possenger  or  traveller  at  any  of  the  gates,  or  shall  demand  or  receive 
more  toll  than  may  be  established  under  this  act,  he  shall,  for  each  and  every  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  party  so  aggrieved  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That,  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wil- 
fully and  of  purpose  throw  down  or  otherwise  injure  any  of  the  walls,  bridges,  culverts,  or  other  works 
on  said  road,  or  shall  otherwise  wilfully  injure  or  obstruct  the  passage  of  the  said  road  unnecessarily, 
the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  any  sum  not  less  tba» 
five,  or  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collected  and  applied  as  is  directed  in  the  ninth  section  of  this  act

Sec.  8.  And  bt  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforetaidy^TYinX  the  toll-gatherers  on  said  road  shall, 
TCipectivcly,  receive  corapcnsation  for  their  services,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  on  the  amount 
of  tolls  by  them,  respectively,  collected :  Provided,  Tiiat  the  annual  compensation  of  any  toll-gatherer 
•ball  never  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  qforesaid.  That  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  which 
may  be  incurred  under  this  act  shall  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  commissioners 
or  the  road ,  without  naming  them  as  individuals,  or  of  any  person  prosecuting  for  the  same ;  the  one  moiety 
thereof  to  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  the  other  to  the  person  so  prosecuting  for  the  same,  before  any 
magistrate  or  court  havioff  jurisdiction  in  like  cases. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  qforeeaid,  That  this  act  shall  not  have  any  force 
or  effect  until  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  assent  to  the  same,  and  until  so  much  of  the  said 
road  as  passes  through  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  be  first  put  in  a  good  state  of  repair,  and  an  appropria- 
tion made  by  Congress  for  erecting  toll-houses  and  toll-gates  thereon,  to  be  expended  under  the  authority 
of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  this  act :  Provided,  The  legislature  of  this  state  may  at  any  future 
session  thereof,  change,  alter,  or  amend  this  act :  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  so  altered  or 
amended  as  to  reduce  or  increase  the  rates  of  toll  hereby  established,  below  or  aboye  a  sum  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  incident  to  the  preservation  and  repair  of  said  road,  for  the  parent  of  the  fees 
or  salaries  of  the  commissioners,  the  collectors  of  tolls,  and  other  agents:  And  provided  further.  That 
no  change,  alteration,  or  amendment,  shall  ever  be  adopted,  that  will  in  anywise  defeat  or  affect  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act. 

Approved,  April  4,  1831. 

Under  the  act  of  Congress,  ceding  to  Pennsylvania  that  part  of  the  Cumberland  road  which  is 
within  the  state,  and  the  act  of  Pennsylvania  accepting  the  surrender,  a  carriage,  whenever  it  is  car- 
rjiag  the  mail,  must  be  held  to  be  laden  with  the  property  of  the  United  States,  within  the  true  meaning 
of  the  compact ;  and  consequently  exempted  from  payment  of  toll.

ACT  OF  MARYLAND. 
An  act  for  the  preservation  and  repair  af  that  part  of  the  United  Statet*  road  within  the  limiti  ttf  the  state 

of  Maryl€Md. 

Whereas  that  part  of  the  United  States'  road  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  sUte  of  Maryland  is,  in 
maoy  parts,  in  bad  condition,  for  want  of  repairs ;  and  as  a  large  proportion  of  the  people  of  this  state 
are  interested  in  said  road  and  its  preservation  :  Therefore, 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland,  That,  as  soon  as  the  consent  of  the  go- 
vernment of  the  United  States  shall  have  been  obtained,  as  hereinafler  provided,  that  part  of  the  United 
Stites*  road,  commonly  called  the  National  road,  within  the  limits  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  shall  be 
taken  under  the  care  or  the  state  of  Maryland  ;  and  the  governor  and  council  of  this  state  shall  be  and 
th«»y  arc  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  that  part  of  said  road  lying  within  the  limits 
of  this  state,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  his  commission,  and  who  shall,  at 
the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  during  his  continuance  in  ofHce,  reside  in  Allegany  county ;  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  all  reasonable  vigilance  and  diligence  in  the  care  thereof;  which  superin- 
tendent, after  his  appointment,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  build  toll-houses,  and  erect  toll, 
gates,  at  suitable  distances :  Provided,  That  the  number  of  gates  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  two  on  the 
whole  disunce  within  the  limits  of  this  state. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  for  the  purposes  of  keeping  so  much  of  the  said  road  in  repair 
as  lies  within  the  limits  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  paying  the  expenses  of  collection  and  other  inci- 
dental expenses,  the  superintendent  shall  cause  to  be  erected,  on  so  much  of  the^aid  road  as  lies  within 
the  limits  of  this  state,  a  gate  or  gates,  a  toll-house  or  toll-houses,  not  exceeding  two  of  each;  and  that, 
as  soon  as  said  gates  and  toll-houses  shall  be  erected,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  toll-collectors,  and  they 
are  hereby  required  to  demand  and  receive,  for  passing  said  gates,  the  tolls  hereafter  mentioned  ;  and 
they  may  stop  any  person  riding,  leading,  or  driving  any  horses,  cattle,  sulky,  chair,  phaeton,  cart, 
chaise,  wagon,  sleigh,  sled,  or  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure  from  passmg  through  the  said  gates, 
until  they  shall,  respectively,  have  paid  for  passing  the  same ;  that  is  to  say,  for  every  space  of  fourteen 
miles  in  length,  on  said  road,  the  following  sums  of  money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  every  greater  or 
lesser  distance,  the  rates  of  toll  to  be  collected  at  each  gate,  shall  be  the  following,  to  wit :  for  every 
score  of  sheep  or  hogs,  six  cents;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents;  for  every  led  or  drove  horse, 
three  cents ;  for  esery  horse  and  rider,  four  cents ;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled,  for  each  horse  or  pair  of 
oxen  drawing  the  same,  three  cents ;  for  every  dearborn,  sulky,  chair,  or  chaise,  with  one  horse,  six 
cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coachee,  stage,  wagon,  phaeton,  chaise,  or  other  carriage,  with  two 
horses  and  four  wheels,  twelve  cents;  for  either  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned,  with  four  horses, 
eighteen  cents;  for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sum,  ac- 
cording to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same  ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels 
shall  exceed  two  and  a  half  inches  in  breadth,  and  not  exceeding  four  inches,  four  cents  for  every 
horse  or  pair  of  oxen  drawing  the  same ;  and  every  other  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed 
foar  inches,  and  not  exceeding  five  inches  in  breadth,  three  cento  for  every  horse  or  pair  of  oxen  draw- 
ing the  same;  and  for  esary  other  cart  or  wagon  whose  wHroIs  shall  nxroM  six  inches,  and  not  more 
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Mattanawcook  to  Mars'  hill,  in  Maine,  for  widening  said  road,  and  for 
contingencies,  twenty-one  thousand  dollars. 
Michigan.  For  Continuing  the  road  from  Detroit  to  Chicago,  fifteen  thousand 

dollars. 

than  eight  inches,  two  cents  for  every  horse  or  pair  of  oxen  drawing  the  same  ;  all  other  carta  or  wt- 
gons  whose  wheels  shalJ  exceed  eight  inches  in  breadth  shall  pass  the  said  gates  free  of  tolls:  Prth 
vided,  That  the  superintendent,  aAer  he  is  appointed  by  this  act,  may  commate  the  rates  of  toll  vith 
any  person  or  persons,  by  taking  of  him  or  them  a  certain  sum  annually,  in  lieu  of  the  tolls  aforesaid : 
And  provided  also,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  authorize  any  tolls  to  be  received 
or  collected  from  any  person  or  persons  passing  or  repassing  from  one  part  of  his  farm  to  another,  or 
to  or  from  a  mill,  or  to  or  from  any  place  of  public  worship,  funeral,  militia  training,  elections,  or  from 
any  student  or  child  going  to  or  from  any  school  or  seminary  of  learning,  or  from  persons  and  witnensef 
going  to  and  returning  from  courts :  And  promded  further ^  That  no  toll  shall  be  received  or  collected 
for  the  passage  of  any  wagon  or  carriage  laden  with  the  property  of  the  United  States,  or  any  canooo 
or  military  stores  belonging  to  the  United  States  or  to  any  of  the  states  composing  this  Union. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  superintendent,  after  his  appointment  as  aforesaid, 
shall  appoint  proper  and  suitable  persons  as  toll-gatherers,  who  shall  settle  their  accounts  ever)  three 
months  from  the  time  of  their  appointments,  and  at  all  other  times  when  thereunto  required  by  the  said 
suoerintendent;  and  shall,  at  all  times,  pay  over  to  the  said  superintendent,  on  demand,  the  amount  of 
tolls  bv  them  or  either  of  them  collected ;  and  the  said  superintendent  shall  have  authority  to  remore 
any  toll-gatherer,  appointed  by  him,  for  misbehaviour  in  his  office,  and  appoint  another  in  his  place; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  superintendent  to  render,  semi-annually,  to  the  county  court  of  AUe- 
gany  county,  at  its  fixed  meetings  by  law  on  the  third  Monday  of  April  and  second  Monday  of  October, 
an  account  of  the  tolls  received  and  expenses  incurred  on  said  road,  on  oath  or  affirmation  ;  which  ac« 
count,  when  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  said  court,  shall  be  published  by  the  said  superintendent  in 
some  newspaper  printed  in  Allegany  county;  and  the  said  superintendent  shall,  also,  on  or  before  the 
first  Mondav  of  December,  annually,  hereaJxer,  transmit  to  the  governor  and  council  of  this  state,  a 
duplicate  of  his  said  accounts  aforesaid  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  of  this  state  to  lay  the 
same  before  the  General  Assembly  in  his  annual  message.  And  the  said  superintendent  shall  receive 
a  compensation  of  two  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  that  he  shall  be  engaged  on  the  business  of  said 
road  :  Provided,  That  the  annual  compensation  to  said  superintendent  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  amount  of  tolls,  afler  deducting  therefrom  the  expenses 
and  charges  of  collection,  and  compensation  of  superintendent,  shall  be  applied,  under  the  directioa 
of  said  superintendent,  to  the  repairs  and  preservation  of  said  road,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such 
regulations,  as  he  from  time  to  time  may  prescribe  and  direct,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  directors  shall  be  set  up  at  proper  and  convenient  situationi, 
to  caution  all  conductors  and  drivers  of  carriages  on  the  road  aforesaid,  that  they  shall  at  all  times  pass 
on  the  left  of  each  other,  under  the  penalty  of  two  dollars  for  every  oficnce. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  if  any  of  the  toll-gatherers  shall  unrcasonablv  delay  or  hinder 
any  passenger  or  traveller  at  any  of  the  gates,  or  shall  demand  or  receive  more  toll  than  may  be  esta* 
blished  by  this  act,  ho  shall,  for  each  and  every  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  party  so  aggriev^  the  sum 
of  twenty  dollars. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  and  of  purpose, 
throw  down,  or  otherwise  injure  any  of  the  walls,  bridges,  culverts,  or  other  works,  on  said  road,  or 
shall  otherwise  wilfully  injure  or  obstruct  the  passage  of  the  said  road  unnecessarily*  the  pervon  or 
persons  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  collected  and  applied  as  is  directed  in  the  ninth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further^  enacted.  That  the  toll-gatherers  on  said  road  shall,  respectively,  receive 
compensation  for  their  services  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  tolls  by  them,  respec- 
tively, collected :  Provided,  That  the  annual  compensation  of  any  toll-gatherer  shall  never  exceed  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  incurred  under  this 
act,  shall  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of  <*  the  superintendent  of  that  pan  of  the 
United  States'  road  within  the  limits  of  the  state  of  Maryland,"  without  naming  him  as  an  individual, 
or  of  any  person  prosecuting  the  same;  the  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  the 
other  to  the  person  so  prosecuting  for  the  same  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  Allegany  county,  as 
other  small  debts  are  recovered,  with  the  privilege  of  an  appeal  to  the  county  court,  as  in  cases  of 
omall  debts. 

Sec  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  toll-gatherers  shall  exhibit  their  accounts  from  time  to 
time  to  the  superintendent,  upon  oath,  as  directed  in  this  act ;  and  they  shall,  moreover,  before  they  act 
as  toll-gatherers,  and  annually  thereafter,  give  bond,  with  security,  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  in  the 
penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  superintendent,  for  the  faithful  perforroaDce  of 
the  duties  devolving  on  them  by  this  act,  with  a  condition,  as  follows,  or  to  the  following  effect :  <*  Now 
the  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such,  that,  if  the  above  bound  shall,  at  the 

end  of  every  three  months  from  the  time  of  receiving  his  appointment,  and  at  all  other  times  when 
thereunto  required,  pay  over,  well  and  truly,  to  the  said  superintendent  the  whole  amount  of  tolls  by 
him  collected  as  toll-gatherer  aforesaid,  then  the  above  obligation  to  be  void,  otherwise  to  be  in  full 
force  and  virtue  in  law.>* 

Sec  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  superintendent,  before  he  acts  as  such,  and  annnally 
thereafter,  shall  give  bond  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  with  such  security  as  any  one  of  the  judges  of  the

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Slates  of  America,  in  Congress  assembledyl^Yihi  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  annudly,  in  the  month  of  January,  to  report  to  Con- 
gress, and  to  publish  in  two  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  a  list  of  all  the  patents  for  discoveries,  inventions,  and  improve- 
ments, which  shall  have  expired  within  the  year  immediately  preceding, 
with  the  names  of  the  patentees,  alphabetically  arranged. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  U  further  enacted,  That  application  to  Congress  to  pro- 
long or  renew  the  term  of  a  patent,  shall  be  made  before  its  expiration, 
and  shall  be  notified  at  least  once  a  month,  for  three  months  before  its 
presentation,  in  two  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Washington,  and 
in  one  of  the  newspapers  in  which  the  laws  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  published  in  the  state  or  territory  in  which  the  patentee  shall  reside.

That  the  money  applied  to  the  making  of  said  road,  shall  be  laid 
out  first  in  making  such  parts  of  it  from  La  Plaisance  bay,  to  the  cross- 
ing of  the  river  lUisin,  at  or  near  Tesecumseh,  as  have  not  heretofore 
b€^  improved ;  and  the  residue,  if  any,  upon  such  parts  of  it  as,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  superintendent,  the  public  good  may  most  require.

enacted  for  the  adjustment  of  land  claims  in  that  part  of  the  territoiy  of 
Orieans  or  state  of  Louisiana,  but  whose  titles  have  not  been  heretofore 
confirmed,  may,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  tliirty-three,  present  their  claims,  together  with  the 
written  evidence  and  other  testimony  in  support  of  the  same,  to  the  regis-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  proper  accountp 
ing  officers  of  the  Treasury  do  liquidate  and  pay  the  accounts  of  the 
commonwealtli  of  Virginia  against  the  United  States,  for  payments  to  the 
officers  commanding  in  the  Virginia  line  in  the  war  of  the  revolution,  on 
account  of  half-pay  for  life  promised  the  officers  aforesaid  by  that  com- 
monwealth, the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  forty-three  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  required  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  state  of  Virginia 
the  amount  of  the  judgments  which  have  been  rendered  against  the  said 
state,  for  and  on  account  of  the  promise  contained  in  an  act  passed  by 
the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Virginia  in  the  month  of  May,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  in  favour  of 
the  officers  or  representatives  of  officers  of  the  regiments  and  corps 
hereinafter  recited,  and  not  exceeding,  in  the  whole,  tlie  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars,  to  wit:

To  the  officers,  or  their  legal  representatives,  serving  in  the 
regiment  of  state  artillery  commanded  by  the  late  Colonel  Marshall,  and 
those  serving  in  the  state  garrison  regiment  commanded  by  Colonel 
Muter,  and  serving  in  the  state  cavalry  commanded  by  Major  Nelson,  the 
amoont  of  the  ju^ments  which  they  have  obtained,  and  which  are  now 
unsatisfied. 

FiAh.  To  the  officers,  or  their  legal  representatives,  who  served  in  the 
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navy  of  Virginia  daring  the  war  of  the  revolution,  the  aroomit  of  the 
judgments  which  they  have  obtained,  and  which  are  now  unsatisfied.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Ukiied 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  shall  ap- 
point, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a  commissioner 
of  Indian  affairs,  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
and  agreeably  to  such  regulations  as  the  President  may,  from  time  to 
time,  prescribe,  have  the  direction  and  management  of  all  Indian  afiain, 
and  of  all  matters  arising  out  of  Indian  relations,  and  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall 
arrange  or  appoint  to  the  said  office  the  number  of  clerks  necessary 
therefor,  so  as  not  to  increase  the  number  now  employed ;  and  such  sum 
as  is  necessary  to  pay  the  salary  of  said  commissioner  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  shall  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  accounts  and  vouchers  for 
claims  and  disbursements  connected  with  Indian  affairs,  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  said  commissioner  for  administrative  examination,  and  by 
him  passed  to  the  proper  accounting  officer  of  the  Treasury  Department 
for  settlement;  and  all  letters  and  packages  to  and  from  the  said  com- 
missioner, touching  the  business  of  his  office,  shall  be  free  of  postage. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  ardent  spirits  shall  be 
hereafter  introduced,  under  any  pretence,  into  the  Indian  country. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  President,  cause  to  be  discontinued  the  ser- 
vices of  such  agents,  sub-agents,  interpreters,  and  mechanics,  as  may, 
from  lime  to  time,  become  unnecessary,  in  consequence  of  the  emigra- 
tion of  the  Indians,  or  other  causes.

lies  in  the  state  of  Illinois  and  territory  of  Michigan.

The  sUte  of  Missouri  was  formerly  part  of  the  territory,  first  of  France,  next  of  Spain,  then  of  France, 
who  ceded  it  to  the  United  States  by  the  treaty  of  1803,  in  full  propriety,  sorereignty  and  dominion,  as 
she  had  acquired  and  held  it;  by  which  this  government  put  itself  in  place  of  the  former  sovereigns,  and 
became  invested  with  sll  their  rights,  subject  to  their  concomitant  obligations  to  the  inhabitants.  Both 
were  regulated  by  the  law  bf  nations,  according  to  which  the  rights  of  property  are  protected,  even  in 
the  case  of  a  conquered  country ;  and  held  sacred  and  inviolable  when  it  is  ceded  by  treaty,  with  or 
without  any  stipulation  to  such  effect :  and  the  laws,  whether  in  writi^,  or  evidenced  by  the  usage  and 
ctutoms  of  the  conquered  or  ceded  country,  continue  in  force,  until  altered  by  the  new  sovereign.

No  principle  can  be  better  established  by  the  authority  of  the  Supreme  Court,  than  "  that  the  acts  of 
SB  officer,  to  whom  a  public  duty  is  assigned  by  his  king,  within  the  sphere  of  that  duty,  are  prima 
facie  taken  to  be  within  his  power."  The  principles  on  which  it  rests,  are  believed  to  be  too  deeply 
founded  in  law  and  reason,  ever  to  be  successfully  assailed.  He  who  would  controvert  a  grant  executed 
by  the  lawful  authority,  with  all  the  solemnities  required  by  law,  takes  on  himself  the  burden  of  show- 
ing that  the  officer  has  transcended  the  powers  conferred  upon  him ;  or  that  the  transaction  is  tainted 
with  fraud.  Jbid.  / 

Where  the  act  of  an  officer  to  pass  the  title  to  land  according  to  the  Spanish  law,  is  done  contrary  to 
the  written  order  of  the  king,  produced  at  the  trial,  without  any  explanation  ;  it  shall  be  presumed  tha. 
the  power  has  not  been  exceeded  ;  that  the  act  was  done  on  the  motive  set  out  therein ;  and  according 
to  some  order  known  to  the  king  and  his  officers,  though  not  to  his  sul^ects ;  and  courts  ought  to 
require  very  full  proof,  that  he  had  transcended  his  powers,  before  they  so  determine  it.  Ibid. 

In  favour  of  long  possession  and  ancient  appropriation,  every  thing  which  was  done  shall  be  presumed 
to  have  been  rightfully  done  $  and  though  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  done,  the  law  will  presume 
that  whatever  was  necessaiy  has  been  done.

The  sti|>ulations  of  the  treaty  ceding  Louisiana  to  the  United  States  affording  that  protection  or  secu- 
rity to  claims  under  the  French  or  Spanish  government  to  which  the  act  of  Congress  refers,  are  in  tho 
6rst,  second,  and  third  articles.  They  extended  to  all  property  until  Louisiana  became  a  member  of 
the  Union ;  into  which  the  inhabitants  were  to  be  incorporated  as  soon  as  possible,  **  and  admitted  to 
all  the  rights,  advantages  and  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States."  The  perfect  inviolability  and 
secarity  of  property  is  among  these  rights.     Delassus  v.  The  United  States,  9Peters,  1 17. 

The  right  of  property  is  protected  and  secured  by  the  treaty,  and  no  principle  is  better  settled  in  this 
country,  than  that  an  inchoate  title  to  lands  is  property.  This  right  would  have  been  sacred,  inde- 
pendent of  the  treaty.  The  sovereign  who  acquires  an  inhabited  country,  acquires  full  dominion  over 
it ;  but  this  dominion  is  never  supposed  to  divest  the  vested  rights  of  mdividuals  to  property.  The 
language  of  the  treaty  ceding  Louisiana,  excludes  any  idea  of  interfering  with  private  property.  Ibid, 

On  the  18th  of  April,  1802,  the  lieutenant-governor  of  Upper  Louisiana  granted  sixteen  hundred 
arpents  of  land  near  certain  rivers  named  in  the  grant»  with  directions  to  survey  the  same  in  a  vacant 
place  of  the  royal  domain;  but  no  survey  was  made  before  the  cession  of  Louisiana  to  the  United 
States.  By  the  cout— As  the  grant  contained  no  description  of  the  land  granted,  and  was  not  located 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  act  of  Confess  of  the  10th  of  March,  1804,  it  comes  directly  within 
the  point  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  John  Smith,  T.,  and  cannot  be  confirmed.

la  repeated  decisions  the  Supreme  Court  have  affirmed  the  authority  of  local  governors,  under  the 
crown  of  Spain,to  grant  land  in  Louisiana,  before  the  same  was  ceded  by  Spain  to  France  :  and  the 
court  have  also  affirmed  the  validity  of  descriptive  grants,  though  not  surveyed  before  the  11th  of  March, 
1804,  in  Missouri,  and  the  24th  of  January,  1818,  in  Florida.

A  grant  or  conceesion  made  by  an  officer  who  is  by  law  authorised  to  make  it,  carries  with  it  prima 
&cie  evidence  that  it  is  within  his  powers.  No  excess  of  them,  or  departure  from  them,  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed. He  violates  his  duty  by  such  excess,  and  is  responsible  for  it.  He  who  alleges  that  an  ofncer 
iatmsted  with  an  important  duty  has  Tiolated  his  instructions,  must  show  it  Delassus  v.  The  United 
Suies,  9  Peters,  117. 

The  instructions  of  governor  O'Reilly,  relative  to  granting  lands  in  Louisiana,  were  considered  by 
the  court  in  8  Peters,  &6.  These  regulations  were  intended  for  the  general  government  of  subordinate  * 
officQis,  and  not  to  control  and  limit  the  power  of  the  person  from  whoso  will  they  emanated.  The 
Baron  De  Carondelet  must  be  supposed  to  have  had  all  the  powers  which  had  been  vested  in  Don 
O'Reilly,  and  a  concession  ordered  by  him  is  as  valid  as  a  similar  concession  directed  by  governor  O'Reilly 
woold  have  been.    IMd, 

A  concession  of  land  was  made  by  the  lieutenant-governor  of  Upper  Louisiana,  at  the  time  when  the 
power  of  granting  lands  was  vested  In  the  governors  of  provinces.  This  power  was,  in  1799,  afler  the 
concesrioa,  transferred  to  the  intendant-general :  and  after  this  transfer,  in  January,  1800,  the  order  of 
nurej  of  the  land  was  made  by  the  lieutenant-governor.  The  validity  of  the  order  of  survey  depends 
on  the  authority  of  the  lieutenant-governor  to  make  it.  The  lieutenant^overnor  was  also  a  sub-dele- 
gate, and  Bs  such  was  empowered  to  make  inchoate  grants.  The  grant  was  confirmed.  Chouteau's 
heirtv.  the  United  States,  9  Peters,  137. 

The  transfer  of  the  power  to  make  concessions  of  lands  belonging  to  the  royal  domain  of  Spain, 
from  the  governor-general  to  the  intendant^general,  did  not  affisct  the  power  of  the  sub-delegate,  who 
Bade  thu  concession.    The  order  in  this  case  is  the  foundation  of  title,  and  is,  according  to  the  act  of

said ;  and  shall  also  assign  their  reasons  for  the  opinions  so  to  be  given.

A  concession  of  one  league  square  of  land,  in  Upper  Louisiana,  was  made  bj  Don  Zenon  Trodean, 
the  lieutenant-governor  of  that  province,  to  Auguste  Chouteau,  and  a  decree  made  by  him  directing  tbe 
surveyor-general  of  the  province  to  put  him  in  possession  of  the  land,  and  to  survey  the  same,  in  order 
to  enable  Chouteau  to  solicit  a  complete  title  thereto  from  the  governor-general,  who  by  the  said  decree 
was  informed  that  the  circumstances  of  Chouteau  were  such  as  entitled  him  to  a  grant  of  the  land.  The 
land  was  surveyed,  and  the  grantee  put  in  full  possession  of  it  on  the  20th  of  December,  1803.  He  re- 
tained possession  of  it  until  his  death.  The  objection  to  the  validity  of  the  concession  was,  that  the 
petitioner  had  not  as  many  tame  cattle  as  the  eighth  regulation  of  governor  O'Reilly,  govemor-geaeral 
of  Louisiana,  required.  That  regulation  required  that  the  applicant  for  a  grant  of  a  league  square  of 
land  should  make  it  appear  that  he  is  possessed  of  one  hundred  head  of  tame  cattle,  some  horses  tad 
sheep,  and  two  slaves  to  look  after  them,  a  proportion  which  shall  always  l>e  observed  for  the  grasti, 
fcc.  By  the  Court — In  the  spirit  of  the  decisions  which  have  been  heretofore  made  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  of  the  acts  of  confirmation  passed  by  Congress,  the  feet  that  the  applicant  possessed  the 
requisite  amount  of  property  to  entitle  him  to  the  land  he  solicited,  was  submitted  to  the  officer  vko 
decided  on  the  application ;  and  he  is  not  bound  to  proye  it  to  the  court,  which  pasees  on  the  validity 
of  the  grant.  These  incomplete  titles  were  transferable,  and  the  assignee  might  not  possess  the  means 
of  proving  the  exact  number  of  cattle  in  possession  of  the  petitioner  when  the  concession  was  made.

If  the  court  can  trust  the  information  received  on  this  subject,  neither  the  governor  nor  the  inteadaat* 
general  has  ever  refused  to  perfect  an  incomplete  title  granted  by  a  deputy*govemor  or  a  sub-delegate. 

The  regulation  made  by  Don  O'Reilly,  aa  to  the  quantity  of  land  to  be  granted  to  an  tndividaal,  is 
not  tliat  no  individual  ahall  receive  grants  for  more  than  one  league  square,  but  that  no  grant  shall 
exceed  a  league  square.  The  words  of  the  regulation  do  not  forbid  different  granta  to  the  same  peisoa, 
'  and,  so  far  as  the  court  are  informed,  it  haa  never  been  so  construed.    2&id, 

Under  the  act  of  February  17,  1816,  ch.  45,  a  New  Madrid  certificate  could  be  located  npoa  lands 
before  they  were  offered  for  sale  under  a  proclamation  of  the  President,  or  even  surveyed  by  the  public 
surveyor.

That  the  recorder  and  commis- 
sioners shall  each  receive  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
to  be  paid  quarter  yearly  by  the  United  States,  in  full  compensaAon  for 
their  services  under  this  act ;  and  may,  when  necessary,  employ  an  inter- 
preter of  the  French  or  Spanish  language,  for  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion, to  be  allowed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  paid  by  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  heirs 
of  Carlos  de  Villemont  to  submit  the  evidence  of  their  claim  to  a  tract 
of  land  in  Arkansas  territory,  to  a  place  called  "  Chicot  point,"  to  the  said 
recorder  and  commissioners,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  recorder 
and  commissioners  to  report  upon  said  claim  in  the  manner  that  other 
claims  provided  for  in  this  act  are  to  be  reported  and  proceeded  upon.

Court  of  the  United  States  shall  have  free  access  to  the  said  law  library;

regulations  for  the  use  of  the  same,  by  themselves  and  the  attorneys  and 
counsellors,  during  the  sittings  of  the  said  court,  as  they  shall  deem  pro- 
per :  Provided,  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  restrict  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  the  Vice  President,  or  any  member  of  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Representatives,  from  having  access  to  the  said  library,  or 
using  the  books  therein,  in  the  same  manner  that  he  now  has,  or  may 
have,  to  use  the  books  of  the  library  of  Congress. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  law  library  shall  be  a 
part  of  the  library  of  Congress,  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  except 
such  alterations  as  are  herein  provided  for,  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall 
be  established  for  the  library  of  Congress;  and  the  incidental  expenses 
of  the  law  library  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriations  for  the  library 
of  Congress. 

That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is, 
appropriated,  for  the  present  year,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  present  Congress,  that  the  Wash- 
ington Bridge  Company  are  willing  and  desirous  to  sell,  conrey,  and 
transfer  to  the  United  States,  the  bridge  by  them  owned,  in  its  present 
condition,  with  all  their  rights,  property,  and  privileges,  as  a  companj, 
under  the  existing  laws,  including  their  lands,  piers,  abutments,  roads, 
and  ways,  as  well  as  all  materials  by  them  owned  at  the  site  of  the  said 
bridge,  whether  worked  up  in  the  construction  or  re-construction  of  the 
same  or  not,  for  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hovse  ofRqnresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  provided  the  said  Wash- 
ington Bridge  Company  shall,  at  a  lawful  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
thereof,  agree  to  convey,  and  shall  actually  convey  to  the  United  States, 
the  said  bridge  as  it  now  is,  with  all  the  estate,  right,  title,  and  interest, 
either  in  law  or  equity,  by  them  owned,  as  a  company  under  existing 
laws,  in  said  bridge,  with  its  piers,  abutments,  roads  and  ways,  together

Laws  imposing  duties  on  goods  are  intended  for  practical  use  and  application  by  men  engaged  ia 
commerce,  and  hence  it  has  become  a  settled  rule  in  the  interpretation  or  atatntes  of  this  deacription  to 
construe  the  language  adopted  by  the  legislature,  and  particularly  in  the  denomination  of  artides,  ac- 
cording to  the  commercial  understanding  of  the  terms  used.    Ibid, 

Comtruction  qf  statutes : 

The  principles  applied  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  in  relation  to  the  conatmction  of  atatntes 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  statutes  in  general. 

The  suspension  of  a  statute  for  a  limited  time,  is  not  a  repeal  of  it.  Brown,  plaintifiT  in  error,  t.  Barry, 
3  Dall.  365 ;  1  Cond.  Rep.  165. 

The  intention  of  the  legislature,  when  discovered,  must  prevail ;  any  rule  of  construction,  declared 
by  previous  acts,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Ibid, 

The  presumption  must  always  be  in  favour  of  the  validity  of  a  law  if  the  contrary  is  not  clearly  demon- 
strated.

A  legislative  act  founded  on  a  mistaken  opinion  of  what  was  law,  docs  not  change  the  actual  state 
of  the  law,  as  to  pre-existing  caaea.

It  is  true,  that  in  mere  private  cases  between  individuals,  a  court  will  and  ought  to  straggle  hard 
against  a  construction,  which  will,  by  a  retrospective  ooeration,  affect  the  rights  of  parties;  hoi  in 
great  national  concerns,  where  individual  rights  acquired  oy  war  are  sacrificed  for  national  purposes, 
the  contract  making  the  sacrifice  ought  always  to  receive  a  construction  conforming  to  its  manifest 
import;  and  if  the  nation  has  given  up  the  vested  rights  of  its  citizens,  it  is  not  for  the  court,  bat  for 
the  government,  to  consider  whether  it  be  a  case  proper  for  compensation.

It  is  said  the  case  ought  to  be  an  extraordinary  one,  that  the  circumstancea  ought  to  be  nncnmisoa, 
which  would  warrant  a  departure  fi'om  the  general  principles  established  for  the  goverameat  of  co»- 
tracts.  This  is  true,  and  the  Supreme  Court  would  certainly  not  feel  itself  at  libery  to  exercieA,  on  a 
common  occasion,  a  discretionary  power,  limited  only  by  the  opinion  entertained  ox  the  naked  justice 
of  the  case.

That  a  law  ia  the  best  expositor  of  itself;  that  every  part  of  an  act  is  to  be  taken  into  view  for  the 

fmrpose  of  discovering  the  mind  of  the  legislature ;  and  that  the  detaila  of  one  part  may  coatain  reg«- 
ationa  restricting  the  extent  of  general  expressions  used  in  another  part  of  the  aame  act ;  sre  among 
those  plain  rulea  laid  down  by  common  sense  for  the  exposition  of  sututes,  which  have  been  uniformly 
acknowledged.

That  the  consequences  are  to  be  considered  in  ezpoandiag  laws,  where  the  intent  is  doubtful,  is  a 
princiDle  not  to  be  contradicted;  but  it  is  also  true,  that  it  is  a  principle  which  must  be  applied  with  caution; 
and  which  has  a  degree  of  influence  dependent  on  the  nature  of  tae  case  to  which  it  is  applied,  when 
rights  are  infringed,    ibid. 

Where  fondamenUl  principles  are  overthrown,  where  the  general  system  of  the  laws  is  departed  from, 
the  legislative  intention  must  be  expressed  with  irresistible  clearness,  to  induce  a  court  of  justice  to 
supposo  a  design  to  effect  such  objects.  But  when  only  a  political  regulation  is  made  which  is  incon- 
venient ;  if  the  intention  of  the  legislature  be  expressed  in  terms  which  are  sufficiently  intelligible  to 
leave  no  doubt  in  the  mind,  when  the  words  are  taken  in  their  ordinary  sense  ;  it  would  be  going  a  great 
way  to  say  that  a  constrained  interpretation  must  be  put  upon  them,  to  avoid  an  inconvenience  which 
ought  to  have  been  contemplated  m  the  legislature,  when  the  act  was  passed ;  and  which,  in  their 
opinion,  was  probably  overbalanced  by  the  particular  advantages  it  was  calculated  to  produce.    Ibid, 

In  eases  depending  on  the  statutes  of  a  state,  the  settled  construction  of  these  statutes,  by  the  state 
coaru,  is  to  be  regarded.  PoIIl's  Lessee  v.  Wendal,  9  Cranch,  87 ;  3  Cond.  Rep.  286. 

In  the  construction  of  the  statutes  or  local  laws  of  a  state,  it  is  frequently  necessary  to  recur  to  the 
history  and  situation  of  the  country,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  reason  as  well  ss  the  meaning  of  many  of 
th/em,  to  eaable  a  court  to  apply  with  propriety  the  different  roles  for  construing  statutes.  Preston

The  best  judges  in  England  have  been  of  opinion,  that  relaxing  the  construction  of  the  statute  of 
firaads  ought  not  to  be  extended  further  than  it  has  already  been  carried ;  and  the  Supreme  Court  entirely 
concurs  in  that  opinion.    Grant  v.  Nay  lor,  4  Cranch,  224 ;  2  Cond.  Rep.  95. 

Ao  act  of  Congress  ought  never  to  be  construed  to  violate  the  law  of  nations,  if  any  other  possible 
construction  remains ;  and  consequently  can  never  be  construed  to  violate  neutral  righta,  or  to  affect 
neutral  commerce,  further  than  is  warranted  by  the  law  of  nations,  as  understood  in  this  country.  Mur- 
ray V,  The  Charming  Betoey,  2  Cranch,  64 ;  1  Cond.

When  an  act  of  Congress  is  revived  by  a  subsequent  act,  it  is  revived  precisely  in  that  form,  and  with 
that  effect,  which  it  had  at  the  moment  when  it  expired.  The  cargo  of  the  Brig  Aurora  v.  The  United 
States,  7  Cranch,  382;  2  Cond.  Rep.  640. 

It  is  a  general  rule,  in  the  construction  of  public  statutes,  that  the  word  "  may"  is  to  be  construed 
'*  must,"  in  all  cases  where  the  legislature  mean  to  impose  a  positive  and  absolute  duty,  and  not  merely 
to  give  a  discretionary  power.  And  in  all  cases,  the  construction  should  be  such  as  carries  into  effect 
the  true  intent  snd  meaning  of  the  legislature  in  the  enactment.

Where  English  statutes,  such  for  instance  as  the  statute  of  frauds,  and  the  statute  of  limitations,  have 
been  adopted  into  our  own  legislation  ;  the  known  and  settled  construction  of  those  statutes  by  English 
courts  of  law  has  been  considered  as  sUentIv  incorporated  into  the  acta}  or  has  been  received  with 
all  the  weight  of  authority.     Pennock  «.  Dialogue  et  al.,  2  Peters,  1. 

Where  the  question  upon  the  construction  of  the  statute  of  a  state  relative  to  real  propertv  has  been 
settled  by  any  judicial  decision  in  the  state  where  the  land  lies;  the  Supreme  Court,  upon  the  uniform 
principles  adopted  by  it,  would  recognise  that  decision  as  a  part  of  the  local  law.  Gardner  v.  Collins, 
2  Peters,  68. 

A  legislative  act  is  to  be  interpreted  according  to  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  apparent  upon  ita 
face.  Every  technical  rule  as  to  the  construction  or  force  of  particular  terms,  must  yield  to  the  clear 
expresftion  of  the  paramount  will  of  the  l^islature.    Wilkinson  v.  Leland  et  al.,  2  Peters,  627. 

in  cases  not  absolutely  closed  by  authority,  the  Supreme  Court  has  always  expressed  a  strong  inclina- 
tion not  to  extend  the  operation  of  the  statute  of  frauds  so  as  to  embrace  original  and  distinct  promises, 
made  by  different  persons  at  the  same  time,  upon  the  same  general  consideration.  Townsley  v.  Sumrall, 
2  Peters,  182. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  been  often  called  upon  to  consider  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  judiciary  act 
of  1789,  and  as  often,  cither  expressly  or  by  the  course  of  ita  decisions,  has  held  that  it  is  merely  decla- 
ratory ;  making  no  alteration  wnatever  in  the  rules  of  equity  on  the  subject  of  legal  remedy.  Boyco's 
Executors  v.  Grundy,  3  Peters,  210. 

The  rale  which  has  uniformly  been  observed  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  construing  statutes,  is  to  adopt 
the  construction  made  by  courta  of  the  country,  by  whose  legislature  the  statute  was  enacted.  This 
rule  may  be  susceptible  of  some  modification,  when  applied  to  British  statutes  which  are  adopted  in 
any  of  the  states.  By  adopting  them  they  become  our  own,  as  entirely  as  if  they  had  been  enacted  by 
the  legislature  of  the  state.

The  construction  which  British  statutes  had  received  in  England  at  the  time  of  their  adoption  in  this 
country,  indeed  te  the  time  of  the  separation  of  this  country  from  the  British  empire,  may  very  properly  be 
ooasidered  as  accompanying  the  statutes  themselves,  and  forming  an  intogrsl  part  of  them.  But  how- 
ever subsmiuent  decisions  may  be  respected,  and  certainly  they  are  entitied  to  great  respect,  their  absolute 
authority  is  not  adqiitted.  If  the  English  courta  vary  their  construction  of  a  statute  which  is  common 
to  both  countries,  we  do  not  hold  ourselves  bound  to  fluctuate  with  them.    Ibid, 

Generally  statutes  are  to  be  construed  to  operate  in  future,  unless  a  retrospective  effect  be  dearly 
iatended.     Prince  e.  The  United  States,  2  Gallia.  C.  C.  R.  204. 

The  word  '  or*  has  sometimes  been  construed  to  moan  *  and.'  Such  construction  has  been  clearly 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  a  clause  in  a  will,  or  to  some  legislative  provision,  but  never  to  chng •  a 
•oatract  at  pleasure.    Douglass  v.  Eyre,  Gilpin's  D.  C.  R.  148.

That  all  manufactures  of  cotton,  or  of  which  cotton  shall  be  a  compo-

Where  a  British  statute  is  re-enacted  in  this  conntrj,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  legislature 
designed  to  adopt,  as  well  the  settled  construction  which  had  been  given  to  tlie  act  bj  the  British  eoorti, 
as  the  act  iUelf.    Kirkpatrick  et  al.  v.  Gibson's  Executors,  2  Brockenb.  C.  C.  R.  38S. 

In  doubtful  cases,  a  court  should  compare  all  the  parts  of  a  statute,  and  different  statutes  in  pari  ma- 
teria, to  ascertain  the  intention  of  the  legislature.    The  Sloop  Elizabeth,  Paines's  C.  C.  B.  II. 

Semble :  That  in  questions  of  commercial  law  the  courts  of  the  United  States  are  not  concluded  by 
the  local  construction  proceeding  from  state  courts.  Bonnell  v.  The  Columbian  Ins.  Co.,  S  Smnner's  C. 
C.  R.  366. 

In  the  construction  of  statutes,  one  part  must  be  construed  by  another.  In  order  to  attest  the  legia- 
lative  intention,  the  whole  statute  must  be  Inspected.  Strode  v.  Stafford  Justices,  1  Brockenb.  C.  C 
R.  162. 

It  is  a  rule  of  law  that  a  statute  applicable  in  its  terms  to  particular  actions,  cannot  be  applied  bj 
construction  to  other  actions  standing  on  the  same  reasons.  Jacob  v.  The  United  Sutes,  1  Brockeab. 
C.  C.  R.  620. 

Penal  laws  must  be  construed  strictly  to  bring  the  case  within  the  definition  of  the  law,  but  not  •»  ai 
to  exclude  a  case  within  their  ordinary  acceptation.

C.  C.  R.  78. 

Laws  are  construed  strictly  to  save  a  right,  or  avoid  a  penalty ;  and  liberally  to  give  a  remedy,  or 
effect  an  object  declared  in  the  law.

The  provisions  of  a  law  which  are  merely  directory,  are  not  to  be  construed  into  conditiombpreccdent

The  mercantile  terms  are  to  be  taken  in  the  sense  intended,  which  is  to  be  ascertained  by  the  laws  ia 
pari  materia.    The  United  States  v.  Twenty-four  Coils  of  Cordage,  1  Baldwin's  C.  C.  R.  605. 

The  words  of  a  law  imposing  a  forfeiture  or  penalty,  should  not  be  construed  to  embrace  a  case  ast 
within  the  parts  of  the  law  which  prohibits  the  act  done,  or  direct  the  performance  of  an  act,  by  the 
omission  or  which  the  penalty  or  forfeiture  is  incurred.     Ibid,  508. 

If  a  section  of  an  act  of  Congress  admits  of  two  interpretations,  one  of  which  brings  it  within,  aid 
the  other  pushes  it  beyond  the  constitutional  authority  of  Congress ;  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Svpreos 
Court  to  adopt  the  former  construction;  because  a  presumption  never  ought  to  be  indulged,  that  Coo- 
gross  meant  to  exercise  or  usurp  any  unconstitutional  authority  ;  unless  that  construction  is  forced  oa 
the  court  by  language  altogether  incongruous.

The  office  of  a  proviso,  generally,  is  either  to  except  something  from  the  enacting  clause,  or  to  qmalil^ 
or  restrain  its  generali^,  or  to  exclude  some  possible  ground  of  misinterpretation  of  its  eatend^g  to 
cases  not  intended  by  the  legislature  to  be  brought  within  its  purview.

The  court  in  construing  an  act  will  not  consider  the  motives,  or  reasons,  or  opinions,  expressed  bj 
individual  members  of  Congress  in  debate,  but  will  look,  if  necessary,  to  the  public  history  of  the  times 
in  which  it  was  passed.

An  act  of  Congress  imposing  a  duty  upon  imports,  must  be  construed  to  describe  the  article  upon 
which  the  doty  is  imposed  according  to  the  commercial  understanding  of  the  terms  used  in  the  law,  ia 
our  own  markets,  at  the  time  when  the  law  was  passed.    Curtis  o.  Msrtin,  3  Howard,  106. 

Revenue  laws  for  the  prevention  of  fraud,  for  the  suppression  of  a  public  wrong,  or  to  effect  a  paUic 
good,  are  not  in  a  strict  sense  penal  statutes,  although  they  impose  a  penalty.  But  they  ought  to  be  so 
construed  as  most  effectually  to  accomplish  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  in  passing  them,  instead  of 
being  construed  with  great  strictness  in  favour  of  the  defendant.  Taylor  et  ai.  v.  "Hie  United  States, 
3  Howard,  197. 

A  clause  of  forfeiture  in  a  law  is  to  be  construed  differently  from  a  similar  dsuse  in  an  engageiieat 
between  individuals.  A  legislature  may  impose  it  as  a  punishment,  but  individuals  can  only  make  it  a 
matter  of  contract.  The  State  of  Maryland  o.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  3  Howard,  634. 

Statutes  in  pari  materia,  should  be  taken  into  consideration  in  construing  a  law.  If  athingcontsiaed 
in  a  subseouent  statute  be  within  the  reason  of  a  former  statute,  it  shall  be  taken  to  be  within  the 
meaning  or  that  statute.    The  United  States  v.  Freeman,  3  Howard,  556. 

If  it  can  be  gathered  from  a  subsequent  statute  in  pari  materia,  what  meaning  the  legislature  attached  to 
the  words  of  a  former  statute,  this  will  amount  to  a  legislative  declaration  of  its  meaning,  and  willgoren 
the  construction  of  the  first  statute.    Ibid. 

The  meaning  of  the  legislature  may  be  extended  beyond  the  precise  words  used  in  the  law,  from  ths 
reason  or  motive  on  which  the  legislature  proceeded,  from  the  end  in  view,  or  the  purpose  which  was 
designed  ;  the  limitation  of  the  rule  being  that  to  extend  the  meaning  in  any  case  not  included  wtthia 
the  words,  the  case  must  be  shown  to  come  within  the  same  reason  upon  which  the  law-maker  proceeded, 
and  not  a  like  reason.    Ibid. 

In  affirmative  statutes,  such  part  of  a  prior  as  may  be  incorporated  into  the  subsequent  statnte,  as 
conaistent  with  it,  must  be  considered  in  force.  Davies  o.  Fairbairn,  3  Howard,  636. 

If  a  subsequent  statute  be  not  repugnant  in  all  its  provisions  to  a  prior  one,  yet  if  the  latter  statnte 
clearly  intended  to  prescribe  the  only  rules  which  should  govern,  it  repeals  the  prior  one.    Ibid, 

In  the  construction  of  penal  statutes,  the  proper  course  is  to  search  out  and  follow  the  true  inteit 
of  the  legislature  and  to  adopt  that  sense  which  harmonizes  best  with  the  context,  and  promotes,  in  the 
fullest  manner,  the  apparent  policy  and  objects  of  the  legislature.  The  United  States  s.  Wins,  3

In  construing  an  act  of  Congress,  if  there  be  a  mistake  apparent  on  the  fiice  of  the  act,  which  jomj

exceeding  in  value  thirty-five  cents  the  square  yard,  shall  be  valued  at 
thirty-five  cents  per  square  yard ;  and  on  nankeens,  imported  direct  from 
China,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Fourth.  On  all  stamped,  printed  or  painted  floor  cloths,  forty-three 
cents  a  square  yard;  on  oil  cloths  of  all  kinds,  other  than  that  usually 
denominated  patent  floor  cloth,  twelve  and  a  half  cents  the  square  yard;

On  round  iron  or  brazier's  rods,  of  three-sixteenths  to  eight- 
sixteenths  of  an  inch  diameter,  inclusive,  and  on  iron  in  nail  or  spike 
rods,  or  nail  plates,  slit,  rolled,  or  hammered,  and  on  iron  in  sheets,  and 
hoop  iron,  and  on  iron,  slit,  rolled,  or  hammered  for  band  iron,  scroll 
iron,  or  casement  rods,  three  cents  per  pound;  on  iron  spikes,  four  cents 
per  pound ;  on  iron  nails,  cut  or  wrought,  five  cents  per  pound ;  on  tacks, 
brads,  and  sprigs,  not  exceeding  sixteen  ounces  to  the  thousand,  five 
cents  per  thousand ;  exceeding  sixteen  ounces  to  the  thousand,  five  cents 
per  pound;, on  square  wire  used  for  the  manufacture  of  stretchers  for 
umbrellas,  and  cut  in  pieces  not  exceeding  the  length  used  therefor, 
twelve  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  anvils  and  anchors,  and  all  parts  there- 
of, manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part,  two  cents  per  pound ;  on  iron 
cables  or  chains,  or  parts  thereof,  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part,  three 
cents  per  pound,  and  no  drawback  shall  be  allowed  on  the  exportation 
of  iron  cables  or  parts  thereof;  on  mill  cranks  and  mill  irons  of  wrought 
iron,  four  cents  per  pound ;  on  mill  saws,  one  dollar  each ;  on  black- 
smith's hammers  and  sledges,  two  and  a  half  cents  per  pound;  on  mus- 
kets, one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  stand ;  on  rifles,  two  dollars  and  fifly 
cents  each ;  on  all  other  firearms,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Tenth.   On  axes,  adzes,  hatchets,  drawing  knives,  cutting  knivejs.

The  judiciary  act  of  1789,  ch.  20,  sec.  32,  si  ves  no  authority  to  the  courts  of  the  United  States  to  make 
any  amendments  in  judgments  except  as  to  defects  in  want  of  form.  Albers  v.  Whitney,  1  Story  C.  C.  R.  310. 

Although  penal  statutes  are  to  be  construed  strictly,  yet  all  the  provisions  thereof  must  be  taken 
together,  and  interpreted  according  to  the  import  of  the  words,  and  not  by  ti^e  mere  division  into 
sections,  so  as  to  give  effect  to  the  object  and  intent  of  the  statute,  and  all  statutes  relaUng  to  the  same 
subject  matter  are  to  be  interpreted  together,  and  such  a  construction  is  to  be  given  to  them,  consistent 
with  the  words,  as  will  avoid  the  mischief,  and  promote  the  objects  and  policy  contemplated  by  the 
statutes.

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the  third  day 
of  March  aforesaid,  where  the  amount  of  duty  on  merchandise,  except 
wool,  manufactures  of  wool,  or  of  which  wool  is  a  component  part,  im- 
ported into  the  United  States,  in  any  ship  or  vessel,  on  account  of  one  per- 
son only,  or  of  several  persons  jointly  interested,  shall  not  exceed  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  the  same  shall  be  paid  in  cash  without  discount;  and  if  it 
shall  exceed  that  sum,  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  importer  or  importers,  be 
paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  in  the  manner  now  required  by  law,  one  half

And  he  itfiartker  enacted,  That  whenever,  upon  the  opening 
and  examination  of  any  package  or  packages  of  imported  goods,  com- 
posed wholly,  or  in  part,  of  wool  or  cotton,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  fourth  section  of  the  act  for  the  more  effectual  collection  of  the 
impost  duties,  approved  on  twenty-eighth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty,  the  said  goods  shall  be  found  not  to  correspond  with 
the  entry  thereof  at  the  custom-house;  and  if  any  package  shall  be  found 
to  contain  any  article  not  entered,  such  article  shall  be  forfeited ;  or  if 
the  package  be  made  up  with  intent  to  evade  or  defraud  the  revenue, 
the  package  shall  be  forfeited ;  and  so  much  of  the  said  section  as  pre- 
scribes a  forfeiture  of  goods  found  not  to  correspond  with  the  iuToice 
thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  UJwrther  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  the  said  third

▼alorem  rates  of  duty  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  shall  be  esti- 
mated in  the  manner  following:  to  the  actual  cost,  if  the  same  shall 
have  been  actually  purchased,  or  the  actual  value,  if  the  same  shall  have 
been  procured  otherwise  than  by  purchase,  at  the  time  and  place  when 
and  where  purchased,  or  otherwise  procured,  or  to  the  appraised  value, 
if  appraised,  shall  be  added  all  charges,  except  insurance.

That  the  sum  of  forty-six 
thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  applied, 
under  the  direction  of  the  President,  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  title 
of  the  Kickapoos,  Shawanees,  and  Delawares,  of  Cape  Girardeau,  to  lands 
lying  in  the  state  of  Missouri ;  and  of  the  Piankashaws,  Weas,  Peorias, 
and  Kaskaskias,  to  lands  lying  in  the  state  of  Illinois ;  and,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  all  the  expenses  of  treating  with,  removing,  and  sub- 
sisting, said  Indians  for  one  year;  for  an  additional  compensation  to  the 
Shawnee  Indians  for  their  reservation  at  Wapaughkonitta,  inOhiOyan 
annuity  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  for  fifteen  years;  and,  alsoi 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  to  defray  the  expenses  of  procnriug 
the  assent  of  the  Menominee  Indians,  to  the  treaty  between  them  and 
the  United  States,  which  was  provisionally  ratified  during  the  present 
session  of  Congress. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  pay  to  the  legal  representatives  of  John 
Pettigrew  and  James  Pettigrew,  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  with  interest,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum,  from  the 
month  of  June,  in  the  year  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  until  the 
time  of  payment. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  pay  to  the  legatees  of  Alexander 
McKnight  the  sum  of  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars^ 
with  interest,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum,  fiom  the  month  of  Jane,  in 
the  year  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  until  the  time  of  payment 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  said  sums  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Sautte  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  and  each  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  addition,  shall  be  extended  to  every 
person  who  was  a  debtor  to  the  United  States  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  in  any  sum  of  money  which 
he  is  unable  to  pay,  unless  such  person  be  indebted  as  the  principal  in 
an  official  bond,  or  for  public  money  received  by  him,  and  not  paid  over 
or  accounted  for  according  to  law;  or  for  any  fine,  forfeiture,  or  penalty, 
incurred  by  the  violation  of  any  law  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That,  in  all  such  cases  of  indebted- 
ness as  are  described  in  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
addition,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may,  according  to  his  discretion, 
execute  to  the  debtor  of  the  United  States  a  release,  as  mentioned 
therein,  without  any  payment  by  said  debtor,  if  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  is  satisfied  that  said  debtor  is  unable  to  pay  any  part  of  said 
debt 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act, 
or  in  the  act  of  which  it  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  construed  to  entitle 
any  government  debtor  to  be  discharged,  until  it  shall  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  that  the  sureties  of  such 
debtor  are  unable  to  pay  the  said  debt,  and  that  they  are  entitled  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  like  manner  as  the  said  principal  debtor  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same,  or,  unless  said  sureties  shall  file  their  consent,  in

Chap.  C  CXXXI. — An  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  three  eommisnoners 
to  treat  with  the  Indians^  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  shall  nomi- 
nate, and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  ap- 
point three  commissioners,  who  shall  visit  and  examine  the  country  set 
apart  for  the  emigrating  Indians,  west  of  the  Mississippi  river;  and  shall, 
when  it  is  necessary,  enter  into  negotiations  with  them  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  any  difficulties  which  may  exist  in  the  location  of  the  lands  of 
the  emigrating  Indians,  in  the  boundaries  thereof.  Such  commissioners 
shall  also  ascertain  and  report  the  proper  places  of  location  for  such  of 
the  tribes  and  portions  of  tribes  as  may  yet  wish  to  remove  to  that  coun-

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
the  said  commissioners  shall  be  regulated  by  such  instructions  as  they

That  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  the  provisions  of  this  act  into  effect,  be,  and  the 
same  is  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.

.  Action  of  indebitatus  assumpsit,  was  brought  by  the  officers  of  the  revenue  cutter  of  the  district  of 
Delaware,  for  one  half  of  the  forfoiture  incurred  for  a  violation  of  the  non-intercourse  law,  by  a  vessel 
•eised  by  the  collector  of  Delaware,  on  the  information  of  the  plaintifis,  and  sent  by  him  to  the  district 
of  Pennsylvania  for  trial,  where  she  was  condemned,  and  the  amlNint  of  the  forfeiture  was  received  b^  the 
defendant,  the  collector  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia.  Held,  1st.  The  information  to  induce  a  seizure 
need  not  be  as  foil  as  the  eridence  in  the  case  would  authorise  to  condemn.  It  is  sufficient  if  it  induced 
the  prosecution.  2d.  It  is  not  necessary  tiiat  the  officers  of  the  revenue  cutter  should,  where  they  gave

Abend  was  given  to  T.  S.,  the  collector  of  the  district  of  Petersburg,  under  the  second  lectioB  of 
the  embargo  act  of  the  22d  of  December,  1807,  and  a  suit  was  afterwa^s  brought  by  him  on  the  suae 
bond  in  the  district  court;  and  pending  the  proceedings,  to  wit,  on  the  30th  of  October,  1811,  J.  S.,  the 
collector,  died ;  and  judgment  was  recoTored  in  fiiTOur  of  the  United  States,  on  the  SOth  of  NoTember, 
1811.  On  the  86th  of  the  same  NoTomber,  J.  J.  was  appointed  collector  of  the  same  diitiict,a]id 
entered  on  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  14th  of  December,  1811 ;  until  which  time  T.  S.,  whovu 
deputy  collector  under  J.  S.,  at  his  decease,  continued  as  such  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  ofice.  The 
judgment  of  the  district  court  was  subsequently  affirmed  by  the  circuit  court.  When  the  bond  vu 
taken,  A.  T.  was  sunreyor  of  the  district,  and  continued  in  that  office  until  his  death,  which  wm  tfier 
the  commencement  of  the  suit  on  the  bond,  and  befortf  judgment  thereon,  and  was  succeeded  bj  J.  H. 
P.,  who  was  appointed  on  the  SOth  of  March,  1811,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  16tJi 
of  the  same  month.  It  was  held,  that  the  personal  representatives  of  the  deceased  collector  and  lar- 
veybr,  and  not  their  successors  in  office,  were  entitled  to  that  portion  of  the  penalty  which  ii,  by  liw, 
to  be  distributed  among  the  revenue  officers  of  the  district  where  it  was  incurred.  There  beisg  do  mtiI 
officer  in  the  district,  the  division  was  adjudged  to  be  made  in  equal  proportions  between  the  collector 
and  surveyor.

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  authority,  under  the  remission  act  of  the  3d  of  March,  1197,  ch. 
13,  to  remit  a  forfeiture  or  penalty  accruing  under  the  revenue  laws,  at  an^  time,  before  or  after  a  final 
sentence  of  condemnation  or  judgment  for  the  penalty,  until  the  money  is  actually  paid  over  to  the 
collector  for  distribution.

Such  remission  extends  to  the  shares  of  the  forfeiture  or  penalty  to  which  the  officers  of  the  cutoM 
are  entitled,  as  well  as  to  the  interest  of  the  United  States.    Jbid. 

The  ship  Good  Friends,  and  her  cargo  of  British  merchandise,  owned  by  Stephen  Girard,  a  citizen  of 
the  United  Sutes,  was  seized  by  the  collector  of  the  Delaware  district,  on  the  I9th  of  April,  I812,for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  non-intercourse  laws  of  the  United  States  then  in  force.  The  ship  and  cargo  were  condemoed  u 
forfeited,  in  the  district  and  circuit  court  ofthe  Delaware  district.  On  the  29th  July,  1813,  Congrea  patted 
'<An  act  for  the  relief  ofthe  owners  of  the  Good  Friends,"  &c.,  and  a  remission  of  the  forfeiture  vat 
granted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  the  authority  of  that  act,  with  the  exception  of  a  loia 
equal  to  the  double  duties  imposed  by  an  act  of  Congress  passed  on  the  latof  July»  1813.  The  collector 
was  entitled  to  one  moiety  or  the  whole  amount  reserved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, aa  the  coo* 
dition  of  the  remission.    M'Lane  e.  The  United  States,  6  Peters,  404. 

Where  a  sentence  of  condemnation  has  been  finally  pronounced  in  a  case  of  seiznre,  theSopreneCoart, 
as  an  incident  to  the  possession  of  the  principal  cause,  has  a  right  to  proceed  to  decree  a  diatribotioa 
of  the  proceeds,  according  to  the  terms  prescribed  by  law.  And  it  is  a  fiimiliar  practice  to  isititate 
proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  such  distribution,  whenever  a  doubt  occurs  as  to  the  rights  ofthe  parties, 
who  are  entitled  to  share  in  the  distribution.    Jbid, 

The  duty  of  the  collector  in  superintending  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  and  of  making  seixvres  for 
supposed  violations  of  law,  is  onerous  and  full  of  perplexity.  If  he  seizes  any  goods,  it  is  at  hit  ova 
peru  ;  and  he  is  condemnable  in  damages  and  costs,  if  it  should  turn  out  upon  the  final  a(]|judicatioo, 
5hat  there  was  no  probable  cause  for  the  seizure.  As  a  just  reward  for  his  diligence,  and  a  compeaaa* 
tion  for  his  risks ;  at  once  to  stimulate  his  vigilance  and  secure  his  activity,  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  have  awarded  to  him  a  large  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  forfeiture.  But  his  right  by  the  idzire 
is  but  inchoate ;  and  although  the  forfeiture  may  have  been  justly  incurred,  yet  the  govemmeBt  b» 
reserved  to  itself  the  right  to  release  it,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  until  the  proceeds  have  been  acta- 
ally  received  for  distribution ;  and  in  that  event,  and  to  that  extent,  il  displaces  the  right  ofthe  collector. 
Such  was  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  the  United  SUtea  r. 
Mor/is,  10  Wheat.  246.    Mdd. 

But  whatever  is  reserved  to  the  government  out  of  the  forfeiture,  is  reserved  as  well  for  the  aeizia; 
officer,  as  for  itself;  and  is  distributable  accordingly.  The  government  has  no  authority,  under  itt  exist- 
ing laws,  to  release  the  collector's  share,  as  such,  and*  yet  to  retain  to  itself  the  other  part  of  the  for« 
feiture.    Ibid. 

In  point  of  law,  no  duties,  as  such,  can  legally  accrue  upon  the  importation  of  prohibited  foodi. 
They  are  not  entitled  to  entry  at  the  custom-house,  or  to  be  bonded.  They  are,  ipso  acto,  forfeited  by 
the  mere  act  of  importation.    Jbid, 

The  SecreUrv  ofthe  Treasury  may  remit  not  only  the  interest  ofthe  United  Sutes,  but  of  indiridoalf, 
in  penalties  and  forfeitures  in  certain  cases,  after  suit  brought,  and  before  judgment.  United  Statea  s.

A  pardon  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  after  condemnation,  as  to  all  the  interest  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  penalty  incurred  by  a  violation  of  the  embargo  laws,  and  directing  all  farther  pro- 
ceedings on  behalf  of  the  United  States  to  be  discontinued,  does  not  remit  the  interest  of  the  caitoB' 
house  officers  in  a  moiety.    Bdd. 

Under  the  91st  section  of  the  duty  j^t  of  March  2d,  1799,  ch.  22,  the  share  of  a  forfeiure  to  which 
the  collector,  &c.,  of  the  district  is  emitled,  is  to  be  paid  to  the  person  who  was  the  collector,  &c.,  lo 
the  office  at  the  time  the  seizure  was  made  ;  and  not  to  his  successor  in  office  at  the  time  of  condcmoa* 
tion,  and  the  receipt  of  the  money.

Until  final  judgment,  no  part  of  the  forfeiture  vesU  absolutely  in  the  collector;  but  after  final  jodf- 
ment,  his  share  vests  absolutely,  and  cannot  be  remitted  by  the  SecreUry  of  the  Treasury.

If,  pending  the  proceedings,  a  remission  be  made  of  the  whole  property  forfeited^  the  whole  title  w

incurred  without  wilful  negligence  or  intention  of  fraud,  to  prescribe 
such  rules  and  mode  of  proceeding,  to  ascertain  the  facts,  as  in  his

The  consent  of  the  claimants  that  the  vessel  should  be  sent  into  another  district  for  adjudication,  or 
a  disavowal  by  them  of  having  instituted  the  suit,  does  not  amount  to  a  waiver  by  them,  of  their  right 
to  a  share  of  the  forfeiture.    Ibid. 

But  the  collector  is  not  responsible  for  such  part  of  the  forfeiture  as  he  may  have  paid  over,  bona  fide, 
to  other  officers,  for  their  shares,  before  notice  of  the  plaintifi'>s  claim.    Ibid. 

The  Secretary  of  tlie  Treasury  has  no  power  to  remit  penalties,  unless  in  cases  provided  for  by  law. 
If  he  recites  his  authority  under  a  special  act,  and  remits  in  pursuance  of  that  act,  the  remission,  if 
unsupported  by  that  act,  cannot  be  supported  under  the  general  act  of  March  3,  1797,  ch.  13.'  Under 
the  act  of  February  27,  1813,  ch.  33,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  had  no  authority  to  remit  pen- 
alties for  goods  subsequently  imported,  contrary  to  the  non-importation  act.  Under  the  act  of  March 
3,  1797,  ch.  13,  the  district  judge  is  bound,  upon  a  petition  tor  remission,  to  state  the  fiicts,  and  not 
merely  the  evidence  of  the  facts;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  bound  by  this  statement  of  facts, 
and  cannot  legally  act  upon  any  other  evidence.

The  district  judge,  in  stating  such  facts,  acts  judicially ;  and  the  proof  before  him  must  be  made  by 
competent,  as  well  as  credible  testimony.  A  statement  by  the  district  judge  that  the  claimant  only 
awore  to  the  fecta  before  him,  is  no  legal  proof  under  the  act  of  1797,  upon  which  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  is  authorized  to  remit.  Under  the  act  of  February  27,  1813,  ch.  33,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  had  no  authority  to  make  a  remission  of  part  only  of  the  property  forfeited ;  if  he  remitted  at 
all,  he  was  bound  to  remit  the  whole  penalty  or  forfeiture.

in  that  case,  he  may  allow  a  drawback  of  the  duty  on  such  rail  iron  so 
laid,  or  if  the  duty  shall  have  been  actually  paid,  he  may  refund  the 
same;  any  thing  in  any  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  Promded, 
That  no  iron  shall  be  considered  as  railroad  iron  but  such  as  is  pre> 
pared  to  be  laid  upon  railroads,  or  inclined  planes,  without  further 
manufacture. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  any  railroad  iron 
may  have  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be  imported  by  any  state  or  incorpo- 
rated company  for  the  purpose  of  being  laid  down  on  any  railroad,  and 
the  bonds  given  for  the  duties  on  the  same,  shall  become  due  before  the 
said  iron  can  be  so  laid  down,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  extend  the  time  for  the  payment  of  so  much  of 
said  bonds  as  shall  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  drawback  to  which 
said  state  or  company  may  be  entitled:  Provided,  The  time  shall  not  be 
extended  beyond  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  importation :  and  where 
any  such  state  or  company  may  have  already  paid  the  whole  amount  of

priated  money  in  the  treasnry,  viz : 

For  pay  and  mileage  of  the  members  of  Congress  and  delegates,  three 
hundred  and  seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars. 

For  pay  of  the  officers  and  clerks  of  both  houses,  thirty-four  thousand 
three  hundred  dollars.

The  said  two  sums  last  named  to  be  apphed  to  the  payment  of  the 
ordinary  expenditures  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
severally,  and  to  no  other  purpose.  And  no  part  of  this  appropriation 
shall  be  applied  to  any  printing  other  than  of  such  documents  or  papers 
as  are  connected  with  the  ordinary  proceedings  of  either  of  the  said 
Honses,  ordered  during  its  session,  and  executed  by  the  public  printer, 
agreeably  to  his  contracts,  excepting  such  as  may  have  been  ordered  by 
the  Joint  committee  for  preparing  a  digest  of  laws  for  the  District  of 
Columbia,  or  such  printing  and  books  as  have  heretofore  been  ordered 
by  the  House.

That  the  legislature  of  the  state 
of  Ohio  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  sell  and  convey,  in  fee 
simple,  all  or  any  part  of  the  lands  heretofore  reserved  and  appropriated 
by  Congress  for  the  support  of  religion  within  the  Ohio  Company's,  and 
John  Cleeves  Symmes'  purchases,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  to  invest 
the  money  arising  from  the  sale  thereof,  in  some  productive  fund;  the 
proceeds  of  which  shall  be  for  ever  annually  applied,  under  the  direction 
of  said  legislature,  for  the  support  of  religion  within  the  several  towD' 
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ships  for  which  said  lands  were  originally  reserved  and  set  apart,  and  for 
no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever,  according  to  the  terms  and  stipula- 
tions of  the  contracts  of  the  said  Ohio  Company's,  and  John  Clceves

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^reseniatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  after  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  in 
aU  cases  where  duties  are  imposed  on  foreign  imports,  by  the  act  of  the 
fourteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  en- 
titled '*An  act  to  alter  and  amend  the  several  acts  imposing  duties  on 
imports,"  or  by  any  other  act,  shall  exceed  twenty  per  centum  on  the 
value  thereof,  one  tenth  part  of  such  excess  shall  be  deducted;  from  and 
after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-five,  another  tenth  part  thereof  shall  be  deducted;  from  and  after 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven,  another  tenth  part  thereof  shall  be  deducted ;  from  and  after  the 
tbirty'^rst  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine, 
another  tenth  part  thereof  shall  be  deducted;  and  from  and  after  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one, 
one  half  of  the  reside  [residue]  of  such  excess  shall  be  deducted ;  and 
from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-two,  the  other  half  thereof  shall  be  deducted.

The  proTisions  of  the  act  of  1833,  by  which  dutiea  were  to  be  levied,  after  June  1,  1842,  on  the  home 
valaation,  "  under  such  reffuladons  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,"  comprehended  all  the  regulations  ex-  ' 
isting  nnder  the  law  at  the  time  when  the  outies,  according  to  the  home  valuation,  accrued.

The  9th  section  of  the  act  of  1832,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasunr,  nnder  the 
direction  of  the  President,  to  establish,  when  necessary,  rules  and  regulations  to  secure  a  fust,  faithful, 
and  impartial  appraisal  of  merdiandise,  and  just  and  proper  entries  of  them.  It  is  rery  dear  that  any 
regulations  withm  the  authority  thus  given,  are  regulations  prescribed  by  law.    JMd. 

Id  expounding  this  law,  the  judgment  of  the  court  cannot,  in  any  degree,  be  influenced  by  the  con- 
Btruction  placed  upon  it  by  individual  members  of  Congress,  in  the  debate  which  took  place  on  its  pas- 
•age ;  nor  by  the  motives  or  reasons  assigned  by  them  ft>r  supporting  or  opposing  amendments  offered.

berries,  musk,  nuts  of  all  kinds,  oil  of  juniper,  unmanufactured  rattans 
and  reeds,  tortoise  shell,  tin  foil,  shellac,  vegetables  used  principally  in 
dyeing  and  composing  dyes,  weld,  and  all  articles  employed  chiefly  for 
dyeing,  except  allum,  copperas,  bichromate  of  potash,  prussiate  of  potash, 
chromate  of  potash,  and  nitrate  of  lead,  aqua  fortis,  and  tartaric  acids. 
And  all  imports  on  which  the  first  section  of  this  act  may  operate,  and  all 
articles  now  admitted  to  entry  [free]  from  duty,  or  paying  a  less  rate  of  duty

Fcnr  iron,  steel,  coal,  and  other  expenses  attending  the  gunsmiths  and 
blacksmiths^  shops,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  transportation  and  distribution  of  Indian  annuities, 
nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  provisions  for  Indians  at  the  distribution  of  annuities, 
while  on  visits  of  business  with  the  different  superintendents  and  agents, 
and  when  assembled  on  public  business,  eleven  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars. 

For  expense  of  building  houses  for  Indian  agents,  blacksmiths'  shops, 
and  for  repairs  of  the  same,  when  required,  in  the  several  agencies,  two 
thousand  dollars. 

For  contingencies  of  the  Indian  Department,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  supplying  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  compensar 
tion  of  commissioners,  and  other  expenses  attending  the  adjustment  of 
boundaries  under  the  treaty  of  Butte  des  Moris,  contained  in  the  act  of 
twentieth  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  making  appro- 
priations to  carry  into  effect  the  said  treaty,  five  hundred  and  fourteen 
dollars  and  sixty-two  cents. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  sums,  being  un- 
expended balances  of  former  appropriations,  be,  and  the  same  are  here- 
by, re-appropriated  to  the  several  objects  of  the  original  appropriations,

dred and  seventeen  dollars  and  ten  cents. 

For  carrying  into  efiect  a  treaty  with  the  Choctaw  Indians,  of  eleventh 
October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  by  act  of  second 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-«even,  the  balance  re- 
appropriated  thirtieth  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  six- 
teen thousand  and  three  dollars  and  forty-three  cents. 

For  defraying  the  expenses  of  holding  a  treaty  with  the  Cherokees 
for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  their  claim  to  as  much  land  as  will  be 
necessary  for  a  canal  to  connect  the  High wassee  andCanasaga  with  each 
other,  by  act  of  second  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven,  the  balance  re-appropriated  thirtieth  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty,  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifly-nine  ddlan  and 
nineteen  cents.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Vmted 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  whenever,  by  reason  ct 
unlawful  obstructions,  combinations,  or  assemblages  of  persona,  it  shall 
become  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  execute  the 
revenue  laws,  and  collect  the  duties  on  imports  in  the  ordinary  way,  in 
any  collection  district,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  President  to 
direct  that  the  custom-house  for  such  district  be  established  and  kept  in 
any  secure  place  within  some  port  or  harbour  of  such  district,  either  upon 
land  or  on  board  any  vessel ;  and,  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector  to  reside  at  such  place,  and  there  to  detain  all  vessels  and 
cargoes  arriving  within  the  said  district  until  the  duties  imposed  on 
said  cargoes,  by  law,  be  paid  in  cash,  deducting  interest  according

That  all  articles  upon  which  the 
duties  were  reduced  by  <'  An  act  to  alter  and  amend  the  several  acts 
imposing  duties  on  imports,"  approved  the  fourteenth  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  which  may  not  have  been  deposited 
under  the  provisions  of  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  act  aforesaid^ 
whether  the  said  articles  were  imported,  or  the  duties  thereon  were 
secured  or  paid,  before  or  afler  the  passage  of  said  act,  may,  to  obtain 
the  benefit  of  said  act  and  this  amendment  thereto,  be  deposited  at 
any  time  before  the  first  of  April  next  in  the  custom-house  stores, 
or  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  following  section,  by  the  importer, 
consignee,  or  any  subsequent  purchaser  or  owner,  and  all  wines  now 
in  bond,  or  which  may  be  imported  at  any  time  previous  to  the  fourth

been  collected,  and  the  bond  or  bonds  given  shall  amount  to  more  than 
the  duties  imposed  by  said  act,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  direct 
that  a  debenture  certificate  or  certificates,  the  form  of  which  shall  be 
prescribed  by  him,  for  such  excess  of  duty,  shall  be  issued  to  the  petH)ns 
placing  the  same  in  the  custody  of  the  customs,  payable  out  of  the  bond 
or  bonds  given  for  duties  on  the  same,  the  collectors  to  give  the  debtors 
credit  on  their  bonds  for  the  difference  between  the  high  and  low  duties, 
and  to  cancel  the  bonds  on  payment  of  the  balance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  Jnrther  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury'shall  cause  the  amount  of  excess  of  duties,  as  aforesaid,  to  be  as- 
certained and  paid,  or  the  credit  given  as  the  case  may  be,  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  first  of  April  next ;  and  that  he  shall  be  authorized 
to  cause  all  articles  under  the  control  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  cos- 
toms  to  be  examined ;  and  where  the  merchandise  may  have  passed  out 
of  the  possession  of  the  importer  or  consignee,  to  require  satis&ctory 
evidence  of  the  transfer  or  transfers  to  identify  the  same;  and  to  make  all 
other  rules  and  regulations  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  carry 
this  act  into  efiect 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  extend  relief  to  all  persons,  whose 
cases  are  provided  for  in  this  act,  who  may  have  been  deprived  of  the 
benefit  thereof  in  consequence  of  the  collector's  not  having  received  his 
instructions  in  pursuance  of  it,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  seventeenth  section  of 
the  aforesaid  act  of  the  fourteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two,  as  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  duty  on  pulverized 
or  crushed  sugar,  shall  take  effect  on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  of  the 
present  year.

That  in  lieu  of  the  battalion  of 
mounted  rangers  authorized  by  the  act  of  the  fifteenth  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  there  be  established  a  regiment  of 
dragoons,  to  be  composed  and  organized  as  follows,  to  wit :  one  colonel, 
one  lieutenant  colonel,  one  major,  one  quartermaster-sergeant,  and  two 
chief  buglers,  one  adjutant,  who  shall  be  a  lieutenant,  one  sergeant  major, 
one  chief  musician,  and  ten  companies;  each  company  to  consist  of  one 
captain,  one  first  lieutenant,  and  one  second  lieutenant,  exclusive  of  the 
lieutenant  who  is  to  be  the  adjutant  of  the  regiment :  four  sergeants,  one 
of  whom  shall  act  as  quartermaster-sergeant  to  the  company,  four  corpo- 
rals, two  buglers,  one  farrier  and  blacksmith,  and  sixty  privates. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  musicians,  and  privates,  when  mounted,  be  entitled  to  the  same 
pay  and  emoluments  as  was  allowed  to  dragoons  during  the  war,  and 
when  on  foot,  the  same  pay  and  emoluments  as  are  now  allowed  to  the 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians,  and  privates  of  a  regiment 
of  infantry ;  and  that  the  farrier  and  blacksmith  be  allowed  the  same  pay 
and  allowances  as  are  allowed  to  an  artificer  of  artillery. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  regiment  of  dragoons 
shall  be  liable  to  serve  on  horse,  or  foot,  as  the  President  may  direct;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That  so  much  of  the  ]ands 
ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  treaties  made  and  concluded  with  the 
Choctaw  tribe  of  Indians,  near  Doak's  Stand,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of 
October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  and  at  Dancing  Rab- 
bit creek,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty,  as  is  situated  north  of  the  Hne  dividing  townships 
nineteen  and  twenty,  and  west  of  the  line  dividing  ranges  seven  and  eight, 
east,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  established  into  a  land  district,  to  be 
designated  as  the  north*westem  district. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted ^  To  so  much  of  the  land  ceded  by 
the  Choctaw  tribe  of  Indians  to  the  United  States,  by  said  treaty  of  the 
twenty-seventh  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty, 
as  is  situated  west  of  the  basis  meridian,  and  souOi  of  the  dividing  line 
between  townships  nineteen  and  twenty,  north,  be,  and  the  same  is 
attached  to  the  Choctaw  district,  established  by  an  act  of  the  seventh  of 
May,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-two. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  so  much  of  the  lands  ceded 
to  the  United  States,  by  said  treaty  of  the  twenty-seventh  of  September, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty,  as  is  situated  north  of  the  dividing  Ime  be- 
tween townships  seven  and  eight,  east  of  the  basis  meridian,  and  south 
of  the  north-western  district,  and  the  southern  boundary  of  the  lands  of 
the  Chickasaw  tribe  of  Indians,  shall  constitute  a  land  district  to  be 
designated  as  the  north-eastern  district ;  and  the  lands  of  the  United 
States  in  the  counties  of  Monroe  and  Lowndes,  now  subject  to  sale  in 
the  Choctaw  district,  shall,  from  and  af\er  the  first  day  of  May  next,  be 
subject  to  sale  at  the  land  office  in  the  said  north-eastern  district;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  register  at  Mount  Salus,  under  instructions  from 
the  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office,  to  transfer  all  such  books, 
maps,  records,  field  notes,  and  plats,  or  transcripts  thereof  relating  to  the 
surveys  of  the  public  lands  in  Monroe  and  Lowndes  counties,  to  the 
register  of  the  north-eastern  district,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  him 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  land  ceded 
to  the  United  States  by  the  said  treaty  of  the  twenty-seventh  of  Septem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  thirty,  as  is  situated  south  of  the  dividing  line 
between  townships  seven  and  eight,  be  attached  to,  and  constitute  a  part 
of,  the  Augusta  land  district. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  for  the  disposal  of  the  public 
lands  in  the  north-eastern  and  north-western  districts,  a  land  office  shall 
be  established  in  each,  at  such  convenient  place  as  the  President  of  the 
United  States  may  designate;  and,  for  each  of  said  offices,  a  register  and 
receiver  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  severally  give  bond  and  security,  ac- 
cording to  law,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 
They  shall  receive  the  same  compensation,  fees,  and  emoluments,  and 
shall  perform  similar  duties,  and  possess  the  same  powers,  with  all  other 
registers  and  receivers  of  public  moneys  of  the  United  States,  and  shall, 
in  all  respects,  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  providing 
for  the  sale  of  public  lands. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  so  much  of  the  Edwardsville 
land  district  as  lies  north  and  north-west  of  the  Illinois  river,  between 
said  river  and  the  Mississippi,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  attached  to  the 
Quincy  land  district,  in  the  state  of  Illinois;  and  that  ranges  one  and  two 
west  of  the  tliird  principal  meridian,  embracing  all  townships  from  the 
base  line  to  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Sangamon  land  district,  be, 
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and  the  same  is  hereby,  attached  to  the  Vandalia  land  district  in  nid 
state.  The  said  transfer  to  be  effected  under  the  direction  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacied.  That  all  the  lands  situated  soalh 
of  the  district  line,  and  south  of  the  dividing  line  between  townabipe 
twenty  and  twenty-one,  and  north  of  the  line  dividing  townships  elevea 
and  twelve,  and  west  of  the  line  dividing  ranges  nine  and  ten  west,  to 
the  west  boundary  line  of  the  state  of  Alabama,  shall  constitute  a  laod 
district,  to  be  known  and  called  the  Demopolis  district 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  lands  in  the  United  States 
in  the  counties  of  Green  and  Marengo,  now  subject  to  sale  ia  the  Tusca- 
loosa, Cahawba,  and  Saint  Stephen's  land  districts,  as  comprehended  in 
the  above-described  district:  Pramded^  That  the  land  district  herein- 
after created  by  the  tenth  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  bounded  on  the 
south  by  the  line  dividing  townships  twenty-six  and  twenty-seven,  and  on 
the  east  by  the  line  dividing  ranges  six  and  seven,  and  the  lands  in  said 
district  now  in  market  shall  be  subject  to  entry  at  the  land  offices  at 
Crawfordsville  and  fort  Wayne  as  heretofore,  until  the  first  day  of  July 
next,  and  no  longer;  shall,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June  next,  be 
subject  to  sale  at  the  land  office  in  the  said  Demopolis  land  district;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registers  at  Tuscaloosa,  Cahawba,  and  Saint 
Stephen's,  under  instructions  from  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land 
office,  to  transfer  all  such  books,  maps,  records,  field  notes,  and  plats,  or 
transcripts  thereof,  relating  to  the  surveys  of  the  public  lands  hereby 
added  to  the  said  Demopolis  land  district,  to  the  register  of  the  Demo- 
polis land  district. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  a  register  and 
receiver  appointed  for  the  said  land  district,  with  the  same  compensation, 
fees,  and  emoluments,  and  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  usuaUy  pa- 
formed  by  registers  and  receivers  appointed  to  superintend  the  sale  of 
the  public  lands  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  that  district  of  coantiy, 
in  the  state  of  Indiana,  lying  west  of  the  line  dividing  ranges  seven  and 
eight  east  of  the  second  principal  meridian,  and  north  of  the  line  divid- 
ing townships  twenty-four  and  twenty-five,  shall  form  a  separate  land 
district;  and  the  land  office  for  the  sale  and  disposal  of  all  the  public 
lands  in  said  district,  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  established  at  Laporte;  and 
for  said  land  office,  a  register  and  receiver  shall  be  a^)ointed  in  like 
manner,  and  be  subject  to  like  rules  and  regulations,  and  receive  the 
same  salary,  fees,  and  compensation  for  their  services,  as  is  designated

the  President  may,  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  the  public  interest  and 
the  convenience  of  the  people  require  it,  remove  said  office  to  a  more 
central  and  suitable  place  in  said  district

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatwes  of  the  United      Assent  of  the 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  assent  of  the  United  ^'^^  ^^^'' 
States  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  given  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Virginia^  entitled  **An  act  concerning  the  Cumberland  road," 
passed  February  the  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two; 
such  assent  to  remain  in  force  during  the  pleasure  of  Congress :  Provided,      ProYiso. 
That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  preventing  the  United  States  from 
resuming  whatever  jurisdiction  it  may  now  have  over  the  said  road,  when- 
ever, in  its  discretion,  it  shall  deem  it  proper  so  to  do;  which  act  of  the 
said  General  Assembly  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit : 

**Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  That  whenever  the  govern-      Act  of  Tir- 
ment  of  the  United  States  shall  have  surrendered  so  much  of  the  road,  fl^^^ 
commonly  called  the  Cumberland  road,  as  lies  within  the  limits  of  this 
state,  the  president  and  directors  of  the  board  of  public  works,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  take  the  same  under  their  care  in 
behalf  of  this  state;  and  to  cause  a  gate  or  gates,  and  a  toll-house  or      Toll-gates.

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8ors  in  office,  or  to  such  person  as  the  county  court  of  Ohio  conntj  may, 
for  this  purpose,  name  and  appoint,  all  tolls  by  him  received,  and  not 
expended,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  He  shall,  immediately 
on  the  receipt  thereof,  deposit  in  the  North-western  Bank  of  Virginia, 
all  moneys  by  him  received  for  tolls  or  otherwise,  and  tlie  same,  aa  super- 
intendent, check  for,  as  he  may  want  the  same  in  repairing,  improving, 
or  preserving  said  road.  And  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
from  office,  or  from  the  state,  any  and  all  moneys  standing  to  bis  credit 
in  bank,  as  superintendent,  shall  be  passed  to  the  credit  of  his  successor 
in  office.

public  works,  to  obtain  judgment  against  him,  his  security  or  securities, 
his  or  their  heirs,  executors,  or  administrators,  upon  motion  in  the  county 
or  superior  courts  of  Ohio  county,  upon  giving  ten  days'  notice  to  such 
superintendent,  his  security  or  securities,  his  or  their  heirs,  executors  or 
administrators.  In  all  motions,  actions,  or  bills  in  chancery  against  such 
superintendent,  his  security  or  securities,  his  or  their  heirs,  executors,  or 
administrators,  whenever  judgment  or  decree  shall  be  pronounced  against 
the  defendant  or  defendants,  for  any  money  by  such  superintendents 
wrongfully  detained,  such  judgment  shall  be  for  the  principal  sum  doe, 
with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  at  which  the  principal  sum  shall 
have  been  due,  together  with  fifteen  per  centum  damages  thereon,  to  be 
made  and  levied  in  manner  provided  for  by  law.

**  That,  as  soon  as  the  said  gates  and  tc^honses  shall  be  erected,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  toll  collector,  or  collectors,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  demand  and  receive,  for  passing  the  said  gates,  the  tolls  and 
rates  hereafter  mentioned:  and  they  may  stop  any  person  riding,  leading, 
or  driving  any  horses,  cattle,  sulky,  chair,  phaeton,  cart,  chaise,  wagon, 
sleigh,  sled,  or  other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleasure,  from  passing  through 
the  said  gate  or  gates,  until  they  shall  have  respectively  paid  for  passing 
the  same;  that  is  to  say:  if  there  be  but  one  gate,  for  every  score  of 
sheep  or  hogs,  six  and  a  quarter  cents;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents;  for  every  led  or  drove  horse,  three  cents;  for  every 
mole  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  three  cents ;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  nx  and 
a  quarter  cents ;  for  every  sled  or  sldgh,  drawn  by  one  horse,  or  ox,  six 
and  a  quarter  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  three  cents;  for 
every  dearborn,  sulky,  chair,  or  chaise,  with  one  horse,  six  and  a  quarter 
cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  quarter  cents;  for  every 
chariot,  coach,  coachee,  stage,  or  phaeton  with  two  horses,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents:  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  quarter  cents;  for  every 
other  carriage  of  pleasure,  by  whatever  name  it  may  be  called,  the  like 
sum,  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same ; 
for  every  cart,  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  do  not  exceed  two  and  a  half 
inches  in  breadth,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  each  horse  or  ox  drawing 
the  same,  four  cents;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed 
two  and  a  half  inches  in  breadth,  and  not  exceeding  four  inches,  six  and  a 
Quarter  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  drawing  the  same,  three  cents;  and 
for  every  other  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches,  and 
not  exceeding  five  in  breadth,  ibur  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  drawing 
the  same,  two  cents;  and  all  other  wagons  or  carts,  whose  wheels  shall 
exceed  six  inches  in  breadth,  shall  pass  said  gates  free  and  clear  of  all 
lolls:  Provided,  howeoery  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  any  tolls  to  be  recaved  or  cdlected  from  any  person 
passing  to  or  firom  public  worship,  or  to  or  from  a  visit  to  a  friend,  or 
other  place  within  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  or  to  or  from  any 
musters,  elections,  or  courts,  or  to  or  from  his  common  business  on  his 
farm  or  woodland,  or  to  or  from  a  funeral,  or  to  or  from  a  mill  or  school, 
or  to  or  from  his  common  place  of  trading  or  marketing  within  the 
county  in  which  he  resides,  including  the  wagons,  carriages,  and  horses, 
or  oxen  drawing  the  same:  Pramded,  dtao,  That  no  toll  shall  be  received 
or  collected  for  the  passage  of  any  stage  or  coach  conveying  the  United 
Statesi*  mail,  or  horses  bearing  the  same,  or  any  wagon  or  carriage  laden 
with  property  of  the  United  States,  or  any  cavalry  or  other  troops,  army 
or  military  stores,  bdonging  to  the  same,  or  to  any  of  the  states  com- 
prising the  Union,  or  any  person  or  persons  on  duty  in  military  service 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  militia  of  any  of  the  SUtes:  And  pro- 
videdyfiar^ker.  That  the  superintendent  may  commute  the  rates  of  tolls 
with  any  person  or  persons  by  taking  of  him  or  them  a  certain  sum,  an- 
nually, in  lieu  of  the  tolls  aforesaid :  And  provided,  fiaiheTf  If  two  gates 
shall  be  erected  on  said  road,  then  only  one  half  of  the  said  rates  or  tolls 
shall  be  received  or  collected  at  each  gate  ;  and  that  the  superintendent 
and  three  discreet  freeholders  of  Ohio  county,  to  be  appointed  for  this 
purpose  by  the  county  court  of  Ohio  county,  shall  determine  the  number 
of  gates  (not  exceeding  two  as  aforesaid)  and  the  site  or  location  of  such

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alties,  and  forfeitures,  accruing  under  this  act,  shall  constitute  a  fund,  to 
be  denominated  the  Cumberland  road  fund,  and  shall  be  applied  by  the 
superintendent  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  solely  and  exclusivdy  to  the 
preservation,  repair,  and  improvement  of  said  road,  and  the  expenses  in- 
cident thereto,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

"  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  General  Assembly  reserves  to  itself  at 
any  future  session  thereof,  virithout  the  consent  of  Congress,  to  change, 
alter,  or  amend  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  so 
changed,  altered,  or  amended,  as  to  reduce  or  increase  the  rates  of  toll 
hereby  established,  below  or  above  a  sum  necessary  to  defray  the  ex* 
penses  incident  to  the  repair  and  preservation  of  said  road,  to  tlie  erection 
of  gates  and  toll-houses  thereon,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  fees  or 
salaries  of  the  superintendent,  the  collector  of  tolls,  and  of  such  other 
agents  as  may  be  necessarily  employed  in  the  preservation  and  repair  of 
the  said  road,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act. 

**  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  directors  shall  be  set  up,  at  proper  and  con- 
venient situations,  to  caution  all  conductors  and  drivers  of  carriages  or 
wagons  on  the  road,  as  aforesaid,  that  they  shall  always  pass  on  the  left 
of  each  other,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  offence;  and 
there  shall  also  be  set  up,  at  some  conspicuous  place  at  each  gate,  a  board, 
on  which  shall  be  legibly  printed  the  rates  of  toil  as  is  provided  for  in  this 
act ;  and  if  any  toll  collector  shall  unreasonably  delay  or  hinder  any  pas- 
senger or  traveller  at  any  of  the  gates,  or  shall  demand  or  receive  more 
toll  than  is  by  this  act  established,  be  shall,  for  each  and  every  such 
offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  party  aggrieved,  the  sum  often  dollars 
"  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  purposely  and  maliciouriy 
deface,  or  otherwise  injure  any  of  the  milestones,  parapet  walls,  culverts,  or 
bridges,  or  any  masonry  whatsoever,  or  any  of  the  gates  or  toll-hooaes  of,  or 
belonging  to  the  said  Cumberland  road,  in  this  state,  as  the  same  isnowcoo- 
structed,  or  may  hereafter  be  constructed,  every  person  so  offending,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  or  judgment,  information,  or  presentment  in  the  county  or 
superior  court  of  Ohio  county,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the  county  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  and  if  any  person  shall 
purposely  fill,  choke,  or  otherwise  obstruct  any  of  the  side  drains,  valleys, 
gutters,  or  culverts  of  said  road  now  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  ot 
shall  connect  any  private  road  or  cartway  with  said  Cumberland  road,  or 
if  any  surveyor  of  a  county  road  shall  connect  the  same  with  the  said 
Cumberland  road,  without  making,  at  the  point  of  connection,  a  stooe 
culvert  or  paved  valley,  or  other  good  and  sufficient  fixture  so  as  to 
secure  a  free  passage  for  the  water  along  such  side  drain  where  sach  pri- 
vate or  county  road  or  cartway  connects  with  said  Cumberland  road,  and 
so  as  to  secure  such  Cumberland  road  from  injury  by  reason  of  sach 
county  or  private  road,  or  way,  being  connected  with  said  Cumberland 
road,  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be,  Ibr  every 
such  offence,  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars;  and  if  any  person  shall  stand  his  wagon,  and  team,  or 
either  of  them,  over  night  upon  the  pavement  of  said  road  now  made,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  made,  or  shall  at  any  other  time  stand  a  wagon 
and  team,  or  either  of  them,  upon  the  said  pavement  for  the  purpose  of 
feeding,  or  if  he  shall,  in  any  other  manner,  purposely  and  wilfully 
obstruct  the  travel  upon  said  road,  or  if  he  shall  fast-lock  or  rougfa-k>ck 
either  of  the  wheels  of  any  wagon,  coach,  chaise,  gig,  sulky,  carriage,  or 
other  two  or  four  wheeled  vehicle  while  travelling  upon  said  road  as  now 
made,  or  as  it  may  hereafler  be  made,  (excepting,  however,  such  parts  of 
said  road  as  may  be,  at  the  time  of  said  locking,  covered  with  ice,)  every 
person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 
less  than  two,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

"  Be  it  further  enacteel.  That  all  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  incmred 
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uQder  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  recovered  by  presentment  or 
indictment  in  the  county  or  superior  courts  of  Ohio  county,  or  by  infor- 
mation or  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  governor,  for  the  use  of  said 
road  fund,  in  the  same  courts;  or,  the  said  6nes,  penalties,  and  forfeit- 
ures, where  the  same  shall  be  less  than  twenty  dollars,  may  be  recovered 
bj  action  of  debt  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  aforesaid,  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  for  Ohio  county ;  but  an  appeal  may  be  had,  as  in  other 
cases,  to  the  next  monthly  court  of  Ohio  county,  from  the  judgment  of 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  when  the  same  shall  be  a  greater  sum  than  five 
dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent 
and  collectors  of  tolls  to  prosecute  all  offences  against  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  he  or  they  shall  not  be  liable  for  costs  where  the  person  or 
persons  prosecuted  shall  be  acquitted,  unless  the  court  or  justice  will 
certify  that  the  prosecution  is  groundless  and  without  good  cause. 

"  Bt  it  further  enacted^  That  if  more  than  one  gate  be  erected  upon  said 
road,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person,  desirous  to  do  so,  to  pay  the  whole 
toll  at  any  one  gate,  and,  thereupon,  the  collector  shall  grant  him  a  proper 
certificate  thereof,  which  certificate  shall  be  a  sufficient  warrant  to  procure 
his  passage  through  the  other  gate. 

^  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect 
till  the  government  of  the  United  States  shall  assent  to  the  same.

Be  it  enacted  by  tJ*e  Samte  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  all  and  every  dwelling- 
house,  or  other  building,  hereafter  constructed  and  erected  within  the 
city  of  Washington,  in  the  town  of  Alexandria,  or  in  Georgetown,  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debts 
contracted  for,  or  by  reason  of  any  work  done  or  materials  found  and 
provided  by  any  brickmaker,  bricklayer,  stonecutter,  mason,  lime  mer- 
chant, carpenter,  painter  and  glazier,  ironmonger,  blacksmith,  plasterer, 
and  lumber  merchant,  or  any  other  person  or  persons  employed  in  fur- 
nishing materials  for,  or  in  the  erecting  and  constructing  such  house  or 
other  building,  before  any  other  lien  which  originated  subsequent  to  the 
commencement  of  such  house  or  other  building.  But  if  such  dwelling- 
house,  or  other  building,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  have  been  con- 
structed under  contract  or  contracts,  entered  into  by  the  owner  thereof, 
or  his  or  her  agent,  with  any  person  or  persons,  no  person  who  may  have 
done  work  for  such  contractor  or  contractors,  or  furnished  materials  to 
him,  or  on  his  order  or  authority,  shall  have  or  possess  any  lien  on  said 
house  or  other  building,  for  work  done  or  materials  so  furnished,  unless 
the  person  or  persons  employed  by  such  contractor  to  do  work  on,  or 
furnbh  materials  for,  such  building,  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  being 
so  employed,  give  notice  in  writing,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
building,  or  to  his  or  to  their  agent,  that  he  or  they  are  so  employed  to 
work  or  to  furnish  material!^,  and  that  they  claim  the  benefit  of  the  lien 
granted  by  this  act  And  if  such  house  or  other  building  should  not 
sell  for  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  all  the  demands  for  such  work  and  mate- 
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rids;  then,  and  in  sach  case,  the  same  shall  be  averaged,  and  each  of 
the  creditors  paid  a  sum  proportionate  to  their  several  demands:  Framdtd^ 
always,  That  no  such  debt  for  work  and  materials  shall  remain  a  lien  on 
the  said  houses  or  other  buildings  longer  than  two  years  from  the  ooid> 
mencement  of  the  l^uilding  thereof,  unless  an  action  for  the  recovery  of 
the  same  be  instituted,  or  the  claim  filed,  within  three  months  after  per* 
forming  the  work  or  furnishing  the  materials,  in  the  office  of  the  derk 
of  the  court  for  the  county  in  which  the  building  shall  be  aitnated: 
And  provided,  also,  That  each  and  every  person,  having  received  aati^ 
Action  for  his  or  their  debt,  for  which  a  claim  has  been  or  shall  be  filed, 
or  action  brought  as  aforesaid,  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  person  inte- 
rested in  the  building  on  which  the  same  was  a  lien,  or  in  having  the  same 
lien  removed,  or  of  his  or  their  legal  representative,  on  payment  of  the 
costs  of  the  daim  or  action,  and  on  tender  of  the  costs  of  office  for  en- 
tering the  satisfaction,  within  six  days  after  such  request  made,  enter 
satisfaction  of  the  claim  in  the  office  where  such  claim  was  or  sliall  be 
filed,  or  such  action  brought,  which  shall  for  ever  thereafter  discharge, 
defe^it,  and  release  the  same;  and  if  such  persons,  having  received  siKh 
satisfaction  as  aforesaid,  by  himself  or  his  attorney,  shall  not,  within  six 
days  after  request  and  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  daim  or  action,  and 
tender  as  aforesaid,  by  himself  or  his  attorney,  duly  authorized,  enter 
satisfaction  as  aforesaid,  he,  she,  or  they,  neglecting  or  refusing  so  to  do, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  unto  the  party  or  parties  aggrieved  any  sum  of  mo- 
ney, not  exceeding  one  half  of  the  debt,  for  which  the  claim  was  filed, 
or  action  brought  as  aforesaid,  to  be  sued  for  and  demanded  by  the  per- 
son  or  persons  indemnified,  in  like  manner  as  other  debts  are  now  re- 
covered by  the  existing  laws  for  the  recovery  of  debts. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  itfiirther  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  of  lien  created  by 
this  act,  the  person  having  a  claim  filed  agreeably  to  its  provisions,  may, 
at  his  election,  proceed  to  recover  it  by  personal  actitm,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  demand,  against  the  debtor,  his  executors,  or  administra- 
tors, or  by  scire  facias  against  the  debtor,  or  owner  of  the  building;  and 
where  the  proceedings  are  by  scire  facias,  the  writ  shall  be  served  m  like 
manner  as  a  summons  upon  the  persons  named  therein,  if  to  be  found 
within  the  county,  and  if  not  found  in  the  county,  then  by  fixing  a 
copy  of  the  writ  upon  the  door  of  the  building  against  which  the  daim 
is  filed;  and  upon  the  return  of  service  and  failure  of  the  defendants  to 
appear,  the  court  shall  render  judgment  as  in  the  case  of  a  summons; 
but  if  they,  or  either  of  them,  appear,  they  may  plead  and  make  defence, 
and  the  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in  personal  actions  for  the  re- 
covery of  debts:  Provided,  That  no  judgment  rendered  in  such  scire 
facias  shall  warrant  the  issuing  an  execution,  except  against  the  building 
or  buildings  upon  which  the  lien  existed  as  aforesaid.

,such  alterations  in  the  election  districts  of  said  territory  as  will  more 
effectually  secure  to  the  different  sections  of  said  territory  a  more  equal 
representation  in  said  legislative  council. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  the  said  legislative  oooncil 
shall  have  adjourned  before  the  first  day  of  April  next,  the  governor  of 
said  territory  shall,  by  proclamation,  district  the  said  territory  aocoidiiig 
to  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section.

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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  qfAmerieOj  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  governor  of  the  terri- 
tory of  Arkansas  shall  select  twenty  of  the  sections  of  public  land  reserved 
by  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  concerning  a  seminary  of  learning  in  the 
territory  of  Arkansas/'  approved  the  second  of  March,  eighteen  hundred 
and  twenty-seven ;  and,  after  advertising  and  proclaiming  them  for  sale

Sec.  2,  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  governor  shall  proclaim 
and  sell  the  same  in  quantities  not  exceeding  one  half  section*,  nor  shall 
any  sale  be  made  for  a  price  less  than  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
per  acre.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  give  to  the  purchaser  a 
certificate  of  his  purchase ;  and  he  shall  also  make  a  return  to  the  register 
and  receiver  of  the  land  office  at  Little  Rock,  of  the  quantity  sold,  the 
number  of  the  section,  range,  township,  and  such  other  description  of 
the  land  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  the  price  for  which  each  parcel  sold, 
and  to  whom  sold ;  and  he  shall  also  communicate  to  the  legislature  of 
the  territory  of  Arkansas  a  duplicate  of  the  same,  upon  which  a  patent 
shall  issue  to  the  purchasers  as  in  other  cases  of  sales  of  public  lands. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  money  arising  from  the 
sales  of  the  said  twenty  sections,  or  such  portions  of  them  as  may  be 
sold  from  time  to  time,  after  paying  the  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in 
making  the  selections  of  the  two  townships  under  the  before-recited  act, 
and  the  expenses  of  selling  the  same  under  this  act,  shall  be  applied  to 
the  erection  of  suitable  buildings  for  a  seminary  of  learning  at  such  place 
as  may  be  designated,  and  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  legislature  of  Arkansas. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
governor  of  said  territory  to  pay  the  net  proceeds  of  said  sales  into  the 
office  of  the  treasurer  of  said  territory,  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
same  as  other  public  moneys;  and  who  shall  not  pay  out  the  whole,  or 
any  part  thereof,  for  any  other  objects  or  purposes  than  such  as  are  pro- 
vided for  by  the  act  of  the  second  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-seven,  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  by  this  act,  and  in  obe- 
dience to  the  laws  of  the  legislature  of  said  territory,  made  to  carry  into 
efiect  the' provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  said  recited  act. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  itfwrther  enacted,  That  the  governor  of  the  said  terri- 
tory shall  be  authorized  to  lease,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  at 
any  one  time,  the  remainder  of  the  two  townships  granted  by  the  said  act, 
and  to  apply  the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  to  the  purposes  aforesaid ; 
and  he  shall  render,  once  in  two  years,  an  account  of  the  same  to  the 
legislature  of  said  territory,  and  pay  over  the  money  to  the,  treasurer  of 
said  territory.

Chap.  XCIII.— vtfn  Act  to  eatablUk  a  town  at  St.  Marka^  in  Fhrida. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  ike  Umttd 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  so  much  of  the 
public  lands  at  or  near  St  Marks,  in  the  territory  of  Florida,  as  he  may 
deem  proper,  to  be  laid  off  into  town  lots,  not  to  contain  more  than  one 
quarter  of  an  acre  each, and  into-  streets,  avenues,  and  outlets,  and  public 
squares,  for  the  use  of  the  town ;  and,  whenever  the  survey  of  the  same 
shall  be  completed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  surveyor  for  the  territory 
of  Florida,  to  cause  two  plats  thereof  to  be  made  out,  on  which  the  town 
and  out  lots  shall  respectively  be  designated  by  progressive  numbers;  one 
of  which  shall  be  transmitted,  with  a  copy  of  the  field  notes,  to  the  com* 
missioner  of  the  general  land  office,  and  the  other  to  the  register  of  the 
land  office  for  the  proper  district :  Provided,  That  the  President  may  adopt, 
if  he  shall  approve  such  plan  as  may  have  been  already  reported  to  the 
general  land  office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted,  That  the  aforesaid  town  and  oat 
lots  at  said  site,  with  the  exception  of  such  of  them  as  the  President 
may  reserve  for  fortifications,  shall  be  offered  for  sale  to  the  highest  bid- 
der, under  the  direction  of  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  proper  land 
office,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, designate  for  that  purpose;  and  all  lots  remaining  unsold  at  the 
closing  of  the  public  sales  shall  be  subject  to  entry  at  private  sale  at  the 
proper  land  office:  Provided,  That  no  town  lot  shall  be  sold  for  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  nor  any  out  lot  for  less  than  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five 
dollars  per  acre ;  and  they  shall,  in  every  other  respect,  be  sold  on  the 
same  terms  and  conditions  as  are  provided  fat  the  disposal  of  the  other 
public  lands  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  previous  to  offering  the  afore- 
said town  and  out  lots  at  public  sale,  the  President  of  the  United  States 
shall  cause  the  value  of  any  improvements  which  may  have  been  made 
thereon  to  be  ascertained  in  such  manner  as  he  may  prescribe  for  that 
purpose ;  and  the  purchaser  at  public  sale  of  any  lot  upon  which  there 
are  such  improvements,  other  than  the  owner  thereof,  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  United  States,  be,  and  hereby  is,  required 
to  pay  to  the  owner  of  the  improvements,  the  value  of  them  as  thus 
ascertained ;  and,  if  payment  therefor  shall  not  be  made  upon  the  day 
on  which  the  same  was  purchased,  the  lot  shall  be  again  offered  st  pul^ 
lie  sale  on  the  next  day  of  sale,  and  such  persons  shall  not  be  capable

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Umted 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  so  much  of  the 
public  lands  at  or  near  St  Marks,  in  the  territory  of  Florida,  as  he  may

^  Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentiOives  of  the  Umied 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  'fliat  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  shall  form  a  board,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  receive  and  examine  all  claims  which  may  be  presented  to 
them  under  the  convention  between  the  United  States  and  the  king  of 
the  Two  Sicilies,  of  the  fourteenth  day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-two,  which  are  provided  for  by  tlie  said  Conventioo, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  and  the  principles  of  justice, 
equity,  and  the  law  of  nations.  The  said  board  shall  hare  a  secretaiy,

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  f^  Representatives  of  the  United 
Sieaes  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That,  whenever  the  governor 
of  the  territory  of  Arkansas  shall  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury a  sufficient  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the  thousand  acres  of 
land,  granted  by  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  fi(\eenth  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  to  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  for  the 
erection  of  a  courthouse  and  jail  in  the  town  of  Little  Rock,  in  the  ter- 
ritory aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
cause  a  patent  to  be  issued  for  said  thousand  acres  of  land,  to  the  gover- 
nor of  Arkansas,  and  his  successors  in  office,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  territory  of  Arkansas,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  courthouse  and 
jail  at  Little  Rock.

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assanblea^  That  every  settler  or  occupant 
of  the  public  lands,  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  who  is  now  in  pos- 
session, and  cultivated  any  part  thereof,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-three,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  and  privi- 
leges provided  by  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  grant  pre-emption  rights  to 
settlers  on  the  public  lands,"  approved  May  twenty-nine,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty;  and  the  said  act  is  hereby  revived  and  shall 
continue  in  force  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act  and  no  longer.

For  expenses  of  running  the  lines  provided  for  by  said  treaty,  and  for 
surveying  the  tracts  for  the  aforesaid  Indians,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  selecting  and  locating  reservations  under  the  sevenl 
treaties  with  the  Pattawatamies,  of  twentieth,  twenty-sixth,  and  twenty- 
seventh  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  one  thousand  fire 
hundred  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  running  the  dividing  line  between  the  Choctaws  and 
Chickasaws,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  running  the  lines  between  the  Chippewas  and 
Sioux,  under  the  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  with  them,  of  nineteenth 
August,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  seven  thousand  dollars. 

For  to  run  the  lines  between  the  Sacs  and  Foxes,  and  to  complete  the 
surveys  under  the  treaty  of  Prairie  du  Chien,  of  fifteenth  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  the  commission  heretofore  a[^inted  to  visit  and 
examine  the  Indian  country,  adjust  difficulties  which  may  exist  in  the 
location  of  the  lands  of  the  emigrating  Indians  in  the  boundaries  thereof, 
and  ascertain  and  report  the  proper  places  of  location  for  such  tribes,  and 
portions  of  tribes,  as  may  yet  wish  to  remove  to  that  country,  for  that  part 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four  included  within  the  term 
of  their  appointment,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  claims  due  by  the  Pattawatamie  Indians  to  white 
citizens,  and  for  horses  delivered  by  order  of  the  commissioners  to  the 
Indians,  and  not  embraced  in  the  schedule  which  accompanied  the  treatj 
of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  as  the  Secretary  of  War 
shall  ascertain  to  have  been  omitted,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

For  payment  of  claims  to  Cherokees  of  Arkansas,  in  addition  to  eight 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  appropriated  twenty-fStlrth  Maj, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  which  sum,  it  is  ascertained,  £Jls 
short  of  the  sum  actually  required,  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars 
and  thirty-three  cents. 

For  compensation  to  Isaac  McCoy  for  expenses  of  surveying  the  lands 
assigned  to  the  Piankeshaws,  Weas,  Kaskaskias,  and  Peorias,  and  for 
extending  the  survey  of  the  Shawnee  lands,  two  thousand  one  hundred 
and  two  dollars. 

For  surveying  Indian  reservations  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Michili- 
mackinac,  in  the  territory  of  Michigan,  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  claims  ascertained  upon  settlement  to  be  due,  lor 
provisions  and  bounty  money,  for  Indians  emigrating  west,  under  the 
treaty  with  the  Creeks,  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars 
ninety-three  cents. 

For  removing  five  thousand  Creeks  from  the  Creek  country  east  of 
the  Mississippi  to  their  new  country  west  of  that  river,  including  subsbt- 
ence  on  the  route,  and  for  one  year  after  their  arrival  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, and  all  other  expenses  attending  their  emigration,  as  provided 
for  by  the  twelfth  article  of  the  treaty  of  the  twenty-fourth  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  two  hundred  and  forty-one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars. 

For  rifles,  moulds,  wipers,  ammunition,  and  blankets,  and  transportsr 
tion  of  the  same,  as  provided  for  by  the  thirteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
tlie  twenty-fourth  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  with  the 
said  Creek  tribe  of  Indians,  twenty  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollars. 
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For  removing  such  portion  of  *lhe  Cherokees  as  may  emigrate  during 
the  present  year  from  the  Cherokee  country  east  of  the  Mississippi,  to 
their  new  country  west  of  that  river,  including  subsistence  on  the  route 
and  for  one  year  after  their  arrival  west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  all  other 
expenses  attending  their  emigration,  sixty-eight  thousand  three  hundred 
and  twenty*five  dollars. 

That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twelve  thousand  eight  hundred  and  hfly-three  dollars,  and  seventy-eight

aa  it  now  is. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  UJurtker  enacted.  That  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appn^riated 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  be  distributed  to  the  Creek  Indians,  friends  and  followers  of  General 
Mcintosh,  who  emigrated  under  the  treaty  of  January  twenty-fourth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  who  have  not  received  their  pro* 
portions  of  the  sums  stipulated  to  be  paid  under  the  ninth  article  of  the 
said  treaty. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  annuities  to  the  Cherokees, 
for  which  appropriations  are  made  in  this  act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  chiefs 
of  the  tribe,  or  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  tribe  shall  appoint.

That  all  that  tract  of  countiy 
lying  north  of  the  dividing  line  between  township  number  twelve  and 
thirteen,  north  of  the  base  line  running  through  the  military  bounty 
lands,  and  that  tract  of  country  lying  north  of  the  dividing  line  between 
townships  number  thirty  and  thirty-one,  north  of  the  old  base  line  in- 
cluded in  the  state  of  Illinois,  and  all  that  tract  of  country  lying  noith 
of  the  state  of  Illinois,  west  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  south  and  soatb-east

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Umied 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be, 
and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  to  establish  a  pension  agency  at  Decatur, 
in  the  state  of  Alabama,  for  the  payment  of  pensioners  of  the  United 
States,  resident  in  the  counties  of  Jackson,  Madison,  Limestone,  Lui> 
derdale,  Franklin,  Lawrence,  Morgan,  Blount,  Jefferson,  Walker,  Fayette, 
and  Marion;  Provided,  That  the  establishment  of  such  agency  can  be 
made  without  any  charge  to  the  United  States.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  payment  of  the  money, 
appropriated  by  this  act,  or  any  other  act  passed  at  the  present  session  of 
Congress,  shall  be  made  in  the  note  or  notes  of  any  bank  which  shall 
not  be  at  par  value  at  the  place  where  such  payment  may  be  made,  pro- 
vided that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  make  any  thing 
but  gold  and  silver  a  tender  in  payment,  of  any  debt  due  from  the  United 
States  to  individuals. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  secretary  of  the  Senate 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  directed  to  pay,  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  by  law 
for  the  pay  of  members  of  Congress,  to  Elisha  R.  Potter,  of  the  state  of 
Rhode  Island,  such  compensation  as  is  allowed  by  law  to  members  of 
Congress,  for  his  travel  from  his  place  of  residence  to  the  city  of  Wash* 
ington,  to  claim  a  seat  in  the  Senate,  and  for  his  return  and  also  the  per 
diem  compensation  for  the  days  he  was  in  actual  attendance  at  the  seat 
of  government  from  the  commencement  of  the  present  session  of  Con- 
gress, until  the  final  decision  by  the  Senate  against  his  right  to  the  seat 
so  claimed  by  him.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United

say ;  each  eagle  shall  contain  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  grains  of  pure 
gold,  and  two  hundred  and  fifly-eight  grains  of  standard  gold;  each  half

It  is  a  part  of  the  general  right  of  sovereignty,  belonging  to  independent  nations,  to  establish  snd 
fix  the  disputed  boundaries  between  the  respective  limito ;  and  the  boundaries  so  established  and  fixed  by 
compact  between  nations,  become  conclusive  upon  all  the  subjects  and  citizens  thereof,  and  bind  their 
righto ;  and  are  to  be  treated,  to  all  intento  and  purposes,  as  tlie  real  boundaries.  This  right  is  exprenly 
recognised  to  exist  in  the  states  of  the  Union,  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  Sutes ;  and  it  gaaided 
in  ito  exercise  by  a  single  limitation  or  restriction,  only,  requiring  the  consent  of  Congress.    JMd,

The  plaintiflb,  in  the  circuit  court  of  West  Tennessee,  instituted  an  ejectment  for  a  tract  of  land  held

Frelinghuysen,  James  Parker,  and  Lucius  Q..  C.  Elmer,  commission- 
ers duly  appointed  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  in 
pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  said  state,  entitled  "  An 
act  for  the  settlement  of  the  territorial  limits  and  jurisdiction  between  the 
states  of  New  Jersey  and  New  York,"  passed  February  6th,  1833,  of 
the  other  part.

m  the  same.  The  compact  of  1820  was  confirmed  by  Congress.  The  defendants  in  the  ejectment 
claimed  the  lands  under  titles  emanating  from  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  in  1786,  1794,  1795 ;  before 
the  formation  of  the  state  of  Tennessee ;  and  grants  from  the  state  of  Tennessee,  in  1809,  1811,  1812, 
1814,  in  which  the  lands  claimed  by  the  defendants  were  situated,  according  to  the  boundary  of  the 
state  of  Tennessee,  declared  and  established  at  a  time  ^hen  the  state  of  Tennessee  became  one  of  the  states 
of  the  United  States.  The  circuit  court  instructed  the  jury  that  the  state  of  Tennessee,  by  sanctioning  the 
compact,  admitted,  in  the  most  solemn  form,  that  the  lands  in  dispute  were  not  within  her  jurisdiction, 
nor  within  the  jurisdiction  of  North  Carolina,  at  the  time  they  were  granted ;  and  that,  consequently, 
the  titles  are  subject  to  the  compact :  Held,  by  the  Supreme  Court,  that  the  instructions  of  the  circuit 
court  were  entirely  correct.     Poole  v.  Fleeger,  1 1  Peters,  185. 

The  soTenth  article  of  the  compact  between  Virginia  and  Kentucky  declares  "  all  private  rights  and 
interests  of  lands  within  the  said  district  (Kentucky,)  derived  from  the  laws  of  Virginia,  prior  to  such 
separation,  shall  remain  valid  and  secure  under  the  laws  of  the  proposed  state,  and  shall  be  determined 
by  the  laws  now  existing  in  this  state  (Virginia)."  Whatever  course  of  legislation,  by  Kentucky,  would 
be  sanctioned  by  the  principles  and  practice  of  Virginia,  should  be  regarded  as  an  unaffected  compli- 
ance with  the  compact.  Such  are  all  reasonable  quieting  statutes.  Hawkins  v.  Barney's  Lessee, 
5  Peters,  457. 

From  as  early  a  date  as  the  year  1705,  Virginia  has  never  been  without  an  act  of  limitation ;  and  no 
class  of  laws  is  more  universally  sanctioned  by  the  practice  of  nations,  and  the  consent  of  mankind,  than 
ihone  laws  which  give  peace  and  confidence  to  the  actual  possessor  and  tiller  of  the  soil.  Such  laws 
have  frequently  passed  in  review  before  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  occasions  have  occurred  in  which  they 
have  been  particularly  noticed,  as  laws  not  to  be  impeached  on  the  ground  of  violating  private  rights. 
It  is  impossible  to  take  any  reasonable  exception  to  the  course  of  legislation  pursued  by  Kentucky  on 
this  subject.  She  has  in  fact  literally  complied  with  the  compact  in  its  most  rigid  construction.  For 
she  adopted  the  very  statute  of  Virginia  in  the  first  instance,  and  literally  gave  her  citisens  the  full  benefit 
of  twenty  years  to  prosecute  their  suits,  before  she  enacted  the  law  now  under  consideration.  As  to 
the  exceptions  and  provisoes,  and  savings  in  such  statutes,  they  must  necessarily  be  left,  in  all  cases, 
to  the  wisdom  or  discretion  of  the  legislative  power.    Und. 

It  is  not  to  be  questioned,  that  laws  limiting  the  time  of  bringing  suits  constitute  a  part  of  the  lex  fori 
of  every  country  ;  the  laws  for  administering  justice,  one  of  the  most  sacred  and  important  of  sovereign 
rights  and  duties,  and  a  restriction  upon  which  must  materially  affect  both  legislative  and  judicial  inde- 
pendence. It  can  scarcely  be  supposed  that  Kentucky  would  have  consented  to  accept  a  limited  and 
crippled  sovereignty ;  nor  is  it  doing  justice  to  Virginia  to  believe  that  she  would  have  wished  to  reduce 
Kentucky  to  a  state  of  vassalage.  Yet  it  would  be  difficult,  if  the  literal  and  rigid  construction  neces- 
sary to  exclude  her  from  passing  the  limitation  act  were  adopted,  to  assign  her  a  position  higher  than 
that  of  a  dependent  on  Virginia.    Ibid.

That  the  surgeons  in  the  army  of 
the  United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  pay  and  emoluments 
of  a  major;  and  the  assistant  surgeons,  who  shall  have  served  five  years, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  a  captain;  and 
those  who  shall  have  served  less  than  five  years,  the  pay  and  emoluments 
of  a  first  lieutenant;  and  that  said  assistant  surgeons  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  sanoe  allowance  for  forage  as  they  are  at  present  entitled  to.

That  any  officer,  field  or  staff, 
volunteer,  ranger,  cavalry  or  other  persons  engaged  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  in  the  late  campaigns  against  the  Indians  on  the  frontiers 
of  Illinois  and  Michigan  territory,  who  have  sustained  damage  without 
any  fault  or  negligence  on  their  part,  respectively,  by  the  loss  of  a  horse, 
or  necessary  equipage  in  battle,  or  by  the  loss  of  a  horse  that  was  wounded 
in  battle,  and  aflerwards  died  of  said  wound  while  in  the  service,  or  who 
has  sustained  damage  by  the  reason  of  the  loss  of  any  horse  which,  in 
consequence  of  the  United  States  failing  to  supply  sufficient  forage,  while 
engaged  in  said  service,  died,  or  was  unavoidably  abandoned  and  lost, 
or  who  has  sustained  damage  by  reason  of  the  loss  of  any  horse,  because 
the  rider  was  dismounted  and  separated  from  his  horse,  and  ordered  to 
do  military  duty  on  foot  at  a  station  detached  from  his  horse,  or  for  the 
loss  of  necessary  equipage,  in  consequence  of  tlie  loss  of  his  horse  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  value  thereof:  Provided,  That 
if  any  payment  shall  have  been  made  to  any  officer,  soldier  or  other  per- 
son as  aforesaid,  for  the  use  and  risk,  or  for  forage  after  the  death  or 
abandonment  of  said  horse,  said  amount  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
value  thereof,  unless  said  officer  or  soldier  or  other  person  shall  have 
satisfied  the  paymaster  at  the  time  he  made  the  payment,  or  shall  here- 
after show  by  proof,  that  he  was  remounted,  in  which  case  the  deduction 
shall  only  extend  to  the  time  such  officer,  soldier,  or  other  person,  served 
on  foot;  And  provided,  also.  That  if  any  payment  shall  have  been  made, 
to  any  officer  or  soldier  on  account  of  clothing,  such  payment  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  value  of  his  horse  and  accoutrements;  And  provided 
furtlur.  That  no  claim  shall  be  allowed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  until  the  best  evidence  which  the  nature  of  the  case  will  admit 
of,  shall  be  produced  before  the  accounting  officer  showing  the  number 
of  horses  lost,  in  manner  aforesaid,  the  time  when  lost,  and  the  name  of 
the  owner. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any  person  who,  in  the  Indian 
wars  aforesaid,  has  acted  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  as 
a  volunteer  or  draughted  militiaman,  and  who  has  furnished  himself  Mrith 
arms  and  military  accoutrements,  and  has  sustained  damage  by  the  cap- 
ture, or  destruction  of  the  same,  without  any  fault  or  negligence  on  his 
part,  or  who  has  lost  the  same  by  reason  of  his  being  wounded  in  the 
service,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  value  thereof.       • 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  instances  where  any 
minor  has  been  engaged  in  the  military  service  as  aforesaid,  during  the 
Indian  wars  as  aforesaid,  and  was  provided  with  a  horse  or  equipments, 
or  with  military  accoutrements  by  his  parent  or  guardian,  and  has  since 
deceased,  without  paying  for  said  property,  and  the  same  was  lost,  cap- 
tured, destroyed,  or  abandoned,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned,  said 
parent  or  guardian  shall  be  allowed  pay  therefor  on  making  satisfactory 
proof  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  further  proof,  that  he  is  entitled  thereto 
by  having  furnished  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  third  auditor  of  the  tiea^ 
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any  eInD  adjaAcate  and  decide  sacfa  daims  as  ma?  be  pveaented  againsi 
tbe  Uahed  Sutes,  under  tbe  ptoTtsioDS  of  this  act,  Protided,  That  erety 
daim  which  exceeds  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  instead  of  deciding

Dibble,  for  labour,  materials,  or  any  other  expenses  upon  the  said  bridge, 
be  ascertained  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  nearly  as  the  same 
can  be  done,  and  be  laid  before  Congress  at  its  next  session  for  its  exam- 
ination.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senatmand  House  of  Rfpresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assen^led.  That  from  and  af)er  the  first 
day  of  March  next,  Spanish  vessels  coming  from  the  island  of  Cuba,  or 
Porto  Rico,  either  directly,  or  a[\er  touching  at  any  port  or  place,  shall 
pay,  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  such  further  tonnage  duty  in 
addition  to  the  tonnage  duty  which  may  be  payable  under  any  other  law, 
as  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  discriminating  duty  that  would 
have  been  imposed  on  the  cargoes  imported  in  the  said  vessels,  respec- 
tively, if  the  same  had  been  exported  from  the  port  of  Havana,  in 
American  bottoms. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  before  any  such  vessel  shall 
be  permitted  lo  clear  out  or  depart  from  a  port  of  the  United  States, 
with  a  cargo  which  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  destined  to  either  of 
the  said  islands,  the  said  vessel  shall  pay  such  further  tonnage  duty  as 
shall  be  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  discriminating  duty  that  would  be 
payable,  for  the  time  being,  upon  the  cargo^  if  imported  into  the  port  of 
Havana,  in  an  American  bottom. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Spanish  vessel  shall  be 
allowed  to  clear  out  or  depart  from  a  port  of  the  United  States,  with  any 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  except  upon  a  destination  to  some  port  or 
place,  in  the  Island  of  Cuba  or  Porto  Rico,  without  giving  bond,  with 
approved  security,  in  double  the  value  of  the  vessel  and  cargo,  fhat  the 
said  cargo,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  landed  in  either  of  the  said 
islands;  which  bond  shall  be  cancelled  on  producing  of  certificate  from 
an  American  consul,  that  the  said  cargo  has  been  landed  elsewhere,  bona 
fide  and  without  intention  to  reship  it  for  a  port  in  one  of  the  said  islands. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  itfwrther  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  b  hereby,  authorized,  from  time  to  time,  to  estimate  the  said 
additional  tonnage  duty,  and  to  give  directions  to  the  officers  of  the  cus- 
toms of  the  United  States,  for  the  collection  of  such  duties,  so  as  to 
conform  the  same  to  any  variation  which  may  take  place  in  the  discrimi- 
nating duties  levied  on  the  cargoes  of  American  vessels  in  the  said  port 
of  Havana. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  the  President  of 
the  United  States  shall  be  satisfied,  that  the  discriminating  duties  in 
favour  of  Spanish  bottoms,  levied  upon  the  cargoes  of  American  ves- 
sels in  the  ports  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  have  been  abolished,  or  when- 
ever, in  his  opinion,  a  satisfactory  arrangement  upon  the  subject  of  the 
said  duties  shall  have  been  made  between  the  United  States  and  Spain, 
the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  declare  the  same  by  proclamation, 
and  thereupon  this  act  shall  cease  to  have  any  further  force  or  effect

President,  to  obtain  satisfaction  for  the  injury ;  and,  in  the  mean  time 
in  respect  to  the  property  so  taken,  stolen  or  destroyed,  the  United  States 
guaranty,  to  the  party  so  injured,  an  eventual  indemnification :  Pramdtd^ 
That,  if  such  injured  party,  his  representative,  attorney,  or  agent,  shall, 
in  any  way,  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  seeking  or  attempt- 
ing to  obtain  private  satisfaction  or  revenge,  he  shall  forfeit  all  claim 
upon  the  United  States  for  such  indemnification :  And  provided,  also, 
That,  unless  such  claim  shall  be  presented  within  three  years  after  the 
commission  of  the  injury,  the  same  shall  be  barred.  And  if  the  natkm 
or  tribe  to  which  such  Indian  may  belong,  receive  an  annuity  from  the 
United  States,  such  claim  shall,  at  the  next  payment  of  the  annuity,  be 
deducted  therefrom,  and  paid  to  the  party  injured  ;  and,  if  no  annuity  is 
payable  to  such  nation  or  tribe,  then  the  amount  of  the  claim  shall  be 
paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  United  States :  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  legal  apprehension  and  punishment  of 
any  jndians  having  so  offended. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  superintendents,  agents, 
and  sub-agents,  within  their  respective  districts,  be,  and  are  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  take  depositions  of  witnesses  touchiag  any 
depredations,  within  the  purview  of  the  two  preceding  sections  of  this 
act,  and  to  administer  an  oath  to  the  deponents. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
superintendents,  agents,  and  sub-agents,  to  endeavour  to  procure  the  arrest 
and  trial  of  all  Indians  accused  of  committing  any  crime,  ofience,  or  mis* 
demeanor,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  have  committed  crimes  or 
ofiences  within  any  state  or  territory,  and  have  fled  into  the  Indian 
country,  either  by  demanding  the  same  of  the  chiefs  of  the  proper  tribe, 
or  by  such  other  means  as  the  President  may  authorize ;  and  the  President 
may  direct  the  military  force  of  the  United  States  to  be  employed  in  the 
apprehension  of  such  Indians,  and  also,  in  preventing  or  terminating 
hostilities  between  any  of  the  Indian  tribes. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  shall  seD, 
exchange,  or  give,  barter,  or  dispose  of,  any  spirituous  liquor  or  wine  to 
an  Indian,  (in  the  Indian  country,)  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars ;  and  if  any  person  shall  introduce,  or  attempt 
to  introduce,  any  spirituous  liquor  or  wine  into  the  Indian  countiy, 
except  such  supplies  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  ofiicers  of  the  United 
States  and  troops  of  the  service,  under  the  direction  of  the  War  Dqmt- 
ment,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred dollars ;  and  if  any  superintendent  of  Indian  afibirs,  In£an  agent,  or 
sub-agent,  or  commanding  officer  of  a  military  post,  has  reason  to  suspect, 
or  is  informed,  that  any  white  person  or  Indian  is  about  to  introduce,  or 
has  introduced,  any  spirituous  liquor  or  wine  into  the  Indian  country,  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
superintendent,  Indian  agent,  or  sub-agent,  or  military  officer,  agreeably 
to  such  regulations  as  may  be  established  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  to  cause  the  boats,  stores,  packages,  and  places  of  deposit  of  such 
person  to  be  searched,  and  if  any  such  spirituous  liquor  or  wine  is  found,  the 
goods,  boats,  packages,  and  peltries  of  such  persons  shall  be  seized  and 
delivered  to  the  proper  officer,  and  shall  be  proceeded  against  by  libel  io 
the  proper  court,  and  forfeited,  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  United  States ;  and  if  such  person  is  a 
trader,  his  license  shall  be  revoked  and  his  bond  put  in  suit  And  it 
shall  moreover  be  lawful  for  any  person,  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  for  any  Indian,  to  take  and  destroy  any  ardent  spirits  or  wine 
found  in  the  Indian  country,  excepting  military  supplies  as  mentioned  in 
this  section. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  whatever  shall, 
within  the  limits  of  the  Indian  country,  set  up  or  continue  any  diatillery 
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for  maimfactariDg  ardent  spirits,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  one 
thoasand  dollars;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  saperintendent  of  In- 
dian af&irs,  Indian  agent,  or  sub-agent,  within  the  limits  of  whose  agency 
the  same  shall  be  set  up  or  continued,  forthwith  to  destroy  and  break  up 
the  same;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  employ  the  military  force  of  the  United 
States  in  executing  that  duty.. 

Sec.  22.  And  be  Ufitrther  enacted^  That  in  all  trials  about  the  right  of 
property  in  which  an  Indian  may  be  a  party  on  one  side,  and  a  white 
person  on  the  other,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  rest  upon  the  white  person, 
whenever  the  Indian  shall  make  out  a  presumption  of  title  in  himself 
from  the  fact  of  previous  possession  or  ownership. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
military  force  of  the  United  States  to  be  employed  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  direct,  in  the  apprehension 
of  every  person  who  shall  or  may  be  found  in  the  Indian  country,  in 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  him  immediately  to 
convey  from  said  Indian  country,  in  the  nearest  convenient  and  safe 
route,  to  the  civil  authority  of  the  territory  or  judicial  district  in  which 
said  person  shall  be  found,  to  be  proceeded  against  in  due  course  of  law; 
and  also,  in  the  examination  and  seizure  of  stores,  packages,  and  boats, 
authorized  by  the  twentieth  section  of  this  act,  and  in  preventing  the 
introduction  of  persons  and  property  into  the  Indian  country  contrary  to 
law;  which  persons  and  property  shall  be  proceeded  against  according  to 
law:  Proitidedf  That  no  person  apprehended  by  military  force  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  detained  longer  than  five  days  after  the  arrest  and  before 
removal.  And  all  officers  and  soldiers  who  may  have  any  such  person 
or  persons  in  custody  shall  treat  them  with  all  the  humanity  which  the 
circumstances  will  possibly  permit;  and  every  officer  or  soldier  who  shall 
be  guilty  of  maltreating  any  such  person  while  in  custody,  shall  suffer 
such  punishment  as  a  court-martial  shall  direct. 

Sec.  24.  And  be  it  Jurther  cnctdedy  That  for  the  sole  purpose  of  car- 
rying this  act  into  effect,  all  that  part  of  the  Indian  country  west  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  that  is  bounded  north  by  the  north  line  of  lands  as- 
signed to  the  Osage  tribe  of  Indians,  produced  east  to  the  state  of 
Missouri :  west,  by  the  Mexican  possessions ;  south,  by  Red  river ;  and 
east,  by  the  west  line  of  the  territory  of  Arkansas  and  the  state  of  Mis- 
souri, shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  annexed  to  the  territory  of  Arkansas ;  and 
that  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  residue  of  the  Indian  country  west  of 
the  said  Mississippi  river  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  annexed  to  the  judicial 
district  of  Missouri;  and  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  several  portions 
of  Indian  country  east  of  the  said  Mississippi  river,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby,  severally  annexed  to  the  territory  in  which  they  are  situate. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  as  provides  for  the  punishment  of  crimes  committed  with- 
in any  place  within  the  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  in  force  in  the  Indian  country :  Provided,  The  same  shall 
not  extend  to  crimes  committed  by  one  Indian  against  the  person  or  pro- 
perty of  another  Indian. 

Sec.  26.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  who  shall  be 
charged  with  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  or  regulations  of  this 
act,  shall  be  found  within  any  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  the  ter- 
ritories, such  offenders  may  be  there  apprehended,  and  transported  to  the 
territory  or  judicial  district  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same. 

Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  penalties  which  shall 
accrue  under  this  act,  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  an  action  of 
debt,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  before  any  court  having  junsdic- 
tion  of  the  same,  (in  any  state  or  territory  in  which  the  defendant  shall 
be  arrested  or  found,)  the  one  half  to  the  use  of  the  inforn^er,  and  the 
other  half  to  the  use  of  the  United  States,  except  when  the  prosecution

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  goods  or  other  pro- 
perty shall  be  seized  for  any  violation  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  person  prosecuting  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  to  proceed  against 
such  goods,  or  other  property,  in  the  manner  directed  to  be  observed  in 
the  case  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  brought  into  the  United  States 
in  violation  of  the  revenue  laws.

ing the  manner  of  appointing  Indian  agents,  and  continuing  the  ''  Act 
establishing  trading-houses  with  the  Indian  tribes,"  approved  April  six- 
teen, eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen;  an  act  fixing  the  compensation  of 
Indian  agents  and  factors,  approved  April  twenty,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighteen ;  an  act  supplementary  to  the  act  entitled  *<  An  act  to  provide 
for  the  prompt  settlement  of  public  accounts/'  approved  February  twentj- 
four,  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen ;  the  eighth  section  of  the  act 
making  appropriations  to  carry  into  effect  treaties  concluded  with  several 
Indian  tribes  therein  mentioned,  approved  March  three,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  nineteen ;  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  continue  in  force 
for  a  further  time  the  act  entitled  *'  An  act  for  establishing  trading-houses 
with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  for  other  purposes,"  {a)  approved  March  three, 
eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen;  an  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ''An 
act  to  regulate  trade  and  intercourse  with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  to  pre- 
serve peace  on  the  frontiers,"  approved  thirtieth  of  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  two,  approved  May  six,  eighteen  hundred  and  twentj- 
two;  an  act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  an  agent  for  the  Osage 
Indians  west  of  the  state  of  Missouri  and  territory  of  Arkansas,  and 
for  other  purposes,  approved  May  eighteen,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-four;  the  third,  fourth,  and  fiflh  sections  of  "An  act  to  enable 
the  President  to  hold  treaties  with  certain  Indian  tribes,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  approved  May  twenty-five,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  ;  the  second  section  of  the  "  Act  to  aid  certain  Indians  of  the  Creek 
nation  in  their  removal  to  the  west  of  the  Mississippi,"  approved  May 
twenty,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-six;  and  an  act  to  authorize  the 
appointment  of  a  sub-agent  to  the  Wiimebago  Indians  on  Rock  river, 
approved  February  twenty-five,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one:  Pnh 
vided,  however.  That  such  repeal  shall  not  effect  [affect]  any  rights  ac- 
quired, or  punishments,  penalties,  or  forfeitures  incurred,  under  either  of 
the  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  nor  impair  or  adect  the  intercourse  act  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  two,  so  far  as  tlie  same  relates  to  or  concerns  Indian 
tribes  residing  east  of  the  Mississippi :  And  provided  also.  That  such 
repeal  shall  not  be  construed  to  revive  any  acts  or  parts  of  acts  repealed 
by  either  of  the  acts  or  sections  herein  described. 

Sec.  30.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  until  a  western  territory 
shall  be  established,  the  two  agents  for  the  Western  territory,  as  provided 
in  the  act  for  the  organization  of  the  Indian  department,  this  day  ap-

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  eusembledf  That  the  duties  of  the  go- 
vernors of  the  territories  of  Florida  and  Arkansas,  as  superintendents  of 
Indian  aflTairs,  shall  hereafter  cease,  and  the  duties  of  the  governor  of  the 
territory  of  Michigan,  as  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  shall  cease  from 
and  after  the  establishment  of  a  new  territory,  embracing  the  country 
west  of  Lake  Michigan,  should  such  a  territory  be  established.  And 
while  the  governor  of  the  said  territory  of  Michigan  continues  to  act  as 
superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  he  shall  receive  therefor,  the  annual 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in  full  of  all  allowances,  emoluments,  or 
compensation  for  services  in  said  capacity. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  a  superintend- 
ency  of  Indian  affairs  for  all  the  Indian  country  not  within  the  bounds 
of  any  state  or  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  the  superintendent 
of  which  shall  reside  at  St  Louis,  and  shall  annually  receive  a  salary  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  superintendents  of  Indian 
af&irs  shall,  within  their  several  superintendencies,  exercise  a  general 
supervision  and  control  over  the  official  conduct  and  accounts  of  all

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  a  competent  number  of  sab- 
agents  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Pre^dent,  with  an  annual  salary  of  seren 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  employed,  and  to  reside  wherefer 
the  President  may  direct,  and  who  shall  give  bonds,  with  one  or  more 
sureties,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  fiuthful  execu- 
tion of  the  same.

Interpreters 
shall  be  nominated,  by  the  proper  agents,  to  the  War  Department  for  ap- 
proval, and  may  be  suspended,  by  the  agent,  from  pay  and  duty,  and  the 
circumstances  reported  to  the  War  Department  for  final  action ;  and  black- 
smiths shall,  in  like  manner,  be  employed  wherever  required  by  treaty 
stipulations,  and  such  blacksmiths  shall  receive  an  annud  compensation 
of  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars :  and  if  they  furnish  their  shop  and 
tools,  an  additional  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars ;  and  their 
assistants  shall  be  allowed  an  annual  compensation  of  two  hundred  and 
forty  dollars.  And  wherever  farmers,  mechanics,  or  teachers  are  required 
by  treaty  stipulations  to  be  provided,  they  shall  be  employed  under  the 
direction  of  the  War  Department,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  compensa- 
tion of  not  less  than  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  nor  more  than  six 
hundred  dollars.  And  in  all  cases  of  the  appointments  of  interpreters 
or  other  persons  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians,  a  preference 
shall  be  given  to  persons  of  Indian  descent,  if  such  can  be  found,  who 
are  properly  qualified  for  the  execution  of  the  duties.  And  where  any 
of  the  tribes  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  competent  to 
direct  the  employment  of  their  blacksmiths,  mechanics,  teachers,  farmers, 
or  other  persons  engaged  for  them,  the  direction  of  such  persons  may 
be  given  to  the  proper  authority  of  the  tribe. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,ThtLt  the  compensation  prescribed 
by  this  act  shall  be  in  full  of  all  emoluments  or  allowances  whatsoever : 
Provided,  however.  That  where  necessary,  a  reasonable  allowance  or  pro- 
vision may  be  made  for  offices  and  office  contingencies :  And  provided, 
also,  That  where  persons  are  required,  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
under  this  act,  to  travel  from  one  place  to  another,  their  actual  expenses, 
or  a  reasonable  sum  in  lieu  thereof,  may  be  allowed  them:  And  provided 
also,  That  no  allowance  shall  be  made  to  any  person  for  travel  or  expenses 
in  coming  to  the  seat  of  government  to  settle  his  accounts,  unless  Uiereto 
required  by  the  Secretary  of  War:  And  provided,  also,  That  no  person 
shall  hold  more  than  one  office  at  the  same  time  under  this  act,  nor  shall 
any  agent,  sub-agent,  interpreter,  or  person  employed  under  this  act, 
receive  his  salary  while  absent  from  his  agency  or  employment,  without 
leave  of  the  superintendent,  or  Secretary  of  War :  Provided,  Such 
absence  shall,  at  no  one  time,  exceed  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  payment  of  all  annuities 
or  other  sums  stipulated  by  treaty  to  be  made  to  any  Indian  tribe,  shall 
be  made  to  the  chiefs  of  such  tribe,  or  to  such  person  as  said  tribe  shall 
appoint;  or  if  any  tribe  shall  appropriate  their  annuities  to  the  purpose 
of  education,  or  to  any  other  specific  use,  then  to  such  person  or  persons 
aa  such  tribe  shall  designate. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  at  the  request  of  any  Indian  tribe  to 
which  any  annuity  shall  be  payable  in  money,  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
paid  in  goods,  purchased  as  provided  in  the  next  section  of  this  act 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  fwrther  enacted.  That  all  merchandise  required 
by  any  Indian  treaty  for  the  Indians,  payable  afler  making  of  such  treaty, 
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shall  be  purchased  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  upon 
proposals  to  be  received,  to  be  based  on  notices  previously  to  be  giren; 
and  all  merchandise  required  at  the  making  of  any  Indian  treaty  shall 
be  purchased  under  the  order  of  the  commissioners,  by  such  person  u 
they  shall  appoint,  or  by  such  person  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Pre* 
sident  for  that  purpose.  And  all  other  purchases  on  account  of  the  In- 
dians, and  all  payments  to  them  of  money  or  goods,  shall  be  made  bj 
such  person  as  the  President  shall  designate  for  that  purpose.  And  the 
superintendent,  agent,  or  sub-agent,  together  with  such  military  officer 
as  the  President  may  direct,  shall  be  present,  and  certify  to  the  ddiveiy 
of  all  goods  and  money  required  to  be  paid  or  delivered  to  the  Indians. 
And  the  duties  required  by  any  section  of  this  act,  of  military  officers, 
shall  be  performed  without  any  other  compensation  than  their  actnal 
travelling  expenses;  and  all  persons  whatsoever,  charged  or  trusted  with 
the  disbursement  or  application  of  money,  goods,  or  effects  of  any  kiad, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians,  shall  settle  their  accounts,  annually,  at  the 
War  Department,  on  the  first  day  of  October;  and  copies  of  the  same 
shall  be  laid,  annually,  before  Congress  at  the  commencement  of  the 
ensuing  session,  by  the  proper  accounting  officers;  together  with  a  list 
of  the  names  of  all  persons  to  whom  money,  goods,  or  effects  had  been 
delivered  within  said  year,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians,  specifying  the 
amount  and  object  for  which  it  was  intended,  and  showing  who  are  de- 
linquents, if  any,  in  forwarding  their  accounts  according  to  the  provisioos 
of  this  act;  and,  also,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons  appointed  or 
employed,  under  this  act,  with  the  dates  of  their  appointment  or  employ* 
ment,  and  the  salary  and  pay  of  each. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  person  employed  in  the 
Indian  department  shall  have  any  interest  or  concern  in  any  trade  with 
the  Indians,  except  for,  and  on  account  of,  the  United  States;  andaoy 
person  offending  herein,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollan, 
and  upon  satisfactory  information  of  such  offence  being  laid  before  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  it  shall  become  his  duty  to  remove  such 
person  from  the  office  or  situation  he  may  hold.

Sbc.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  prescribe  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  he  may  think  fit,  for  carrying  into  effect  the  various  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  of  any  other  act  relating  to  Indian  affairs,  and  for 
the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  Indian  department 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  r^ 
pealed.

or  penitentiary  is  situated;  and  while  so  confined  therein,  shall  also  be 
exdasirely  under  the  control  of  the  officers  having  charge  of  the  same, 
nnder  the  laws  of  the  said  state  or  territory.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senatmand  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled^  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  March  next,  Spanish  vessels  coming  from  the  island  of  Cuba,  or 
Porto  Rico,  either  directly,  or  after  touching  at  any  port  or  place,  shall 
pay,  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  such  further  tonnage  duty  in 
addition  to  the  tonnage  duty  which  may  be  payable  under  any  other  law, 
as  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  discriminating  duty  that  would 
have  been  imposed  on  the  cargoes  imported  in  the  said  vessels,  respec- 
tively, if  the  same  had  been  exported  from  the  port  of  Havana,  in 
American  bottoms. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  before  any  such  vessel  shall 
be  permitted  to  clear  out  or  depart  from  a  port  of  the  United  States, 
with  a  cargo  which  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  destined  to  either  of 
the  said  islands,  the  said  vessel  shall  pay  such  further  tonnage  duty  as 
shall  be  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  discriminating  duty  that  would  be 
payable,  for  the  time  being,  upon  the  cargo,  if  imported  into  the  port  of 
Havana,  in  an  American  bottom.

Indian  agents,  as  provided  for  by  the  act  of  thirtieth  of  June,  one  thoasand 
eight  hundred  and  tliirty-four,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  sub-agents,  allowed  by  the  same  act,  ten  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  interpreters  allowed  by  the  same  act,  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

For  presents  to  Indians,  authorized  by  the  same  act,  five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  the  purchase  of  provisions  for  Indians,  at  the  distribution  of  annui- 
ties, while  on  visits  of  business  with  the  superintendents  and  agents, 
and  when  assembled  on  public  business,  eleven  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars. 

For  the  necessary  buildings  required  at  the  several  agencies  and  repairs 
thereof,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  postage,  stationery,  and  rent  and  fuel  for  offices,  as  authorized  by 
the  act  of  June  thirtieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four 
three  thousand  dollars.

the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  the  assent  of  Congress  is  hereby  given 
to  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad  through  or  over  any  of  the  said 
lots  or  parts  of  lots  which  are  owned  by  the  United  States. 

(a)  The  following  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  ii  introduced,  aa  it  is  one  of  the  occaaiona  in  which  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad  has  been  the  subject  of  the  legislation  of  Congress. 

The  state  of  Maryland,  in  1836,  passed  a  law  directing  a  subscription  of  three  millions  of  dollars  to  be 
made  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  with  the  following  proviso,  '*  that 
if  the  said  company  shall  not  locate  the  said  road  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  Uien  and  in  that 
case,  the  J  shall  forfeit  one  million  of  dollars  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  for  the  use  of  Washington  county.'* 
In  March,  1840,  the  state  passed  another  act,  repealing  so  much  of  the  prior  act  as  made  it  the  duty  of 
the  company  to  construct  the  road  by  the  route  therein  prescribed,  remitting  and  releasing  the  penal^, 
and  directing  the  discontinuance  of  any  suit  brought  to  recover  the  same.  Held,  that  the  proviso  was 
B  measure  of  state  policy,  which  it  had  a  right  to  change,  if  that  policy  was  afterwards  discovered  to  be 
erroneous ;  and  neither  the  commissioners,  nor  the  county,  nor  any  one  of  its  citisens,  acquired  any 
separate  or  private  interest  under  it,  which  could  be  maintained  in  a  court  of  justice.  State  of  Mazy- 
land  V.  The  Boltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  3  Howard,  534. 

It  waa  a  penalty,  intended  to  be  imposed  on  the  company  for  disobeying  the  law }  and  the  aasent  of 
the  company  to  it,  aa  a  aupplemeatal  charter,  was  not  sufficient  to  deprive  it  of  the  character  of  a 
penalty.    2bid. 

A  Giause  of  forfeiture  in  a  law  is  to  be  construed  difierently  from  a  simUar  clause  in  an  engagement 
between  individuals.  A  legislature  can  impose  it  as  a  punishment;  but  individuals  can  only  m^e  it  a 
MStler  of  cpstTMtt    3fiipg  a  penalty,  imposed  by  law«  the  legialatiure  had  a  right  t^  remit  it.    JNd.

free  use  of  any  street  or  avenue  shall  not  be  impaired  thereby:  And  pro- 
vided, also,  That  the  said  company  shall  not  use  or  employ  any  steam 
engine  in  drawing  or  propelling  the  cars,  wagons,  or  other  vehicles,  on 
any  part  of  the  said  road  within  the  city  of  Washington,  except  in  such 
parts  as  may  be  agreed  to  by  the  corporate  authorities  oT  said  city.

That  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  for  the  purpose 
of  continuing  the  Cumberland  road  in  the  state  of  Ohio;  alao  that  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ap- 
propriated, for  continuing  the  Cumberland  road  in  the  state  of  Indiana; 
which  sums  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appropriated,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Solid  embank- 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act  entitled  "An  act  g  *°*u**^?*"  *^" 
authorizing  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  Potomac,  and  re-  ^"  ^  °°®  • 
pealing  all  acts  already  passed  in  relation  thereto,"  which  was  approved 
on  the  thirtieth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended,  so  far  as  to  authorize  a  connexion,  by  a  solid 
embankment  across  the  middle,  commonly  called  the  Swash  channel,  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled^  That  branches  of  the  mint 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  established  as  follows :  one  branch  at  the 
city  of  New  Orleans  for  the  coinage  of  gold  and  silver;  one  branch  at 
the  town  of  Charlotte,  in  Mecklinburg  county,  in  the  state  of  North 
Carolina,  for  the  coinage  of  gold  only ;  and  one  branch  at  or  near  Dah- 
lohnega, in  Lumpkin  county,  in  the  state  of  Georgia,  also  for  the  coinage 
of  gold  only.  And  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  sites,  erecting  suitable 
buildings,  and  completing  the  necessary  combinations  of  machinery  for 
the  several  branches  aforesaid,  the  following  sums,  to  be  paid  oat  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  shall  be,  and  hereby 
are,  appropriated :  for  the  branch  at  New  Orleans,  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars;  for  the  branch  at  Charlotte,  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars; for  the  branch  at  Dahlohnega,  fifly  thousand  dollars.

Imprisonment,  waters  within  the  admiralty  and  maritime  jmrisdictioo  of  the  United 
S?tal°offe"ce.^"  States,  shall  unlawfully,  wUfully,  and  with  force,  or  by  fraud,  threats,  or 
other  intimidations,  usurp  the  command  of  such  ship  or  Tessel  from  the 
master  or  other  lawful  commanding  officer  thereof,  or  deprive  him  of  his 
authority  and  command  on  board  thereof,  or  resist  or  prevent  him  in  the 
free  and  lawful  exercise  thereof,  or  transfer  such  authority  and  command 
to  any  other  person  not  lawfully  entitled  thereto,  every  such  person  so 
offending,  his  aiders  or  abettors,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  revolt  or 
mutiny  and  felony ;  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars ;  and  by  imprisonment  and  confine- 
ment to  hard  labour  not  exceeding  ten  years,  according  to  the  nature  and 
aggravation  of  the  offence.

The  act  of  1835,  ch.  40,  provides,  «  That  if  any  one  or  more  of  the  crew  of  an  American  ship  or  Teasel 
on  the  high  seas,  &c.,  shall  endeavour  to  make  a  revolt,  &c.j  he  and  they  shall  be  punished  as  provided 
in  the  act.*'  Held,  that  a  ship  engaged  in  a  whaling  voyage,  without  having  surrendered  her  register, 
or  taken  out  an  enrolment  and  liceAe  pursuant  to  the  act  of  1793,  ch.  8,  was  not  an  Americaa  ship, 
within  the  purview  of  the  act  of  1836,  ch.  40,  and  that  an  indictment  would  not  hold,  under  this  aet, 
against  the  crew,  for  an  endeavour  to  make  a  revolt.

And  he  it  fitrther  enacted^  That  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
and  ten  dollars  be  paid  to  Mrs.  Mitchell,  wife  of  Edward  Mitchell,  for 
instructing  the  Choctaw  Indians  to  spin  and  weave,  in  conformity  with 
the  request  made  by  their  chiefs  and  head  men  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  at  the  treaty  of  Doak's  Stand.

Proamble. 


Jin  Jlet  incorporating  the  Cheaapeakt  and  Ohio  Canal  Company . 

Whereas  a  navigable  canal  from  the  tide  water  of  the  rirer  Potowmac,  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  to  the  mouth  of  SaTafire  creek  on  the  north  branch 
of  said  river,  and  extendingr  thence,  across  the  Alleghany  mountain,  to  some 
convenient  point  on  the  navigable  waters  of  the  river  Ohio,  or  some  one  of 
ltd  tributary  streams,  to  be  ted,  through  its  course,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
mountain,  by  the  river  Potowmac  and  the  streams  which  empty  therein, 
and  on  the  western  side  of  the  mountain,  and  in  passing  over  the  same,  by 
all  such  streams  of  water  as  may  be  beneficially  drawn  thereto  by  feeders, 
dams,  or  any  other  practicable  mode,  will  be  a  work  of  {[reat  profit  and  ad- 
vantage to  the  people  of  this  state,  and  of  the  neighbotinng  states,  and  may, 
ultimately,  tend  to  establish  a  connected  navigation  between  the  eastern  and 
western  waters,  so  as  to  extend  and  multiply  the  means  and  fecilities  of  in« 
ternal  commerce  and  personal  intercourse  between  the  two  great  sections  of 
tiie  United  States,  ana  to  interweave  more  closely  all  tiie  mutual  interests  and 
affections  that  are  calculated  to  consolidate  and  perpetuate  the  vital  principles 
of  union ;  and  whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  Cfeneral  Assembly,  that  the 
Potowmac  Company  are  willing  and  desirous  that  a  charter  shall  be  granted  to

1.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  hy  the  General  Jhsemhltf  of  Virginia,  That  so  soon  Comminbnen 
as  the  Legislatures  of  Marymnd  and  Pennsylvania,  and  me  Congress  of  the  to  be  appointed.

The  said  commissioners  shall  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times 
and  places  as  they  shall  think  fit,  in  their  respective  states,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  under  the  management  of  such  persons  as  they  shall  appoint, 
for  receiving  subscriptions  to  me  capital  stock  of  the  company  hereinaner  in- 
corporated ;  which  subscriptions  may  be  made  either  in  person  or  by  power 
of  attorney ;  and  notice  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemea  advi- 
sable, by  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners,  of  the  time  and  places  of 
opening  the  books. 

2.  And  the  said  commissioners  shall  cause  the  books  to  be  kept  open  at  least 
forty  days,  and,  within  twenty  days  after  the  expiration  thereof,  snail  call  a 
general  meeting  of  the  subscribers  at  the  city  of  Washington,  of  which  meeting 
notice  shall  be  given,  by  a  majority  of  the  commissionera  aforesaid,  in  at  least

ciency,'and  may  continue  to  take  and  receive  such  subscriptions  for  the  tenn 
of  twelve  months  thereafter ;  and  a  just  and  true  list  of  all  the  subscriben, 
with  the  sum  subscribed  by  each,  shall  be  made  out,  and  returned  by  the  said 
commissioners  or  by  a  majority  of  them,  under  their  hands,  to  the  board  of 

{>ublic  works  of  this  state,  to  the  goyernor  and  council  of  the  state  of  Mary 
and,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  Seo- 
retai^  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  be  carefully  preserved  ;  and  in 
case  more  than  six  millions  of  dollars  shall  be  subscribed,  then  the  sum  sub- 
scribed shall  be  reduced  to  that  amount,  by  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  tliem,  by  beginning  at  and  striking  off  a  share  from  the  largest 
subscription  or  subscriptions,  and  continuing  to  strike  off  a  share  from  all 
subscriptions  under  the  largest  and  above  one  share,  until  the  same  is  reduced 
to  the  capital  aforesaid,  or  until  a  share  is  taken  from  all  subscriptions  above 
one  share ;  and  lots  shall  be  drawn  between  subscribers  of  equal  sums,  to  de- 
termine the  number  of  shares  which  each  subscriber  shall  be  allowed  to  hold, 
onalist  to  be  made  for  striking  off  as  aforesaid;  and  if  the  sum  subscribed  stiU 
exceed  the  capital  aforesaid,  then  to  strike  off  by  the  same  rule,  until  the  sum 
subscribed  is  reduced  to  the  capital  aforesaid,  or  all  the  subscriptions  reduced

shares,  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  ;  of  which  eveiy  person  subscribing  may 
tako,  and  subscribe  for  one  or  more  whole  shares,  and  such  subscriptions  may 
be  paid  and  discharged  either  in  the  legal  currency  of  the  United  States,  or  in 
the  certificates  of  stock  of  the  present  Potowmac  Company,  at  the  par  or  nomi- 
nal value  thereof,  or  in  the  claims  of  the  creditors  of  the  said  company,  certi- 
fied by  the  acting  president  and  directors  to  have  been  due,  for  pnncipal  and 
debt,  on  the  day  on  which  tlie  assent  of  the  said  company  shall  have  been 
signified  by  their  corporate  act  as  hereinbefore  required :  Prort(i^,That  the  said 
certificates  of  stock  shall  not  exceed,  in  the  whole  amount,  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  and  eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  eleven  cents ; 
nor  the  said  claims  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars :  Provided,  also.  That  the  stock  so  paid  for  in  certificates  of  the 
stock  of  the  present  company,  and  of  the  debts  due  from  the  said  company, 
shall  be  entitled  to  dividend,  only  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  that  no  pay- 
ment shall  be  received,  in  such  certificates  of  stock,  until  the  Potowmac  Com- 
pany shall  have  executed  the  conveyance  prescribed  by  the  thirteenth  section 
of  this  act  Jind  provided^  That,  unless  one-fourth  of  the  said  capital  shall  be 
subscribed,  as  aforesaid,  all  subscriptions  made  in  consequence  of  this  act, 
shall  be  void ;  and,  in  case  one-fourth,  and  less  than  the  whole  capital,  shall 
be  subscribed  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
are  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  take  and  receive  the  subscripdons,  which 
shall  first  be  offered  in  whole  shares,  as  aforesaid,  until  the  deficiency  shall  be 
made  up ;  a  certificate  of  which  additional  subscription  shall  be  made,  under 
the  hands  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  and 
returned  as  aforesaid. 

Incorporation       3.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted^  That,  whenever  one-fourth,  or  a  greater  part  of

subscribers,  their  heirs  and  assigrns,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  declared  to  be

Company,*'  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and,  as  such,  shall  nave  perpetual  succee- 
sion,  and  a  common  seal ;  and  the  estates,  rights,  and  interests  of  the  said 
eompany,  shall  be  adjudged  and  taken  in  law  to  be  real  estate ;  and  it  shall, 
thereupon,  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
call  a  general  meeting  of  the  said  subscribera,  at  such  time  and  place  as  ther« 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appoint,  after  advertising  the  same,  in  such  publie 
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prints  as  thej,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  think  pioper,  and  such  of  the  said 
subscribers  as  shall  be  present  at  tlie  said  meeting,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are 
hereby  empowered  and  required  to  elect  a  president  and  six  directors,  for  con- 
ducting the  said  undertaking,  and  managing  all  the  said  company's  business 
and  concerns,  for,  and  during  such  time,  not  exceeding  three  years,  as  the 
said  subscribers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  think  fit ;  and,  in  counting  the 
▼otes  of  all  general  meetings  of  the  said  company,  each  member  sh^ul  be 
allowed  one  vote  for  every  snare,  as  far  as  ten  shares,  and  one  vote  for  every

no  officer  or  director  of  said  company  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
allowed  to  vote  on  any  stock  but  his  own. 

4.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  and  their 
successors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  assembled,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  appoint,  and,  at  their  pleasure,  dismiss  such  engineer  or  engineers, 
and  agent  or  agents,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  nx  their  compensa- 
tion ;  and  to  agree  with  any  person  or  persons,  on  behalf  of  the  said  company, 
to  cut  canals,  erect  dams,  open  feeders,  construct  locks,  and  perform  such 
other  works,  as  they  shall  juage  necessary  or  expedient,  for  completing  the 
canal  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  described ;  ana,  out  of  the  money  arising 
from  the  subscriptions  and  tolls  and  other  aids,  hereinafter  ffiven,  to  pay  for 
the  same,  and  to  repair  and  keep  in  order  the  said  canals,  locks,  ana  other 
works  necessary  tliereto,  and  to  defray  all  incidental  charges;  and  also  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  clerk,  and  other  officers,  toll-gatherers,  managers,  and  ser* 
vants,  as  they  shall  judge  requisite,  and  to  agree  for,  and  settle  their  respective 
wages  or  allowances;  and  to  settle,  pass,  and  sign  their  accounts;  and  also 
to  make  and  establish  rules  of  proceeding,  and  to  transact  all  other  business 
and  concerns  of  the  said  company,  in  and  during  the  intervals  between  the 
general  meetings  of  the  same ;  and  they  shall  be  allowed  as  a  compensation 
for  their  trouble  therein,  such  sum  of  money  as  shall,  by  a  general  meetinfir 
of  the  stockholders,  be  determined  :  Provided  always.  That  the  treasurer  shaU 
give  bond,  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  security,  as  the  said  president  and 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  direct,  for  the  true  and  faithful  discharf^ 
of  t)ie  trust  reposed  in  him,  and  that  the  allowance  to  be  made  him  for  his 
services,  shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  in  the  hundred  for  the  disbursements 
by  him  made ;  and  that  no  officer  in  the  company  shall  have  any  vote  in  the 
settlement  or  passing  of  his  own  account. 

That,  on  all  subscriptions  which  shall  not  be 
paid,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  in  certificates  of  the  stock  or  debts  of  the 
present  Potowmac  Company,  there  shall  be  paid,  at  the  time  of  subscription, 
on  each  share  one  dollar ;  and  thereafter,  when  the  company  shall  be  formed, 
the  stock  subscribed  shall  be  paid  on  such  instalments,  and  at  such  times,  as 
the  president  and  directors  snail,  from  time  to  time,  require,  as  the  work 
advances:  Provided,  That  not  more  thaiu one-third  part  snail  be  demanded 
within  any  year,  from  the  commencement  of  the  work :  nor  any  payment 
demanded  within  any  year  from  the  commencement  of  the  work :  nor  any  pay« 
ment  demanded,  until  at  least  sixty  days*  public  notice  thereof  shall  have  been 

fiven,  in  such  public  newspapers  as  ^e  said  president  and  directors  shall 
irect  such  notices  to  be  published  in ;  and,  whenever  any  subscriber  shall 
fail  to  nay  any  instalment  called  for  by  ^e  company,  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  company,  upon  motion  to  be  made  in  any  court  of  record,  after 
ten  days'  notice,  to  obtain  judgment  against  the  subscriber  so  failing  to  pay ; 
or  the  said  compa^,  at  their  option,  may,  after  giving  sixty  days'  notice, 
in  such  public  newspaper,  printed  witliin  the  District  oT  Columbia,  as  they 
may  judge  proper,  sell  the  stock  of  such  subscriber ;  and,  if  Uie  proceeds 
of  any  such  safe  shall  exceed  the  sum  demanded,  the  surplus,  after  paying  the 
expenses  of  such  sale,  shall  be  paid  to  the  subscriber  so  failing,  or  to  his 
legal  representatives ;  and  the  purchaser,  at  such  sale,  shall  become  a  stock- 
holder,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  entitled  to 
the  same  privileges,  rights  and  emoluments,  as  original  subscribers  under 
this  act. 

6.  And  to  continue  the  succession  of  the  said  president  and  directors,  and 
to  keep  up  the  same  number :  Be  it  enacted.  That,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term  for  which  the  said  president  and  directors  were 
appointed,  the  stockholders  of  tlie  said  company,  at  the  next  general  meeting. 
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■hall  either  continue  the  said  president  or  directors^  or  any  of  them*  or  choose 
o^ers  in  their  stead,  and,  until  snch  choice  be  made,  the  president  and  direo* 
tors  for  the  time  being  shall  continue  in  office ;  and,  in  case  of  the  death, 
remoTal,  resignation,  or  incapacity  of  the  president,  or  any  of  the  said  direc- 
tors, may  ana  shall,  in  manner  aforesaid,  elect  any  other  person  or  persons  to 
be  presiaent  and  directors,  in  the  room  of  him  or  them  so  dying,  remoTing,  or 
resigning ;  and  may,  at  any  of  their  general  meetings,  remoye  the  president, 
or  any  of  the  directors,  and  appoint  others  for  and  during  the  remainder  of  the 
term  for  which  such  person  or  persons  were  at  first  to  have  acted. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  every  president  and  director,  before  he  acts  as  such, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  for  the  da^  execution  of  his  office. 

8.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  presence  of  stockholders,  having  a  major 
part  of  the  stock  at  least,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  which  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  m  June  in  every 
Tear,  at  such  convenient  town  or  place  as  shall  be,  from  time  to  time,  appointed 
by  the  said  general  meeting :  but,  if  a  sufficient  number  shall  not  attend  on 
that  day,  the  stockholders  who  do  attend,  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
until  the  stockholders  holding  tiie  major  part  of  the  stock  do  attend,  and  tiie 
business  of  the  company  is  finished;  to.  which  meeting  the  president  and 
directors  shall  make  report,  and  render  distinct  accounts  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings ;  and,  on  finding  them  fairly  and  justiy  stated,  the  stockholders  then 
present,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  give  a  certificate  thereof,  a  duplicate  of 
which  shall  be  entered  on  the  company's  books ;  and  at  such  yearly  general 
meetings,  after  leaving  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  such  sums  as  the  stock- 
holders, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  judge  necessary  for  repairs  and  contingent 
charges,  an  equal  dividend  of  all  the  net  profits  arising  from  the  tolls  hereby 
granted,  shall  be  ordered  and  made  to  ana  among  all  the  stockholders  of  the 
said  company,  in  proportion  to  their  several  shares,  subject  to  the  provisions 
and  enactments  hereinafter  declared ;  and,  upon  any  emergency  in  the  interval 
between  the  said  yearly  meetings,  tiie  said  president,  or  a  majority  of  tiie 
said  directors,  may  appoint  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  com- 
pany, at  any  convenient  town  or  place,  giving  at  least  one  month's  previous 
notice,  in  at  least  four  of  the  newspapers  in  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  V  ir^gfinia, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia ;  which  meeting  may  be  adjourned  and  contuned 
as  aforesaid :  and  in  case  the  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them,  in  any 
general  meeting  aforesaid,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  order  a  semi-annual, 
rather  than  a  yearly  dividend  as  aforesaid,  then,  in  like  manner,  with  like 
notice,  and  under  like  restrictions,  tiiere  shall  be  a  half-yearly,  or  semi-annual 
dividend  of  net  profits  declared  and  paid. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted^  That,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  expenses  the  said 
stockholders  will  be  at,  not  only  in  cutting  the  said  canal,  erecting  locks  and 
dams,  providing  aj^ueducts,  feeders,  and  other  works,  and  in  improvinsr  and 
keeping  tiie  same  in  repair,  the  said  canal  and  all  other  works  aforesaid,  or 
lequired  to  improve  tiie  navigation  thereof,  at  any  time  hereafter,  with  all  their 
profits,  subject  to  the  limitations  herein  provided,  and  to  none  other,  shall  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  vested  in  the  said  stockholders,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  for  ever,  as  tenants  in  common,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares, 
and  be  for  ever  exempt  from  the  pa3rment  of  any  tax,  imposition,  or  assess- 
ment whatsoever ;  and  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president 
and  directors,  at  all  times,  for  ever  hereafter,  to  demand  and  receive,  at  such 
places  as  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors  aforesaid, 
tolls  for  the  passage  of  vessels,  boats,  rafts,  produce,  and  all  other  articles,  at 
such  rates  as  the  said  president  and  directors  may  hereafter  allow  and  esta* 
blish,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

10.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  if  tiie  commissioners  heieby  required  to  be 
appointed,  shall  die,  resign  or  refuse  to  act,  the  vacancy  occasioned  thereby 
snail  be  filled  by  the  same  authority  by  which  tiie  original  appointment  was 
made ;  and  the  person  or  persons  appointed  to  fiU  such  vacancy,  shall  have 
all  the  power  and  authority  which  was  vested  in  the  commissioner  whose 
place  he  or  they  shall  be  appointed  to  supply ;  and  when  any  part  of  the 
canal  aforesaid  shaU  have  been  completed,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act,  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company  heiebT 
created,  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  ordain  and  establish 
a  rate  of  tolls  to  be  paid  upon  boats,  vessels,  rafts,  or  other  property,  passing 
on  the  part  of  the  csmal  so  completed ;  and  so,  from  time  to  time,  as  part  or 
parts  shall  be  completed ;  and  until  the  eastern  section  thereof  shall  be  finished 
up  to  tiie  mouth  of  Savage  river  or  creek;  and,  thereafter»  until  the  i 
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eanal  shall  hare  been  finished  accordingr  to  the  tine  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act  of  Virginia, 
act  For  the  collection  of  which  tolls,  the  president  and  directors  shall  have 
power  to  establish  so  many  toll-houses,  and  at  their  pleasure  to  appoint  and 
remoye  so  many  collectors,  and  at  such  places  as  from  time  to  time  they  may 
judge  expedient;  and  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  full  authori^, 
subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stock- 
holders represented  in  any  general  meeting,  to  regulate  and  fix  a  tariff  of  tolls, 
not  exceeding  an  average  of  two  cents  per  ton  per  mile ;  and  so  to  adjust  the 
said  tolls,  in  relation  to  the  capacity  or  burden  of  the  boats,  and  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  rafts  passing  the  locks  of  the  said  canal,  as  to  promote  economy 
of  water  and  time  in  the  navigation  thereof. 

11.  Jind  be  it  enacted^  That  the  president  and  directors  shall,  annually,  or  Dividendi. 
semi-annually,  declare  and  make  such  dividend  of  the  net  profits,  from  the 
tolls  to  be  received  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  from  the  other 
resources  of  the  company,  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  afVer  deducting  there- 
from the  necessary  current,  and  the  probable  contingent  expenses,  to  be  divided 
among  the  proprietors  of  the  stock  of  the  said  company,  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  shares,  in  manner  following ;  that  is  to  say :  if  such  net  profits 
shall  not  exceed  ten  per  centJ  on  the  amount  of  shares,  which  shall  have  been 
paid  for  in  current  money  of  the  United  States,  and  expended  on  the  eastern 
section  of  the  said  canal,  then  the  whole  thereof  shall  be  divided  among  the 
holders  of  such  shares,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares ;  but,  if  such 
net  profits  shall  exceed  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  in  any  year,  on 
such  amount  of  stock,  then  the  surplus  shall  be  divided  among  such  stock- 
holders as  shall  have  paid  for  their  shares  in  certificates  of  the  debts  of  the 
Potowmac  Company,  until  they  shall  therefrom  have  received  a  dividend  of 
six  per  cent. ;  and,  if  a  surplus  yet  remain,  the  same  shaU  be  divided  among 
the  stockholders  who  shall  have  paid  for  their  shares  in  certificates  of  the 
■took  of  the  Potowmac  Company,  until  they  shall  have  received  therefrom  a 
dividend  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  such  shares ;  and  if  a  surplus  still 
remain,  so  long  as  the  western  section  of  the  canal  shall  remain  unfinished, 
such  surplus  shall  be  applied,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  construction  and  com- 
pletion thereof,  in  such  mode  as  the  president  and  directors,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  witn  the  constitution  of  ti)e  United  Stat^ 
or  of  me  several  states  aforesaid,  as  the  stockholders,  or  a  majority  thereof,  in 
general  meeting,  may  prescribe,  until  the  western  section  of  the  canal  shall  be 
also  completed ;  after  which,  if  such  surplus  shall  still  arise,  the  same  shall 
be  divided  among  all  the  stockholders,  without  discrimination,  in  proportion 
'  to  their  respective  shares,  until  the  annual  dividend  thereon  shall  have  reached 
fifteen  per  cent.,  beyond  which  it  shall  never  extend.  But  should  the  net 
revenue  of  the  company  exceed  that  amount  for  any  two  years  in  succession, 
then  such  excess  snail  be  applied,  by  the  president  and  directors,  in  such 
mode  as  shall  be  agreed  on  by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  convened  in 
general  meetin|r ;  first,  to  strengthening  and  improving  the  works  of  the  canal 
of  every  descnption  reauiring  the  same ;  next,  to  the  accommodation,  where 
not  already  provided,  ot  the  inhabitants  of  the  shores  of  the  river  Potowmac, 
and  of  the  country  drained  by  the  tributary  streams  thereof,  now  navigable, 
or  which  may  hereafter  become  so,  by  afforaing  to  them,  in  the  best  practical 
mode,  a  safe  and  easy  access  to  the  canal,  from  the  surface  of  the  mam  river, 
and  of  the  said  streams  emptying  therein ;  and,  last  of  all,  to  the  erection  of 
such  walls  of  stone  or  other  materials,  along  the  water  margin  of  the  canal, 
as  shall  fit  the  same  for  the  navigation  of  steamboats  of  a  size  adapted  to  the 
said  canal.  And  should  the  said  tolls  continue,  after  all  such  improvements 
have  been  completed,  to  net  more  than  fifteen  per  cent  per  annum  to  the 
stockholders  for  any  two  years  in  succession,  the  tolls  upon  the  same  shall  be 
reduced,  by  the  president  and  directors,  according  to  some  just  and  equitable 
ratio,  till  the  said  dividend  shall  f^l  to  fifteen  per  cent  per  annum :  Provided^ 
That,  should  the  said  dividend  thereafter  sink  below  fifteen  per  cent,  the  said 
tolls,  or  a  part  thereof,  may  be  renewed,  till  the  said  net  dividend  reaches 
that  amount  And  for  any,  or  all  the  within-mentioned  purposes,  the  said 
president  and  directors  are  empowered  to  borrow,  in  behalf  of^  the  company, 
on  the  credit  of  such  excess  of  tolls,  such  sum  or  sums  of  mone^  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  at  such  rate  of  interest,  and  with  such  delay  of'^pa3nment, 
as  they  may  stipulate,  with  the  previous  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders in  general  meeting  convened.  Creditors  of 
13.  Jindoe  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  the  Potowmac 
''i rectors  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  so  long  as  there  shall   Company. 
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Act  of  Virgixua.  be  and  remain  any  ereditor  of  the  Fotowmac  Company,  who  shall  not  hare 
Tested  his  demand  against  the  same  in  the  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal  Company,  to  pay  to  such  creditor  or  creditors  annually,  such  dividend, 
or  proportion  of  the  net  amount  of  the  revenues  of  the  Potowmac  Companv, 
on  an  average  of  the  last  five  years  preceding:  the  organization  of  the  said 
proposed  company,  as  the  demand  of  the  said  creditor  or  creditors  at  this 
time  may  bear  to  the  whole  debt  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars. 

13.  Jhd  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  the  Potowmac  Company  shall 
have  declared  its  assent  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  manner  herein- 
before provided,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company  to  surrender  its  charter, 
and  convey,  in  due  form  of  law,  to  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company, 
hereby  incorporated,  all  the  property,  rights,  and  privilej^  by  them  owned, 
possessed  and  enjoyed,  under  the  same ;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
and  for  the  said  company,  hereby  proposed  to  be  created,  to  accept  such  sur- 
render and  transfer,  and  to  hold,  possess,  use  and  occupy,  all  the  said  proper^, 
rights,  and  privileges,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same  effect,  as  the  said

Canal  de-  14.  ^nd  be  it  enaetedj  That  the  said  canal,  and  the  works  to  be  erected 
clared  a  public  thereon  in  virtue  of  this  act,  when  completed,  shall  forever  thereafter  be 
highway.  esteeified,  and  taken  to  be  navigable  as  a  public  highway,  free  for  the  trans- 

portation of  all  goods,  commodities,  and  produce  whatever,  on  payment  of  the 
tolls  to  be  imposed,  as  provided  by  this  act;  and  no  other  toll  or  tax  what- 
ever, for  the  use  of  the  said  canal  and  the  works  thereon  erected,  shall,  at  any 
time  hereailer,  be  imposed,  but  by  consent  of  the  said  states  and  of  the  United 
States. 
Jury  to  assess  15;  And  whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  making  of  the  said  canal,  locks, 
damages  for  the  dams,  ponds,  feeders,  and  other  works,  that  a  provision  should  be  made  for 
land  cut  through,  condemning  a  quantity  of  land  for  the  purpose :  Be  it  enacted^  That  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
to  agree  with  tlie  ownera  of  any  land  through  which  the  toid  canal  is  intended 
to  pass,  for  the  purchase  or  use  and  occupation  thereof;  and  in  case  of  dis- 
agreement, or  in  case  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  a  femme  covert,  under  age, 
non-compos,  or  out  of  the  state  or  county,  on  application  to  a  justice  of  the 
county  in  which  such  land  shall  be,  the  said  justice  of  the  peace  shall  issue 
his  warrant,  under  his  hand,  to  the  sherifi*  of  the  county,  to  summon  a  jury

justly,  and  impartially,  value  the  land,  and  all  damages  the  owner  thereof 
shall  sustain  by  cutting  the  canal  through  such  land,  or  the  partial  or  tem« 
porary  appropriation,  use,  or  occupation,  of  such  land,  according  to  the  best 
of  his  skill  and  judgment,  and  that  in  such  valuation  he  will  not  spare  any 
peraon  for  favour  or  afiectipn,  nor  any  peraon  grieve  for  malice,  hatred,  or  ill 
will ;  and  in  every  such  valuation  and  assessment  of  damages,  the  jury  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  consider,  in  determining  and  fixing  the 
amount  thereof,  the  actual  benefit  which  will  accrue  to  the  owner  from  con- 
ducting the  said  canal  through,  or  erecting  any  of  the  said  works  upon  his 
land,  and  to  regulate  their  verdict  thereby ;  except  that  no  assessment  shall 
require  any  such  owner  to  pay,  or  contribute  any  thing  to  the  said  company 
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wlieie  saeh  benefit  shall  exceed,  in  the  estiinate  of  the  joiy,  the  Talne  and  Act  of  Viiginia. 
damages  ascertained  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  inqnisiUon  therenpon  taken,  shall 
be  signed  by  the  sheriff  and  some  twelve  or  more  of  the  jury,  and  returned 
by  the  sheriff  to  the  clerk  or  prothonotary  of  his  county,  and  unless  good 
cause  be  shown  against  the  said  inquisition,  it  shall  be  affirmed  by  the  court 
and  recorded ;  but  if  the  said  inquisition  should  be  set  aside,  or  if  from  any 
cause  no  inquisition  shall  be  returned  to  such  court  within  a  reasonable  time,  the 
said  court  may,  at  its  discretion,  as  oflen  as  may  be  necessary,  direct  another 
inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  manner  above  prescribed ;  and,  upon  every  such 
valuation,  the  jury  is  hereby  directed  to  describe  and  ascertain  the  bounds  of 
the  land  by  them  valued,  and  the  <}uality  and  duration  of  the  interest  and 
estate  in  the  same,  re<^uired  by  the  said  company  for  its  use ;  and  their  valua- 
tion shall  be  conclusive  on  all  persons,  and  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  said 
president  and  directors  to  the  owner  of  the  land  or  his  legal  representatives ; 
and  on  payment  thereof,  the  said  company  shall  be  seized  of  such  land  as  of 
an  absolute  estate  in  perpetuity,  or  with  such  less  quantity  and  duration  of 
interest  or  estate  in  the  same,  or  subject  to  such  partial  or  temporary  appro- 
priation, use,  or  occupation,  as  shall  be  required  and  described,  as  aforesaid, 
as  if  conveyed  by  the  owner  to  them.  And  whenever,  in  the  construction  of 
the  said  canal,  or  any  of  the  works  thereof,  locks,  dams,  ponds,  feeders, 
tunnels,  aqueducts,  culverts,  bridges,  or  works  of  any  other  description  what- 
soever appurtenant  thereto,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  use  earth,  timber,  stone  or 
gravel,  or  any  other  material  to  be  found  on  any  of  the  lands  adjacent  or  near 
titereto,  and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  their  agent,  cannot  procure  the 
same  for  the  works  aforesaid  by  private  contract  of  the  proprietor  or  owner,  or 
in  case  the  owner  should  be  a  femme  covert,  or  non-compos,  or  under  age,  or 
out  of  the  state  or  county,  the  same  proceedings  in  all  respects  shall  be  had  as 
in  the  case  before  mentioned  of  the  assessment  and  condemnation  of  the  lands 
required  for  the  said  canal,  or  the  works  appurtenant  thereto. 

16.  Andbe  it  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  hereby  incor- 

f»orated,  to  cut,  make,  and  construct,  the  said  canal,  with  good  and  sufficient 
ocks,  on  the  most  improved  plan  for  expedition  in  the  use  thereof,  and  with  a 
width  of  not  less  than  forty  feet  at  the  sur&ce  of  the  water  therein,  or  of  twenty- 
eight  feet  at  the  bottom  thereof,  unless  the  quality  of  the  soil  shall  require  a 
narrow  base  to  admit  of  a  sufficient  slope  to  preserve  the  banks  from  sliding 
down,  and  sufficient  to  admit,  at  all  seasons,  the  navigation  of  boats  and  rafts, 
with  a  depth  of  four  feet  virater  at  the  least ;  and  wherever  wastes  shall  be  es- 
sential to  the  security  of  the  said  canal,  and  in  no  other  situation  whatever, 
along  the  same,  the  waste  water  of  the  said  canal  may  be,  from  time  to  time, 
sold  or  disposed  of  by  the  said  company  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  such 
works  and  machinery  as  require  a  water-power.  Ana  along  one  side  at  least 
of  the  said  canal,  and  such  aqueducts  as  it  may  render  necessary,  there  shall 
be  provided,  throughout  its  whole  extent,  a  towing-path  of  sufficient  breadth 
to  apply  the  power  of  horses  to  the  navigation  thereof. 

17.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  said  stock- 
holders to  transfer  his  or  her  shares,  by  deed  executed  before  two  witnesses, 
and  registered,  after  the  proof  of  the  execution  thereof,  in  the  company's 
books,  and  not  otherwise,  except  by  devise,  which  devise  shall  also  be  exhi- 
bited to  the  president  and  directore,  and  registered  in  the  company's  books 
before  the  devisee  or  devisees  shall  be  entitied  to  draw  any  part  of  the  profits 
from  the  said  tolls  or  dividends :  Provided^  That  no  transfer  shall  be  made,  ex- 
cept for  one  or  more  whole  share  or  shares,  and  not  for  part  of  such  share  or 
shares ;  and  that  no  share  or  shares  shall,  at  any  time,  be  sold,  conveyed,  or 
held  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit,  or  in  the  name  of  another,  whereby  the 
said  president  and  directors,  or  the  stockholdera  of  the  said  company,  or  any 
of  them,  diall  or  may  be  challenged,  or  made  to  answer  concermng  any  such 
trust,  but  tiut  every  person  appearing  as  aforesaid  to  be  a  stockholder,  shall,  as 
to  the  others  of  the  said  company,  be,  to  eve^  intent,  taken  absolutely  as  such ; 
but,  as  between  any  trustee  and  the  person  for  whose  benefit  any  trust  shall  be 
created,  the  common  remedy  may  be  puraued. 

18.  Jind  be  it  enacted.  That  if  the  said  capital,  and  the  other  aids  already 
granted  by  this  act,  shall  prove  insufficient,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  company,  from  time  to  time,  to  increase  the  said  capital  by  the  addition  of 
so  many  whole  shares  as  shall  be  judged  necessary  by  the  said  stockholders, 
or  a  majori^  of  them,  present  at  any  general  meeting  of  the  said  company ; 
and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  empow- 
ered and  required,  al\er  giving  at  least  two  months*  previous  notice  thereof,  in

Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  have,  heretofore,  at  the  Decern-  1*°<^ 
her  session  of  the  said  General  Assembly,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  passed  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  incorporatinflr  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  Canal  Company,''  in  the  snbstance,  or  words  following :

Therrfore^  he  it  enacted  by  the  Chneral  Auembfy  of  Maryland^  That  the 
said  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ao* 
cepted,  assented  to,  and  confirmed. 

And  be  it  further  enaded  and  declared^  That,  by  confirminff  and  accepting 
the  act  of  Virginia,  it  is  not  intended  by  the  le^lature  of  MSiyland,  to  deny 
to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  the  constitutional  power  to  legislate  on 
the  subjects  of  roads  and  canals.

Actof  CoDgreas.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  of 
Virginia,  entitled  *'An  act  incorporating  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  confirmed,  so  &r  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  any  company,  that  may  hereafter  bo 
formed  by  the  authority  of  said  act  of  incorporation,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  thereof,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  within  the  exclusiye  jniisdio- 
tion  of  the  United  States,  and  no  further. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That,  should  the  state  of  Virginia  or 
Maryland  desire  at  any  time,  to  avail  itself  of  the  rights  secured  to  it,  by  the 
twenty-first  section  of  the  act  aforesaid,  to  take  and  continue  a  canal,  from  any 
point  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal,  to  any  other  point  within  the  terri- 
tory of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  through  the  same,  on  application  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  the  executive  of  a  state,  tne  President  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  depute  three  skilful  commissioners  of  the  United 
States'  corps  of  engineers,  to  survey  and  examine  so  much  of  the  roate  of 
such  canal  as  may  affect,  in  any  manner,  the  navigation  of  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  canal.  The  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
ascertain,  as  far  as  practicable,  whether  the  canal  proposed  to  be  constnicted 
by  the  state  aforesaid  will  injure  or  impede  the  navigation  of  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  canal,  and  report  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  fects 
and  reasons  on  which  they  may  ground  their  judgment  thereupon ;  which 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  at  their  session 
next  ensuing  the  date  thereof,  for  their  decision  thereon ;  and,  if  Congress 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  said  canal  may  be  cut  in  the  manner  proposni  as 
aforesaid,  without  impeding  or  injuring  the  navigation  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal,  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  thereon.

Charter     of 
and  their  successors,  or  a  majority  of  them  assembled,  shall  haye  full  power  the  Potowmae 
and  authority  to  agree  with  any  person  or  pereons,  on  behalf  of  the  said  Company, 
company,  to  cut  such  canals,  and  erect  such  locks,  and  [lerform  such  other 
works  as  they  may  jud^  necessary,  for  opening,  improyinff,  and  extending 
the  nayigation  of  the  said  riyer,  aboye  tide  water,  to  the  bluest  part  of  the

by  the  sheriff,  and  some  twelve  or  more  of  the  jury,  and  returned  by  the 
sheriff  to  the  clerk  of  his  county,  to  be  by  him  recorded.  And  upon  ererr 
such  -valuation,  the  jury  is  hereby  directed  to  describe  and  ascertain  Uie  bounds 
«.  of  the  land  by  them  valued,  and  their  valuation  shall  be  conclusive  on  all

Skc.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  GeneralJlaeembly  cf  Maryland^  That  the  act,  Act  of  Mary- 
entitled  **  An  act  incorporating  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  land, 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  at  the  December  session, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-three,*'  which  has  already  receiyed  the  assent 
or  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  as  well 
as  of  the  Potomac  Company,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended,  in 
the  maimer  hereinafter  proyided,  on  condition  that  this  act  receiye,  in  like 
manner,  the  assent  of  the  necessary  parties  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company  shall  haye  power  to  terminate  the  eastern  section  of  the  said  canal 
at  or  near  the  town  of  Cumberland,  on  the  riyer  Potomac,  and  thence,  to 
extend  the  western  section  thereof,  in  any  direction  that  may  be  deemed 
expedient,  by  any  other  route,  as  well  as  that  prescribed  in  the  act  aforesaid, 
towards  Pittsburg,  on  the  riyer  Ohio ;  and,  in  extending  the  same  in  any 
direction  across  the  diyiding  ridge  which  separates  the  eastern  and  western 
waters,  to  substitute  for  a  tunnel,  and  namerous  locks,  on  such  part  of  the 
route,  inclined  planes  and  railways,  or  any  other  artificial  communication  or 
roads ;  and,  in  the  eyent  that  ^e  western  section  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  canal  shall  leaye  the  yalley  of  the  Potomac  riyer  at  any  point  below  the 
Coal  Banks,  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Sayage,  on  the  north  branch  thereof, 
the  company  shall  haye  the  power,  in  like  manner,  to  extend  a  branch  from 
the  main  canal  to  the  said  Coal  Banks,  at  or  aboye  the  mouth  of  Says^,  and 
to  cause  such  branch  to  be  constructed,  of  such  dimensions  as  their  yiews  of 
their  own  and  the  public  interest  may  warrant ;  and,  for  the  construction  of 
the  same,  shall/haye  and  enjoy  the  same  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities, 
under  the  same  restraints  and  conditions,  in  all  respects,  as  they  are  entitled 
to  in  relation  to  the  main  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal. 

Sic.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
held  to  discharge  the  said  company  from  a  compliance  with  each  and  eyery  of 
the  conditions  of  the  original  act,  except  so  far  as  the  same  are  expressly  altered 
by  the  proyisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  commence  and  be  in 
force  as  soon  as  it  shall  haye  receiyed  the  assent  of  the  legislature  of  Virginia, 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Potomac  Company.

Jn  Act  inccrporaiing  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company. 

Act  of  Penn-  Sscnoir  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Hepreseniaiives  of  the 
sylvania  gmng  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met^  and  it  is  her^  m- 
assent  to  act  of  of-ted  by  the  authority  (f  the  same^  That  the  full  and  entire  assent  of  this  com- 
y irgmia.  monwealth  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  given  to  all  and  each  of  the  proTisions 

mentioned  and  contained  in  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  or  Vimnia, 
passed  the  twenty-serenth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-four,  entitled  '*  An  act  incorporating  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company,'*  so  far  as  the  same  are  or  may  be  applicable  to  this  commonwealth ; 
and  the  said  act  of  the  slate  of  Virgrinia  is  hereby  adopted,  ratiiied,  and  con- 
firmed, and  enacted  into  a  law  of  this  commonwcsdth,  and  all  and  each  of  the 
*  provisions,  conditions,  and  restrictions  thereof,  as  fully  and  effectually,  as  if 
the  same  were  enacted,  paragraph  by  paracrraph,  and  section  by  section,  so  hi 
as  the  same  can  apply  to  this  commonwealth ;  always,  nevertheless,  subject  to 
the  exceptions,  provisions^  and  restrictions,  hereinafter  mentioned ;  and  the 
said  act  shall  hereafter  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  wherever  the  same  is  appli- 
cable, as  well  within,  as  without  this  commonwealth,  as  an  act  incorporatin? 
the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  for  all  and  every  of  the  objects  an9 
purposes  therein  set  forth  and  provided  for,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  said  act  of  the  state  of  Virginia ;  an  exemplification  whereof 
shall  be  annexed  to  this  act,  and  be  published  in  the  same  manner  as  the  laws 
are  usually  published ;  and  the  governor  shall  likewise  cause  an  exemplified 
copy  of  the  said  act  of  Virginia  to  be  deposited  in  the  secretary's  office  of  this 
commonwealth,  and  shall  also  transmit  an  attested  copy  of  this  act  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  one  copy  thereof  to  the  governor  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  one  copy  thereof  to  the  governor  of  Maryland. 

Sec.  2.  jlnd  be  it  further  enact^  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  this  aet 
shall  have  no  effect,  unless,  within  three  years  from  and  after  the  passage  here- 
of, the  state  of  Maryland  shall  pass  a  law  authorizing  the  state  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, or  any  company  which  may  be  for  that  purpose  incorpoiated  by  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  to  take  and  continue  a  lateral  canal  or  canals,  or  railway, 
from  any  point  or  points  within  the  territory  of  Pennsylvania,  to,  and  connect 
with,  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal,  witlun  the  territory  of  the  said  state  of 
Maryland,  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  with  all  the  rights, 
privileflres,  and  powers,  of  every  kind  whatsoever,  that  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  Company  may  have  to  make  tlie  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal, 
and  unless  the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  shall  assent  to  and 
accept  ^e  said  law  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  within  one  year  after  it  shall 
have  been  enacted :  Provided^  That,  should  the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
canal  be  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  Potomac,  at  any  point  or  points  below 
the  town  of  Hancock,  then  the  assent  of  Virginia,  and  the  said  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  Company,  shall  also  be  obtained  in  like  manner,  before  this  act 
gpea  into  operation,  except  so  far  as  it  requires  tho  assent  of  Maryland  to  tho 
nght  to  maxe  a  railway  through  tlie  territory  of  that  state. 

Sec.  3.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That,  as  a  con- 
dition on  which  this  act  shall  pass,  no  greater  tolls  shall  be  charged  or  paid 
on  goods,  commodities,  and  produce,  entering  and  transported  on  the  said  Che- 
sapeake and  Ohio  canal,  from  such  lateral  canals,  than  are  charged  and  paid  on 
other  goods,  commodities,  and  produce  of  the  same  kind,  transported  on  the  said 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal :  Jlnd  provided  further.  That  tlie  aforesaid  Chesi* 
^eake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  shall  extend  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal 
to,  and  termikiate  the  same  at,  the  city  of  Pittsburg. 

Sec.  4.  Jind  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authmity  eforetaid.  That  the  said 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
alter  and  change  the  route  of  the  western  section  of  the  said  canal,  so  that  (he 
same  may  commence  at  the  town  of  Cumberland,  situated  near  the  junction  of 
Wills'  creek  with  the  north  branch  of  the  Potomac,  and  be  continaed  from 
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thenoe,  by  the  Talley  of  Wills*  creek  and  Cast]einan*8  river,  to  the  Youghioganyy      Aet  of  Penii* 
and  from  thence  to  the  city  of  Pittsbu^ :  Provided,  That  the  United  States*   syUania. 
board  of  internal  improvement,  or  a  majority  thereof,  should  deem  and  report 
that  route  to  be  the  best. 

Sec.  5.  Jind  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  cforeMaid^  That,  should  the 
United  States  of  America  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal  Company,  the  said  company  shall,  within  six  months  after  receiving^  the 
sum  subscnbed,  commence  the  western  section  of  said  canal,  at  such  point  (St 
points  as  may  be  deemed  most  advantageous  to  the  interests  of  the  said  compa* 
ny,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  apportion  at  least  one  half  of  the  subscription 
of  the  United  States  to  the  western  section  of  the  said  canal.  And  whatever 
amount  of  stock  may  be  subscribed  by  the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania,  shall  be 
expended  wholly  on  the  western  section,  unless  authority  is  given  to  the  said 
company,  by  the  Pennsylvania  subseribers,  to  expend  their  subscriptions  dif- 
ferently ;  and  in  case  of  fulure  of  the  said  company  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions herein  set  forth,  this  act  shall  cease  to  have  any  force  or  effect  whatever. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That,  if  the 
net  annual  dividend  of  said  company  shall,  for  any  two  years  in  succession, 
exceed  the  amount  of  fifteen  per  cent,  such  excess  shall  be  equally  applied,  by 
the  president  and  directors,  to  the  accommodation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
shores  of  the  Youghiogany  and  Monon^hela  rivers,  and  the  country  drained 
by  the  tributary  streams  thereof,  now  navigable,  or  which  may  hereafter  become 
so,  in  the  same  manner,  in  proportion  to  the  distance,  as  is  directed  for  the

**  An  act  incorporating  the  Ohio  and  Chesapeake  Canal  Company,**  passed 
the  twenty-seventh  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
four. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  eforetaid^  That  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  at  any 

1>lace  within  this  commonwealth,  on  the  route  of  the  said  canal,  to  sell  or 
ease  the  use  of  the  water  contained  tiierein,  or  in  any  embankment,  djke, 
pond,  or  other  improvement  connected  therewith,  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals, or  private  company  or  companies,  for  that  purpose  incorporated  by 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  for  mills,  or  any  other  watei^works,  or  for  irrigat- 
ing any  lands,  or  for  supplying  bleach  gprounds,  tan  pits,  or  brick  yards,  and 
the  profits  or  rents  resulting  therefrom,  to  take  and  receive  to,  and  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of,  the  said  corporation,  in  addition  to  the  tolls  and  profits  allowed 
to  be  taken  by  the  act  of  Virginia :  Provided^  That  ^e  navigation  of  the  said 
eanal  be  not  thereby  impeded  or  obstructed :  And  provided  further,  That  the 
said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  shall  not,  at  any  time,  be,  directly 
or  indirectly,  engaged  or  concerned  in  any  banking,  merchandising,  milling, 
or  the  erecting  of  mills,  manufacturing,  or  mining,  or  in  any  other  business 
whatsoever,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  construction 
of  such  canal  ana  appurtenances,  and  the  performance  of  the  several  functions 
of  a  canal  company. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  (foresaid.  That,  as  a 
further  condition  on  which  the  assent  of  this  state  is  given  to  the  Virginia 
act,  aforesaid,  that,  so  fiir  as  regards  the  territory  of  Pennsylvania,  whenever 
the  said  canal  shall  cross  any  public  or  private  laid-out  road  or  highway,  or 
shall  divide  the  ground  of  any  person  or  persons,  so  as  to  require  a  ford  or 
bridge  to  cross  the  same,  the  jury,  who  shall  in(^ire  of  the  damages  to  be 
sustained,  in  manner  directed  by  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  Virginia  act,  shall 
find  and  ascertain  whether  a  passage  across  the  same  shall  be  admitted  or 
maintained  by  a  ford  or  bridge ;  and,  on  such  finding,  the  said  Ohio  and  Che- 
sapeake Canal  Company  shall  cause  a  ford  to  be  rendered  nracticable,  or  a 
bndge  fit  for  the  passage  of  carts  and  wagons  to  be  built,  and  for  ever  hereafter 
maintained  and  kept  in  repair,  at  all  wSi  every  places  so  ascertained  by  the 
said  jury,  at  the  cost  and  charges  of  the  said  company ;  but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  prevent  any  person  from  erecting  and  keeping  in  repair  any 
foot  or  other  bridge  across  the  said  canal,  at  his  own  expense,  when  the  same 
shall  pass  through  his  around :  Provided,  The  same  shall  be  of  such  height 
above  the  water,  as  shall  be  usual  in  the  bridges  erected  by  the  company : 
And  provided,  ako.  That  such  foot  or  other  bridges  so  to  be  erected  by  tlie  owners 
of  such  lands,  shall  not  interfere  with  any  of  the  locks,  buildings,  or  other 
works  of  the  company,  or  with  the  navigation  of  the  said  canal. 

Sko.  9  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  cforeaaid,  That  the  assent 
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of  the  le^slature  of  this  commonwealth  to  the  said  act  of  the  legislatnieof 
Virginia,  is  given  and  granted  upon  the  farther  express  conditions,  that  any 
mesne  process  which  may  be  issued  against  the  said  company,  may  be  serred 
on  any  toll-gatherer,  director,  or  other  officer  of  the  company;  and  such  sot-

accrued,  and  the  dividends  made  or  declared  during  the  preceding  year.

Maryland.  pany,"  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

'^  Whereas  it  is  representtS  to  this  General  Assembly,  that  it  may  tend 
greatly  to  the  promotion  of  the  object  of  the  original  act  incorporating  the 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  to  authorize  a  subscription  for  its 
stock  by  aliens ;  and  doubts  have  arisen,  whether,  under  said  act,  such  stock 
may  be  held  by  others  than  citizens  of  the  United  States ;  and  whether  the 
stock  of  said  company  is  to  be  regarded  as  r^  or  personal  property :  — 

1.  ^^Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  ef  Maryland,  That  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  for  the  time  being,  and  for  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  said  company,  whensoever  the  same  shall  be  duly 
orgranized,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  original  act  aforesaid,  to  receive 
subscriptions  for  any  number  of  shuea  of  the  csmiteil  stock  of  said  company, 
from  any  alien  or  aliens,  who  are  hereby  declared  competent  to  hold  the  same;

the  Western  ohore  shall  be  authorized  to  subscribe  for  five  thousand  shares  in 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  is,  that  when- 
ever the  United  States  shall  have  authorized  subscriptions  tor  not  less  tiian  ten 
thousand  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Com- 
pany ;  and  whereas  it  is  important,  with  reference  to  the  interest  of  the  state,

ScCT.  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotue  of  Bepreseniativet  rf  the  State 
qfJlabama^  in  Otneral  Anembly  eonoened.  That  a  company  be  established  for 
the  improTement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Cahawha  river,  the  capital  stock  of 
which  said  company  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  unless 
hereafter  enlarged  by  law,  exclusive  of  such  sums  as  the  General  Assembly 
may  hereafter  think  proper  to  subscribe ;  the  right  to  make  subscriptions  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  state  to  an  unlimited  amount:  Provided^  said  state 
shall  subscribe  for  the  amount  of  stock  intended  to  be  taken,  within  twelve 
months. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enaetedy  That  subscriptions  for  stock,  each  share 
to  consist  of  one  hundr^  dollars,  shall  be  opened  on  the  first  Monday  of  June

for  three  days  at  each  place :  Frovidei^  That  a  majority  of  the  superintendents, 
at  either  of  the  places  aforesaid,  shall  be  competent  to  open  the  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  of  stock.

the  United  States  and  their  cargoes,  on  entering  the  colonial  ports  aforesaid, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  other  or  Wher  duties  of  tonna^  or  impost,  or  charges 
of  any  other  description,  than  would  be  imposed  on  British  vessels  or  their  car- 
goes arriving  in  the  said  colonial  possessions  from  the  United  States ;  that  the

Whereas,  by  an  act  of  Conmas  of  the  United  States,  of  the  twenty-fifth  of 
May,  one  thousand  eiffht  hundred  and  thirt7-two,  entitled  *<  An  Act  to  exempt 
the  vessels  of  PortugJ  from  the  payment  of  duties  of  tonnage,"  it  was  enacted
